First graders meet 


new health laws 


Rhonda Johnson, the 
Shelby County Health 
Department nurse, reported 
Tuesday that 233 children have 
been immunized by the health 
department during the past 
two weeks. 

A new state law, effective 
with the 1974-75 school year 
requires entering school 
children in Alabama public 
schools to have received three 
DPT, three polio and two 
measles innoculations, 

These shots are given free of 
charge by the health 
department. Mrs. Johnson 
stated that the Shelby County 
Health Department is one of 
the few in the state that offers 
these services to all county 


residents and not just to those 
in lower income groups. 


In addition to services 


rendered at the health 
department office in 


Columbiana, the Shelby 
County Health Department 
conducts clinics in Alabaster 
and Montevallo each week. All 
children’s shots are given along 
with adult tetanus shots and 
TB tests. Family planning and 
birth control care is also 
offered. 

These clinics are condicted 
every Friday from 8-11 a.m. at 
the Alabaster City Hall and in 
Montevallo at the Montevallo 
Community Relations Council 
Building from 12:30 to 2:30

Landfill users 
must register 


with county 


A registration process is 
now in effect at each of Shelby 
County's three sanitary landfill 
Sites, 

Several hundred rural citi- 
zens have requested permits to 
lake their own garbage to the 
landfill once each week, rather 
than pay ninety cents per week 
to have the authorized garbage 
services do the job. 

The registration system will 
assist the solid waste supervisor 
to determine if terms of the 
permits are being observed by 
each person. Supervisors are 
responsible for enforcement of 
the law. 

The register will also help 
the County Commission keep 
records on the volume of gar- 
bage being brought to each of 
the landfill sites.

A front page story in last 
week's issue of the Shelby 
County Reporter turned out to 
be “uncomfortably prophetic” 
for the University of 
Montevallo community, 

The article, written by 
Reporter Editor Marcia Sears, 
quoted a consulting engineer, 
saying, “You could lose water 
overnight in the limestone 
valley on the western side of 
the county”, and that's exactly 
what happened last Thursday. 

The well from which the 
University of Montevallo gets 
all of its water suddenly turned 
muddy Thursday afternoon. 

The problem was 
compounded by the fact that 
the City of Montevallo’s new 
well, located in the eastern part 
of the town, suffered a similar 


fate during July. The d¢ity’s 
new well is producing only a 
limited amount of usable, clear 
water . . .not enough to permit 
joining the city system with 
the university's. 

Emergency measures 
employed by the University 
over the weekend, included 
obtaining limited quantities of 
water from city sources for use 
by the university’s cafeteria 
and using borrowed tanker 
trucks from the National Guard. 

A sufficient amount of 
water was acquired by these 
methods, according to 
University Business Manager 
Lee Barclay, to keep the 
school’s dining services in 
operation, 

The university's well, 
located near Napier Hall,

Montevallo park dedicated 


in Labor Day ceremonies 


Montevallo’s new city park 
was officially named “Milton 
L. Orr, Jr., Municipal Park” in 
ceremonies held Labor Day. 

The popular former mayor, 
for whom it was named, was 
on hand for the ceremonies 
and for the unveiling of a brick 
encased granite marker 

Dr. Orr served as mayor of 
Montevallo from 1963 to 
1972. It was during this time 
that the land was acquired and 
plans were made for the park. 
In remarks made at the 
ceremony by the present 
mayor, Ralph W. Sears, Orr 
was described as “The man 
whose vision and perserverance 
made the park possible and for 
whom the park is now named.” 

As the granite marker 
bearing Dr. Orr's name was 
unveiled, Sears told the several 
hundred spectators, “Dr. Orr's 
unswerving efforts to establish 
a park for Montevallo were at 
times unpopular and at times 
considered expensive. But, in 
spite of the many delays and 
problems, Dr. Orr maintained 
his efforts and today we are 
here to officially dedicate this 
park and to name it”. 

The big Labor Day 
celebration began at 10 a.m. 
with a Flea Market set up by 
the Montevallo Jaycees. Music 
was presented throughout the 
day by the high school band 
and by a vocal choir. 

The platform of the depot 
provided the rostrum for the 
ceremonies, After the Girl 
Scouts presented the colors in 
a flag ceremony, Rev. Paul 
Gauntt gave the invocation. 

The main speaker of the day 
was David Vann, Councilman 


of the City of Birmingham, 
who paid tribute to Dr. Orr 
and his family. 


Following the barbeque, 
exhibitions were put on by the 
karate club and by the Oak 
Mountain Kennel Club.

Emergency Measures are no 
longer being employed by the 
university and the city. 

A team from the Alabama 
Geological Survey, however, 
met with representatives of the 
university and the Graves Well 
Drilling Company, Tuesday 
afternoon, to explore the 
possibilities of establishing an 
additional well for the 
university. 

Barclay told the Reporter 
Tuesday that the water supply 
for the university has stabilized 
and sufficient water is now 
available. Barclay indicated 
that the school uses some 
400,000 gallons per day, but 
the amount required will soon 
be less. “Some 95,000 gallons

per day is required to operate 
the water-cooled air 
conditioning system for the 
campus,” he explained. “As 
soon as cooler weather begins, 
this amount will not be 
needed”, according to Barclay. 

The principal source of 
water for the Montevallo city 
system is from springs located 
near Shoal Creek, The recent 
expansion of the city's 
distribution system providing 
water to Pea Ridge, Dry Valley 
and the Moore's Cross Roads 
community, keeps the pumps 
at the springs operating to 
capacity. Until the new city 
well is pumping a near normal 
supply, the city will not have a 
sufficient surplus to enable it 
to provide substantial 
quantities for the university. 

During the weekend, the 
two systems were 
interconnected for brief 
intervals with the city pumping 
80,000 gallons into the college 
system on one occasion and a 
greater amount at another 
time.

Appearing in opposition to 
the proposed national bank 
were Garland Horton, 
President, Paul Yeager and 
Doug Ballard, Directors, of The 
Bank of Pelham, Ned Bearden, 
President, and Donald Lathem, 
Cashier and Chief Executive 
Officer of the First Bank of 
Alabaster, and Charles A. 
Speir, Attorney for the group. 

The local group is protesting 
the establishment of the new 
bank on the basis that the 
present economic status of the 
area does not warrant another 
bank at this time, and that a 
new bank would adversely 
affect all banks” and 
financial institutions in 
area.

Many people can still get 
money to build or buy a house 
through the Farmers Home 
Administration, even if it is 
almost impossible to find 
money for housing elsewhere. 

Roger Traywick, Director of 
the FHA in Shelby County 
told the Reporter that families 
with adjusted incomes of 
$10,300 or less can qualify for 
an FHA housing loan. 

The interest rate for FHA 
loans is nine and a half percent. 


There are a few other 
criteria that families must meet 
to qualify, such as good credit, 
and inability to get financing 
elsewhere. 

Traywick said that FHA 
loans are available for buying 
lots, building new houses or 
buying an existing house.

What is the Mystery Crash? 

It’s the one-car accident - the kind that involves a 
single vehicle in a traffic mishap. Each year this type of 
accident results in one-third of the traffic deaths - almost as 
many as in the two-car crash, 

Why call it the mystery crash? Because it’s a real 
highv.ay whodunnit, Dead men don’t fill out accident 
reports and those who do survive often won’t admit their 
mistakes, And it’s a mystery why it happens to anyone at 
all, since it’s the one type of accident over which the driver 
has almost complete control. 

You can prevent the mystery crash from happening 
to you by learning its causes and avoiding them. 


The Road 

A sharp curve, a sudden dump, a bad chuck hole-all 
can draw you into a mystery crash. 

Don't get thrown by a curve, aim high in driving. 
Look far down the road so you can see a curve coming up 
and slow down before you enter it. Watch for signs that 
warn of curves. They tell the direction and degree of the 
curve and often suggest a safe speed. 

Slow down before you reach the curve-not in it. Once 
in it, don’t coast but apply steady power and resume 
acceleration as you leave it. 

Remember, though, that as many fatal accidents 
occur on straight roads as on curves-so be alert all the time. 


The Weather 

Rain, snow, fog and darkness are a big threat to 
drivers, You have a better chance of weathering the storm if 
you- 

1, Adjust your speed to the weather. Posted speed 
limits are for ideal conditions only. Slow down in rain, 
snow or patchy fog. In heavy fog, get completely off the 
road. Turn off your lights or another driver may think 
you're still on the road and hit you from the rear. 

2. To avoid locked-wheels skids, pump your brakes 
when stopping on slippery roads. Press and release them 
quickly once or twice a second. This gives alternate 
intervals of braking and steering control. 

3. If you skid, steer in the direction the back of the 
vehicle is sliding. 

The Vehicle 

A vehicle in poor condition can be the cause of a 
mystery crash. Never operate a vehicle that has faulty 
brakes, steering or tires. 

If a tire blows, don’t panic. Instead of braking, which 
may cause you to lose control, hold steady and coast to a 
safe spot, preferably off the road. 

Check brakes, lights, steering, horn, tires, and wipers 
before and after every trip-and have any defects corrected 
immediately, 


Cash flow plan 


can save millions

MONTGOMERY -- A possible source of new revenue for 
Alabama, one which would be a bona fide revenue source 
without taxing the people, may be just around the corner. 

It is in installation of a modern, up-to-date “cash flow 
management system, which is really not a new idea but 
one which seems to be foreign to state business operations. 

But then state business operations have always been 
tinged with political overtones and some things which make 
sense economically don’t always make sense politically. 

Cash flow management is simply the tighter 
management of available cash - - that being the difference 
between cash income and cash outgo. By knowing exactly 
how much money is going to be in the treasury on a given 
date, and how much the state will have to pay out on that 
date, fiscal experts can come up with a cash-on-hand figure 
and that money can be invested ix short term investments. 

The state, at present, places certain amounts of its 
available monies in state depositaries - - banks and savings 
and loan associations. Some of it is on time deposit and the 
state, since 1967, has been collecting interest on its time 
deposits. 

There are other state funds deposited in demand 
accounts which means that the state can write checks on 
those funds for meeting operating expenses -- payrolls, 
rent, goodsand services, 

Generally speaking, the amount any bank will have 
on time deposit is related to the amount it has on demand 
deposit. 

The law now provides that the state treasurer can 
distribute state monies to various depositaries in almost any 
manner. How much can be distributed - - how much cash 
must be available for operating expenses -- is a 
determination made after consultation with the governor. 

Cash flow management could have been instituted in 
Alabama at any time over the years. It hasn't because 
governor after governor has realized the political clout state 
deposits carry. 

Gov, George C, Wallace was convinced that banks 
should pay the state interest on monies placed in those 
banks on time deposit, and that was done with a great deal 
of breast beating. It did bring in new revenue - - now up tc 
about 47 million a year, 

But fiscal experts say that the state could realize - - at 
a minimum -- three times as much as it now realizes on 
bank interest, by instituting a cash flow management 
system and placing more of the state revenues in short term 
investments. 

Georgia recently instituted the system and has tripled 
its income from this source. 

Cash flow management, then, could mean at least $20 
million a year for state operations, possibly as much as $30 
million. 

Such a system is already in operation in the State 
Teachers Retriement System and the State Employes 
Retirement System and in just 11 months, have meant 
$837,000 for the Teachers Retirement Fund and $220,000 
for the Employes Retirement Fund, on working capital of 
from $2 to $9 million. 

Estimates are that the state treasury could invest 
between $100 million and $150 million in short term paper 
instead of letting it languish in banks at a piddling six 
percent interest, 

The’ pressing need for new revenue, and the pledge 
against mew taxation, may well force Gov. Wallace to 
institute this fairly basic business practice.

Litter cost state 
$10,500 last week 


Last week litter along Alabama state highways cost 
Alabama taxpayers approximately $10,500 in repairs to 
mowing machinery tires and downtime for mowing 
machinery operators, 

State Highway Director Ray D. Bass said the 
Department has 318 mowers in operation statewide, Each 
week, he said, the machines average about 521 flat tires at 
an average repair cost of $16 per tire. 

Primary causes of the flats Highway officials say are 
bottles, cans and other metal and glass objects which are 
discarded along Alabama roadsides by thoughtless 
motorists. 

Bass said it is expected that repairs and downtime for 
employees will cost in excess of $242 thousand for the 23 
week summer mowing season, 

“Even though litter removal crews pick up the litter a 
day or so before mowing begins, the litter which 
accumulates in that short time is creating tremendous 
expense for Alabama citizens,” Bass said, 

In addition, Highway officials say that the mowing 
machinery itself is often damaged by large pieces of metal 
of other discarded material, sometimes putting the machine 
out of service for several days while parts are being repaired 
or replaced,

Does the No. 2 car in a two-car household provide 
safe transportation for mothers using a car pool 
arrangement to take the children to school? Oftentimes, the 
answer is ‘‘No". says the Insurance Information Institute in 
a back-to- chool advisory to parents. 

Usually Dad drives a newer model while mothers rely 
on the second family car as a short-trip utility vehicle. More 
often than not, this is the clunker with all the miles on it, 
the gas guzzler that needs new tires and could do with a 
brake job, new wipers, battery and a front-end alignment. 
Though it may pass a motor vehicle inspection by a marrow 
margin, it is sometimes one step from the junkyard. 

The Institute suggests that now is the time to get the 
second car in shape for a car pool season of worry-free 
driving. Car pooling can be fun for the children as well as a 
time and money saver for mother. 

Since some parents are reluctant to join car pools for 
fear they will expose themselves to a lawsuit, the Institute 
says that in terms of insurance coverage, car-pooling 
mothers probably have nothing to worry about. However, a 
few words of caution and explanation are in order. 

Insurance on a privately owned pool-shared vehicle is 
placed in jeopardy only if the pool is operated for a profit. 
In the situation where everyone in the pool uses his car an 
equal amount of time there is, of course, no problem 

The problem most often arises when one of the car 
pool participants does not share in the driving chores and 
thus pays a regular fee. This, most likely, would not arise 
with school car pools. However, car pools involving Dad 
might fall under this situation. 

To preserve insurance coverage (and parents’ peace of 
mind), the Institute points out, any car pool fee should not 
be more than the fair share of the gas, oil and general 
depreciation on the car. A simpler way for the non-sharing 
passengers to reimburse the pool members is to give a gift 
sometime during the year to the drivers. This divorces the 
concept of “fee” from the privilege of riding in a car pool 
and leaves the insurance protection intact. 

Again, this more than likely would apply to the office 
car pool rather than one driven to school. However, simply 
not having to drive every day may serve as enough 
reimbursement in either situation. 

In the case of car pools involving children, the 
Institute stresses the importance of wearing seat belts not 
only to protect them in case of an accident but also to 
prevent the kind of children’s antics that might distract the 
driver's attention. 


Watch repair nets 
well paid salary 


There are only 35 watch repair schools in the United 
States and the state of Alabama has three of them 

For nearly 30 years the J.C. Calhoun Technical 

School at Decatur has been training able bodied men and 
women as well as handicapped and disadvantaged persons in 
the art of repairing clocks and watches. 

The other two watch repair schools in Alabama are at 
the Southwest State Technical College in Mobile and at the 
Alabama Technical College in Gadsden. 

In spite of the fact Alabama has three schools, the 
number of graduates does not replace the number of people 
leaving the profession due to deaths and retirement, 
according to the division of vocation education of the 
Alabama State Department of Education. 

The total number of schools throughout the nation 
train about 400 people per year Most watch repair schools 
work closely with rehabilitation centers and the Veteran 
Rehabilitation program. 

Student qualifications include the following: 16 years 
of age or older, at least a sixth grade completion, and 
reasonable arm and hand dexterity. With modern 
equipment and the relaxed position the watchmaker uses, 
nervousness is not a major factor. Eyesight that can be 
corrected with glasses will satisfy the sight needs. 

All students begin the program in clock repair, 
because clocks are larger and easier to handle, When the 
student's progress reaches a certain level, he advances to 
working on watches, learning each part and division of the 
basic watch. Students are allowed to progress at their own 
rate of speed, 

Basic jewelry repair and stone setting are included in 
the course since most stores require this as a means of 
employment. Electric watches are becoming more and more 
popular, and training includes all types of electric watches, 
with the last few weeks of the course concentrated on 
Accutrons and various electric watches. 

Students who have training in Watch Repair may 
enter into the fields of Watch Repair, Electric Watch 
Repair, Clock Repair, Jewelry Repair and Making, 
Engraving, or Instrument Repair. Employment is available 
in jewelry stores, trade shops, department stores, antique 
shops, and in many manufacturing plants. Requests for 
employees are so great that many students leave the 
program for employment prior to graduation. Salaries vary 
according to the person's ability and location, most ranging 
from $150 to $275 per week, 


easy weekend driving range 


‘Once upon a time there was a castle..." These 
words conjure up a /airy- tale castle of long ago, inhabited 
by fairy princesses, kings and queens, and knights in shining 
armor. It isn’t real of course, not the once- upon- a-time 
castle, presided over by kings and queens. Not in the 
U.S.A. the land of blue jeans, Women’s Lib cokes, 
hot-dogs and apple pie. 

Yet there is a real Castle in the sky overlooking Mt. 
Pisgah, less than an hours flight time from Birmingham 
located in Ashville, N.C. U.S.A. It is Biltmore House. 

This Castle's turreted stone facade guards the Blue 
Ridge Parkway, and Interstate Routes 26 and 40. which 
indeed, traverse part of the original 125,000 acres formerly 
embraced by the Biltmore Estate. A large portion of this 
acreage was deeded to the U.S, Government in 1914, and 
today is the nucleus of Pisgah National Forest. 

But there remains some 11,000 acres in the Estate, 
and the Castle, which contains over four acres of floor 
space. And there is an Azalea Garden, a Wall Garden a 
Shrub Garden, an Italian Garden, and a Rose Garden. 

Biltmore House was built and formally opened in 
1895 by Mr. G. W. Vanderbilt, a favorite home for Mr. 


Vanderbilt, his wife Edith, and their only child Cornelia, / 


who, after her marriage to John F. Cecil, made Biltmore , 
House their home. In 1930, sixteen years after Mr.’ 
Vanderbilt's death, Mr. and Mrs. Cecil were persuaded to 
open Biltmore House and Gardens to the public. 

Its 250 rooms required the hands and skills of a 
thousand workers and artisans steadily engaged for five 
years in the building, while Mr. Vanderbilt traveled in 
Europe choosing paintings, tapestries, statuary, porcelains 
and historic treasures for these rooms, 

Hardly the American dream of a home. Unbelievable, 
really, that such a treasure- filled castle is visited by 
hundreds of Americans daily when Biltmore House and 
Gardens are open to the public from February Ist to 
December 15th. 

Yet, if you are a dreamer, as you enter the marble- 
paved entrance hall, gaze in awe at the Grand Staircase 
which spirals upward for three stories, winding around the 
massive three- tiered wrought- iron chandelier, which hangs 
from the roof to light each landing, there surely is a ghost 
of *a once upon a time fairy princess” floating up the 
stairway to the regal bedrooms upholstered in red damask 
or purple and gold velvet, and filled with priceless treasures. 

And surely in the vast Banquet Hall below where the 
ceiling arches 75 feet above the 72 x 42 foot room 
carpeted with 18th century Persian rugs, there must be, in 
the shadows of the massive triple fireplace, a knight in 
shining armor emerging to take the fairy princess’ hand 
while they stroll through the flower- filled Palm Court, the 
Drawing Room, and into the walnut- paneled Library with 
20,000 volumes lining its walls, and on te the Terrace, with 
a fabulous view of Mt. Pisgah. 

The fairy princess and knight are make-believe, of 
course. But Biltmore House is not. It is a very real Castle- 
in- the-Sky, filled with priceless treasures, to be viewed by 
thousands yearly. 

There is a coke machine at one end of the Wall 
Garden, an Ice Cream Bar near the Italian Garden. Where 
but in the U.S.A. would you find a treasure- filled Castle in ' 
between?

Miss Jones body was found 
in an abandoned shack near the 
University of Montevallo’s Ful- 
ler Hall parking lot some two 
or three hours before Bradley 
was arrested. 

Details of the unusual case 
began to unfold last week 
when a jury of five men and 
seven women began hearing 
testimony and inspecting 
evidence as District Attorney 
Harold Walden presented the 
case for the state and defense 
attorneys Roderick Beddow 
and Oliver Head brought in 
Witnesses for the defense. 

Last Monday was spent in 
striking a jury. 

Nine witnesses were heard 
by the jury on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Thursday was devoted to 
hearing witnesses present 
information surrounding an 
alleged confession that Bradley 
had made to then - Deputy 
Sheriff Larry Edmondson, The 
jury was excused, Thursday. 
Opposing attorneys argued the 
admissibility of the confession 
until 6 p.m. Thursday night. 

Defense attorneys Beddow 
and Head made a motion 
asking the court to suppress 
the confession. The state 
argued that the confession was 
made to a deputy sheriff after 
Bradley had been advised of his 
rights. 

The defense brought the 
parents of the accused to the 
witness stand and they testified 
that their son “could not even 
form a complete sentence” 
because of an over dose of 
Sleep Ese, and therefore could 
not have presented a valid 
confession. 

Former deputy Edmondson 
told the court that Bradley 
made the confession to him at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital.

Edmondson testified, ‘He 
(Bradley) told me that he and 
his girl friend had gone to the 
wooded area just off the 
campus. They had some ‘stuff 
to take and then began to 
quarrel. Richard said that he 
became possessive and 
strangled her, He then carried 
her body to the shack and 
sprinkled pills around to make 
it look like a drug overdose,” 
Edmondson testified. 

Conflicting testimony was 
presented by witnesses 
throughout the day Thursday 
and it wasn’t until 6 p.m, that 
Judge Sharbutt recessed court 
for the day. 


Friday morning Judge Shar- 
butt ruled that the alleged con- 
fession was admissible and 
could be used in court. 

Soon after Sharbutt’s ruling, 
Bradley changed his not guilty 
plea to a plea of guilty to se- 
cond degree murder. 

Judge Sharbutt then con- 
ferred with District Attorney 
Walden, defense atturneys Bed- 
dow and Head, Sheriff C.P. 
Walker, Montevallo Police 
Chief Troy Kirkland, members 
of Miss Jones family and mem- 
bers of the Bradley family. 


At approximately 10 
o'clock Friday morning, Judge 
Sharbutt informed the jury 
that a guilty plea had been re- 
ceived and the court was im- 
posing a 21 year sentence on 
Bradley for second degree mur- 
der. 

After the sentence was 
handed down by Sharbutt, 
Howard C. Jones, father of the 
deceased coed, congratulated 
the District Attorney and the 
judge for stopping the case “in 
a humanitarian manner, tem- 
pered with justice.” Jones indi- 
cated to Sharbutt and Walden 
that he is well satisfied with

“In my judgement,” Shar- 
butt continued, “and after ac- 
cepting the plea and sentencing 
the defendant, Shelby County 
is a better place for young 
people, including college stu- 
dents to live.”

LOADING 
Never step on the gunwale of a 
small boat (it's pronounced “gun- 


nel” and refers to the top edge of 
the bouts side). Step as nearly in 
the center of the crift as possible. 
Step aboard, don't jump, and use 
your hands to steady yourself 
Never let your fingers come he- 
tween the gunwale and dock. Don't 
carry your outboard or other gear 
aboard. Place it on the edge of the 
dock, eget ubourd, then lift the 
equipment in after you. If the dock 
is high and you are alone, consider 
lowering the motor into the boat 


with au line while standing on the 
dock. If the bout is pulled to shore 
for loading. the Mercury outboard 


boating authorities suggest that one 
person should steady the boat while 
others climb in over the bow, 


Those who go aboard first should 
sit near the stern to raise the bow 
so it can be easily shoved off by the 
last person to climb in.

Cooking still first love-- 
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Cook-turned-librarian gives favorite recipes

Alabaster librarian Mamie 


’ Templin held food-related jobs 


for many years before she 
changed and started serving up 
books instead of meals. 

Formerly lunchroom 
supervisor at Thompson Middle 
School, Mrs. Templin assumed 
her duties at the library last 
October. 

Before her three years at the 
school, she had been manager 
of the Siluria Hotel, and she 
has also worked in the kitchen 
at Shelby Memorial Hospital. 


“I still love to cook,* smiled 
the personable, dark-haired 
librarian. A lot of what goes 
into the pot at her Saginaw 
home was grown by her 
husband, Forrest, she added. 

“He does all the gardening, 
including the flowers,” Mrs. 
Templin revealed. 

On duty at the library every 
weekday except Wednesday, 
she spends her day off cooking 
ahead and preserving food 
from the garden. 


Sometime after school 
Starts, the library will again 
open on Wednesday 
afternoons, she reported, 
explaining that this practice 
was initiated last year so the 
students would have a chance 
to do reference work each 
school day. 

That she enjoys her work is 
obvious to anyone who visits 
the library. “I guess the thing I 
like most about it is that | am 
still dealing with people and I 
get to see the children again,” 
she said. “A lot of them are the 
ones I saw at school.” 

A native of Springville, Mrs. 
Templin lived in Columbiana 
for several years and graduated 
from Shelby County High 


School. She and her husband 
have lived in the Alabaster area 
during their 39 years of 
marriage. 

Their children are Dorothy 
Finley, who lives near them;

The recipes which she has 
selected to share are some she 
has used at the school. “They 
are not originals,’ she stressed, 
“but I do add some of my own 
touches to them.” 

With poultry one of our 
better meat bargains these 
days, her Chicken Tetrazzini 
and Chicken Squares are 
especially timely. And of 
course, turkey can be 
substituted in either recipe. 

“IT would make about eight 
big pans of the tetrazzini at 
school,” she said, adding that it 
is particularly adaptable for 
church suppers and other 
“covered dish” affairs. 

Her recipe for Blackberry 
Jam Cake makes either three 
thin layers or two thick ones. 

Giblet gravy can be used 
with the Chicken Squares, Mrs. 
Templin noted, but she said it 
isn’t really necessary because 
the rice makes it moist enough. 
She suggests serving cranberry 
Sauce or a spiced peach 
alongside the sauares. 

An energy-packed after 
school snack is her Rice Krispie 
Squares. Another nice feature 
of this recipe is that it is simple 
enough for the beginning cook 
to try.

Largest county land sale nets 
$1 million for 450 acres 


The largest private land 
transaction in the history of 
Shelby County was completed 
Friday afternoon when Charles 
Beavers and J.1. McCormick 
signed papers purchasing 450 
acres of land from John A. 
Hines. 

Purchase price was 
approximately one million 
dollars. 

Beavers is a Birmingham 
attorney but has a farm and 
other interests in Shelby 
County. McCormick is a retired 
contractor and real estate 
developer. 

Hines is president of Shelby 


County Savings and Loan. 

The tract of land purchased 
by Beavers and McCormick 
adjoins the Alabaster city 
limits on the south side and 
adjacent to the 1-65, Highway 
31 interchange just south of 
Alabaster. 

Hines told the Reporter, 
that his property originally was 
a 520 acre tract, but that 
approximately 70 acres was 
condemned earlier this year by 
the State Highway Department 
for highway 1-65. Some 60 
acres of the land lies between 
the Alabaster city limits and 
1-65. The remaining 390 acres

That is what members of 
the Shelby County Board of 
Education are talking about 
when they get together. In 
fact, in a summer meeting of 
the board, the members 
unanimously passed a motion 
instructing superintendent 
Elvin Hill to formally request 
the County Commission to 
“instigate proceedings for a 
one cent sales tax for 
educational purposes.” 

The superintendent has not 
yet gone to the Commssion, 
but the Commissioners are 
aware of education's 


predicament. Commissioners 
informally told the Reporter 


y County Reporter 
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they would not consider 
imposing a one cent sales tax 
without a vote of the people, 
although they legally could do 
7) 


The problem arises because 
the Board of Education has 
borrowed money to thee 
maximum of its borrowing 
power. Schools that were built 
11 and 12 years ago are not 
paid for yet. The new bonded 
indebtedness of some $2 
million for the Pelham school 
is on a 20-year repayment 
schedule. 

Unless new tax sources are 
provided, “funds for growth 
are nonexistent,” Joe Dean, 
member of the board said in an 
interview Tuesday. 

Dean, who is very 
concerned over the situation, 
said, “We are going to have to 
provide for capital expansion. 
We will need new schools and 
upgrade maintenance at older

Robbers flee with $11,500

A massive search continues 
for three stocking- faced 
bandits who took $11,500.05 
in cash from the Indian Springs 
Branch of the First Bank of 
Alabaster Monday morning, 
then used a stolen car in which 
to cart off their stolen money. 

Mrs. Virginia Johnson, 
assistant cashier, said that three 
white males, with stockings 
over their faces, dressed in blue 
jeans, blue denim shirts and 
gloves, entered the bank at 
about 10 a.m., demanding cash 
from tellers Jewell Crumpton 
and Barbara Johnson. One of 
them wore a wig, she added. 
The bank is located on 
Highway 31 at Cahaba Valley 
Road, 

Warning the cashier, tellers 
and a woman customer not to 


leave as they made their 
getaway, the trio escaped in a 
yellow Mercury. 

The bank’s chairman J.E. 
““Ned"’ Bearden, said the 
Mercury had been stolen from 
the parking lot at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. He said it 
belonged to a nurse who was 
working the 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
shift. 

The auto was found 
abandoned after the robbery 
on a dirt road near the bank. 
An officer with the Pelham 
Police Department said the 
men apparently changed autos 
and fled, 

An electrician working at 
Camper City told investigating 
officers he had seen a green 
compact auto in the area 
earlier in the morning, which 
might have been the car the 


robbers used after abandoning 
the yellow Mercury. 

Mrs. Johnson said that a 
customer who was leaving the 
bank as the robbers 
approached was not detained, 
but that she and the others 
inside were held at gunpoint 
during the robbery and tok 
“they would shoot us if we 
came out of the bank” as they 
were leaving. 

The women did as they 
were told and were not 
harmed, but Mrs. Johnson said, 
following the robbery, “I’m 
still nervous.” 

The bank’s alarm was 
triggered as the trio departed. 
Chief David Watson and Sgt. 
Howard Brogden of the Pelham 
Police Department arrived on 
the scene some minutes later,

Shelby County is one of the 
few counties facing a growth 
problem in public schools, The 
downturn in the birth rate is 
more than offset by the 
numbers of new families 
moving into the county. There 
are 417 more children 
registered in the county 
schools this year than last year. 
If this rate of growth 
continues, next fall could see 
many classes housed in trailers

Enrollment crests 
at all-time high 


Enrollment in Shelby County public schools reached 
an all-time high of 10,296 when the school doors opened 
this term. There are 417 more children in the schools this 


year than last. 


The new Pelham High School has an enrollment of 
451, relieving what would have been an impossible situation 
at Valley, Helena and Thompson Schools. 

Figures from the county school board show that the 
biggest growth is in the Cahaba Valley - Pelham - Alabaster 


area, as expected. 


Almost all other areas of the county have also shown 
a growth in school population. The biggest school in the 
county is Thompson Elementary, with an enrollment of 
1,015 children. Calera Annex and Wilsonville are the two 
smallest schools with populations of 143 and 150. 

According to county figures, there are 8,233 white 
pupils and 2,063 black pupils enrolled in the county 


schools.

Here 1 am, trying to find my niche in today’s

Cahaba Valley historian traces early north county families 


The information in this series of articles on the 
history and development of the Cahaba Valley area 
represents several years of research by Charlotte Finch 
Thornton, a Shelby County native who is descended form 
some of the Valley's pioneer settlers, 

Both in the Cahaba Valley where her parents, J.E. 
and Julia Allan Finch still reside, Mrs, Thornton now lives 
in Pelham with her husband, James “Skip” Thornton, and 
three children. 

Her quest for information on her forebearers has 
taken her to the Shelby County Courthouse for exhaustive 
searches through old deeds, birth and death records and 
land grants; to Samford University for a look at census 
records and to old cemeteries (most notably Allan 
Cemetery on Cahaba Valley Road and the Johnson family 
cemetery at Beeswax Creek), where four generations of her 
ancestors are buried, 

In_ offering these facts for publication, the author 
points out that the information is as accurate as incomplete 
sometimes conflicting records will allow, but that the 
authenticity of some information may be questionable. 

This first installment begins with Moses Johnson, Mrs.

Cahaba Valley History 
Part I 


by Charlotte Thornton 


The Cahaba Valley as we know it is situated in the 
northwest section of Shelby County. Once it extended 
from possibly Ashville, down the chain of mountains, all 
the way to Montevallo, However, the part I shall deal with 
in this series is the valley as we know it today; that is, the 
area between Highway 280 and Highway 31, including 
Cahaba Valley Road and Valleydale Road, 

In the early 1800's, most of the roads in this section 
were Indian trails. Chief among these was the Huntsville 
Road which followed the course of an old trail that ran 


from Ditto’s Landing on the Tennessee River to Mudtown 
on the Cahaba. 

Mudtown was an important Upper Creek trading 
town in the heyday of the Creek Confederacy. It stood at 
the junction of two trunkline trails: the great trade path 
between the Gulf and the Great Lakes and the East-West 
trail from the Carolinas to the Chocktaw and Chickasaw 
territory in northern Mississippi. It was a flourishing trade 
center for many years, but was burned by Andrew 
Jackson's Tennessee Militia in 1813, during the Creek War. 

Another early road was the Ashville-Montevallo 
Road, extending from Ashville to Montevallo. It follows 
closely the same course today as then. The road probably 
served settlers coming from the Carolinas and Georgia, and 
was probably opened around 1816. 

Judging by old courthouse records, some of the 
earliest family names associated with the Cahaba Valley 
area were Johnson, Lee, Acton, Bailey, Street, Gilbert and 
Cross, In fact, most of the names entered in these early 
records seem to belong to Cahaba Valley settlers, although 
there is no way of knowing about families not listed in 
these records. I have gleaned these names from land grants, 
old ledgers, cemetery records and deeds, These families are 
listed as having lived in the area prior to 1816. 

One of the earliest and most prominent names 
associated with Shelby County history is that of Moses 
Johnson, A native of Newport, R.I., he came to Alabama 
by way of Virginia, bringing with him his wife, the former 
Eleanor Havis of New York. 

I am indebted to the late Rev. E.B. Teague an early 
writer and Baptist minister, for information on Moses 
Johnson, who, Teague said, was born in 1746, served in the 
Revolutionary Army and was with George Washington at 
the battle and seige of Yorktown. The account continues: 
“Removing then to Tennessee, Sevier County, by another 
record, he presently came into Jefferson County, this state, 
and there opened the first farm ever settled in the county, 
making a crop there with the two boys, while the rest of

Most homes ure overlit. Why not remove one bulb in three 
and replace the other two with bulbs of the next lower 
wattage? This simple step won't hurl you back to the dark 
ages and it might cause your electricity costs to drop by 
more than 4 percent 

Traditional incandescent bulbs are between 3 and 4 times 
less energy-efficient than fluorescent bulbs. Did you know 
that one 40-watt fluorescent tube provides more light than 
three 60-watt incandescent bulbs and can save you about 
$10 per year? So go fluorescent, not only in bathrooms and 
kitchens, but everywhere you want quality lighting at a lower 
cost 

Where you use fluorescent lighting, remember that a single 
long tube is more energy-efficient and economical than two 
shorter tubes, Similarly, one large incandescent bulb will use 
less energy and cost you less money to burn than several 
smaller bulbs, 

Consider buying solid-state dimming switches for your 
incandescent lights. These are not too expensive und you 
don't have to be « Thomas Edison to install them They save 
electricity by allowing you to turn lights up only when neces. 
sary. The rest of the time you can dial your lighting to a 
lower, more energy-efficient level. 

Long-life incandescent bulbs are fine for hard to reach 
places, but they are less efficient than ordinary bulbs, And no 
lamp of lighting fixture is going to be very efficient if it is not 
kept clean, Dirt absorbs the light you buy to bring yourself 
out of the darkness, So keep lamps cleun. 

Finally, Americans can save lots of electricity if everyone 
would remember the simple lesson parents have taught 
children ever since the light bulb was invented, That lesson is: 
“Last Out, Lights Out.” 

The 100-watt bulb you leave on all night in an empty room 
burns 4 kilowutt hour of electricity. That's about the same 
amount of energy it takes to lift a 150-pound person to the 
top of Mount McKinley! 

Whether the electricity you use comes from petroleum, 
coul, or nuclear power, it's not going to become any cheuper. 

There's no way out, The era of high cost energy is upon us, 
If we want to keep those costs down in balancing the family 
budget. if we want to reduce our dangerous dependence on 
crude oil imports, we'll have to cut down on our daily energy 
use. The excess lighting in your home is a good place to 
start. So remember, “Last Out, Lights Out,”

He’s not 
here. Now that’s a literal statement. 

And colloquialisms evoke emotion too. No doubt 
about that. As for example: “He's not going to buffalo 
me!" Your friend at the wheel says and Surges ahead when 
u car Ines to pass on Highway 31 during the evening rush 
hour. No doubt about emotion there. Your hair may even 
turn white. 

And take, “If push comes to shove.” Gentee! words, 
More graceful and polite than stomp or slug, and far more 
socially acceptable, 

Colloquialisms are meaningful too, For example: “It's 
no skin off my nose.” You get the idea, but quick, And 
they're graphic as: “Grinning like a mule cating briars.” 
Can't you just see that grin? 

Brevity I've always admired and had a penchant for, 
Take my favorite expression “tote”. There's an economy 
not only of words but of syllables too. And wouldn't you 
rather tote the groceries than carry them? 

Or another favorite of mine: “One jump ahead of a 
fit.” Haven't you been there, when the sewer line Stopped 
up, the heat went off, and you fell and sprained your ankle 
just as your in-laws arrive for a weekend visit? 

And colloquialisms are philosophical too, as for 
example: A young wife dismissed defeat when her husband 
lost an election for a rather high office with, “We tried to 
bounce too high! ” 

And they're descriptive really, take: “Ragged as a 
cedar tree.” The picture is there. Or, “The silver looks 
groggy” when it needs polishing. A state mine seems to be 
forever destined, 

Then there’s the old, old saying: “He's a demon 
possessed.” Can't you just see a pitchfork in the picture? 

Or how about the threat: “He'll fleg your garment.” 
Well! I wouldn't want that either. You get the point, and 
you know good and well it's time to leave. 


the family were left in Tennessee. He returned to them, 
leaving the two boys in Jefferson County (below Leeds) 
among the Indians. Upon their return they had a joyful 
meeting with the two boys who had stayed alone but were 
unmolested, safe and sound.” 

Moses later migrated into Shelby County, settling at 
Beeswax Creek near Columbiana. He died in 1828 «nd lies 
in a family cemetery across the road from his home. His 
wife buried at his side, he was later joined by many of his 
children and grandchildren who were victims of plagues and 
fevers, wars and disease. 

One tale handed down through the generations is that 
the young settlers would often hunt squirrels to cook over 
an open fire. They would, as was their custom, skin and 
dress the animals and roast them on a stick until the meat 
was done. Their Indian neighbors, however, would simply 
throw their squirrels on hot coals, fur and all, then ckin and 
dress them after they had cooked, No wonder the story was 
never forgotten... imagine the stench when the furry 
creatues hit those hot coals! 

The most illustrious of Moses’ children seems to be 
his firstborn, Issac, a native of Virginia who settled in Sevier 
County, Tennessee as a young man. Married to Frances 
Massey in 1803, he came to Alabama and settled with his 
father around the Hills White place below Leeds. 

Soon afterward, he “swapped his crop” and moved 
on to the Ed Davis place, where a number of his twelve 
children were born. 

In 1813, Issac volunteered to serve in the War of 
1812, traveling to Huntsville to join up, He fought under a 
Col. Perkins who joined Jackson at Fort Strothers. His 
regiment was joined by another, led by Col. Higgens. The 
two units totaled 850 men, called Minute Men, They fought 
at Emuckfau and Enitachopca and then marched on. In 
March, 1814, Issac returned home to his family which now 
included an infant daughter, Mary Polly Ann, who had been 


born during his absence,

Qualifications 
producing 


election chaos

MONTGOMERY - - The closing of qualifications for 
the 1974 general election produced one of the wildest, 
craziest days in Alabama politics, an arena in which crazy 
Jays are the norm. 

The vagaries of Alabama politics has contributed in 
no small way to the almost complete baldness of Herbert 
Nation, president of Brown Printing Co. in Montgomery, 
one of the two or three firms in the state with enough 
intestinal fortitude to indulge in the business of printing 
ballots 

With just 60 days to go until the election, there 
wasn't a clear cut list of candidates for the statewide offices 
-> the race for one seat on the Supreme Court still in the 
contest stage, the possible denial of the candidacy of a 
Prohibition Party candidate a place on the ballot by the 
Ethics Commission: the questionable qualification of a 
Whig Party candidate for the Public Service Commission: 
and no telling what clse. 

As for legislative races, many county ballots are still 
uncertain because of contests and two Republican 
candidates were certified by that party for legislative seats 
for which there were no nominees in the primary. The GOP 
Executive Committee simply selected them a couple of 
candidates and the Democratic Party is threatening a court 
suit over the legality of such action. 

The Conservative Party has one statewide candidate 
and one Congressional candidate, the National Demveratic 
Party of Alabama has no statewide candidates and three 
congressional candidates, the Republican Party has two 
statewide candidates but only wants one: and the Whig 
Party has one, possibly two statewide candidates and 
nothing else, 

It’s enough to cause a good honest printer to lose his 
hair. 

But more than that, it’s enough, hopefully. 10 cause 
the next Alabama Legislature to do something about the 
inane Alabama election laws. 

More and more sentiment is being heard against 
allowing a person to participate in one party's primary and, 
upon losing that party's nomination, jumping to another 
“splinter” party. 

A lot of this type action comes from whites who were 
defeated by blacks or blacks who were defeated by whites. 
Although they lost in a primary where y majority wins, 
they feel that in the general election, when a plurality can 
elect, they can solidify the white, or black, vote and emerge 
the winner. 

A 1971 law made it more difficult foy politicul parties 
to be formed, and provided that they must field candidates 
in the general elections every year if they are to remuin an 
active, recognized party, 

But the Whig Party got in this year on a technicality, 
and the Alabama Conservative Party manapes to seare up at 
few candidates cach year - - generally the sore losers who 
want another crack at their political foes. 

The Prohibition Party candidates admit they haven't u 
ghost of a chance of winning any posts, but they want 1 
keep their cause before the public. 

It all points up the need for tighter clection laws, and 
some well considered rules for the holding of primaries and 
general clections, No one wants to keep legitimate 
candidates out, no matter how large or how simall their 
constituency,

Frank Killingsworth of Calera 
thought it was definitely 
unheard of, but they were 
quick to collect on their 
bonanza. 


One day not long ago, the 
Killingsworths were having a 
ditch dug on their property for 
a water line. Then the next 
thing they knew, Confederate 
money was flying everywhere. 
They chased down the money,

gathering all they could find. 
The hidden “treasure trove” 
contained not just Southern

A search followed, but the 
family was not able to locate 
the exact spot where the 
money was buried nor the 
container in which it was 
preserved, They located a few 
more coins, including an early 
commemorative coin with the 
faces of Alabama’s first two 
governors. 

The money was apparently 
buried during the War Between 
the States, probably when the 
Yankee army was invading the 
county. It obviously could not 
have been buried before the 
war when there was no 
Confederate money, nor very 
long after the war when the 
money became worthless, So it 
seems almost certain that some

Calera area family buried their 
valuables when the war was a 
lost cause; and for some reason 
the family never recovered the 
cache. 

Over a hundred years tick 
by, and by a lucky fluke the 
long-forgotten bonanza 
explodes into the present. A 
war-torn past rises again, and 


to the Killingsworths history 
takes on real meaning. 

Upon finding the buried 
money, the couple became 
really interested in finding 
more, They bought a metal 
detector, and Mrs, 
Killingsworth said, “On the 
first day we had it we found a 
1901 Indian Head penny.” She 
said that they still have not 
found the container that had 
held the Confederate money 
for so long, but that they are 
still looking. 

Both husband and wife 
have not taken an interest in 


the past as a hobby. Mrs. 
Killingsworth said that she had 
already been interested in 
collecting old glass, and that 
she has several old bottles and 
pieces of Depression glass, as 
well as other unusual glassware 
items. 

The couple has become 
especially interested in old 
coins. The value of one 
particular coin eludes them 
however: an 1859 silver coin 
from Austria is not listed in 
any of their coin guides. Mrs, 
Killingsworth told the 
Reporter that the coin has 
never been circulated, having 
been passed down in her family 
for over 100 years. 

Although the family does 
have several items of great 
worth, most of their items are 
of historic interest or 
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conversation pieces. Frank 
Killingsworth has some of the 
Confederate money framed in 
his office at an area trucking 
business, and a few bills are in 
their home to commemorate 
their unusual jackpot. While 
Confederate money is often 
still considered worthless, Mrs. 
Killingsworth points out that 
this is not true. 

“Often Confederate money 
can be traded even, dollar for 
dollar, with U.S. currency. A 
one-dollar CSA bill is worth 
about one dollar USA,” she 
explains. With these days of 
inflation and depleted buying 
power, the currency of the 
Confederate States of America 
will no doubt soon be worth 
more than regular money. So 
save your Confederate money 
-- the South has risen again!

Aiabama’s forest products 
industry planted 78,673,345 
seedlings during the 1973-74 
tree planting season, according 
to the Southern Forest 
Institute. 

The annual survey, broken 
down further, shows that of 
the total seedlings planted in 
Alabama, 78,529,245 were 
pine and the remaining 
144,100 were hardwood. 
67,452,595 of these new trees 
were planted on land owned or 
leased by the wood-using 
industry in the state. Another 
11,220,750 were distributed to 
private landowners for planting 
on their lands.

A total of 7,197,000 of the 
seedlings planted in Alabama 
were what is often referred to 
as ‘‘Supertrees.” These are 
genetically improved seedlings 
which grow taller, straighter, 
and healthier, up to 20 percent 
faster than an ordinary pine 
seedling. 

The total number of trees 
planted in Alabama represents 
nearly 14 percent of all new 
trees planted in the 13 
Southern states. Across the 
South, the forest products 


industry helped plant a record 
572- million trees. That’s nine 
trees for every man, woman, 
and child in the South!

History returns to life 


at Bessemer city museum 


A short drive will show 


how our ancestors lived 


by Willard Harrison 


Snuggled into a small basement 
room is Bessemer’s 
contribution to the history of 
Alabama and our immediate 
area. Although Shelby County 
has yet to begin a museum of 
our past, the Bessemer Hall of 
History does a good job of 
showing how our ancestors 
lived, 

Located at 1830 Fourth 
Avenue South, the museum is 
housed in the bottom of the 
Bessemer Public Library. And 
while some of the collection 
deals with the history of the

His friends, and they are 
legion, call him Dud. His rea! 
name is Dudley McGuire. He’s 
a native of Shelby County and 
has lived in Cahaba Valley all 
his life as did his mother and 
father before him and so on 
down the line. 

He lives in an old- fashioned 
but conspicuously well 
preserved house, its clapboard 
siding always gleaming under a 
fresh coat of white paint, Mr. 
McGuire takes great pride in 
ownership of whatever is his, 
whether it be his home or the 
1957 Chevy sitting in his 
garage. 

He and his son, Dudley, Jr., 
or Judy, as he is known, live 
together here alone. His wife. 
Lorene, died three years ago, 
and the two of them carry on 
much as before her death, 

The two have a workshop 
where they make wrought iron 
gates, among other things. 
Most of the gates decorating 
the more affluent farms up and 
down the valley were made by 
the McGuires. 

He is on the board of 
deacons of the New Hope 
Cumberland Church. One 
staunch admirer declared the 
church would probably fold 
without him. One source said 
he actually helped saw the logs 
shipped in from Clanton with 
which. to build the present 
church before it was remodeled 
and modernized. 

His greatest joy in life is in 
giving. He owns forty acres of 
land surrounding his house, 
and it is neatly planted with an 
overflow of vegetables which 
he freezes or gives away to his 
friends and the needy. He has a 
utility house which contains 
three freezers of frozen 
vegetables and meat, On a shelf 
overhead are quite a few jars of 
jams and jellies. 

There's a large chestnut tree 
towering over the roof of his 
house, its limbs loaded with 
spikey green chestnuts. These 
are good for roasting, he said, 
or for chopping into delicious 
salads. 


The most outstanding 
product of his farm surely 
must be his turkeys. Of his 
flock, thirteen are snow 
white. These he also dresses 
and gives away to his friends. 

He refers to himself as old, 
but his appearance and actions 
give doubt to this, He’s one of 
the ageless. As one of the 
valley natives said, “An active 
body and an occupied mind 
keeps on going”. 

By his back porch stands a 
huge water oak, He and his 
wife planted it nearly 
forty-two years ago. Nearby, 
he said, used to be an old 
handpump with which they 
would pump their water, All 
excess water ran into a 
container which they threw on 
the sapling oak, then measuring 
only about two inches in 
diameter. Since it’s now almost 
two feet thick, it would seem it 
has given its all to Dud 
McGuire, as he has given to 
others, 

He counts among his dearest 
friends Milton Yeilding, former 
president of the Yeilding 
Clothing Stores. They've been 
friends since childhood and 
Milton still comes out 
occasionally to have breakfast 
with Dud. 

He has been keeping 
company with a lady friend, 
Mrs. Birdie Hazel Gerald, but 
they say there’s been no talk of 
marriage. 

Together they do things 
such as visiting the elderly in 
the nursing home and 
spreading good cheer. They 
both love to garden and to 
work out of doors, 

Birdie laughingly recalls a 
story he told once about his 
taking some fresh vegetables to 
a friend’s house, only to 
discover the friend had 
company. Too shy to 
interrupt, he placed the 
vegetables in what he thought 
was his friend’s car. It was 
night and the lighting was bad.

FBI agent stresses 
necessity of NCIC 


“The National Crime Infor- 
mation Center is the single 
greatest asset in use by law 
‘enforcement agencies, today”. 

These words of Ralph J, 
Miles, Special AGent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
for north Alabama, as he spoke 
to the Montevallo Rotary Club, 
Thursday night. 

The Savannah, Georgia 
native who has been 
headquartered in Birmingham 
since 1968, stoutly defended 
the use of computerized 
information as one of law 
enforcement’s most valuable 
tools. 

In describing how the NCIC 
works, Miles pointed out that 
not only do NCIC records 
contain information on persons 
wanted for felonies, but that it 
also stores information on any 
stolen property that can be 
identified by a serial number. 
Included among these items are 
automobiles, television sets, 
chain saws, typewriters, adding 
machines, radios, musical 
instruments, .... nearly 
anything that bears an 
identifying mark or 
characteristic. 

Critics of the NCIS 
frequently say that personal 
‘information kept on computer 
is an invasion of privacy. Miles 
pointed out to the Rotarians 
that any person may request to 


see the information that

And in 
that instance, he explained, a 
court order was obtained 
before the tap was made. After 
the tap was completed the 
persons whose wires were 
tapped were given transcripts 
of the information and were 
given an opprotunity to make 
any corrections they wished to 
make. The information 
obtained ip this particular 
instance, 
used in a gambling case. 

Miles summed up his talk by 
saying that the computerized 
records of the NCIC and other

Restaurant. 


Dr. Abernathy told the 
Reporter that Dr. Rex Perkins 
of Alabaster will join him in 
practice when he finishes his 
internship a year from now.

projects are tentative. He adds 
that the access road to the 
state park is even less definite, 
although state engineers and 
surveyors have been studying 
the land between the park 
entrance and the proposed 
Highway 119 interchange. 
John Meredith, manager of 
the park, told the Reporter 
that the new service road to 
Oak Mountain will begin at the 
165 and Hwy. 119 junction, 
and will run parallel to 65 as it 
Stretches southward to the 
present park entrance.

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Alabaster city council still embroiled 


with sewerage, expansion problems

Alabaster City Council, in a 
»usy Monday night session, 
adopted a proposed budget of 
$355,000 for the coming fiscal 
year and learned that many 
citizens are still concerned over 
what sewerage assessments will 
cost them when the city’s 
expanded sewer facilities are 
put into operation. 

James E. Lowery, 
spokesman for a group calling 
itself the Citizens’ Action 
Committee of Alabaster, 
addressed the council, asking 
what property owners can 
expect their sewer assessments 
to be and if some way can be 
found to help those residents 
living on low, fixed incomes. 

Mayor Harold Davenport 
told the group that a federal 
law requires local governments 
to assess 51 percent of the cost 
of such a project. A per foot 
assessment figure cannot be 
determined until the contract 
for the outfall lines has been 
let, the mayor added, 

Describing his organization 
as “a small group representing 
a larger one,” Lowery was 
joined in questioning the group 
by Mrs. Maureen Kelly, S.R. 
Peacock and Mrs. Fay 
Hawkins. 

Peacock asked if it would be 
possible for citizens to sponsor 
fund-raising projects to help 
low income property owners 
pay their assessment fees. 
Councilman James Gould 
answered that this could be 
done and suggested that money 
raised be put into an Escrow 
account for these people. 

Lowery asked to see a copy 
of the city’s budget for the 
year 1973-74, Davenport 
replied that the budget is a 
matter of public record and a 


copy is always on file in the 
city offices. 

Mike Worley and Jesus 
Rivera, appraisers with the 
Jacob Company the firm 
retained to reappraise property 
throughout the county, 
appeared to inform council 
that with reappraisal nearly 
completed in Columbiana, 
work has begun in Alabaster. 
Worley said his group is 
enlisting the city’s help in 
asking citizens to cooperate 
with those making the study. 

Asked by members of the 
Citizens’ Action Committee if 
the re-evaluations are likely to 
result in increased property 
taxes, Worley said that taxes 
are not based on appraisal 
figures alone. “Millage rates 
and the county's budget also 
figure in,” he said, explaining 
that even if appraisals run 
higher on many property 


evaluations, this increase could 
result in a decrease in millage 
rates if the budget remains 
about the same. 

Stressing the fact that the 
reappraisal, ordered by the 
federal government for the 
entire state, is being carried out 
for the purpose of equalizing 
property assessessments, 
Worley added it has been his 
experience in other areas that 
“about 25 percent (of taxes) 
will go up, 25 percent will go 
down and the other 50 percent 
will stay where they are.” 

Robert Tolbert told council 
members that water service is 
being discontinued to several 
homes in his area in East 
Alabaster and that residents 
have been told they must pay 
$100 and have meters installed 
in order for service to 
continue.

TOMATOES 
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State press getting 
Wallace brush-off 


by Don Wasson 


LAKEWAY, Tex. - - This week’s Capital Comment is 
being written at this resort city on Lake Travis, near the 
Texas state capitol, where Gov. George C. Wallace is 
participating in the 40th annual Southern Governors 
Conference. 

This conference was born out of the south’s plight in 
attempting to compete with northern manufacturers, a 
competition which was grossly unfair because of 
discriminatory freight rates. 

Banded together in a common purpose, the Southern 
Governors were able, after a long court fight, to have the 
Interstate Commerce Commission outlaw those 
discriminatory freight rates and if the term “the New 
South” has any meaning at all, it should date from that 
victory. 

Now the Southern Governors’ Conference is a fairly 
innocuous Organization which engages in a great deal of 
Oratory and each year passes some high-sounding 
resolutions which, one suspects, has little more influence on 
the course of human events as the cough of a gnat might 
have on the course of a hurricane. 

Hurricane Carmen, while we're speaking of big winds, 
put somewhat of a damper on this conference, because it 
brought rain for the first three days and the tennis players 
and golfers in the entourage had nothing to do but sit 
around and listen to the oratory, 

Gov. Wallace, as always, was a center of attention, 
but President Ford’s pardon of ex-President Nixon caught 
everybody by surprise and the first three days of the 
conference were filled with comments and speculation. 

As might be expected, Wallace continued to dodge 
any direct statement on the pardon, saying only that 
President Ford acted within his authority. He did venture 
the opinion that the pardon might have been a little 
premature, but he was in no way critical. Nor was he 
non-critical. 

As he is at home, Wallace was practically unavailable 
for any serious questions from the local press, It appears in 
Montgomery that the people around the governor 
deliberately keep him from the press except when they 
know the questioning can be limited to a single, non- 
controversial subject. 

At a gathering of this type, where there are reporters 
from the national news magazines, the New York Times. 
the Washington Post and the television networks, Wallace 
seems readily accessible for questioning. 

This is because he knows the national press is 
interested only in his national status as a candidate or asa 
power broker in the 1976 election. This segment of the 
American press has more ready access to Gov. Wallace than 
the local press has, even when the governor is in residence 
in Montgomery. 

In what was apparently an exclusive interview here 
with a reporter for The Washington Post, Wallace 
challenged any “New South” Democratic governors to meet 
him in the 1976 presidential primary. 

In an apparent slap at Govs. Reubin Askew of 
Florida, Jimmy Carter of Georgia, and Dale Bumpers of 
Arkansas, all rising Democratic stars and considered “New 
South” type governors, Wallace said that if any New South 
governor was bold enough to challenge him in 1976, “I'd 
win even bigger than I did in 1972” (referring to the 
presidential primary in Florida). 

Asked why he was not testing the political waters for 
1976, as some others are doing, he replied: “I don’t have to 
warm up. You're looking at one politician who's hot.” 

That was a pretty brash statement, even for Wallace, 
and the entire interview left Alabama newsmen who are 
covering the conference here wondering to whom they can 
turn for answers to questions about what's going on in 
Alabama. 

It's a little too early, in Alabama at least, to be 
worrying about the 1976 presidential elections. 

If that is all Wallace wants to talk to the press about, 
then Alabama newsmen are going to have to look 
elsewhere, other than the governor's office, for their 
answers,

Soviets avoiding Ford showdown

WASHINGTON — Soviet 
leaders have sent secret sig- 
nals to President Ford that 
they are eager to get along 
With him, They have 
deliberately down-played 
their dispute with him over 
Soviet bases in the Indian 
Ocean 

Ford had scarcely moved 
into the White House before 
he told a press conference 
that the Soviet Union was 
“operating three naval bases 
in the Indian Ocean.” This 
brought a quick denial from 
the official Soviet news agen 
cy, Tass. which called it a 
“regrettable inaccuracy. 

The President was speak- 
ing of Um Qasr. an Iraq port 
at the head of the Persian 


Gulf. Aden on the South 
Yemen coast, guarding the 
entrance to the Red Sea: and 
Berbera across the Aden 
Gulf on the African coast of 
Somalia 

Technically, Ford was 
wrong, and the Kremlin was 
night. There are no actual 


Soviet bases at these three 
Strategic ports. But Soviet 
war ships have been granted 
Special privileges and 
priorities at all three ports 
The Soviets use the ports 
therefore. to refit and resup 
ply their naval ships 

The Kremlin leaders have 
let Ford know, meanwhile 
that they don't want this dis- 
pute to interfere with the 
Soviet-American detente. As 
an added gesture, they have 
assured Ford that the harass 
ment of Soviet Jews will stop 
and that 30,000 Soviet Jews 
will be permitted to emigrate 
nent year 


Nuclear Setbacks: The 
world’s statesmen are losing 
their struggle to keep 
nuclear weapons under con 


trol and, thereby, to reduce 
the risks of a nuclear war. 
Here are the latest grim 
developments 

President Ford has decided 
not to send the nuclear test 
ban treaty, which was negoti- 
ated in Moscow last July. to 
the Senate for ratification. In- 
stead, he will go back to the 
negotiating table for more 
talks. Our sources don't ex- 
pect these to accomplish any 
thing 

The Soviets have admitted 
setting off fourteen nuclear 
blasts in the past for peaceful 
purposes. U.S. intelligence. 
however, has detected 32 ex- 
plosions, The Soviets, ap- 
parently, are attempting to 
divert rivers into the barren 
areas of Siberia 

The Chinese communists 
have flatly rejected all at 
tempts to gain their coopera: 
tion in controlling nuclear 
weapons 

Contrary to India's 
assurance that its nuclear 
test last May was intended 
strictly for non-military pur- 
poses, intelligence reports 
claim that the nuclear 
developments began in 1971 
as a military project. This has 
already started a scramble 
for nuclear weapons by other 
small powers 

Our sources expect a dozen 
nations te process nuclear 
arms by the end of the 
decade. This will ominously 
increase the risks that these 
doomsday weapons may fall 
into the hands of irresponsi- 
ble leaders and terrorists

Nixon's Pardon: We have 
been bombarded with ques- 
tions about the pardoning of 
ex-President Nixon. We have 
carefully investigated the 
Story behind the pardoning 
and have spoken to sources 
who are in a position to know 
what happened 

Did Nixon make a deal for 
a pardon before he brought 
Ford into the White House? 
We have found absolutely no 
evidence of any advance un- 
derstanding about a pardon 
On the contrary, President 
Ford specifically instructed 
his representative, Benton 
Becker, not to promise a par 
don during the preliminary 
discussions at San Clemente 

Why did Ford grant the 
pardon? He acted strictly out 
of compassion. He had 
received reports that Nixon 
was terribly depressed and 
despondent, that his nerves 
were strung like a harp, that 
he was deteriorating daily 
Ford thought the humane 


thing to do was to pardon his 
predecessor. 

Why didn't the President 
wait until the courts had 
determined Nixon's guilt? 
Ford was told that a Nixon in- 
dictment was imminent. He 
felt the indictment might 
crack Nixon's emotional 
stability. Since Ford had 
already decided upon mercy, 
he thought it would be more 
compassionate to act im- 
mediately. 

Didn't Ford realize that a 
Nixon pardon would be une- 
qual justice and might upset 
the whole Watergate prosecu- 
tion? His lawyers told him 
that the power to pardon had 
been used in the past as the 
President's personal preroga- 
tive, without regard for equal 
justice. But the whole truth is 
that Ford simply didn't con- 
sider all the implications. 

Washington Whirl: By par- 
doning Richard Nixon. the 
President has revived the 
Watergate controversy after 
almost putting it to rest. This 
will increase the risks that 
the GOP will become iden- 
tified in the public mind as 
the Watergate party. The 
voters won't be able to vote 
against either Nixon or Ford 
on November 5th. Therefore, 
many voters will register 
their protests by voting 
against the Nixon-Ford party 
Except in the South, Repub- 
lican candidates will be hurt 
by Ford's action....At the end 
of the Arab oil embargo, all 
companies rushed to 
replenish their stock. This has 
now resulted in a surplus of 
gasoline which will force gas 
Stations to lower their prices 
— slightly. In a few cities. gas 
wars will probably result as 
the stations compete to get 
rid of their surplus gas. But, 
the oil producers will hold 
back production in order to 
keep prices high in the 
future,...President Ford is 
convinced that Watergate 
was caused by a campaign 
committee that was permit- 
ted to run wild.

Charles Boswell, Commissioner of Revenue stated 
that in his opinion one of the major problems this year will 
be the assessment of trucks, He urges every truck owner to 
obtain the model of the truck before going to the County 
Courthouse.

Her quest for information on her forebearers has 
taken her to the Shelby County Courthouse for exhaustive 
searches through old deeds, birth and death records and 
land grants; to Samford University for a look at census 
records and to old cemeteries (most notably Allan 
Cemetery on Cahaba Valley Road and the Johnson family 
cemetery at Beeswax Creek), where four generations of her 
ancestors are buried, 

In offering these facts for publication, the author 
points out that the information is as accurate as incomplete 
sometimes conflicting records will allow, but that the 
authenticity of some information may be questionable. 

This installment continues the story of Moses 
Johnson who came to Alabama during the early 1800's. 


Cahaba Valley History 
Part Il

Children of Issac and Frances Massey Johnson were 
twins, Moses and Jacob, born in 1804; Robert Abraham, 
who died in infancy, 1810; another son born in 1812; Mary 
Polly Ann, 1814; Sarah; Benjamin F., 1817; James Plearch, 
1820; Virginia Caroline, 1824; Issac Westley, 1825 and 
Priscilla Eleanor Jane, 1828. 

Frances, who bore eight sons and four daughters, did 
not live to see all her children grown, dying in 1835 of the 
fever. An epidemic of yellow fever, which swept the area 
about that time, also claimed two of his sons, 

But life goes on, and a little over a year later, Col. 
Issac married another Frances, this one named Bell, Her 
family lived near Montevallo, She was also related to the 
Bowdens of Shelby County. 

Col. Issac had no children by his second wife and 
lived until 1867. He is buried in Allan Cemetery (then 
Johnson Cemetery) on a knoll across from his home. The 
late W.J. Peters of Columbiana and Montevallo, described 
this early Johnson as “a tall, sparse man, fine ldoking, with 

lack hair and eyes,” According to Peters, Issac’s home was 
the site of the first court house in Shelby County, although 
this observation seems to be open for debate. Another 
account places the first court in the home of Needham Lee, 
Sr., who lived in the Cahaba Valley from 1816 to 1820.) 

Issac’s final home was a two-story log structure, 
located about one mile west of the present Cahaba Valley 
Road entrance to Oak Mountain State Park. It was 
something of a landmark in the area, being located at the 
famed “Big Poplar,” a tree so large it covered the entire 
road when it was later uprooted. The home, which some 
say was the first house in that area of the valley, was built 
according to the custom of the day, with a hall down the 
center and rooms to either side. The dwelling was put 
together entirely with pegs. 

During his later years, Col. Issac sent sons and 
grandsons to fight in the War Between the States, Before 
his death, it is said, he became so palsied he could only 
make an “X” for his signature. He died on June 25, 1867 
and is buried in Allan Cemetery (then Johnson Cemetery) 
across the road from his home. His second wife survived 
until 1880 and at the time of her death was living with 
some of our predecessors, 

Col. Isaac’s descendants fanned out and multiplied, 
doing their share to populate the Cahaba Valley area as well 
as other parts of Shelby County and touching almost all of 
us who remain today. His is a legacy we cannot turn away 
from, so every Spring on the second Sunday in June, there 
is a family memorial service at Allan Cemetery, Some other 
Johnson descendants, Mr. and Mrs. E.B, Turner, have 
erected a monument (thereby) paying tribute to Col, Issac’s 
service in the War of 1812,

County beat Montevallo and before | could move on, I had 
to dig through my memories of these two schools and their 
football teams. 

I got to Montevallo in the very early Sixties when 
MHS was running over everybody in sight. These were the 
days when it seemed that every other player was named 
Smitherman and the other county schools didn’t have a 
chance when the powerful Bulldogs ran onto the field. 

I can remember sitting in Ottis Bean's barber shop 
across from Buddy Allen's service station listening to the 
local folks replay each game as if they had been out there 
themselves. 

This was so long ago that I was having my hair cut 
right next to the scalp everywhere but directly in front so I 
could get up in the morning, shove a brush over it, and be 
neat all day. Hair spray was around but only girls used it, I 
kept my little strand of hair in place by rubbing a little 
vaseline into it. This would keep it in place for weeks. My 
cars used to get a lot of sunlight and fresh air, too, 

My ears these days may have dropped off, I don't 
know, I don’t see them a whole lot, being under all that 
hair. 

At any rate, Montevallo ran out of Smithermans and 
out of the running in football and just when it seemed that 
the county might not have a bragging point, Don Bulger 
unleashed a monster over Columbiana way. Whatever the 
Bulldogs had accomplished, Don’s Shelby County Wildcats 
matched and set up a winning streak so long that the 
Birmingham sports pages carried the story of each victory 
on the front page in a box. 

I, of course, came to Shelby County High too late to 
get in on any of the glory. 


I inherited Mrs. Brown’s 12th grade English class in 
January of 1966, nearly two months after the season - - and 
the legend -- was over. | knew the boys but only got to see 
them play once. 

This was the last of Bulger's great teams. As best | 
remember, Terry Faulkner quarterbacked them, giving the 
ball to Larry B, Brasher or throwing to Larry W. Brasher 
and Craig Furney. Sonny Moore and Ken Wilder anchored a 
line that also boasted Steve Foster, world’s lightest tackle, 
Murray Dorough played somewhere along with Mike Shaw 
and John Farris could have been the best if he'd played 
mad. Norman Lefkovits claimed that he played every 
position and knowing Norman, he may have. 


Graduation grabbed that class and Emma Sansom of 
Gadsden took Don Bulger. The only time | got to see my 
boys play was the intrasquad game. Don pitted the seniors 
against his new team. The younger troops were 
well-conditioned, coordinated, and ready to put down the 
over-the-hill bunch, The seniors worked out a few times but 
were not close to playing condition. But when it was done, 
the senior defense had held and Terry had marshalled his 
forces one last time, driving them to a fourth quarter win 
over the new version of the Wildcats, 

Later that school year, fire ited themain building 
and destroyed among other things, all of the hard-won 
Wildcat trophies. The tradition was left without a trace. 

Now Don’s back as principal. I'm as far away from 
teaching school as | can get and who knows where the 
football team is, I’m glad | saw the score in the paper last 
week, though, because it reminded me of some good times 
and 80,2 good boys,

Although the building is a 
novelty, Crenshaw and Wheeler 
see it as a financial gold mine. 
The 24% by 100 
greenhouse cost them roughly 
$6,000. They figure that with 
two crops of tomatoes, they 
can earn all of that back in a 
year. The hothouse Tropic 
tomatoes are expected to yield 
28,000 to 30,000 pounds by 
next year. 

Howard crenshaw told the 
Reporter that this is the only 
greenhouse of its kind in the 
area, with the closest 
located in Locust Fork. It is an 
invention of a Huntsville man 
who manufactures the 
complete outfit in SO and 100 
foot models. There are 
erected at Huntsville, one 
growing 27 different varicties 
of vegetables.

Oak Mountain State Park is 
Settling down to a slower 
tempo for its fall and winter 
Seasons after entertaining 
nearly half a million visitors 
this summer. The park will be 
open the year ‘round with 
virtually all facilities open 
except the beach, which closes 
at the end of this month, 

According to John 
Meredith, the park manager, 
the park averaged 150,000 
people every month this 
summer, with a peak of around 
160,000 in one month. But as 
of Labor Day, the summer 
tourist season ended and fall 
approached with a sharp drop 
in visitors. 


Yet even with school back 
in session, the park is still 
having two more weekends of 
summer. The swimming area, 
closed from Monday through 
Friday, will be opened for the 
last two weekend of September 
and closed in the colder 
months. Even without 
swimming, Oak Mountain still 
offers plenty of attractions for 
fall and winter. 

The other water sports will 
open every day of the week, 
barring any future changes. 
The marina will be available 
the whole year around when 
weather permits, offering 
sailboats, canoes, and 
rowboats. The two fishing 
lakes are to remain open also. 

The recently-opened golf 
course remains popular, 
drawing a steady stream of 
players daily and on weekends. 
Meredith mentioned that the 
course is not open on Mondays 
in order that the greens can be

cared for after a busy weexend 
of golfers. 

The riding stable, located 
next to the demonstration 
farm, is also open daily except 
for Mondays, for much the 
same reason. The nearly two 
dozen horses have it easy on 
weekdays now that the 
summer is over, but weekends 
are still busy for the steeds. 

The farm is open every day 
offering a glimpse of what farm 
life is like. Park officials have 
invited nearby school systems 
to bring classes of small 
children to visit the facility. In 
the coming months hundreds 
of school children are expected 
to come by and see the ducks, 
geese, cows, burros, pigs, and 
other assorted animals. 


Games and amusements will 
be available in the fall and 
winter, weather permitting. 
And like most of the facilities 
each entails a charge. The 
tennis courts are available all 


week at $1 per hour, even 
though they are seldom used 
during the weekdays. Bicycles 
are available for similar rates, 
and roller skating will continue 
in fair weather. 

Campers will be able to 
rough it at their convenience, 
or rent one of the cabins. 
Meredith said that although the 
cabins are still booked for 
weekends far in advance, most 
of them are now available 
during the week. He added that 
the campground and the 
primitive camping area is also 
open all year. 

Picnickers can choose their 
best opportunity to have an 
outdoor meal at the picnic 
grounds. A warm day in 
November or December might 
inspire people to have a 
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mid-winter cookout at a charge 
of 50 cents each. 

Meredith says that he 
doesn’t expect a drastic drop in 
park visitors during the fall. 
Although the state park has 
seemed almost deserted since 
Labor Day, he lays much of 
the blame to the rainy weahter. 
He expects an upsurge of 
visitors in the next few weeks 
or so as the leaves begin to 
change colors. With all of the 
hardwoods in the park, he 
expects people to come from 


miles around to see the autumn 
beauty of nature. 

What can we expect for 
next year at Oak Mountain? 
More equipment, for one thing, 
says Meredith. More sailboats 
and other watercraft are on 
order for the marina, and 
additional bicycles or other 
popular rentals are also in the 
works. 

At present no new facilities 
are planned, since the park has 
had little time to assess the 
popularity of what it has. 


Qak Mountain slows for winter months 


Meredith told the Reporter 
that an outdvor ampitheatre is 
in the talking stages at 
present. He said that the 
University of Montevallo and 
the Tallacoosa Lakes 
Association are trying to 
promote the proposal in 
Montgomery. As yet the 
project still has an uncertain 
future, but it has a strong 
possibility of being one of the 
first developments toward 
fulfilling the park's master 
plan.

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! Ford’s proposed 
amnesty policy 
, stirs controversy 


by Senator Jim Allen 


When President Ford announced to the Nation a few 
weeks ago that he favors a conditional amnesty for those 
who ran away from serving their country during the 
Vietnam War, it was like re-opening a recently healed 
wound and rubbing salt into the raw flesh. 

Some two-and- a-half million Americans served their 
country with honor during the period of the Vietnam War. 
They suffered 56,000 killed in action and some 300,000 
wounded, and more than a thousand Americans are still 
listed as missing- in-action, 

But, while these men were serving, suffering and 
dying, a small number of others - - variously estimated to be 
between 13,000 and 50,000 -- ran for cover to get out of 
service, 

In pressing for amnesty, President Ford said he was 
throwing the weight of his office into the scales of justice 
on the side of leniency, and he has decided to establish a 
clemency review board to consider each case individually 
He has proposed letting the draft dodgers and deserters earn 
their way back by serving in some form of public service - - 
such as hospitals, national forests and VISTA - - or even in 
the Armed Forces. And he has lectured the Country about 
the need to avoid seeking revenge. Well certainly I have no 
Pwidea, thought or desire for revenge. 

‘ The basis of our system of criminal law is to temper 
justice with mercy. But where is the justice in giving 
blanket or so-called conditional amnesty to those who took 
the law into their own hands and refused to serve while 
millions of others risked their lives to fulfill their patriotic 
duty? 

Amnesty for draft dodgers or deserters would be 
destructive to the morale and discipline of our Armed 
Forces which are just as essential to our national defense as 
planes, guns and ships. 

Our laws have been violated and it would be unjust 
for this nation to allow amnesty to erase the slate for the 
violators as though no offense had been committed. Justice 
is available to any man who dodged the draft. All he has to 
do is submit his case to the courts under established laws 
and be willing to accept the decision which is rendered. 
Deserters present a different case, and they must be tried 
by military courts which operate under a Congressionally 
approved code of military justice. 

But if the evaders and deserters still don’t want to 
accept our laws, let them make their home in any country 
that will accept them. No one else can make that decision 
for them and they should not expect to be handed 
forgiveness on a silver amnesty platter. To this extent I do 
not favor President Ford’s policy. 


Centennial search starts 


If your children all of a sudden start delving through 
the attic or basement, cellar or storage shed -- don’t be 
surprised. There's a good chance they are taking personal 
part in the commemoration of the nation’s Bicentennial. 

Should your grandchildren or great- grandchildren 
show a sudden interest in how life was “way back then,” 
reminisce with them. If they want to tape record your 
memories, let them. You'll be contributing to the preserved 
history of the United States as it embarks on its third 
century. 

Searching out “lost” documents, photographs, letters, 
furniture, dress and other memorabilia from days gon: by, 
or recapturing from memories the fullness and flavor of life 
in earlier times are part of a nationwide Above Ground 
Archaeology (AGA) Bicentennial project. 

Sponsored by the American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration (ARBA), the project is one means of 
tapping the “grass roots” history of the nation. By and 
large, ordinary citizens have left little recorded testament of 
their Ivies, but it is living history. A new effort to teach and 
retain these previously mute sources is being made during 
the Bicentennial. 

The ARBA has published a booklet describing the 
basic techniques of collecting and preserving items which 
can give the “archaeologist” an understanding and 
appreciation of what life was like in the past. 

Though developed primarily for high school teachers 
and students, the booklet and the program are available to 
any interested group of individual. Above Ground 
Archaeology is available for 60 cents from:

The booklet describes how, with patience and 
curtosity, one can capture the history of his or her 
community, and get a glimpse of how its citizens made 
their living, played and worshipped as the nation was 
growing. It gives younger people a chance to gain personal 
appreciation for life before cars, planes, dishwashers, 
television, air-conditioning, and indoor plumbing. 

The booklet carefully explains how to catalog and 
preserve historical documents and other items expected to 
be found in the nationwide search, and provides reference 
souces for help and advice on this and other historical 
projects, 

In the short time since the AGA project began, attics 
have produced two major finds. An eighth grade student in 
Wilkes-Barre, Penn., recovered a rare edition of the 
Federalist Papers in his grandparents’ attic. A Kennebec 
River bateau, believed to be the second oldest boat built in 
the United States that is still in existence, was found in a 
Dresen, Main attic. The craft is typical of the ones used on 
the Kennebec River before the Revolutionary War. 


The AGA booklet also suggests making an historic

Coming to Shelby County 
was almost like homecoming 
for Mrs. Barto. Her grandfather 
the late Dr. E.M. Robinson was 
a Birmingham surgeon and 
established the first infirmary 
in the city of Birmingham 
before the turn of the century. 
Mrs. Barto was born in that 
infirmary. The Robinson 
Infirmary was located at 11th 


Ave. and 15th Street South 
and the building is still 
standing. 

Mrs. Barto’s other 


grandfather, Nathaniel Barker 
was an engineer and was a 
partner in the Elyton Land 
Company. It was Nathaniel

he must be sponsored by an 
agency. “In other words, you 
have to have a job before you 
can take the test,’ she 
commented. 

There are two approaches to 
preparing for the examination, 
she continued. “Most people 
take a real estate course, these 
are offered by colleges and 
universities and there are also 
real estate schools. 

“You can just buy the 
books and study the principles 
of real estate yourself,” she 
added. If the prospective agent 
does not pass the test the first 
time, he can take it again, she 
explained. 

“Make no mistake about it, 
you have to work,” Mrs, 
Pamplin warned. “It is like 
anything else, you must work 
hard if you want to be 
successful.” 

Her sentiments are echoed 
by Fran Sigle, a Columbiana 
resident who works with 
Century Real Estate in Pelham. 
“You've got to have a lot of 
‘stick-to- iveness’ and a good 
gift of gab,” she laughed. Mrs. 
Sigle is a broker, which, she 
explained, involves more 
training and at least two years’ 
selling experience. “I am not 
the acting broker for my firm,” 
she added. 

A mother of three 
school-aged sons, Mrs. Sigle 
emphasized the importance of 
having ‘‘an understanding 
husband who is willing to put 
up with your crazy hours.”

interviewed, she stressed the 
variety offered by a career in 
real estate. “I do a small 
amount of commercial 
property and quite a bit of 
land selling,” she said. “By the 
time you work with acreage, 
river property and homes, you 
have a good variety. 

“I think a woman in this 
business has got to be 
organized. There are weeks 
when I put in a 14 hour day,” 
she said, adding that another 
important characteristic of 
anyone in the selling business 
(‘Whether it’s land or 
can-openers” is the ability to 
take the bitter with the sweet. 
“You have to be able to pick 
youself up after a sale falls 
through or a loan is rejected,” 
she declared. 

Margaret Whatley, a broker 
with Chambers Realty in North 
Shelby, explains the difference 
between an agent and a broker. 
“The main difference is that a 
broker has had a little more 
training and can establish his 
own business,” she said. 

“The broker is also eligible 
to belong to a number of 
organizations,” she continued, 
“There is a difference in the 
courses you take or the 
experience you have had.” 
Another difference is the fees 
charged for licenses ($10 for a 
salesperson and $25 for a 
broker) and the bonding 
requirements... a 
salesperson is bonded for 
$2,000 and the broker for 
$8,000 Ms. Whatley said.

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Football officials are grid professionals 


You never really notice 
them until they make a 
mistake, 

The role of a football 
official can be one of the most 
thankless in the game, yet 
without those four men in the 
striped suits, no organized 
game could come to a 
successful end. 

Who are the officials we will 
be seeing on the gridirons this 
fall at high school, junior high 
and welterweight games? 

For an answer, the Shelby 
County Reporter contacted 
Ken Roberson of Alabaster 
who has been officiating at 
games for the past firve years. 


Roberson explained that to 
call school games in this state, 
an official must be registered 
with the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association and also 
belong to a local officials 
association which is in turn 
sanctioned by the AHSAA.

\ caste system exists among 
A beginning official 
become a 
“registered” official with the 
AHSAA. After two years he 
may then apply to become an 
“approved” official. To do this 
an applicant must score 85 
percent or better on a 
professional examination.

The highest or “certified” 
status may be reached after 
spending at least three years in 
the approved classification. 
The applicant must score 90 
percent or better on a 
professional test to become 
certified. 

In addition, Roberson 
stated that his association, the 
Birmingham Football Officials 
Association, has hierarchy 
corresponding with the three 
classifications set up by the 
state. Roberson feels that this 
provides the best association 
training program in the state. 

In the Birmingham 
Association, an official first 
becomes an applicant. He may 
then be accepted as an 
associate member of the 
organization. Afterwards he 
may then become a regular 
member. 

The number of officials that 
can belong to each rnak in the 
Birmingham Association is 
fixed by its charter. Therefore 
an applicant or associate may 
advance only when a vacancy 
comes available. There are 60

Roberson explained that he 
has been officiating for five 
years and is an associate 
member. 

The Birmingham Football 
officials Association also 
employs a grading system by 
which officials may move up in 
the association. Applicants 
asked to call Jr. High and “B” 
team games are evaluated from 
the stands by regular members. 
The same holds true for 
Associate and Regular 
members. In this manner all 
officials are graded at least four 
or five times a year. 


One self-evident point can 
be made from all these tough 
systems of grading and 
advangement is this: officiating 
football games is a professional 
business and much practice and 
hard work is required to 
become good at it. 

“The main thing is getting 
to where it comes naturally,” 
Roberson commented about 
the job. “Now things come 
automatically that didn’t when 
I started five years ago. The 
most important areas of 
Officiating are being in the 
right spot and knowing the 
rules.” 

The Alabaster referee listed 
the four officials used in a high 
school football game and 
briefly explained their duties 

The REFEREE is the most 
important official. He is in 
charge of the game and 
imposes all penalties. The 
referee lines up on the field 
behind the offensive team. He 
has the power to stop a game 


at any time if the game 
becomes hazardous to the 
player’s health. 


The HEAD LINESMAN 
lines up on the line of 
scrimmage on the side facing 
the chains. He is in charge of 
the chains. The head linesman 
also watches the wide running 
plays, passes and off sides. 


BALL PEADY.FOR-Piay 

The FIELD JUDGE lines up 
on the line of scrimmage 
opposite the field judge. His 
duties are the same as the head 
linesman. The field judge also 
covers the receiyer on punts. 

The UMPIRE lines up 
behind the defensive team. He 
is in charge of spotting the ball 
The umpire also watches for 
holding in the line and 
ineligible receivers downfield.

Roberson also said that 
some unlikely pieces of 
equipment used by officials in 
order to keep up with the 
game.

The second unusual piece of 
equipment is a telephone dial. 
Numbers in incraments of ten 
corresponding to the ten- 
yard-lines on the football field 
are engraved beside the holes in 
the dial. Two spring clips 
fastened end to end 
accompany the dial. When the

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chains are stretched, one clip is 
hooked to the hole in the dial 
representing the ten yard line 
on the field that the chain 
crosses, The other clip is 
hooked to the chain where it 
crosses the ten yard line. 

This way, if the chains are 
dropped or knocked out of 
place by a running play, they 
can be set up exactly as they 
were before by the place 
marked by the clip and dial.

Columbiana could no longer 
afford fo absorb increased 
prices/ from suppliers. Over 
severay years rates continued to 
rise, #ithough the city absorbed 
the price hikes. According to 
cif clerk Kathryn Franks, 
Columbiana has not had an 
increase in domestic gas rates 
for eight years. She told the 
Reporter that while other cities 
were raising prices, they had 
not. A substantial hike in rates 
this month will bring 
Columbiana’s gas prices nearer 
to those of other communities 
in the area. 


Columbianans will have 
their minimum rate changed 
from $1.25 to $1.75 a month, 
with the price of additional 
natural gas increasing at a 

‘ graduated rate according to 
consumption. This will 
probably mean a considerable 
tise in monthly gas prices, 
although it will be actually 
closer to the prices paid in 
other communities. 

Calera has not yet decided 
what to do about the price 
increase from Southern Natural 
Gas. The city has been 
absorbing the increases, but 
they have yet to solve their 
dilemma. Rather than pass.the 
cost on to their customers, the 
city council has voted to table 
the question for a while until it 
is absolutely necessary, 

Wilton was forced to give in 
and raise their natural gas 
prices by six percent. 
According to figures town 
clerk Mrs. Reeder gave the 


a » Reporter, Southern Natural has 


raised prices by more than ten 
percent in the past year. In 
order to offset the rise, Wilton 
raised rates in August and may 
have to increase them again 
before too long. 

Gas rates went up ten 
percent for Vincent and 
Harpersville last month when 
the Vincent Gas Board found 
that they could not take 
another increase without 
raising rates to customers. 

Alabaster’s Gas and Water 

4 + pBoard is hoping to postpone 
any rate increases for as long as 
possible, Mayor Harold 
Davenport told the Reporter 
that the city has not had to 
raise prices for almost a year, 


although it appears that prices 
will have to be upped in the 
foreseeable future. He said that 
the city hopes to make it 
through the winter without 
increasing rates for gas-users. 


Helena mayor Charles 
Penhale said that if another 
rate hike goes into effect, his 
town will be forced to raise 
their prices, The town has had 
no price change since February 
of 1971, but it looks 
unavoidable. A worse problem 
in the town is that they cannot 
have their quota increased. 
They are unable to supply gas 
to some customers, since if 
consumption goes beyond a 
certain point the town is 
penalized. 


Other communities in the 
county will not have to decide 
about raising rates. Pelham’s 
gas is supplied by Alabama Gas 
in Birmingham without the 
involvement of the city in 
billing or realted matters, With 
the franchise handling the gas 
supply directly, rates may 
increase without city 
involvement. Wilsonville is also 
not concerned with natural gas 
rates, since it does not even 
have gas lines. 


Additional rate hikes are 
still probable in the coming 
months. Even so, prices are 
high already, But the situation 
might be better if this winter is 
as mild as the previous one,

Calera is in the midst of a 
large-scale city beautification 
project, seemingly without 
realizing the fact. In the past 
year, the appearance of the 
city’s main street has been 
almost completely overhauled. 

Calera’s gradual changes have 
not come from a monumental 
city sponsored project, but 
from a number of small 
factors. Presently being 
spruced up is the Old Harvey 
building on North Main Street. 
It was recently condemned by 
the state fire marshall because 
of its wiring and the refuse 
stored inside. At the city’s 
request, the owners of the 
building are currently painting 
it and making exterior 
improvements. 

Across the street the Harvey 
building is the Alabama State 
Employment Service, which 
has moved into the old bank 
building. When the owners, the 
Shirees, renovated the 
impressive structure, the 
employment center was moved 
from its previous location 
across the street at 103 


Montgomery Highway, 

And when the employment 
service found new quarters, its 
former next door neighbor 
Bird Supply bought the 
vacated building and expanded 


into the area in order to double 
their space. In the past couple 
of months the game of 
“musical chairs” has kept 
Calera busy with its businesses. 

Further down Main Street 
are more recent changes. The 
old Bobby Bowdon building 
has been torn down and the 
site is still being cleared. Just 
up from Bowdon’s new 
laundramat has appeared and 
its outside brick has been 
repainted, setting an example 
for several other Calera 
businesses which have put on a 
new coat of paint. 

The city itself is renovating 
the ground floor of the old 
Baker house for use by the 
Senior Citizens’ Club. The 
property was bought primarily 
because it adjoins the other 
tracts of land owned by the 
city. When the oldsters 
requested a place of their own, 
the city council agreed to fix 
up the bottom of the house for 
the various activities of the 
club. 

City clerk LeMoyne Payton 
told the Reporter that the 
outside of the house is also 
being repainted, in addition to 
the interior work being done. 
She said that the Senior 
Citizens’ Club will move from

For an account of last week's 
Shelby County football action see the sports section on page C-2, 


Bond issue for jail -- 


Vote called 


on $2 million

The people of Shelby 
County will have the 
opportunity to vote on the 
question of underwriting 
$2,000,000 worth of general 
obligation bonds to build a 
new county jail. 

The County Commission, 
which has been studying jail 
construction for the past 
several months, decided to call 
a vote to let the peopl+ express 
themselves on the issue. The 
vote will be held at the same 
time as the general election on 
November 5. 

The present jail, situated on 
the third floor of the 
courthouse annex, has been a 
problem to county officials 
since it was built 20 years ago. 
Although it represented the 
most modern thinking of the 
time, officials soon discovered 
that a jail on the third floor 
presents major problems to the 
offices on the first and second 
floors. 

Water leakage, caused by 
unhappy prisoners, has plagued 
the downstairs offices. And 
deputies have complained for 
years about the problems of 
escorting rowdy or drunk

Harpersville gets $32,000 
to finish water supply 


A ten month search for 
funds to finish Harpersville’s 
new well ended last Thursday 
when Governor George Wallace 
said he would grant 
Harpersville $31,865 from 
state revenue sharing funds. 

The water situation became 
critical several months ago 
when Harpersville’s main well 
started pumping muddy water. 
This left the system with only 
a small 30-year old well that 
was originally drilled to serve 
the elementary school. Six 
weeks ago the water table at 
this well dropped. 

Last year the water board 
was given a grant from the 
State Development Board to 
tie in with the Westover Water 
System. But Westover had 
notified Harpersville that it 
would not be able to continue 
helping because of increased 
growth in the Westover area. 

The new well which was 
successfully drilled last year 
cannot be used until it is 
“reamed out, cased and 
chlorinated” according to Cecil 
Nummy, chairman of the 
board. Before the Health 
Department will approve it, it 
must be enlarged from 6” to 
12”, 

The grant from revenue 
sharing funds will permit this 
work to be carried out, 


Nummy expects that the new 
system will be pumping water 
within 45 days. He says the 
new well will increase the 
capacity approximately three 
times its present capacity. 

Interceding with the 
governor for the water system 
was Fonza Jackson, a resident 
of Harpersville. Jackson, as 
chairman of the county’s 
Wallace committee is probably j 
closer to the governor than any 
other non-elected person in 
Shelby County. 

Cecil Nummy says “Without 
Jackson's help and interest,

Harpersville would perhaps be 
without water or funds to solve 
the problem. The citizens and 
the Water Board cannot thank 
him enough.” 

He urges customers of the 
water system to conserve water 
throughout the next few 
months. 

Nummy extended his 
appreciation to several groups 
and to individuals for helping 
the town through its water 
problems. 

The Town of Vincent and 
the City of Childersburg came 
to the aid of Harpersville in 
connecting with the Westover 
system, 

D.E. Morris donated the site 
for the new well, 

Nummy said that elected 
officials have offered 
assistance. He singled out 
Senator Jim Allen, 
Representative Tom Stubbs 
and Representative - elect 
Sonny Moore, 

The Harpersville water 
system serves about 340 
homes, a school, a poultry 
farm with 9,000 chickens, two 
trailer parks, two motels and 
other businesses. The system 
started with 140 customers. 

Members of the Harpersville 
Water Board are Morris 
Gallups, Olin Abbott, Dick 
Wyatt, and Lloyd Donahoo. 


prisoners up three flights of 
Stairs. 

The County Commission 
recently purchased a tract of 
land next to the Food Center 
in Columbiana to build the 
new jail. 

Three architectural firms are 
pooling their talents to design 
the new building. The 
Alabaster firm of Dampier and 
Harris was appointed by the 
Commission to work with two 
other firms that specialize in 
prison construction. 

The issue that goes before 
the voters is basically, should 
the county issue bonds or 
should it issue warrants to 
build the jail? According to 
financial advisers, the interest 
rate on the money would be 
lower if the county voted to go 
the bond route because the 
entire weight of the county tax 
structure would guarantee 
repayment. 

The Commission could have 
voted to issue warrants for the 
construction without calling a 
vote of the people, but at the 
Monday meeting, the 
Commissioners voted 
unanimously to call the vote. 
Commissioners J.E. “Ned” 
Bearden, Hoyt Blalock and 
Lynder Henry all voted 
together. Commissioner 1.D. 
Stone who is in the hospital, 
was the only one absent. 

James |. Harrison, retired 
president of the First National 
Bank of Columbiana, who has 
served as the Commission's 
financial adviser for many 
years, appeared before the 
Commission Monday to 
recommend that the county 


employ the Berney Perry 
Company as fiscal agent. 


Mr. Harrison said, “I have 
been working with the county 
for many years and have 
enjoyed it very much. I hope it 
has been satisfactory to the 
county.” 

But he stated he would 
prefer not to have the sole 
responsibility for the financial 
arrangements for the new jail. 
“It is mainly a matter of being 
on top of the market,” he said. 
“We're talking about $1% to 
$2 million and we're going to 
have to stretch out the 
maturities. 


Harrison suggested the 
county could save interest 
money if it had a rating with 
Standard and Poor's, although 
it would require spending some 
money to get the rating. 

The Commission heard a 
proposal from Tunstall Perry 
Ill, head of the Berney Perry 
Co., and the Commission later 
entered into a contract with 
the company to work up plans 
for selling the bonds, should 
the voters vote “yes”. 

Under the contract the 
Commission pays the cost of 
legal services, printing, local 
and national advertising costs. 
The Perry company will receive 
$5 per $1,000 for all securities 
issued, payable when the 
Commission receives payment 
for the bonds sold. If no bonds 
are sold, the Perry Company 
will receive nothing. 

A detailed description of 
the proposal appears in the 
legal notices on page C-11 of 
this issue of the Reporter.

Pelham High athletes 
certainly will not be working 
up a sweat in their gym for a 
while. First of all, they do not 
have a gymnasium yet. And 
secondly, it is not definite that 
the school will even have heat 
this winter. At least the 
contractor has set a target date 
of November 15 for 
completion of the school. 


At present the school is 
managing without a 
lunchroom, a gymnasium, 
heating and cooling equipment, 
and playing fields. The library 
has a number of books, but no 
shelves, furniture, or other 
necessities. The school has 
almost no equipment such as 
projectors, tape recorders, 
record players, or other 
hardware of that nature. 


Principal W. E. Jones told 
the KEporter that the school 
routine is moving much 
smoother than he had 
anticipated. Both pupils and 
teachers are adapting to the 
unusual situation with virtually 
no complaints. 

The board of education has 
allowed for three books per 
child, while at least six are 


needed in an accredited school. 
Funds were set aside for three 
books each in the library for 
400 students, but 466 were 
enrolled. Yet even without 
three books per child, the 
students will soon be able to 
check out books from 
overflowing boxes in the 
library area. 

Another problem yet to be 
faced is heating in the winter. 
Jones said that county school 
Officials are still doubtful that 
the heating system will be 
operational when cold weather 
arrives. The school has been 
Surviving without air 
conditioning, but Jones 
pointed out that a lack of heat 
could mean a real problem. 
Completion of the furnace is 
high on the contractor’ list of

As 
the Reporter described two 
weeks ago, it has reached its 
limit on school funds. 

Principal Jones stated that 
what the school board is 
unable to supply, Pelham High 
must obtain some other way. 
Contributions. from parents are 
being called for both directly 
and in the form of “fees.” 
Many parents have apparently 
complained about the 
requested fees, which the 
school cannot force them to 
pay. In fact the fifteén dollar 
general fee is being termed a 
“contribution”. With virtually 
no needed equipment the 
school is forced to ask for fees 
somewhat higher than those 
asked by established schools. 
There is a $2 science fee, a $3 
locker charge, and a $4 sum 
asked for the library. In 
addition, P.E. suits cost parents 
$10 each. 

Jones added that work is 
still underway on the ground 
floor of the school building 
which will mainly house the 
vocational classes and others in 
the business and technical 
fields. The home 
department will be located 
there, and eventually they will 
even have stoves, washers, and 
needed appliances 
Meanwhile such classes are 
being taught, even though they 
are without 
equipment 

All in all, Jones and his crew 
feel that the school is operating 
much better than expected. To 
the teachers and pupils, it is 
almost an adventure to hold 
classes in a building that is still 
going up around them. Every 
day the school changes 
noticeably, as every thing 
comes closer to being finished 
by the new November 15 
target date

Missionary’s letters tell 


of Burma in early 1900's 


A recently published 
collection of letters written by 
Ethel Mabuce, a young 
Methodist missionary to Burma 
from 1916-1921, gives a warm 
intimate view of that country 
and her people seldom found 
in other works. 

When Miss Mabuce wrote 
her parents, she requested they 
save her letters to be the diary 
she was too busy to keep. 
These letters have been 
compiled and edited by her 
neice, Dr. Lucille Griffith of 
Montevallo, and published 
under the title, “I Always Wore 
My Topi.” 

As Dr. Griffith states in her 
preface, “Miss Mabuce was a 
keen observer and had the 
knack for vivid description.” 
She writes in a manner that 
makes one feel “he is theie.” 

Miss Mabuce writes not only 
about her daily activities as a 
missionary, but about the flora 
and fauna of the country, even 
occasionally illustrating her 
letters. She describes the 
people, with accounts of their 
problems and unusual customs. 
She gives her views on the 
British administration of the 
country and what conditions 
were like there during World 
War I. These are only a few of 
the subjects she touches on in 
these letters, which, as Dr.

Cahaba Valley History 
Part Ill 
by Charlotte Finch Thornton 

Many of the earliest white settlers in Shelby County 
lived in the Cahaba Valley area. Some were soldiers who 
‘irst came to the territory during the War of 1812, when 
Andrew Jackson brought his Tennessee Militia down to do 
battle with the Creek Indians, 

Reports are that as the fighting wound down and the 
soldiers were discharged, a number of them chose to remain 
in the green, fertile valley to establish homes and till the 
soil, 

However, a few pioneer families had settled here prior 
to the war. One of these was that of Moses Johnson, 
patriarch of a long line of descendents who now populate 
Cahaba Valley as well as other parts of the county. Moses 
reportedly had been a Revolutionary soldier, fighting with 
George Washington during the seige of Yorktown, 

As I pointed out in the first article in this series, 
Moses Johnson's eldest son, Isaac, was probably one of the 
Valley’s more distinguished early settlers. Contributing 
growth and many children to the area, he gained respect 
and recognition among his contemporaries for his service 
during the War of 1812. 

Issac and his wife, Frances Massey Johnson, had 
twelve children, Of these, eight are known to have lived to 
adulthood, married and produced many children of their 
own, so that today hundreds of Shelby County natives 
trace their lineage directly to Col. Issac. 

The eldest of his offspring were twin boys, Moses and 
Jacob, born in 1804, Moses, who came to be widely known 
as “Uncle Mose,” served for a while as the county’s tax 
collector, Married four times, he is for somg reason buried 
alone in Allan Cemetery, where nearly all of Isaac’s 
descendents were laid to rest, 

Moses had eleven children by two of his wives, 
Hannah Frost and Nancy Kelly Pledger. His other wives 
were Nancy Littlepage and Martha Overton. I have never 
been able to locate records indicating whether or not any

Artificial insemination poses problems 


ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION? 

Q. Dr, Miles, after three 
years of marriage, my husband 
and I have been informed by a 
medical doctor that my husband 
is sterile, We both wanted 
children, We are now trying to 
adjust to the facts involved and 
to plan the future, We assumed 
the only alternative was adop- 
tion until our doctor suggested 
*‘artificial insemination,’’ We 
are not very familiar with this 
idea, Will you discuss its pros 
and cons in a column? What is 
your opinion’ Mrs, C. 5. 

A, When a husband is ste- 
rile, ‘‘artificial insemination’’ 
is the process of a medical 
doctor collecting sperm cells 
from a sultable donor and using 
them to impregnate the wife, 
The sperms are collected 
through masturbation, Some- 
times a husband's sterility is 
caused by a low sperm count, 
In such cases the doctor can 
collect sufficient sperms from 
the husband and succeed in 
impregnating his wife through 
artificial insemination, When 
the husband’s sperms are used, 
this process |s called AIK, 
meaning artificial insemination 
by the husband, There is no 
moral problem invoived in AIH, 

When the husband cannot be 
his own donor, the doctor uses 
sperm cells from some outside 
donor. This ts called AID, 
artificial insemination from a 
secret donor, Our first re- 
cords of All) go back to 1785, 


Approximately forty percent of 
all husband-wife sterility isthe 
sterility of the husband, Since 
it is necessary to keep All 
secret, we have only meager 
Statistics as to its present day 
practice, It is probably prac- 
ticed more often than the gen- 
eral public realizes, 

Mrs, C.S,, since your doce 
tor suggested All we may as- 


sume that AIH is impossible, 
AID is a very intricate, In- 
volved and complicated pro- 
blem, morally, socially, andle=- 
gally, The major argument in 
favor of AID ts that the wife 
can have a child of her own, 
She is the baby’s biological 
mother, This canbe very mean- 
ingful to her, It is argued that 
the donor is often a healthy 
medical student who hus fa- 
thered two healthy children, 
known only to the doctor, Nei- 
ther the wife nor the donor are 
ever revealed to one another, 
The donor is selected with the 
physical characteristics of the 
husband as nearly as possible, 
such as taliness, shortness, 
color of hair, etc, The hus- 
band’s name will be on the 
baby’s birth certificate and, it 
is assumed, neither the baby 
nor the public will ever know 
the facts. 

Those who oppose AID raise 
some major and significant 


questions, What is the rea! 
status of the child” Is not 
the birth certificate a legal 


lie” Is there a possibility that

the wife and mother may in the 
future identify herself psycho- 
logically with the donor, even 
though she has no idea who he 
is Is it possible that the 
sterile father may in the future 
resent the secret father and 
psychologically reject the 
child’ Suppose in the future, 
the husband ana wife separate 
and secure divorce is there 
not a possibility that the hus- 
band in revenge will reveal the 
truth If so, what then will 
be the true status of the child” 
How would this affect the 
child in the future? Is it not 
possible that In case of divorce 
the wife and mother in hatred 
for her ex-husband, would re- 
veul the truth? Or, is it pos- 
sible that the doctor might fall 
into social disrepute and 
‘*spill-the -beans’’? Doctors 
are human, you know, Is there 
a possibility that in the future 
the child would unknowingly 
marry his half-sister? Al- 
though the chances of this would 
be very remote, It is possible, 
Could it be that the most sig- 
nificant objection is the colos- 
sal and incredible deception 
and hoax that is perpetrated 
by three people on the general 
public and an innocent little 
child? They are saying to the 
child all his life and to the to- 
tal public that the husband is 
the father, when, in fact he ts 
not, 

There are two sides to this 
problem, I would not want to 


appear dogmatic, but I would 
be less than candid if I did 
not say that ] have some re- 
Servations about your choosing 
artificial insemination as an 
alternative to adoption, Before 
deciding on artificial ine 
semination by a secret donor, 
Mrs, C. 5S., t would advise you 
and your husband to have a 
conference with your pustor 
about your problem, Also, 
discuss it with one or twoother 
doctors, And be sure to discuss 


it with a competent social work- 
er in your County Social Wel- 
fare Department. After careful 
thought and prayer, the final de- 
cision must be made by you 
and your husband.

Moses’ twin, Jacob, married Saritha Fletcher and they 
were parents of six offspring, One of their daughters. 
Nancy, married Elias Bishop, whose family had come from 
South Carolina. Settling first on a large plantation on the 
Cahaba River near Centreville, in Bibb County. they came 
northward to what is now Pelham after losing many 
members of their family to Typhoid Fever. Here, they 
established a grist mill and Bishop's Mill became a familiat 
landmark in the area, Another mill was located on the dam 
at Helena. Bishop creek is named for this early family. 

Mary Polly Ann, eldest of Col, Isaac’s four daughters, 
married Dr. William Lane Cross and the couple had eleven 
children, most of whom died at an early age. One who 
survived was their firstborn, Andrew Jackson Cross, and 
most of the Crosses now living in the Valley descended 
from him and his wife, Elizabeth Oldham. One of Andrew's 
and Elizabeth's three sons, Andrew Jackson Earle Cross, 
married Lydia Acton, a sister of my great grandmother, 
Sallie Alabama Acton Sorrell, All of these people are buried 
in Allan Cemetery, 

One of Col. Isaac’s younger children was Virginia 
Caroline, born in 1824, This is the branch of the Johnsons 
from which my family descends. Virginia, who married 
John Allen in 1842, is my great-great grandmother. 

John Allen came to the Valley as a surveyor, laying 
section corners for the U.S. government. An Ashe family of 
Ashville, in tracing their ancestry, has found that a John 
Allen was one of the original settlers of Ashville. 

The story goes that in 1816, a survey Team stopped in 
the area to make camp one night. During this time, one ot 
the men spied a wild turkey and raised his gun to shoot it. 
In the excitement a small daughter of John Ashe fell from a 
wagon, hit her head on a rock and died from the blow. 

Not wanting to leave their child buried alone in such 
a desolate area, the family settled there, later developing a 
large plantation. 

Whether or not the John Allen in their party was 
indeed my great-great grandfather is, of course, a matter of 
conjecture. But it isn't hard for me to envision the young 
surveyor’s coming on down to the Valley, meeting the 
handsome Virginia, with her dark hair and sparkling eyes, 
marrying her and settling down. | like to think that’s the 
way it happened,

MONTGOMERY -- The gathering last week in Guift 
Shores of the recently nominated Democratic candidates 
for the State Senate was billed as fun and games in the sun 
but it was an interesting study in political maneuvering. 


Whopped up by Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley. the party 
attracted not only the nominees but about ten lobbyists for 
every nominee and a host of folks who have been closely 
identified with the George Wallace administration over the 
years. 


Executive Secretary Harry Pennington was there as an 
observer for Gov. Wallace. But there were a number of 
other Wallace folks whose presence posed some questions, 
Were they there simply becuse they were invited and didn’t 
want to miss a good party, or did they see the opportunity 
of pherhaps getting a leg up in the next gubernatorial 
administration? 


If the former is the case, then they were pretty 
gullible, politically speaking, because it was to Beasley’s 
advantage to have a good showing of Wallaccites at his 
party, to give credence to his claim that he is a Wallace 
“team player” all they way and that Wallace is supporting 
him. 


If the latter is the case, then the lesser Wallace lights 
are betting on a pretty chancy thing. To be elected 
governor in 1978, Jere Beasley has got a long, long road to 
travel and has got to overcome some pretty hurtful 
impressions the public formed in his first term 

The party may have gone a long way toward getting 
the 1975-79 legislature off on a harmonious footing. If it 
did, then maybe that’s all the public should look for. 


But in inviting lobbyists by the score, the Beasley 4 


party gave an impression that the lieutenant governor was 
serving notice on the special interests that HE controls the 
Senate, and that the new nominees are all anxious, not only 
to participate in his hospitality, but also to follow his lead. 

That is far from the case, although Beasley seems to 
have some added strength in the upcoming term in the 
upper chamber. 

But he has undoubtedly made some concessions to a 
number of senators-elect. And since it was the Wallace 
influence that unquestionably pulled him through in the 
runoff after the first primary near-disaster, it stands to 
reason that Beasley has also made some concession to the 
governor. 

That means that Wallace can reasonably expect to 
name a few committee chairmen in the upcoming term, 
And there aren't too many positions of powef the 
lieutenant governor can parcel out. 

In fact, there are only three committee chairmanships 
that mean anything and they mean an awful lot. 

One if Finance and Taxation, which, by the law, must 
approve all financing legislation. The second is the Rules 
Committee which, when the bills begin to stack up on the 
calendar, really determines the order of business--what can 
be debated and what can't. Sad 

The third is whatever committee the lieutenant 
governor decides will be the “1d man” committee. In the 
last term it was the Committee on Commerce, 
Transportation and Common Carriers. Before that, it was 
the Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds. 

It is this committee which gets the controversial bills 
with which the lieutenant governor can bargain, either with 
the administration or the individual bill sponsor. 

Beasley is going to have trouble pacifying everybody 
to whom he is committed. We'll have more about that at 
our next meeting.

Life behind bars 
begins at Mt. Meigs 


, Mt. Meigs Diagnostic and 
“Medical Center is where you 
start your prison career if you 
are a man sentenced to the 


penitentiary system of 
Alabama. 
The truck or automobile 


ou arrive in drives right into the 
building through a specially 
constructed door, which is 
closed and locked before the 
vehicle doors are opened, 

You are then placed in a 
large cell with all the others 
who are arriving that day. 
After fingerprinting, you go to 
other cells in other parts of the 
building awaiting a medical 
exam from the one full time 
doctor on the staff. (He has a 
foreign trained assistant 
“doctor.) The average new 
prisoner spgnds about four 
weeks at Mt. Meigs before 
transfer to ghother prison. 

Mt. Meigs was built to house 
350 prisoners, but there are 
about 550 prisoners there now. 
The hospital located at Mt. 
Meigs is the central hospital for 


the entire prison system. It will 
house 80 patients. 

Last Thursday when media 
representatives toured the 
facility, there were nine 
prisoners in the isolated 
hepatitis ward and from 10-16 
in the tuberculosis ward. 

At the end of the tour, the 
media had the opportunity to 
question the five- man Inmate 
Welfare Committee. 

The members of this 
committee are from the 
fulltime staff of 125 prisoners 
assigned to Mt. Meigs as cooks, 
launderers, clerks, etc. 

One of the men told the 
press, “I have served time in 
every prison in the state and 
you can’t build better time 
than here.” When asked to 
compare life in the state 
prisons today with conditions 
in former years he said there 
have been much improvement. 

He noted better food, cloth- 
es, the new work release pro- 
gram and a change of attitude 
by the guards.

“Anyone can wind up in 


prison. Nixon proved that - 
even though he didn’t go to 
prison.” 


With this wry comment, a 
man serving life in Draper 
prison said the “free world” 
should not have such a 
revulsion against convicts. He 
added that more participation 
from people on the outside 
would improve life in the 
prisons and help a convict to 
build a better life when 
released. 

He probably knows what he 
is talking about. He is president 
of the Inmate Welfare 
Committee at Draper which 
studies inmates’ problems and 
takes up serious complaints 
with the warden, He served a 
seven year term in Kansas 
before getting in trouble in 
Mobile where he was convicted 
of the crime that has kept him 
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give prisoners a chance ... and hope 


behind bars for the past ten 
years, 

His sentiments were echoed 
by a newcomer to the Alabama 
prison system, Richard Zuck, 
who has been at Draper only 
three months, following his 
conviction in a celebrated 
Vestavia murder case. 

Zuck told media people 
who toured the prison last 
week that the first problem at 
the prisons is lack of funds and 
the second problem is “We're 
here and can’t help ourselves.” 
Adding “I never expected to be 
here,” Zuck spoke of the need 
for the public to understand 
prisoners’ problems in order to 
rehabilitate them. 

He is working with the 
athletic programs at Draper 
and put in a pitch for sports 
equipment, noting with a 
smile, “It’s all tax deductible.”

There’s still a place where a 
man can get a haircut for two 
bits. And the place - is the 
prison barber shop at Draper 
Prison. The barbers are inmates 
and there was a crowd waiting 
for haircuts when newsmen 
toured the prison last week, 

Inmates themselves do not 
have to pay for their haircuts, 
but guards, employees or other 
“free men’’ can avail 
themselves of the service for 25 
cents. 

The barbershop is one of a 
few places in the prison system 
of Alabama where inmates can 
get_a little training and can 
keep themselves busy in useful 


work, 

Another place in the system 
that provides work, but almost 
no training for inmates is the 
vast farm at Draper. 

The men harvested $10,000 
worth of English peas off the 
farm this summer, then 
replanted the land in soy 
beans. The soy beans are 
nearing harvest now, according 
to Farm Superintendent Jack 
Loyd. 

From 60 to 175 men work 
daily in farm work, depending 
on the season and the crops, 
Loyd said. They earn 25 cents 
per week doing farm work. 

But this year they will not 
have to pick cotton by hand.

For the first time Draper's 
cotton will be picked by 
machine, Loyd said, because 
the men will be needed to pick 
peas and harvest other crops. 
The prison gins its own cotton, 
then sells it on the open 
market. The prisons are 
expected to earn $1,900,000 
per year as their own 
contribution to the 10% 
million budget they work 
under. 

Farm superintendent Loyd 
said that the Draper farm is 
concentrating on an increasing 
acreage of vegetable crops and 
has put several new acres under 
cultivation this year. 

He told visiting newsmen 
that about 700-800 acres are 
planted in garden crops, 500 
acres in cotton and 600 in soy 
beans. Most of the acreage is 
now undergoing intensive 
cultivation with two crops per 
year, New corn was reaching 
up into the September sun, an 
unusual sight for Alabama 
farms, but Loyd said he 
expected to get a second crop 
of roasting ears within two 
weeks to fill the tables and

freezers of the prison system. 

Field peas and green beans 
were ready to pick, and squash 
and okra were growing on land 
that has already seen a wheat 
harvest this season. 

Even so, the state prisons 
must buy much of the food the 
4,000 prisoners consume. A 
tour of the Draper warehouse 
showed stacks of 100 pound 
bags of blackeye peas from 
Salinas, California. (Weevils get 
into Alabama blackeye peas 
the warehouse manager said). 

Beef is raised at the farms at 
Greensboro and Atmore, and 
chickens and eggs are produced 
near Draper, There is also a 
catfish farm at Greensboro. 

Although the farms provide 
something for the inmates to 
do, modern penal thinking says 
that such work does not 
rehabilitate the men for a 
productive life after leaving 
prison. But the Alabama 
prisons are caught in a financial 
bind where they lack the 
money to buy food and at the 
same time to provide the kind 
of training that will really 
rehabilitate prisoners.

Pedal a bicycle 


to beat gas cost 


by John C. Sawhill

Do you know the history of the bike you ride? Well, we 
happen to be al a very important juncture in the history of 
America’s more than 70 million pedaling machines, so let's 
take a look at where all this pedaling began and where it's 
going 

We can thank a Frenchman, Monsieur de Sivrac for those 
weekends of pleasure we spend on the bicycle. He invented 
the bike back in the I8th century by throwing a rough wood- 
en bar on two wheels and attaching a padded saddle. His 
contraption, called the “celerifere™ was a far cry from today's 
ten-sveed beauties. It had no brakes, no steering wheel, no 
pedals, but it was a start 

We had to wait until 1816 before a German, Baron von 
Drais, mounted the front wheel of his bike in a fork that 
could be swiveled, to give the world its first bike with steer- 
ing. The Baron's bike which he modestly called the “Draisine™ 
later appeared in England with such luxurious extras as an 
adjustable saddle, cushioned arm rests and handle bars 

We move back to France shortly after 1860 to the Paris 
workshop of Pierre Michaux and his employee Pierre Lalle- 
ment, who were the first to put pedals on the bicycle. The 
pedals were attached directly to the front wheel axle, an 
arrangement which made for such uncomfortable riding that 
the machine later became known as the “boneshaker.’ 
English bike pioneer H. J, Lawson some 10 years later added 
a rear chain drive mechanism 

It's not until the 1890's that we can jump across the 
Atlantic to find that the bicycle had become truly popular in 
America. With free-wheeling brakes added to the bike in 
1898, it became a widely used mode of cheap transportation, 
especially for urban Americans who could not afford the 
expense of maintaining a horse and carriage 

The bicycle gave America its first taste of the freedom we 
associate with individual mechanized transportation. But 
with the invention of the automobile and the availability of 
abundant, cheap petroleum products, we Americans in the 


preceded somewhat the lavish 
“‘let’s outbuild each other” 
ante-bellum mansion building 
era, which ran from the middle 
or late eithteen twenties to the 
middle sixties, when the War 
Between the States brought it 
to an abrupt halt. 

I enjoyed seeing old friends 
again from the historic society. 
You learn lots from just 
chatting with folks.

Revoking nurses’ license 


is drastic step taken to 


safeguard public health

Agatha, a registered nurse, 
believed in taking lots of 
initiative in her work. Among 
other things she meddled in the 
private affairs of patients, 
overruled medical instructions 
from doctors, and denounced 
doctors and patients to each 
other with fine abandon. 

Finally, on the basis of 
repeated complaints, a state 
board revoked Agatha’s license 
She carried a protest into 
court, but the board's action 
was upheld 

Nursing, like the other 
healing arts, is usually subject 
to supervision by a state board 
set up to safeguard the public. 
Although regulations vary, 
they generally impose a high 
standard of conduct in keeping 
with a nurse's responsibilities, 

But the courts also 
recognize that revocation of a 
nurse’s license is a drastic 
punishment, not to be imposed 
lightly 

Thus 

The night nurse in an 
obstetrics case, asked by the 
patient to call a doctor, 
decided it wasn't necessary. 
Was this adequate grounds, as 
alleged afterward, for revoking 
her license? 

A court said no, pointing 
out that the patient 1) had 
gotten good care from the 
nurse, and 2) had not really 
needed the doctor after all. 


The complaint was too minor. 
said the court, to justify such a 
penalty on the nurse 

Of course nurses, like 
doctors, may be held liable for 
malpractice - such as carelessly 
giving a patient the wrong 
medicine 

But there is no malpractice 
if there is no negligence. In 
another case, a woman patient 
who had fallen out of her 
hospital bed sued the nurse for 
failing to put up bed ails. 
However, there had been no 
instructions from the doctor 
about bed rails, nor any 
advance indications that they 
were needed. : 

Finding no malpractice, the 
court said a nurse could not be 
held liable merely because 
something happened to 20 
wrong.

Horace Ware 


Horace Ware developed the 
town of Shelby. He acquired 
virgin lands there in 1841 and 
by 1846 had completed a large 
blast furnace. With the business 
acumen shown by many 
pioneers, he started with a 
working capital of only $1,000 
and in fifteen years was known 
to have expanded his interest 
to include an i8-ton charcoal 
blast furnace, a 12-ton rolling 
mill, a blacksmith and wood 
shop, a sawmill and a gristmill. 
He constructed homes for 300 
families. 
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Over a cup of java this 
morning we were asked if - - at 
some time in our career - we 
had not grown tired of a small 
town existence and wished for 
a metropolitian area in which 
to circulate. 


The question posed some 
interesting chatter from my 
coffee. cup friends regarding 
the advantages and 
disadvantages of both rural and 
urban areas, However, 
personally speaking, I'll stick 
with Robert Louis Stephenson 
who evidently had -- at some 
time in his life, lived in a rural 
community. For instance like 
the small towns that go to 
make up our own Shelby 
County. He had this to say 
in regard to life in a small town 
-and I agree with him. 


“Here lie the things I prize 
And hold of deepest worth; 
Light of sapphire skies 
Peace of silent hills 

Shelter of the forests 
Comfort of the grass 
Shadows of the clouds 
That quickly pass- 

And after showers 

The scent of flowers 

And the deep, brown earth; 
But - - best of all- - 

Along the way 

FRIENDS and MIRTH” 


However, one of our fellow 
craftsmen, who calls himself a 
“Wanderer” - - remarked that it 
really would be a dreary cut 
and dried experience to go 
through life without a sense of 
the importance of small 
happenings and without a 
friendly interest -- which goes 
much deeper than curiosity in 
casual acquaintances one meets 
along the way - - etc. 


He continued expressing his 
thoughts on this subject by 
admitting that he had often 
wished he had lived in a place 
where “everybody knew 
everygody else.’ But, he 
added, “True, I might not care 
for it unless | could wander 
from it when I found close 
observations a bit oppressive.” 


But -- the widely travelled 
gentleman concluded by 
stating that it would be nice 
to call such a place home and 
to know that he could always 
come back to it -- and on and 
on ~ the — conversation 
rambled regarding 
metropolitan advantages. 

After all the pros and cons 

the ifs and buts - - had been 
thoroughly discussed, about all 
we could do was extend an 
invitation to come back to 
Main Street--for  t- time, at 
least, when, and u, the big, 
bustling, noisy Big Town 
became too much for taut 
nerves and spend a while with 
us before returning to the din 
and clatter of Old Broadway. 

So -- despite the limited 
territory in which we now 
move and have our being there 
are always plenty of people 
and things to write about -- 
and still more folks and things 
to wonder about.

Vincent nutrition plan 


Mrs. Wilma Albright will 
take over as site manager of the 
nutrition project for the Senior 
Citizens of Vincent on October 
1. 

She will succeed DB. 
Smith, who has been 
supervising the program since it 
began in April 1973. The first 
meal was served to the group 
of senior citizens on November 
26. 

In order to better inform 
‘the public of the progress of 
the program, Mr. Smith 
prepared the following report: 

The Vincent Nutrition 
Project for the Senior Citizens 
has been a success from the 
Start. 

The first steps to get started 
were made in April of 1973 
and from a cross section of the 
area and with help from church 
leaders and others we found 
approximately 700 senior 
citizens in the area which could 
be served with such a program 
at Vincent. There are about 
300 or more 60 years of age 
and over in the Vincent - 
Harpersville - Sterrett area 
alone. 

The commission on aging 
and the local effort were 
successful in getting two days a 
week with 90 meals per day 
allotted. 

The participation has 
continued to grow and interest 
from other citizens has made 
this one of the most popular 
programs in the area. We served

It’s a good news story that 
shelby County can observe 
National Employ the 
landicapped Week with some 
‘olid accomplishments. 


Eighteen months ago, Mrs. 
Beulah Whatley came to the 
county under the Vocational 
tehabilitation Service and the 
Department of Pensions and 
securities to find and train the 
handicapped to take regular 
jobs in county businesses and 
industries 


By this date, several 
handicapped workers have 
been trained and placed in 
jobs. Mrs. Whatley helps 
handicapped workers find the 
‘ight classes and schools that 
can provide the individualized 
type of training needed. 

Then she searches the job 
market for the job that the 
handicapped worker can fill 
There are many kinds of 
handicaps, she notes, so there 
are a wide variety of jobs that 
the handicapped can do, 

There is also a ttainee 
program, where an industry 
gives specialized training for a 
specialized job. The employer 
gets certain compensation for 
providing this training 


Mrs. Whatley now has 


several trained handicapped 
workers who are ready to go to 
work. Anyone who might have 
a job for them is asked to 
telephone her at her office in 
the Community Facilities 
building in Columbiana at 
669-9398.

Robert Wade told the 
Reporter that he, his brother, 
two sisters and his mother were 
asleep in the house, when one 
of his sisters was awakened by 
the crackling of the flames.

Fire ant spraying 
begins Friday 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture will soon be 
spraying Mirex pellets over five 
thousand acres in eastern 
Shelby County. The spraying is 
designed to control fire ant 
population. 

A spokesman at the field 
office of the USDA fire ant 
control center in Anniston told 
the Reporter that Mirex bait 
will be distributed by airplane 
over the Shelby County 
acreage this Friday if 
everything goes according to 
plan, 

The Shelby County parcel is 
part of 650,000 acres in 
Alabama which will be sprayed 
by the USDA this fall. 

Mirex was sprayed over 
440,000 acres of land in 
Talladega and Calhoun 
counties earlier this week. 

After the work in Shelby 
County is completed, the 
spraying operation, consisting 
of an electronic navigation 
system and airplanes, will then 
move on to a Randolph 
County location. é 

The poison used to control 


the fire ant population consists 
Mirex 
impregnated in ground up corn 
cobs and soybean oil bait. The

Mirex bait will 
humans, livestock or bees. 


The USDA fire ant control 


program is being conducted 
with the cooperation of state 
and county officials and with 
local landowners. 

The spraying is being done 
in accordance with 
Enviromental Protection 
Agency guidelines which 
prohibit the spraying of the 
chemical within one quarter of 
a mile from a body of water. 

Mirex pellet spraying is 
done in the spring and the fall 
seasons since fire ants are most 
active during those times of the

The grant to Calera is for 
$19,500 and will be used to 
begin step one in the 
construction of a wastewater 
facility. 

The grant to Montevallo is 
for $13,393 and will be used to 
help defray the costs of 
preparing the site for the new 
Electrical Specialties Products 
plant. 

Persistence pays. At least in 
the battle of red tape 

Calera received notice 
Saturday that a grant it applied 
for many years ago has finally 
come through. 

The original application was 
made so long ago, no one 
remembers just when it was, 
but Calera re-applied in 1972. 
The grant is the first stip in 
construction of a wastewater 
treatment facility, according to 
an announcement from the 
office of Congressman Walter 
Flowers. 

The amount of the grant is 
$19,500. It will be used to 
conduct engineering studies, 
flow studies, and to draw 
plans. According to City Clerk 
Mrs. LeMoyne Payton once a 
city has been approved for the 
Step 1 application, the 
government moves along with 
Step II and Step III grants in 
rapid succession 

The Enviromental 


Protection Agency is the 
agency issuing the grant 
Mrs, Payton said that Culera 


hopes to update pari of the 
present disposal plant and main 
trunk line that carries to the 
collector lines. 

Most of Calera is already 
served by the sewer system, 
but Brentwood Hills is one 
exception. That area has also 
reached its capacity for 
installing septic tanks. When 
the full project is completed, 


Calera hopes to add sewer lines 
in Brentwood Hills. 

John Lucas of Miller Norrell 
Engineers is the Calera city 
Engineer. 

The grant to Montevallo is 
from the State of Alabama and 
is made out to Montevallo’s 
Industrial Development Board. 
Application for this grant was 
made early last winter 

The $13,393 does not 
completely cover the cost of 
preparing the site for ESP, 
according to Victor Scott, 


chariman of the Montevallo 
board. 
“Much of the work has 


already been accomplished,” 
Tom Fox, vice president of 


ESP told the Reporter 
Tuesday morning. Only 
landscaping and such items as 
parking areas and the finishing 
work still remains. 

The first two buildings of 
the former Pelham firm are 
now complete and the 
company plans to begin 
operating its foundry today 

The moving of general 
offices and other divisions of 
the company will begin Friday. 

When the company first 
began planning to move to 
Montevallo, late last year, it 
provided jobs for 32 persons. 
Today, the company will begin 
its operations in Montevallo 
with 70 persons on payroll.

simulated class voyages 


How do you inform second 
and third grade youngsters 
about marine life.... or about 
the planets and stars? 

One way is to take a trip in 
a submerged diving bell or visit 
a planetarium, But, a much 
more convenient way came to 
Valley School's second and 
third grade students last 
week....and the youngsters 
didn’t have to leave their 
respective classrooms. 


Dr, Frances Cannon and 
two student teachers from the 
University of Montevallo, 
Rondea Dean and Mrs. Cindy 
Keeney took the Valley School 
youngsters on a simulated 
voyage under the sea. And, 
they did it by the imaginative 
use of some common 
household materials and 
appliances. 

The idea for the innovative 
instructional tool began last 
summer, according to Dr. 
Cannon, when she was teaching 
graduate students enrolled in 
the University of Montevallo’s 
College of Education. 


In an effort to devise ways 
of teaching youngsters about 
the animals and foods found in 
the ocean, Dr. Cannon and 
her graduate students 
fashioned a huge plastic 
““bubble”....large enough for 
ten or fifteen children to crawl 
in, stand up and walk around. 


The ‘‘bubble” is merely 
three large sheets of durable, 
transparent plastic, held 
together with ordinary masking 
tape. The bubble is inflated by 
using a house-type window fan 
to blow air into the bubble. 
The children enter through a 
three foot slit in one of the 
sides. Once inside, the slit is 
held shut with several more 
pieces of masking tape and the 
air from the fan keeps the 
“bubble” inflated. 


To the inside top of the 
““bubble’’ are suspended a 
variety of sea life, fish, star 
fish, sponges...all made from 
paper mache. On the inside 
floor are placed simulated sea 
shells, 


Outside the bubble, and 
moving a few feet away are 
three overhead projectors, each 
one focusing a moving blue 
light on the outside of the 
“bubble”. When viewed from 
the inside, the moving blue 
light gives the effect of water 
movement, 

There is enough room inside 
the “bubble” to allow the 
children and their teachers to 
walk around and inspect the 
sea creatures, The entire effect 
makes the teaching of the 
world around us much more 
realistic than using 
conventional books. 

A slight variation in light 
sources and the substitution of 
simulated stars and planets 
converts the “bubble” to a 
“space ship’ and the teacher 
can introduce the youngsters 
to astronomy and the marvels 
of outer space, 

Last week children in Mrs. 
Jame Hampton’s second grade 
and Mrs. Dot King’s third grade 
took a very realistic voyage 
under the sea and seemed to 
enjoy every minute of it.

MONTGOMERY .- - The big flapdoodle over the 
renewal, or non-renewal, of the license of the Alabama 
Educational Television system could prove to be the 
ultimate in bureaucratic bungling and in the negativism of 
die-hard civil libertarianism. 


First of all, the alleged discrimination against blacks 


in programming, in management and in employment in the 
system, is supposed to have occurred in 1967 and 1968. 
The Civil Liberties Union filed the suit. 

Granted that the discrimination did exist in those 
years, E-TV people have explained many times since the 
suit was filed that in those days, blacks were not even 
making application for jobs in the television network, nor 
were they taking a whole lot of interest on what programs 
were being shown -- whether the performers were black, 
white or purple. 

Matter of factly, neither were the whites, because 
E-TV's viewing audience must be around one percent, or 
less, of the potential television viewing audience. That 
despite the fact that its programming far outclasses 
anything commercial television has to ower. 

Since the suit was filed, perhaps because of it and 
perhaps in spite of it, black participation in educational 
television has increased tremendously and there is one 
black member of the E-TV Commission, which is appointed 
by governor. 

Alabama’s educational television network is unique in 
that it is totally owned and operated by the state. Many of 
the transmitting stations are in rural areas, so that the 
programming may be picked up in practically every corner 
of the state. 

Now, almost eight years after the suit was filed, the 
Federal Communications Commission, in a “tentative” 
decision, has voted, 4-2, not to renew the Alabama system's 
license. 

And now the civil iibertarians who field the suit ave 
saying they didn’t want the network denied a license, they 
just wanted to force the hiring of blacks. It is a classic case, 
in governmental circles, of killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs. 

Because blacks ARE employed by the network, black 
programming IS on the network, a black DOES sit on the 
Commission which governs the network, and if the license 
goes, so do these people go. 

Gov. George C. Wallace said last week that he feels 
the state “will come out okay,” and doesn’t seem 
particularily worried about the whole affair. Contrast that 
attitude, if you will, to the outcries Wallace was making in 
the 1960s and early 70s about the federal bureaucracy, and 
it shows how much times have changed. 

But there is a real possibility that the state will not 
take the trouble to appeal to the courts if the E-TV license 
renewal decision is made permanent and Alabama goes out 
of the business. 

The state has invested over $5 million in 
equipment and the budget for the E-TV Commission is 
around $1.5 million a year. 

With a real squeeze on for funds to finance Medicaid, 
prisons, mental health and other vital state services, the 
State just may decide that losing its E-TV license is a 
blessing in disguise.

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WASHINGTON — Since 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s role in the CIA 
“destabilizing” operation in 
Chile was revealed, he is 
once again being accused of 
perjury. Kissinger’s critics 
are asking the same question 
asked of former President 
Nixon: Is anyone above the 
law? 

Foreign diplomats, 
however, are upset over the 
attacks on Kissinger. Some 
have let it be known that they 
consider Kissinger almost in- 
despensible to continuing the 
East-West detente and set- 
tling the Middle East crisis. 

With Richard Nixon gone, 
only Kissinger has a personal 
relationship with the key 
leaders — Soviet party 
leader Brezhnev in Moscow, 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai 
in Peking, President Sadat in 
Cairo, President Assad in 
Syria and Prime Minister 
Rabin in Israel. 

The Soviets are particu- 
larly uneasy over Kissinger's 
future, They have developed 
a special relationship with 
him. which they want to con- 
tinue. They respect him as a 
formidable adversary. But 
they have developed a trust 
in him that makes it possible 
to deal with him. They are 
unsure whether they could 
establish the same relation- 
ship with his successor 

It was to quiet these fears 
that President Ford gave his 
ringing endorsement of 
Kissinger at the United Na- 
tions. 

Since the CIA Chile opera- 
tion was revealed. mean- 
while. secret diplomatic ca- 
bles have been pouring into 
the State Department report- 
ing that foreign leaders 
everywhere believe the CIA 
is also working against them 

The cables from India. for 


Diplomats love Kissinger 


example, report that Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi 
believes hasfovernment may 
be a CIA target. And Greek 
leaders. according to the ca- 
bles from Athens, are con- 
vinced that the CIA was 
behind the trouble in Cyprus. 

We have seen secret docu- 
ments which tell of CIA 
bribes to leaders in Africa, 
Asia and Latin America. But 
we have also seen in- 
telligence reports of Soviet 
and Chinese undercover ac- 
tivity to undermine demo- 
cratic governments. 

The question is whether the 
United States should get 
down and operate on the com- 
munist level. 

ECONOMIC KNAVES: 
President Ford's economic 
advisers have managed to 
make themselves look foolish. 

His economic czar, Alan 
Greenspan, told a group of 
poor people that stock bro- 
kers have suffered the most 
from inflation.

Statistically 


rural carriers have relatively few 


accidents, given the estimated 525 million miles they drive 
each year. Their accidents, however, tend to be more severe 
than those of other postal workers, 

Studies by traffic experts have shown, the Postal 
Service said, that the majority of rural intersections are 
unsafe. They are frequently characterized by inadequate or 
non-existent traffic signs, overgrown foliage that obstructs 


vision, ruts in the roadbed, * 


other dangers. 


“blind” curves and hills, and 


Because of the necessity of having to leave and enter 
traffic to make deliveries, the rural carrier also faces special 


hazards. 


The new rural safety campaign, conducted in 
cooperation with the National Rural Letter Carriers 
Association, is part of a national campaign by the Postal 
Service to increase the safety of all its employees. 

A key feature of the campaign is a requirement for 
rural carriers to maintain a list of road hazards on their 
routes. These will be reviewed periodically by postmasters 
and other postal officials and corrective action taken. 

Postal regulations require, for example, that with 


some exceptions rural letter boxes be located on the right 
hand side of the road in the direction of travel and must be 
placed so they can be safely and conveniently served by 
carriers without leaving their vehicles. If an irregularity is 
not corrected 30 days after notification, mail service may 
be withdrawn until corrections are made. 

Where reported hazards such as these fall under Postal 
Service jurisdication, postmasters will act to provide a 
remedy immediately. 

Where hazards fall within the jurisdiction of others, 
such as state road departments, the Postal Service will 
report the conditions to appropriate officals, urge their 
action and offer full cooperation. 

Since road hazards face all members of the driving 
public, some postmasters may also seek community support 
to correct road deficiencies that have been identified by 
carriers, 

Other aspects of the Rural Delivery Safety campaign 
include a new emphasis on safety training for carriers, 
periodic safety meetings and a renewed effort to improve 
the condition of rural mailboxes,

Cahaba Valley History 
Part IV 
by Charlotte Finch Thornton 

One of the pioneer families of the Cahaba Valley was 
the Lees. Needham Lee, Sr., born 1770 in Prince Edward 
County, Va., was a son of Capt, Thomas Lee, 

Needham, whose great- grandfather, Col. Richard 
Lee, had come to America in 1642 from England. brought 
his family into Alabama from Tennessee in 1816, settling in 
an area adjacent to the present site of New Hope 
Cumberlnad Presbyterian Church. With him were the family 
of his wife, Susan Bailey Lee, all of them coming from 
Lee's Valley in Hawkins County, Tenn, 

Needham, Sr., was a third cousin of President 
Zachary Taylor and a fifth cousin of General Robert E. 
Lee, so his was a rich heritage indeed. 

Nearly all of Needham and Susan Lee's 17 children 
lived to adulthood, married and continued the family line. 
One of their daughters, Zelphia, married Samuel Acton. 
Their third child, Needham Acton, born in 1824, was the 
father of my great grandmother, Sallie Alabama Acton. 

Another of Needham and Susan Lee's children was 
Needham, Jr., born in 1808. He is described in the book, 
“Some Early Churches in Alabama,” as one of the founders 
of the New Hope Cumberland Presbyterian Church, along 
with William H. Meredith and A.C. Acton. This was in 
1828, making the church one of the oldest in Shelby 
County. 

Information in the book reads in part: “The year was 
1828, and Mr. William H. Meredith, A.C. Acton and 
Needham Lee met here (at old Ebeneazer Camp Ground) 
during the services, became deeply convicted of their sins. 
They returned to the valley at New Hope and the next 
Sabbath held a prayer meeting in the horse lot of Col. John 
Acton’s estate. This place is approximately one-half mile 
behind the present church with an old cemetery dating 
back to 1826. Some souls were converted.” 

The account continues, “Needham Lee (Jr.) served in 
this church for sixty-eight years, He had fifty-one sons and 
grandsons to serve in the Confederate Army.” 

It is said that the first court of Shelby County was 
held in his house, but this same claim is made about Col. 
Issac Johnson's home at the “Big Poplar,” so who’s to 
know? 

It is known that one of the early courthouses 
established in the county was located in Pelham, but soon 
afterwards it was decided to move it to a more central 
location -- either Columbiana or Montevallo. There was 
much discussion on this and in the final showdown, 
Columbiana won. 

In researching this, I have uncovered some interesting 
facts about early courts in the county. The first court 
records in Columbiana are the Orphans Court Records of 
1818, when our state was still a territory. At a meeting held 
in the home of William C. Wallace on April 4 that year, 
Alexander McLaughlin and Thomas R. Rogers were 
appointed Superintendent of Roads. 

It was the custom in those days for each landowner 
to be responsible for that stretch of road from his home to 
his nearest neighbor's. Then, at the next place, that owner 
took over, and so on. A portion of the minutes of this April 
meeting, therefore, read: “On motion ordered that Jophia 
Lee be appointed overseer of roads leading from Will's 
Creek to Sameu! Battler’s on Little Canoe Creek, that 
Thomas Bailey be appointed overseer to Samuel 
Acton’s . . ."" and on it goes. 

Another function of Orphans Court was the granting 
of licenses for the operation of taverns in the early settler's 
homes. It was interesting to note the rates set for various 
items and services. Some of these were: Victuals - 37% 
cents; Bed, per night - 12% cents; Horse fed - 25 cents: All 
night - 75 cents; Jamaican Rum, 1/2 pint - 37% cent: 
Cognac Brandy, | pint - 37% cents; Whiskey, 1/2 pint - 25 
cents; Port or Claret, 1/2 pint - 25 cents; Maderia, 1/2 pint - 
50 cents. They really had it together back then, huh? 

A trial was held during this same session, with William 
E. Wallace serving as foreman of the jury. Jurymen included 
Frederick Lee, John Acton, Davis Johnson, James McCain, 
Hezikiah Ballis, William Gilbert, Alexander McLaughlin, 
Issac Goolsby, John Albright, John Gaston and Needham 
Lee. 

Needham Sr. obviously had a hand in county politics, 
as he was elected the first justice of Shelby County. 
However, he was defeated in a race for the first state 
legislature by a single vote, losing to Jack Shackleford. 

Needham Lee died in 1820, just four years after 
settling in the valley, but he left behind some 15 children to 
carry on the family name and traditions. Susan Bailey Lee 
followed her husband in death in 1823, leaving several very 
young children in their wilderness home. Those of us who 
descend from these pioneer families cannot begin to 
comprehend the hardships they endured as they began 
carving the civilization we enjoy today,

Tutwiler helps women adjust

Tutwiler prison receives 
from three to cight new 
women prisoners per week, As 
the only state prison for 
women in Alabama, Tutwiler 
now houses 170 prisoners. 
Twenty-two of them are 
Serving sentences on drug 
related offenses. 

The average stay at Tutwiler 
is two to three years, but one 
prisoner has been there for 23 
years, 

According to the Inmate 
Welfare Committee, lack of 
privacy in prison is “something 
you don’t get used to, It’s hard 
to be rehabilitated without it.” 

On a recent tour of 
Montgomery area_ prisons, 
conducted for newsmen by the 
Board of Corrections, a lunch 
stop was arranged at the 
women’s prison in Wetumpka. 
Prison officials seem to think 
security is better at Tutwiler, 
but the women prisoners were 
nowhere in evidence while the 
group of visitors ate lunch, 

The prison tries to provide 
classes and vocational training 
to help women adjust to the 
outside world, and in that 
respect has a better record than 
the other prisons of the state. 

Within the walls is a beauty 
parlor where inmates may learn 
how to be beauticians, and 
may become licensed if they 
pass the necessary tests. This is 
rather new and is a very 
popular thing with the inmates, 
according to Mrs. Doris Wood, 
warden. 


Another training course 
Offiered is a florist school 
Inmates are taught the 


principles of flower arranging, 
using plastic flowers, in the 
hope that they may find 
employment once they receive 


their paroles. 

Alexander City Junior 
College regularly sends teachers 
to the prison, offering courses 
that the inmates request. 
Education is available from 
fourth grade through junior 
college at Tutwiler for those 
who want to learn, 

Some inmates are escorted 
to Alexander Ctiy to take 
special courses on the campus 
there, 

Commercial sewing is also 
taught at the prison. Fabrics 
are donated by mills and fabric 
stores, 

What could be done to help 
rehabilitate women prisoners 
and really prepare them for a 
useful life? 

The Inmate Committee told 
the newsmen that after lack of 
privacy, a big need is progress 
reports for inmates. They say 
they need to know how they 
are progressing. “There's no 
way of Knowing when you're 
rehabilitated,” young 
woman said, “You're on your 
own too much,” 

A recreation area and more 
recreation would also help to 
work off the 
frustrations of life behind bars, 
they said. 

They felt that 
need more people to help the 
girls, individually, both inside 
the prison and on the outside

Sparkman optimistic

Senator John Sparkman has said that he sees no 
danger of an economic depression in this country in the 
near future. The chairman of the Senate Banking, Housing 
and Urban Affairs Committee said that despite much talk 
of an economic depression that he was “enough of an 


optimist to dispute that talk.’ 


“While economic recessions like the one we are in 
now. do happen from time to time, the nation has some 
built-in stabilizers which effectively bolster the country 
against depressions like that of the 1930’s, "Sparkman said

After seven 
years the person's attitude and 
personality seems to change.) 

Several women prisoners at 
Tutwiler are on a work- release 
program, working in jobs and 
homes in Wetumpka. 

Is there a racial problem at 
Tutwiler; “Yes,” according to 
one of the black women on the 
inmate committee, “But it is 
not as pronounced as it is on 
the streets. You cannot hide it 
in here.” 

Groups who have studied 
the prison system of Alabama 
say that many smaller 
correctional institutions should 
be built in urban areas 
throughout the state. This 
would make it easier for 
prisoners to get aid from 
rehabilitation experts, medical 


doctors, teaching specialists, 
and all the other community 
and social services available in 
big cities. 

It would also be easier for 
them to have jobs in 
connection with work-release 
programs. Although Alabama’s 
legislature approved work- 


release for state prisoners, it 
provided no money for it. And 
the main prisons are located so 
far from cities that it is very 
difficult for the prisons to 
transport prisoners to jobs. 
Under work- release, prisoners 
work during the day, but 
return to prison at night during 
the last 18 months of their 
sentences. They receive close 
supervision and help from 
counselors or probation 
officers. Work release is 
proving to be successful in 
Alabama where it is being 
tried.

MONTGOMERY - - The big flapdoodle over the 
renewal. or non-renewal, of the license of the Alabama 
Educational Television system could prove to be the 
ultimate in bureaucratic bungling and in the negativism of 
die-hard civil libertarianism. 
First of all, the alleged discrimination against blacks 


in programming, in management and in employment in the 


system, is supposed to have occurred in 1967 and 1968. 
The Civil Liberties Union filed the suit, 

Granted that the discrimination did exist in those 
years, E-TV people have explained many times since the 
suit was filed that in those days, blacks were not even 
making application for jobs in the television network, nor 
were they taking a whole lot of interest on what programs 
were being shown -- whether the performers were black, 
white or purple. 

Matter of factly. neither were the whites, because 
E-TV's viewing audience must be around one percent, or 
less, of the potential television viewing audience. That 
despite the fact that its programming far outclasses 
anything commercial television has to ower. 

Since the suit was filed, perhaps because of it and 
perhaps in spite of it, black participation in educational 
television has increased tremendously and there is one 
black member of the E-TV Commission, which is appointed 
by governor. 

Alabama's educational television network is unique in 
that it is totally owned and operated by the state. Many of 
the transmitting stations are in rural areas, so that the 
programming may be picked up in practically every corner 
of the state. 

Now, almost eight years after the suit was filed, the 
Federal Communications Commission, in a “tentative” 
decision, has voted, 4-2, not to renew the Alabama system's 
license. 

And now the civil libertarians who field the suit are 
saying they didn't want the network denied a license, they 
just wanted to force the hiring of blacks, It is a classic case, 
in governmental circles, of killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs, 

Because blacks ARE employed by the network, black 
programming IS on the network, a black DOES sit on the 
Commission which governs the network, and if the license 
goes, so do these people go. 

Gov. George C. Wallace said last week that he feels 
the state “will come out okay,” and doesn't seem 
particularily wortied about the whole affair. Contrast that 
atiitude, if you will, to the outcries Wallace was making in 
the 1960s and early 70s about the federal bureaucracy, and 
it shows how much times have changed. 

But there is a real possibility that the state will not 
take the trouble to appeal to the courts if the E-TV license 
renewal decision is made permanent and Alabama goes out 
of the business. 

The state has invested over $5 million in 
equipment and the budget for the E-TV Commission is 
around $1.5 million a year. 

With a real squeeze on for funds to finance Medicaid, 
prisons, mental health and other vital state services, the 
State just may decide that losing its E-TV license is a 
blessing in disguise,

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WASHINGTON — Since 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger's role in the CIA 
“destabilizing” operation in 
Chile was revealed, he is 
once again being accused of 
perjury. Kissinger's critics 
are asking the same question 
asked of former President 
Nixon; ls anyone above the 
law? 

Foreign diplomats, 
however, are upset over the 
attacks on Kissinger. Some 
have let it be Known that they 
consider Kissinger almost in- 
despensible to continuing the 
East-West detente and set- 
tling the Middle East crisis. 

With Richard Nixon gone, 
only Kissinger has a personal 
relationship with the key 
leaders — Soviet party 
leader Brezhnev in Moscow, 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai 
in Peking, President Sadat in 
Cairo, President Assad in 
Syria and Prime Minister 
Rabin in Israel. 

The Soviets are particu- 
larly uneasy over Kissinger's 
future. They have developed 
a special relationship with 
him, which they want to con- 
tinue, They respect him as a 
formidable adversary. But 
they have developed a trust 
in him that makes it possible 
to deal with him. They are 
unsure whether they could 
establish the same relation- 
ship with his successor 

It was to quiet these fears 
that President Ford gave his 
ringing endorsement of 
Kissinger at the United Na- 
tions 

Since the CIA Chile opera- 
tion was revealed, mean- 
while, secret diplomatic ca- 
bles have been pouring into 
the State Department report- 
ing that foreign leaders 
everywhere believe the CIA 
is also working against them 

The cables from India. for 


Diplomats love Kissinger 


example. report that Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi 
believes h@sfovernment may 
be a CIA target. And Greek 
leaders, according to the ca- 
bles from Athens, are con- 
vinced that the CIA was 
behind the trouble in Cyprus. 

We have seen secret docu- 
ments which tell of CIA 
bribes to leaders in Africa, 
Asia and Latin America. But 
we have also seen in- 
telligence reports of Soviet 
and Chinese undercover ac- 
tivity to undermine demo- 
cratic governments, 

The question is whether the 
United States should get 
down and operate on the com- 
munist level, 

ECONOMIC KNAVES: 
President Ford's economic 
advisers have managed to 
make themselves look foolish. 

His economic czar, Alan 
Greenspan, told a group of 
poor people that stock bro- 
kers have suffered the most 
from inflation. Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman 
Arthur Burns blamed the 
public for runaway prices, 
and Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz suggested that 
Americans kill off half their

But the participants in 
President Ford's economic 
summit have a better sugges- 
tion.

have given President Ford 
some blunt advice, They re- 
minded him that he started 
out making decisions by him- 
self when he first took over 
the Republican leadership in 
the House.

As President, he has 
relapsed into making deci- 
sions all alone. He failed to 
consult Republican leaders 
about pardoning former 
President Nixon. The deci- 
sion has backfired badly. 

He also failed to consult 
them about removing George 
Bush as Republican National 
Chairman. Changing the par- 
ty leadership at the height of 
the political campaign has 
brought an outcry from Re- 
publican candidates all over 
the country. 

The President agreed with 
their advice and has 
dutifully promised to consult 
them hereafter on major 
decisions. 

NIXON'S WOES; Friends 
of Richard Nixon tell us he is 
in no condition to testify at 
the Watergate trials. He is so 
depressed, they say, that he 
can't bear to discuss Waterg- 
ate. Any cross-examination, 
they fear, would cause his 
emotional collapse. 

They definitely hope, 
therefore, that the court will 
accept his phlebitis condition 
as medical grounds for ex- 
cusing him from the witness 
stand. The discovery of a new 
blood clot in his lung has 
strengthened his case 

Nixon had been sub- 
poenaed earlier to be 
deposed in a Watergate-rel- 
ated lawsuit. But his friends 
feared he couldn't stand the 
emotional strain, They per- 
suaded him to enter the hos- 
pital the day before he was 
scheduled to testify 

Our court sources believe 
Judge John Sirica will even- 
tually order independent 
doctors to examine the 
former president. Sirica is 
expected to study their diag- 
nosis of Nixon's physical and 
emotional incapacity before 
ruling whether he must 
testify 

If the doctors believe he is 


too ill to appear in court, the 
judge is expected to order 
Nixon's deposition taken 
quietly at San Clemente — 
perhaps on film so it can be 
shown in the courtroom. 
WATCH ON WASTE: The 
Fresident wants to trim $5 
billion from this year's 
budget.

present law and raised the ceiling on tax exempt industrial 
development bonds from the current ceiling of five million 
to ten million dollars. Of course, the provision has a long 
way to go as part of a complex tax bill, but I am pleased 
with the Committee's handling of this provision which 
would ensure the continued use of tax exempt industrial 
bonds for industrial development in Alabama,” Sparkman 
said,

New safety campaign 


being observed 


by mail personnel 


More than 31,000 rural letter carriers in about 17,000 
post offices are participating in a new, nation-wide safety 
campaign beginning this month. 

* Reducing the number and severity of accidents 
among rural letter carriers. 

* Establishing a new system of hazard reporting by 
the carriers to pinpoint and help eliminate general safety 
hazards in rural areas. 

Statistically rural carriers have relatively few 
accidents, given the estimated 525 million miles they drive 
each year. Their accidents, however, tend to be more severe 
than those of other postal workers. 

Studies by traffic experts have shown, the Postal 
Service said, that the majority of rural intersections are 
unsafe, They are frequently characterized by inadequate or 
non-existent traffic signs, overgrown foliage that obstructs 
vision, ruts in the roadbed, “blind” curves and hills, and 
other dangers. 

Because of the necessity of having to leave and enter 
traffic to make deliveries, the rural carrier also faces special 
hazards. 

The new rural safety campaign, conducted in 
cooperation with the National Rural Letter Carriers 
Association, is part of a national campaign by the Postal 
Service to increase the safety of all its employees. 

A key feature of the campaign is a requirement for 
rural carriers to maintain a list of road hazards on their 
routes. These will be reviewed periodically by postmasters 
and other postal officials and corrective action taken, 

Postal regulations require, for example, that with 
some exceptions rural letter boxes be located on the right 
hand side of the road in the direction of travel and must be 
placed so they can be safely and conveniently served by 
carriers without leaving their vehicles. If an irregularity is 
not corrected 30 days after notification, mail service may 
be withdrawn until corrections are made, 

Where reported hazards such as these fall under Postal 
Service jurisdication, postmasters will act to provide a 
remedy immediately. 

Where hazards fall within the jurisdiction of others, 
such as state road departments, the Postal Service will 
report the conditions to appropriate officals, urge their 
action and offer full cooperation, 

Since road hazards face all members of the driving 
public, some postmasters may also seek community support 
to correct road deficiencies that have been identified by 
carriers. 

Other aspects of the Rural Delivery Safety campaign 
include a new emphasis on safety training for carriers, 
periodic safety meetings and a renewed effort to improve 
the condition of rural mailboxes.

Cahaba Valley History 
Part IV 
by Charlotte Finch Thornton 

One of the pioneer families of the Cahaba Valley was 
the Lees. Needham Lee, Sr., born 1770 in Prince Edward 
County, Va., was a son of Capt. Thomas Lee. 

Needham, whose great- grandfather, Col. Richard 
Lee, had come to America in 1642 from England. brought 
his family into Alabama from Tennessee in 1816, settling in 
an area adjacent to the present site of New Hope 
Cumberlnad Presbyterian Church. With him were the family 
of his wife, Susan Bailey Lee, all of them coming from 
Lee’s Valley in Hawkins County, Tenn. 

Needham, Sr., was a third cousin of President 
Zachary Taylor and a fifth cousin of General Robert E. 
Lee, so his was a rich heritage indeed. 

Nearly all of Needham and Susan Lee's 17 children 
lived to adulthood, married and continued the family line. 
One of their daughters, Zelphia, married Samuel Acton. 
Their third child, Needham Acton, born in 1824, was the 
father of my great grandmother, Sallie Alabama Acton. 

Another of Needham and Susan Lee’s children was 
Needham, Jr., born in 1808. He is described in the book, 
“Some Early Churches in Alabama,” as one of the founders 
of the New Hope Cumberland Presbyterian Church, along 
with William H. Meredith and A.C. Acton. This was in 
1828, making the church one of the oldest in Shelby 
County. 

Information in the book reads in part: “The year was 
1828, and Mr, William H. Meredith, A.C, Acton and 
Needham Lee met here (at old Ebeneazer Camp Ground) 
during the services, became deeply convicted of their sins. 
They returned to the valley at New Hope and the next 
Sabbath held a prayer meeting in the horse lot of Col. John 
Acton’s estate. This place is approximately one-half mile 
behind the present church with an old cemetery dating 
back to 1826. Some souls were converted.” 

The account continues, “Needham Lee (Jr.) served in 
this church for sixty-eight years. He had fifty-one sons and 
grandsons to serve in the Confederate Army.” 

It is said that the first court of Shelby County was 
held in his house, but this same claim is made about Col, 
Issac Johnson's home at the “Big Poplar,” so who's to 
know? 

It is known that one of the early courthouses 
established in the county was located in Pelham, but soon 
afterwards it was decided to move it to a more central 
location -- either Columbiana or Montevallo. There was 
much discussion on this and in the final showdown, 
Columbiana won, 

In researching this, | have uncovered some interesting 
facts about early courts in the county. The first court 


records in Columbiana are the Orphans Court Records of ¢ 


1818, when our state was still a territory. At a meeting held 
in the home of William C. Wallace on April 4 that year, 
Alexander McLaughlin and Thomas R. Rogers were 
appointed Superintendent of Roads. 

It was the custom in those days for each landowner 
to be responsible for that stretch of road from his home to 
his nearest neighbor's. Then, at the next place, that owner 
took over, and so on, A portion of the minutes of this April 
meeting, therefore, read: “On motion ordered that Jophia 
Lee be appointed overseer of roads leading from Will’s 
Creek to Sameul Battler’s on Little Canoe Creek, that 
Thomas Bailey be appointed overseer to Samuel 
Acton’s. . ." and on it goes. 

Another function of Orphans Court was the granting 
of licenses for the operation of taverns in the early settler’s 
homes. It was interesting to note the rates set for various 
items and services. Some of these were: Victuals - 37% 
cents; Bed, per night - 12% cents; Horse fed - 25 cents; All 
night - 75 cents; Jamaican Rum, 1/2 pint - 37% cent; 
Cognac Brandy, | pint - 37% cents; Whiskey, 1/2 pint - 25 
cents; Port or Claret, 1/2 pint - 25 cents; Maderia, 1/2 pint - 
50 cents, They really had it together back then, huh? 

A trial was held during this same session, with William 
E. Wallace serving as foreman of the jury. Jurymen included 
Frederick Lee, John Acton, Davis Johnson, James McCain, 
Hezikiah Ballis, William Gilbert, Alexander McLaughlin, 
Issac Goolsby, John Albright, John Gaston and Needham 
Lee, 


Needham Sr. obviously had a hand in county politics, 
as he was elected the first justice of Shelby County, 
However, he was defeated in a race for the first state 
legislature by a single vote, losing to Jack Shackleford. 

Needham Lee died in 1820, just four years after 
settling in the valley, but he left behind some 15 children to 
carry on the family name and traditions, Susan Bailey Lee 
followed her husband in death in 1823, leaving several very 
young children in their wilderness home. Those of us who 
descend from these pioneer families cannot begin to 
comprehend the hardships they endured as they began 
carving the civilization we enjoy today,

to be incarcerated and still be 
able to make a useful life later 
on the outside. After seven 
years the person's attitude and 
personality seems to change.) 

Several women prisoners at 
Tutwiler are on a work- release 
program, working in jobs and 
homes in Wetumpka. 

Is there a racial problem at 
Tutwiler; “Yes,” according to 
one of the black women on the 
inmate committee. “But it is 
not as pronounced as it is on 
the streets. You cannot hide it 
in here.” 

Groups who have studied 
the prison system of Alabama 
Say that many smaller 
correctional institutions should 
be built 


in urban areas 
throughout the state. This 
would make it easier for 
prisoners to get aid from 


rehabilitation experts, medical 


doctors, teaching specialists, 
and all the other community 
and social services available in 
big cities. 

It would also be easier for 
them to have jobs in 
connection with work-release 
programs, Although Alabama’s 
legislature approved work- 


release for state prisoners, it 
provided no money for it. And 
the main prisons are located so 
far from cities that it is very 
difficult for the prisons to 
transport prisoners to jobs. 
Under work- release, prisoners 
work during the day, but 
return to prison at night during 
the last 18 months of their 
sentences. They receive close 
supervision and help from 
counselors or probation 
officers. Work release is 
proving to be successful in 
Alabama where it is being 
tried.

Bank on historic register ' 


The Steiner Bank Building 
ir Jefferson County has been 
added to the National Register 
of Historic Places, the Alabama 
Historical Commission and the 
Jefferson County Historical 
Commission announced today. 

W. Warner Floyd, Executive 
Director of the State 
Commission commented that 
the Steiner Bank Building is 


Richardsonian Romanesque in 
the city of Birmingham. The 
building, a long and narrow 
rectangular structure, located 
on a corner lot, stands four 
floors from the street. The 
banking room is entered 
through a square tower, to 
which the rest of the building 
is attached. 


The Steiner Bank Building 
housed the offices of the 
Steiner Brothers Bank, which 
financed much of the early 
growth of Birmingham. The 
building itself was not only one 
of the finest examples of 
commercial use of 
Richardsonian Romanesque 
but also the tallest building in 
the city, and featured the 
state’s first elevator. 


During the early years, 
Steiner Brothers carried on a 
varied business. They were 
investment bankers and 
financed much of the 
municipal growth of the 
Birmingham area. They bought 
and sold foreign money, dealt 
with mortgages, and sold 
steamship passages, New York 
hotel rooms, and train tickets 


miners who came to work in 


the Birmingham district at that 
time. 

The building was the first 
commercial building in 
Alabama to have an elevator 
and the L & N Railroad ran a 
special excursion train to bring 
visitors to see this wonder. 


At the turn of the century, 
the founders retired and their 
cousins, Leo Steiner and his 
brother Carl took over control. 
Steiners continued to operate 
the bank in the present 
building until 1963, when new 
facilities were constructed. At

Imported game makes it big 


with youthful enthusiasts 


by Willard Harrison 

“What in the world is 
foosball? And why are county 
young people taking to it with 
such fervor?” With a new 
Foosball Haven in Pelham, 
Highway 31 travelers are 
beginning to wonder. 

No, it is not a misspelling of 
football, even though it is 
similar to a point. Foosball is a 
table game closer to billiards in 
equipment, but with rules 
based on soccer. But it also 
resembles a scaled-down 
version of hockey, although it 
is a ball rather than a puck that 
is used, 

However it is describ ed, the 
game has become 
tremendously popular with 
high school and college 
Students. Beginning in 
Germany, the game has spread 
through Europe and is now 
blitzing America, Tournaments 
in Birmingham have given $100 


prizes for first place, and 
several area players are playing 
the circuits in the Southeast. 

Several University 
Montevallo students 
described foosball as 
Sport or a game, but an 
absolute compulsion. “Once 
you get hooked on foosball,” a 


ol 
have 
not a 


bespectacled student 
commented, “you begin to 
crave quarters to buy another 
game.” Foosball marathons last 
on and on until the money 
gives out 

The game has more appeal 
for the young than billiards, 
probably of its fast 
and frenetic pace. For an 
experienced player, it offers 
precision hots like pool does 
but at breakneck speed. It 
requires fast reflexes and quick 
thinking, but since it is a table 


because 


game there is relatively little 
physical exertion 
The layout of the game 


board is easily identifiable. The 
table is about four feet by 
three feet square, with the 
“field” sunk several inches 
down from the rim. Rows of 
little men are mounted on rods 
above the field, and as the rods 
are manipulated by two or four 
players, the ball is kicked from 
one end of the soccer field to 
the other. When seven goals 
have been scored, the game 
ends 

According to Billy Kirkland, 
manager of the newly-opened 
Foosball Haven in Pelham, 
there are two different 
variations -- one with a hard 
ball and the other with a soft 
ball, both about an inch and a 
half in diameter. He added that 
both tables cost $650, and are 
legally considered vending 
machines, since they sell a 
game at 25 cents each.

expert players to better handle 
the ball while moving their 
men on the rods. Regulation 
foosball uses a hard ball which 
many players find more 
unpredictable and therefore 
more fun, And in regulation, 
five balls are used in a game, 
Which seven are played in 
dynamo foosball. 


New craze 

Kirkland told the Reporter 
that foosball is spreading all 
over Shelby County, from the 
recreation halls and pool rooms 
to Oak Mountain Park's game 
room. He added that it is 
already more popular than the 
electronic games based on ping 
pong, hockey, tennis, etc. He 
pointed out that it is extremely 
popular in some areas such as it 
is here, while in other places it 
is almost unheard of 

Billy Kirkland convinced his 
father that the game was 
popular enough to make a 
profit, so Claude Kirkland 
footed the bill to establish 
Foosball Haven in the 
Keystone area of Pelham. The 
arcade is located in what was 
originally a curb market, then 
later an insurance office 
Young Kirkland said that they 
have been open about three 
weeks, although the huge sign 
has been up only about a week 
and a half,

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Hunting in boat 


good, dangerous | 


Many boatmen extend their 
water sports season into the 
fall and winter hunting seasons. 

As they swap their rods and 
reels for rifles and shotguns, 
they often make the mistake of 
abandoning life jackets for 
hunting coats. A boat is a boat, 
regardless of its use, and 
federal and state safety 
equipment requirements 


remain the same, year-round. 


Hunting from a boat is a 
tradition in the South, where 
much of the prime game ranges 
are more easily reached from 
the water. Even where roads or 
paths provide quick access, 
shooting from the water often 
means more game in the bag. 

Life preservers, by federal 
law, must be bright orange in 
color but life vests may be any 
color, including camouflage if 
you can find one. The most 
popular colors being 
manufactured, excluding trim, 
are green, blue and yellow, 

If you should capsize on a 
cold day, you will quickly 
become aware of the most 
important advantage the new 
life vests have over ordinary 
insulating undergarments. 
Bulke cloth insulation will 
most likely provide nothing 
more than dead weight to a 
hunter in the water. This is 
something he could do 
without, when wearing heavy 
boots, carrying a few boxes of

public parks that contain 
excellent camping facilities 
within a few minutes to a few 
hours’ drive for Shelby 
Countians, 

This week the Shelby 
County Reporter staff has 


traveled to various camping 
areas compiling a directory for 
fall campers. 

OAK MOUNTAIN STATI 
PARK (Shelby County) - - Oak 
Mountain State Park affords 
the camper the newest and 
most modern public camping 
facilities to be found 
anywhere. 

The 147 place Oak 
Mountain campground is 
located on a lake site isolated 
from day-use park visitors. 

Fifty of the sites are for 
trailer or motor home use with 
electricity and water hook-ups, 
These are drive- through sites 
so that trailers do not have to 
disconnect from the towing 
Vehicle to use the utilities. The 
campsite contains a sewerage

dumping station for trailers 
and motor homes. 

The other 97 campsites are 
for tent campers. The tent sites 
are located on pea-gravel beds 
and are leveled with retaining 
walls and tile drains around 
them. 

Seven comfort stations are 
located in the camping area. 
These contain hot and cold 
showers. A laundry with 
washers and dryers is also to be 
found in the tent area, 

There are no_ individual 
water and electricity outlets in 
the individual tent sites, but 
fresh water spigots are liberally 
scattered throughout the area. 

A camp store is located in 
the area, but its hours of 
operation have been limited to 
Fridays and Saturdays, until 
next summer, 

Individual sites in the Oak 
Mountain camping area are 
equipped with a grill and picnic 
table. Street lights line the 
access roads to all campsites, 

The camping area is best 
described as a ‘family’ type; 
large groups are discouraged 
from using these facilities. 

For such groups, a primitive 
area is located a mile distant 
from the family area. The 
primitive area is available to 
scout, church, and other 
groups. It is large enough to 
accomodate over five hundred 


people, 
Hiking trails adjoin the 
camping area. No boating or 


swimming facilities are at 
thecamp sites, although both

As a testimony to the park’s 
popularity, over 15,000 
campers visited Lake Lurleen 
frogn October 1, 1973, through 
September 30 of this year. 
Many of the above were repeat 
campers according to park 
officials, 

Campers can be 
accomodated in the park on a 
year-round basis. However, 
winter over night visitors 
should be self sufficient. The 
bath houses will be closed 
during cold weather. The camp 
office and store is open twelve 
months a year to serve park 
visitors. 

Lake Lurleen State Park is 
reached by aad eight miles 
west of Tuscaloosa on USS. 
Highway 82. Park visitors 


should then turn right at the 
sign on county highway 21 and 
proceed two-and- a-half miles 
until they see a park sign on 
the right, turn right, and 
proceed one half mile to the 
park entrance, 


PAYNE LAKE (Hale 
County) -- Nestled among the 
hills of the Okmulgee Division 
of Talladega Natinal Forest, 
Payne Lake offers campers 
peaceful solitude and some of 
the best fishing around. 

The 110 acre lake has filled 
to its original banks after 
having been lowered last spring 
for repairs on the lake’s dam. 
Visitors to the area brag of 
large bass, and plentiful bream 
and crappie in the lake, 

The Payne Lake camping 
area is equippped with rest 
rooms and bath facilities. A 
sewerage dumping station is 


also located in the area for 
trailer users, 

No designation between 
camping and picnic facilities is 
made at Payne Lake. Campers 
may choose from ample sites 
containing grills and picnic 
tables surrounding the lake. 
Sites are granted on a first 
come, first served basis. 

An honor system of 
collecting day-use and camping 
fees is employed at the park 
entrance. Payne Lake is 
administered by the USS. 
Forest Service. 

A 1.5 mile nature trail and a 
75 trail to a nearby fire tower 
lead out of the camping area. 

Payne Lake is open year 
round and is a designated camp

Sparkman confirms gold 


deposits at Fort Knox 


There really is gold in Fort 
Knox. 

Alabama's Seantor John 
Sparkman, Chairman, Senate 
Banking, Housing and Urban 

ffairs Committee, gave this 
assurance today following 
receipt of a report by 
Committee Staff Member, 
Gerald Allen, of Alexander 
City, Alabama, who 
represented the Seantor at the 
recent Congressional inspection 
of U.S. gold deposits there. 

The precedent-breaking 
Congressional inspection of 
Fort Knox came as the result 
of rising public suspicion that 
the U. S. no longer had any 
gold reserves. In order to allay 
this suspicion Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon 


qissued a blanket invitation to 


Congress to inspect the gold 
reserves. 

Although Sparkman was 
unable to attend because of 
pressing Senate duties, he felt 
it was appropriate that a 
Committee Staff Member make 
the inspection for him. 


The inspection marks a 
unique departure from a 
long-standing, rigidly enforced 
Bureau of the Mint policy of 
absolutely no visitors. The last 


, Visitor to make such an 


inspection was President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt on April 
28, 1943. 

“It is the tightest security of 
anything other than a 
maximum security prison,” 
Staff Member Allen said. He 
noted that Congressmen and 
newsmen were searched with 
electronic detection devices 
before entering the vaults and 
that only a limited number 
were allowed in the vaults at 
any one time. The guards on 
duty were armed with machine 
guns ready to fire.

Sparkman noted that the 
Senate Banking, Housing and 
Urban Affairs Committee has 
legislative oversight over Fort 
Knox.

prices,” Sparkman stated. “I 
never had any doubt about it 
prior to the inspection but I 
felt that it would be good to 
have seomeone on my staff 
who had actually seen the gold 
at Fort Knox.”

Payne Lake is best reached 
by following state highways 5 
and 25, which run together 
south of Centreville. Campers 
should then turn right on 
highway 25 where it branches 
off and follow the road 
approximately 18 miles to the 
entrance of the Payne Lake 
campground on the right. 


RICKWOOD CAVERNS 
STATE PARK (Blount 
County) - - Rickwood Caverns 
State Park is one of the newest 
in Alabama having been 
purchased by the state last 
June. Prior to that time, the 
park had been operated 
privately, 

Rickwood Caverns park has 
60 campsites with water and 
electricity hook-ups at every 
site. Rest rooms and showers 
are located in the camping 
area. Each site is equipped with 
a picnic table. 

A swimming pool for 
campers is located in the park, 
but is now closed for the 
winter. A sandwich shop and 
game room, are available for 
campers’ use. 

The main attraction of 
Rickwood Park is the caverns. 
Tours will be conducted on the 
weekends through the winter 
season. Rickwood caverns 
reach a depth of 175 feet and 
one and one fourth miles in 
length. 

Rickwood Caverns State 
Park covers 250 acres. Officials 
at the park say that plans are 
underway for the addition of 
cabins and other 
improvements, 


Rickwood Caverns Park is 
reached by traveling north of 
Birmingham on 1-65 to the 
Hayden- Corner exit. Turn left, 
and follow the signs to the 
park. 

More campsites will be 
explored next week.

The County Commission 
meets today to hammer out 
the budget for fiscal year 1975 
They heard budget requests 
from all departments at a 
special meeting last Thursday. 

The problem they will start 


with is: out of projected 
income of $3,571,730, the 
amount of $3,393973 is 


pretty well fixed or obligated 
for expenditures, 

This leaves to 
play with, but the “ballpark” 
figures on other needs reach 
nearly $300,000, so the ball 
game will not be much fun for 
the Commissioners 

The Commission has always 
liked to leave a pad for 
unexpected expenses, but that 
luxury was given up two or 
three years ago, as the needs of 
the growing population and 
inflation have eaten into the 
revenues. 

Mrs. Mary Niven, Clerk of 
the Commission, 
working up the figures to get a 
clear picture of the increases 
each department is requesting 
(No department asked for less 
than last year, but Fay Quick, 
the tax collector, was the only 
one who requested no increase. 
Her budget request of $30,200 
is the same as last year.) 

The sheriffs department 
asked for a budget of $420,525 
from county funds. James 
Glasgow, representing the 
department, stated that the 
department also wants $94,285 
from the Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency to add four 
more people operate 
communications. If LEPA 
grants this request. it will bring 
the sheriffs department budget

The food stamp program 
may cost $26,700 to operate 
next year. Mrs, Niven is basing 
this figure on actual 
during the last quarter of the 
current year. 

County landfills are 
expected to cost $87,000 to 
operate, including labor, rental 
of land and $10,000 for a 
building at Helena.

The tax assessor's office is 
expected to need over 
$72,000. The budget for last 
year was $61,200, but went 
over that by adding new 
people. 

The Health department is 
asking only $1,000 more this 
year, for a 2-way radio. This 
year’s budget was $65 468. 

The Forestry Commission is 
seeking a $1,300 increase. Its 
present budget is $21,200, but 
about $15,000 of this comes 
from tax money earmarked for 
forestry. 

Soil Conservation seeks to 
increase its $7,369 budget by 
an additional $327 

Mental Health is asking for a 
budget based on 60 cents per 
capita (,5957). This would 
increase their budget from 
$20,000 to $22,658 

As reported earlier the 
library system is seeking 
$42,005 from county sources. 

The circuit clerk, Kyle 
Lansford, has asked for an 
increase of about $10,000 to 
add a clerical worker and 
necessary equipment. This will 
bring his office’s budget to 
about $72,000. 

W. M. “Buck” Clark of the 
extension service asked for 
what amounts to a $3,000 
increase over what his office 
spent last year. However, since 
one budgeted position 
remained unfilled this year, it 
does not represent much of an 
last year’s 


increase 
request 

The board education 
asked for $550 more than last 
year. The county normally 
furnishes stationery and 
supplies to the board, for a 
budget of about $4,000 to 
$5,000. (Most of education's 
budget comes through 
earmarked funds.) 

These figures represetit the 
funds that the County 
Commission is asked to provide 
for the various offices. Many of

the offices receive other funds 
from state or federal sources 

Among the other needs that 
the Commission will consider 
are the dog pound, expansion 
of the airport, attorneys fees 
and other requests.

Yeager added that the 
county Board of Education 
plans to bring state education 
officials back into the area for 
a re-valuation of the situation 
which, if unchanged, will have

The mayor brought before 
council a recommendation he 
has received that the city scrap 
its plans to buy a diesel 
powered fire engine costing

How will Shelby County 
solve its educational and finan- 
cial problems? 

Dog racing and a new sales 
tax were two of the solutions 
discussed at the Indian Springs 
Civic Club meeting on Friday 
night, October 4, at the Indian 
Springs School's town hall. 

While the meeting was sche- 
duled to deal primarily with 
local legislation to be voted on 
by state senators and represent- 
atives who attended the 
meeting, the main interest 
centered on the millions 
dollars needed for county 
schools. Probate Judge Conrad 
Fowler also mentioned the 
$3% million needed to 
interconnect the county water 
systems and the $2 million 
bond issue referendum in 
November 

Other concern 
included State 
amendments allowing for 
county building codes as well 
as providing for special districts 
(for fire, garbage, sewerage, 
etc.). Democratic primary 
dates, insurance regulation, and 
state park complaints were also 
discussed. Fowler stated that 
the County Commission has 
proposed legislation extending 
poll hours, and has asked for 
an amendment of the lew 
regulating county personnel in 
politics 

The meeting began with 
club president Jim Wyatt's 
introduction of Judge Fowler, 
state nd nominees 
Eddie Gilmore, Obie Littleton, 
Jabo Waggoner, and county 
representative Sonny Moore 
Judge Fowler opened with a 
discussion of the proposed 
State legislation, explaining 
why the county commission 
fovored it

Continued from page | 
bad but almost unavoidable. 
“But when a ten-year old 
Valley School is still almost as 
bad off, it makes you mad,” she 
added. 

Judge Fowler indicated that 
the Board of Education has not 
approached the County 
Commission asking aid in their 
situation. “I understand they 
have adopted a resolution to 
do so and suggest the sales 
tax,” said the judge, “but we 
cannot intrude unless they ask 
for assistance. He pointed out 
that the Civic Club's support of 
the proposal might jog the 
board into seeking financial 
help. 

The probate judge 
mentioned that other financial 
high priorities include a water 
plan. The Valley area is 
currently studying the 
feasibility of obtaining 
Birmingham water, even 
though they have the option of 
forming their own water 
system or hooking on with 
Pelham. 

The judge reminded the 
group that the proposed 
unification of all county water 
supplies will cost around $3.5 
million dollars. He added that 
geologists affirm that the water

Rehabilitation good investment 


During the past two weeks, reporters from the Shelby 
County Reporter have visited all of Alabams’s 
prisons - - Mt, Meigs, Tutwiler, Draper, Holman and the 
Fountain Correctional Center. 

At each institution inmates as well as prison officials 
Were questioned concerning living conditions. effort to 
rehabilitate, treatment of inmates, protecting society 
and what might be done to upgrade Alabama’s prisons. 

The answers to problems surrounding prisons, 
prisoners, courts, and criminal justice are as elusive 
today as they were thousands of years ago when 
primitive societies began punishing those who failed to 
comply with acceptable norms. 

Prisons are disigned to accomplish several things: 
punish, confine those who might do harm to society and 
to rehabilitate. 


Alabama needs 
dental assistants 


More than 2.200 dental assistants will be needed over 
the nexi five years in Alabama. 

According to a health manpower survey, the current 
workforce of about 4,000 dental assistants in Alabama 
must be supplemented to satisfy the needs in this field. 

The certified dental assistant is a technician employed 
by a licensed dentist to perform certain dental procedures 
under his supervision. The dental assistant is capable of 
making and developing x-rays, mixing all types of dental 
materials such as fillings and impression materials for the 
dentist, making impressions for study models. and may 
make temporary restoration in a emergency situation. She 
is also trained to teach preventive dentistry and patient 
education. The dental assistant may also serve as a 


receptionist, office manager, and bookkeeper for the dentist. 


The beginning dental assistant may expect a salary of 
between $400 and S600 per month. Generally the Starting 
salary is higher in urban areas and lower in rural areas. 

The certified dental assistant may advance professionally 
by fulfilling the requirements established by the Alabama 
State Board of Dental Examiners to become a licensed 
hygienist. When this goal is achieved. she may expect a 
substantial salary increase. 

A certified dental assistant who also receives her license 
as a hygienist may anticipate a monthly salary of $600 to 
$1,000 after three or four years of dental work experience. 

The certifield dental assistant may complete either a one 
or two year program in the Alabama Junior College System 
which emphasizes course work in the liberal arts, biological 
sciences, clinical dental procedures, radiography. and office 
management procedures. In addition to regular course 
work, the student must also be successfully complete a 
internship which coveres general practice as well as 
specialty practice in such fields as oral surgery. 
pedodontics, orthodontics, and periodontics. Upon 
successful completion of the two year program the student 
is awarded as Associate of Applied Science Degree in Dental 
Assisting. 


Surplus represents 
inflation growth

MONTGOMERY -- The close of the fiscal yeat last 
week revealed surpluses of $13 million in the State General 
Fund and $101 million in the Special Educational Trust 
Fund. 

That wasn't really big news, because monthly 
Statements of revenue have showed that the surpluses were 
building in each fund. But announcement of the 
surpluses has brought pressure from all sides for a special 
session of the legislature to spend all that money as quickly 
as possible. 

The SETF surplus simply means that despite a 21 
percent increase in education expenditures for the current 
biennium, revenues were growing by that same amount, at 
least in the taxes wl .. , support education. 

Most of that growth is in inflation dollars. However 
there was some growth in the state economy. Particularly 
interesting is an 18.23 percent growth in income taxes, 
meaning that more people are working for figher wages 
than ever before. 

To put the state’s revenue and appropriations picture 
into proper focus, it should be remembered that the state 
operates on a two-year fiscal budget. The fiscal year beings 
Oct. | and ends Sept. 30, so the report being discussed here 
is for the first fiscal year of the two-year budget. 

Appropriations are made by the legislature, and state 
agencies can spend only what is appropriated, There is no 
deficit financing. If a state agency runs out of money 
before the end of the fiscal year, it simply has to cut back 
(pro-rate) its services. 

Seldom does an agency run out of money the first year 
of a biennial budget but it can happen in the second year. 
Since the legislature comes into session in May of the 
second year, it can make a supplemental appropriation to 
tide an agency over which is running behind. 

Such is going to be the case this year in the Medicaid 
program. That agency will be out of money on June 30-- 
three months before the close of the fiscal year -- unless 
the legislature gives it a supplemental appropriation. 

In announcing the surpluses, Gov. George C. Wallace 
tipped newsmen that a new way has been found to increase 
revenues for the State Highway Department, and for the 

General Fund, which will not cause an increase in taxes. 

That would mean more efficient use of present 
revenues and in both areas, a better cash flow management 
system is being eyed. That means that state funds which are 
not used immediately upon their collection for operating 

expenses can be channeled into short-term investments. 

Some fiscal experts feel that the state can realize as 
much as $30 million a year on good cash flow management, 
It now realizes about $8 million a year by putting its excess 
cash into time deposits at state banks. 

Wallace wasn't saying how the Highway Department 
revenue increase would be managed, but it, too involves a 
better deployment of available funds. 

Something must be done, because revenues from the 
state’s seven- cents- per gallon gasoline tax showed a 
decrease last year, the only state tax of any magnitude 
which did not show 9 erowth,

Alabama's prisons do a reasonably good job of 
confining inmates and thereby protecting society from 
social misfits. Improvement is needed, however, because 
there are instances of escape. 

Alabama's prisons apparently have a long way to go 
in the area of rehabilitation. Alabama, of course, is not 
alone in this aspect of the penal system. Nearly all of the 
prisoners interviewed indicated that prisons seem to 
serve as a graduate school in crime. Frustrated prison 
officials more or less agree. 

In spite of the leather shops, farms, gardens, 
woodworking shops, upholstery shops and a variety of 
training projects including a huge shoe repair facility, 
only a small percentage of the state’s prisoners become 
rehabilitated to the point of being readily employable. 

Wardens are unanimous in voicing an appeal for 
greater efforts on the part of the state to rehabilitate 
inmates, 

Should more money and more attention be devoted 
to this effort? 

The answer seems to be an emphatic YES. 

If an inmate can be returned to “the streets” and can 
manage to earn a living for himself and his family, 
society is ahead. Every time an inmate can be absorbed 
into the mainstream of acceptable life, taxpayers no 
longer have to support this person in prison and

You can express ideas 


without guarantees 


There’s a big flap these days about “access to the 
media”. This translates to: How easy is it for you to have 
your ideas disseminated to your fellow citizens through 
your local newspaper, radio or television station, or other 
on-going news medium? 

There are those who insist you should have a 
governmentally-guaranteed right to get your thoughts into 
print or on the air. 

At the risk of seeming to over-simplify, how about a 
governmentally- guaranteed right to have a picnic? That is, 
just as every american should have an opportunity to 
communicate his or her ideas, certainly we should all have 
an Opportunity to picnic when we want to. And we can, 
without government having formalized this “right”. 

You might not be able to find a picnic table available for 
your use just when and where you'd prefer. But if you look 
around, you can usually locate one that’s empty, and if you 
can’t find a table you can always spread a blanket on the 
ground, 

The same is true of the media. There are losts of ways to 
express yourself in the established media, and if they're all 
filled at the moment (which is most unlikely) you can 
always use some other means of getting your message out - 
from a bumper sticker to using the mails. 

You can write a letter to the editor. If you avoid libeling 
people, and don’t lace your arguments with false 
information, chances are very good your letter will be 
printed. You can go to a public meeting, make a statement, 
and expect your comments to be reported. You can buy an 
ad. You can buy billboard space, or put up a sign in your 
front yard. If you picket, you'll probably be interviewed 
and maybe even photographed, 

You can phone in to a radio talk show, or ask to be 
interviewed on a televison news or public affairs show. You 
can ask your pastor to tell your story in the church 
bulletin, or your union to make available space in the union 
newspaper. 

There are many ways you can express yourself, not the 
least of which is to start your own newspaper (not 
recommended, but we'll defend to the death your right to 
do it). 

If government attempts to guarantee your access to 
either the picnic table of your choice or the news medium 
of your choice (there being others who'd inevitably want 
the same access at the same time) consider the chaos. It 
isn't necessary, or feasible, or even desirable.

Acton family 
has illustrious 


history 


Cahaba Valley History 


Part V 
by Charlotte Finch Thornton 


I think the Acton family has 
one of the most illustrious 
histories of: any of the early 
Cahaba Valley settlers. for 
their story is laced throughout 
with adventure. romance and 
hardship. 

| have many wonderful 
memories of my grandmother 
Jessie Craven Sorrell Acton, 
taling about the Actons and 
taking me with her to visit 
relatives and to those 
wonderful family reunions and 
memorials. 

In case you are not familiar 
with a memorial | want to tell 
you something about them 
They are not to be confused 
with family reunions, because 
they are really much more. 

A memorial is held in a 
family cemetery on a spring or 
summer morning one when it 
will be most convenient for all 
the relatives to get together. 
Some families refer to these 
occasions as Decoration Day. 


The first order of the day is 
to rise very early -- about 5 
am. -- and gather a huge 
armload of flowers. These are 
divided up and used to 
decorate the graves of the 
ancestors whom a family is 
honoring. 

When this has been 
accomplished, everyone returns 
home to dress in his Sunday 
best and gather up a king's 
delight of food which has been 
meticulously prepared over a 
period of many days. 

As the relatives arrive, the 
once- quiet cemetery becomes 
alive with the babble of voices 
and the scene is one of relatives 
embracing and exclaiming over 
one another, children running 
around, dotted swiss, women 
setting out food, and flowers 
gleaming in the hot sun. 

Talk ranges from teething 
problems to politics. After 
about two hours of this 
howdy-doing and reminiscing, 
word gets around that the food 
is ready and everyone makes 
his way to a table groaning 
under the weight of the feast 
that has been spread. 

When all have eaten their fill 
and then some the relatives 
retire to their homes for a 
much needed siesta. 

These memorials started by 
our ancestors have been 
perpetuated by each successive 
generation, but whether or not 
they are to continue will of 
course be up to our children 
and grandchildren. 


I am greatly indebted to 
Mrs, Faye Acton Axford for 
the information | have on the 
early Actons, for she has 
written a book as large as a 
metropolitan telephone 
directory on the subject. In 
fact, her research into the 
origin of the Acton name goes 
back to the year 55 B.C. 

The first Actons to come 
from England were brothers, 
James and Aaron, who arrived 
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here about 1709, 

James’ wife Elizabeth 
McCraft, was a Scottish lass 
who had been kidnapped in her 
native land and brought to 
America to be sold into 
servitude. James freed and 
married her and the couple 
settled first in Henry County, 
Va., not far from the North 
Carolina line. 

One of the children of James 
and Elizabeth was an 
adventurous lad named John, 
who was taken with his family 
to Buncombe County, N.C. as 
a boy. Here he grew up and 
married Jennie Roberts, who 
had been born crossing the 
Atlantic Ocean from England. 

John and Jennie had eleven 
children, five born in North 
Carolina and the others in 
Wayne County. Ky. where 
they moved sometime prior to 
1805. Included in the move 
were James and Elizabeth and 
Jennie’s mother, Mrs, Jane 
Roberts. 

The Actons first heard of 
the wonders and opportunity 
in the territory which was to 
become Alabama, when James 
McCraft Acton, second son of 
Jennie and John, served here 
with Andrew Jackson during 
the War of 1812. James 
incidentally, was only 13 at the 
time he enlisted. 

The young soldier's glowing 
accounts of the rich land, 
abundant water and ample 
game were especially intriguing 
to his older brother, Samuel. 
According to family accounts, 
Samuel was unhappy about his 
grandfather's will anyway, so 
in 1814, at age 19, he began 
the journey that brought him 
to the Cahaba Valley, where he 
settled in an area known as the 
Bain place. This is near the 
bridge that crosses the Cahaba 
River on Old Highway 31. 
According to Samuel's 
obituary some 68 years later in 
the Shelby Sentinel the land 
was, at that time, in St. Clair 
County, 

Settling in this same area at 
the time was Thomas L. “Blind 
Tom™ Bailey who had come 
from Hawkins County, Tenn. 
Together, he and Samuel 
wintered their 100 head of 
cattle and started their crops 
the following Spring, 

It isn't known whether or 
not Samuel Acton and Thomas 
Bailey were acquainted before 
they settled in the valley or if 
they met along the way. It is 
possible that their families had 
known one another before the 
Actons left North Carolina, for 
Buncombe County and 
Hawkins County, Tenn. are 
only a few miles apart. 

I have often wondered how 
“Blind Tom” Bailey acquired 
his nickname, for he is referred 
to in this way in all the written 
accounts I have seen, So if any 
of you Bailey's or Bailey 
descendants know, please fill 
me in!

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Wall to wall people presents a potentially explosive situation 


“When you have wall to 
wall people -- I don’t care 
whether they are prisoners or 
preachers - - you have a poten- 
tially explosive situation.” 

These are the words of 
Warden Barney Harding, the 
youthful top official at Alaba- 
ma’s Fountain Correctional 
Center, formerly Atmore State 
Prison. And this seems to be 
the situation prevailing at all of 
Alabama's state prisons -- a 
potentially explosive situation 
due primarily to overcrowding. 

The Alabama Board of Cor- 
rections invited representatives 
of the state press to tour State 
penal institutions during the 
past two weeks. Representa- 
tives of the Shelby County 
Reporter have visited Tutwiler, 
Draper, Mount Meigs Hospital 
and Diagnostic Center. Foun- 
tain Correctional Center and 
Holman State Prison. 

Two common denominators 
prevail throughout the system; 
overcrowding and an inade- 
quate number of guards to 
watch over Alabama's prison 
population that numbers slight- 
ly more than 4,100, 


The Fountain Correctional 
Center, one of two prison facil- 
ities located near Atmore, is an 
old institution designed to hold 
750 inmates. Today there are 
more than 1,100 prisoners and 
the compliment of guards is 12 
short of the authorized force. 

Formerly called the Atmore 
State Prison Farm, Fountain 
Correctional Center occupies 
some 8,000 acres of south Ala- 
bama land. Most of the acreage 
is under cultivation and all of 
the crops are tended by prison- 
ers under the direct supervision 
of a deputy warden, The “‘out- 
side warden” as he is called, 
keeps close tabs on all men 
who work in the fields through 
a cadre of cuards mounted on 
horseback and carrying shot- 
guns. 

Last Thursday newsmen 
were at the facility when the 
prisoners returned from the 
fields marching in columns of 
twos and flanked by mounted 
guards. It was their lunch break 
and most of the prisoners car- 
ried hoes over their shoulders 
as they approached the fences 
that surround the prison build- 
ings. At the gates the hoes were 
turned in and each prisoner 
was frisked for weapons or 
metal. 


The facility was the scene of 
bloodshed earlier this year 
when a guard was stabbed to 
death. 

“Recruiting guards is a diffi- 
cult proposition”, according to 
Warden Barney Harding. In 
1973 the turnover in guards 
was 70 percent at Fountain. 
‘This year it is only 40 per- 
cent, so things are improving”, 
he added. 

“Until six months ago there 
were very few qualifications 


for the job and we took almost 
any warm body. Now, there 
are more qualifications. A 
guard, for example, must have 
at least a high school educa- 
tion”. This, according to Hard- 
ing is a real step in the right 
direction. 

Guards are paid $121 a 
week. 

A group of six prisoners 
talked freely with newsmen at 
Fountain. According to the in- 
mates, conditions at the facili- 
ty are improving. “There is less 
.tension and fewer knives", ac- 
cording to one inmate who is 
serving a long sentence for a 
murder committed in Talla- 
poosa County. 

“The typical day though, is 
just like all the rest” said a rela- 
tively young inmate who is 
serving 50 years on a robbery 
conviction. 

In spite of the heavy work 
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program of tending the crops, 
Plus a leather shop, a shoe re- 
pair shop and a vigorous recrea- 
tional program, boredom is a 
problem. Boredom leads to 
restlessness and both contri- 
bute to an environment where 
a slight irregularity can touch 
off a riot. 

A number of inmates at 
Fountain indicated that condi- 
tions gre improving. During a 
question and answer session, 
Warden Harding was asked 
what he had done since his 
arrival to improve the prison. 

Harding told the Reporter 
that he had instituted a 
Program whereby. prisoners 
could be recognized as human 
beings and could be recognized 
for good behavior. 

Since his arrival, Harding 
has increased the number of 
Opportunitiess for prisoners to 
go before boards of review in 
an effort to upgrade their 
Status, 

If a prisoner's conduct 
warrants it, the inmate can 
improve his custody from 
Maximum security to medium 
to minimum and possibly can 
achieve a trusty status. 

This increase in the number 
of chances to go before a board 
has hastened the rehabilitation 
of a number of inmates, 
according to Harding. 


Among the other programs 
Harding has instituted is a 
prison band, the construction 
of trusty barracks located away 
from the prison proper, and 
competitive sports teams. 

Commenting on the state's 
efforts to rehabilitate its 
prisoners, Harding estimated 
that 70 percent of the 
prisoners could be 
rehabilitated, if they were 
reached at the right time. 

“When they get here they've 
already had several chances”, 
Harding continued. ‘The 
rehabilitation effort should 
Start at the time of the first 
arrest’’, he said. 


When asked how he would 
improve the state's penal 
system, if he had the 
opportunity, Harding replied, 
“I'd establish four or five more 
small prisons in different parts 
of the state, and increase the 
number of officials to work 
with the different inmates”. 
This would reduce the 
overcrowding and give a much 
greater chance of 
rehabilitation, he said. 

Harding is a former Chief of 
Police in Scottsboro and before 
that he served as a captain in 
the Huntsville Police force. 

When asked why he 
accepted the warden’s post at

newsmen at Holman indicated 
that being in  pirson is 
something like. being in school 
-- you learn all the techniques 
of committing crimes. 

One prisoner, serving a 
lengthy sentence for 
manslaughter committed in 
Mobile, expressed bitterness 
over the recent pardon given to 
former president Nixon and to 
the release of former vice- 
president Agnew. The inmate 
told newsmen that he had 
appealed his own case through 
all the courts including the 


Supreme Court - - all to no 
avail. 

Another Holman inmate 
who is serving a life sentence 
for murder, indicated that he 
didn’t know what would 
happen to him, even if he were 
successful in getting a parole. 
He is afraid that, after 18 years 
in prison, he would not be 
successful in getting a job. 


Another prisoner from 
Jefferson County who is 
serving a second term for 
armed robbery, told newsmen 
that once you make a mistake, 
everybody holds you down. 
“When you apply for a job, he 
said, the first thing they ask is, 
‘have you ever been convicted 
of a felony?’ If you say yes, 
they won't hire you. If you say 
no, you lie and break the 
provisions of your parole”. 

“After a while when you 
can’t get a job and have a 
family to look after, there’s 
nothing else to do - - they just 
put you down until you have 
to do something -- and then 
you're caught and here you are 


again.” 


The average age of the 
prisoners at Holman, the 
maximum security prison for 
Alabama is 24, according to 
Warden Potts, 

Newsmen asked prisoners at 


both Fountain and Holman, 


about the guards and at both 
prisons, inmates indicated 
there is no brutality. 


Several inmates at Holman 
who have been in a number of 
prisons not only in Alabama, 
but other states, too, indicated 
that Holman is probably the 
best prison they have been in. 

They all indicated that they 
“get a fair shake”, and have no 
bitterness with the warden or 
prison officials. 

Several inmates, however, 
thought it grossly unfair that 
the courts of the state hand 
out widely differing sentances 
for almost identical crimes. 
Robbery in one county can get 
you five years, according to 
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one prisoner, but in another 
county you might get 50 years 
or even 99 years. 

None of Holman’s inmates 
voiced fear of violence or a 
lack of safety, They did say, 
however, that Holman, is more 
or less like a graduate school 
for crime. 

A Fountain inmate, Walte: 
Eady, summed up what it’s like 
to be in prison, “A typical day 
is routine, the same thing, day 
in and day out. There's no 
aspect of prison life that any of 
us like -- it’s hell, There’s 
nothing here that we enjoy 
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bigger challenge. “It is a real 
satisfying thing to get a guy 
discharged from prison”, he 
added, 

Holman Prison, located 
within sight of Fountain, is the 
State’s newest prison facility. 
Arriving at Holman after a visit 
to Fountain is like coming out 
of the stone age into a Buck 
Rogers land of the future. 

Electronic surveillance is 
used extensively at Holman. A 
central control room contains 
the screens of many closed 
circuit television cameras 
Heavy gates and doors can be 
opened and closed by remote 


control room can see, via the 
television screen, nearly every 
corner and gate and fence of 
the entire prison. 

Holman is the state's 
maximum security prison and 
is presided over by Warden 
Tom Potts, also a former chief 
of police. 

Like the other units, 
Holman is badly overcrowded, 
It was opened in 1968 and was 
designed to hold a maximum 
of 500 prisonrs. Last week the 
population at Holman 
numbered 686. 

Holman is authorized 96 
guards, There are a total of 70.

\ Strickland 


Columbiana 669-2061 


Mysterious object falls 


into Indian Springs yard 


Identified as 


‘radiosonde’ 


weather balloon

Lamar McHughes of Indian 
Springs was puzzled. He 
exercised more than a bit of 
caution Thursday evneing as he 
approached the ominous 
looking apparatus lying in an 
open area in his backyard. 

From the distance he noted 
what appeared to be a kite and 
a balloon attached to it. As he 
moved in closer, he saw that 
the object was of metal, 
painted white, and liberally 
laced with multi-colored 
electrical wires, 

It looked to weigh about 
five pounds and was square 
except for the missile shaped 
nose cone protruding form its 
bottom. It was scary, alright, 
and looked mighty like a 
bomb! 

However, being the brave 
man that he is, Mr. McHughes 
moved in closer, close enough 
SO as to make out some bold 
black writing on the box.

Hunting season opens 


for small game 


The statewide hunting 
season on rabbit, raccoon and 
opossum will open Tuesday, 
October 15, Conservation 
Commissioner Clause D. Kelly 
announced Friday. 

The bag limit for rabbits 
will be eight a day and eight in 
possession again this year, 
Kelly said, with no bag limits 
on either raccoon or opossum. 
Hunting season for all three 
species will run through Feb. 
28, 1975. 


Additionally Commissioner 
Kelly noted the squirrel 
hunting season will open Oct. 
15, in 12 north Alabama 
counties. The 12 counties are 
Colbert, DeKalb, Franklin, 
Jackson, Lauderdale, 
Lawrence, Limestone, 
Madison, Marion, Marshall, 
Morgan and Winston. In Shelby 
County the squirrel. season 
begins Oct. 25, 

Game and Fish Director 
Charles Kelley stated, “the 


season’s outlook for squirrel 
hunting appears generally good 
with reports from the field 
indicating a fair mast crop 
throughout the state.” 

In the above 12 counties the 
squirrel season runs through 
January 1, whilefor the rest of 
the state including Shelby 
County squirrels may be 
hunted between Oct. 15 and 
Jan. 11.

When the night air starts to 
become just a little nippy and 
the trees start to take on a fall 
hue, many campers get the 
“bug” to head out to their 
favorite lakeside or forest spot. 

Last week the Reporter 
featured several public 
campgrounds located in central 
Alabama. These sites were 
within a two hours drive for 
most county residents. The 
facilities at each camping spot 
were listed. 

As a continuation of the 
article, four more nearby 
public camping areas are 
featured this week. 

TANNEHILL STATI 
PARK (Tuscaloosa County) - 
Tannehill State Park combines 
camping facilites with a taste 
offer the 
visitor a 
glimpse of the beginning of 
Alabama's producing 
industry. 

The park offers campsites 
with individual and 
electricity hook-ups at each 
The camping area is 
equipped with a bath house 
complete with hot and cold 
showers. Tannehill also boasts 
a picnic area and primitive 
camping. In hot weather, 
campers can enjoy a cool dip in 
a quiet stream flowing through 
the park. 

The park is the site of one 
of the first iron smelting 
operations in the Birmingham 
steel district. 

The history of the Tannehill 
operations dates back to 1829 
when DAniel Hamilton started 
a forge on the waters of 
Roupes Creek southwest of the 
present-day site of Bessemer. 
The area provided the 
essentials for iron smelting in 
deposits nearby--iron ore 
deposits, sandstone to build a

By the time of the Civil 


War Tannehill had grown into 
a large operation for its day 
producing 20 tons of iron 
daily. Huge Bellows blowing air 
into the furnace were powered 
by an water wheel 
and steam powered the forge 
hammer. 

Slave labor was used for ore 


overshot 


gathering operations in one of 
the first instance Strip 
mining in Alabama. 

The furnaces were 
destroyed and the nearby 


buildings burned in the closing 
days of the Civil War by a 
detachment of a Union raid 
under the command of General 
John T. Croxton. 

The old furnaces fell into a 
state of disuse and ruin until a 
66 acre area surrounding the 
furnaces eded to the 
Tannehill Furnace and 
Foundry Commission by an act 
of the Alabama legislature in 
1969, 

Created on this site, the 
Tannehill state park exists for 
visilors today. The main 
attraciion, is the old furnaces. 
Work has recently begun 
restoring the old stone 
Structures. Plans are being 
made to smelt iron ore in the 


was 


old furnaces when the 
restoration is completed. 
In addition, several old 


pioneer structures have been 
moved to the park and erected 
there, affording the visitor an 
open air early 
Americana 

Several varieties of barnyard 
animals are also kept at the 
park. Youngsters are invited to 
feed the chickens, ducks and 
geese. They may also see the 
several donkeys, goats, and 
peacock kept at the park. 
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BIRD HERD - - The custodian of Tannehill State Park feeds the pet ducks, geese, and 
chickens that roam the grounds and greet visitors to the park, begging for a handout. 
Located on the birthplace of Alabama's steel industry , the park is an open air museum of 
pre Civil War days in Alabama. 


Hiking is available. A 
marked nature trail identifies 
over 130 different varities of 
plant life. The park is the 
Starting poing of a 12 mile Boy 
Scout trail that leads to 
Booth’s Ford on the Cahaba 
River. 

Tannehill State Park is 
reached by taking the 
Buckville-Abernat exit on 
Interstate 59 southwest of 
Bessemer. Proceed north 
through Buckville on old 
Highway 11 for about a mile 
Turn right at the sign, cross the 
railroad tracks, and turn right 
again on Eastern Valley Road. 
The park entrance will be on 
the left. 

CHEAHA STATE PARK 
(Talladege, Clay, Cleburne 
Counties) - A new 43 
camping atop Cheaha 
Mountain is located in the 
park. All sites are serviced by 
electricity and water and are 
equipped with a picnic table 
and grill. A country 
located on the summit of the 
mountain supplies camping and 
picnicing needs 

Also located near the 
mountaintop campground are a 
restaurant, motel and five

cabins. 

In addition, another new 
campground is located near the 
parks’s lake at the foot of the 
mountain. The lake 
campground offers complete 
utility hook-ups. However, it is 
only open to large groups at 
this time, 

Fishing and boat rentals are 
to be found at the lake. 

Four hiking trails 
branch from the mountain top 
facilities. A one half mile trail

WIND CREEK STATE 
PARK (Tallapoosa County) - 
Wind Creek State Park, located 


on Lake Mitchell on the 
Tallapoosa River, boasts 400 
camping units. All sites have 
electricity and water 


connections. Eleven wash 
houses with hot and cold 
showers are distributed 


throughout the camping area. 
Most sites are located on the 
water. 

Other facilities at Wind 
Creek include: picnicing, boat 
rental, boat launching, hiking 
trails, a swimming beach, 
carpet golf course, and a 
marina 

An observation platform in 
the picnic area gives a scenic 
view of the area as it overlooks 
the lake. 

Twelve rustic cabins are 
located in the park. They may 
be rented and sleep four 
people. The cabins, however, 
are for sleeping only 

A security guard is on duty 
24 hours a day to protect 
campers’ property. 

Wind Creek STate Park 
covers an area of 1400 acres, 
but only 400 acres are 
currently developed. 

Wind Creek State Park is 
reached by traveling on 
Highway 63 South of 
Alexander City.

Tree’s owner 


not responsible 


for falling leaves 


From time to time, when 
the west wind blew, twigs and 
leaves from Fred Miller's 
poplar tree would flutter down 
into a neighbor’s back yard 
Resentful, the neighbor finally 
took the matter into the 
courtroom 

“It is up to Miller to keep 
his litter out of my yard,” he 
told the judge. “If there is no 
other way, then let him cut the 
tree down.” 

But the court refused to 
mix in. Noting that the tree 
was located entirely on Miller's 
land, the court said he could 
not be blamed for the natural 
process of shedding. 

Generally speaking, the law

will not interfere with natural 
growth on private property. 

Thus, another man was held 
entitled to maintain four large 
maple trees on his land even 
though they kept a neighbor's 
house in the shade. The court 
said his freedom to use his own 
property outweighed the 
indirect annoyance to the 
neighbor. 

On the other hand, the 
neighbor may have a valid 
complaint when the injury he 
suffers is more substantial. 
Thus, when branches actually 
spread across the property line, 
most courts give the neighbor 
the right to chop them off at 
the boundary. 

Furthermore, a neighbor 
usually has grounds for suit if a 
tree threatens his safety. 
Another case involved a badly 
decayed elm, standing near a 
back yard fence. The next door 
neighbor, fearful of an 
impending accident, warned 
the tree’s owner of the danger 

to no avail. 

One morning, during a 
itorm, a heavy bough split off 
ind fell across the fence, 
ymiting the neighbor on the 
shoulder. Under these 
sircumstances, the owner of 
he tree was held responsible 
‘or the neighbor's mishap. 

The court said he had no 
nore right to keep a dangerous 
ree on his property than to 
seep a dangerous building.

- A tidy 
estate in excess of $10,000 is 
searching throughout the state 
of Alabama, for the mother, or 
other descendants of relatives 
of Charles T. Thomas to share 
in the inheritance about which 
they doubtless are unaware.

Cost of the fire protection is 
two dollars a month, with a 
membership entry fee of one 
dollar, said board members 
Jack Winton, He added that 
hesides offering fire protection 
to the area, membership in the 


association should ultimately 
reduce homeowners’ fire

holders in the area and made 
refunds based on coverage 
from Class ten to Class seven. 

Winton pointed out, 
however, that the change in 
classification is conditional, 
pending approval by the 
Southeaster Fire Underwriters 
Association. “I have talked 
with Mr. Carraway in 
Montgomery and he has got to 
inspect the area with an 
engineer and then get with the 
department at Rocky Ridge,” 
he said 

The agency official has a 
heavy backlog of inspections to 
make and has informed board 
members that it might be 
months before he can conduct 
the inspection, Winton added. 

McGovern said the 
association had originally 
hoped to bring fire protection 
to a larger area, including 
Indian Valley, Icoated off 
Valleydale Road. Fire 
Department officials ruled this 
out, he continued, because of 
the distance involved. The 
Rocky Ridge department is 
lcoated three miles from 
Altadena South, while Indian 
Valley is another three miles 
beyond that. 

The associstiun still hopes to 
help expand the protection 
plans to other unincorporated 
areas, McGovern said, “We will 
do this in one of two ways,” he 
explained. “Our plans are to 
help in re-locating the Rocky 
Ridge station or in opening up 
a station in a more accessible 
location. Or, if this can’t be

done, we will look into the 
possibility of getting our own 
fire station,” 

He said the Altadena group 
hopes to enlist support from 
residents in areas such as 
Indian Valley and Inverness to 
bring expanded fire protection 
to that section of the county.

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State park dumping 


causes complaints 


by Willard Harrison 

Now's the time to visit Ouk 
Mountain State Park and see 
the beauty of autumn leaves, 
But be caretul of where you go 
in the park, You might see 
something that’s really not so 
beautiful, like the park dump 
not far northeast of the golf 
course 

Recent reports from Indian 
Springs 
wound alleged dumping on the 


residents centered 


park grounds by the 
Management of the park 
Spurred by statements from 
Several reliuble sources, the 
Shelby County Reporter 


decided to investigate these 
rumors 

On Wednesday of last week, 
local ecology advocate Sandra 
Button took us on a tour of 
the dump on park property 
adjacent to her back yard. We 
entered the area from a gate at 
the end of Indian Trail, about a 
mile south of Cahaba Valley 
Road. The state park board has 
erected a pate to keep families 
from dumping on Oak 
Mountain grounds, as they had 
been accustomed to do over 
the years 

The gate, which is not on 
park property, had obviously 
stopped area residents from 
dumping garbage. But the real 
garbage is brought in from the 
other end of the old riding 
trail, that is from a park 


entrance marked “service 
vehicles only.’ In fact, 
four-wheel vehicles can get into 
the dump only by the chained 
entrance halfway between the 
stables and the guest cabins 
Approaching from the Indian 
Trail path, the first thing one 
sees is sections of pine logs 
scattered around in piles, The 
wood has apparently been 
there for a year or more, since 
a tew stalks of goldenrod are 
growing up around them. But 
there are several hundred three- 
and four-foot sections of pines 
just lying around 

From the dead end of the 
road on eastward, the dumping 
area continues on both sides of 
the former horse trail running 
parallel to a small stream. Most 
of the garbage is refuse left 
over from construction work - - 
concrete, sawhorses, bricks, 
plastic pipes, scrap metal, wire, 
road machine tires, and broken 
tools, And of course much of it 
is NOL recent, since the park has 
been finished since early April 

There seems to be no 
question that the open dump is 
left over from the vast 
reconstruction of the park last 
year. With the only available 
vehicle entrance well inside 
park grounds, what other 
construction crew would have 
unloaded tons of building 
refuse on state property? It

Watts files libel suit 


John Watts, Whig party 
candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor of Alabama. told the 
Shelby County Reporter in a 
telephone interview Tuesday 
that he is filing a $50 million 
lawsuit against Samuel 
Newhouse and all the 
Newhouse Publications and 
media interests in Alabama 

Watts said that he will sue 
on the basis that his civil and 
constitutional rights have been 
violated by the Newhouse 
group, He said, ‘They have

Watts claims that he has the 
greatest respect for freedom of 
the press, but he violently 
opposes out-of. state 
ownership of news media in 
Alabama. He said he will ask 
the legislature to make rules on 


this in the next session. He said 
he would ask the 
independently owned 
newspapers to write the bill 
and he will introduce it. 

One of Watts’ objections to 
the Newhouse group includes 
the charge, ‘They omit any 
news of any party other than 
the party of their own choice.” 

He has engaged Lanny Vines 
as his attorney to file the suit 
in Shelby County Circuit 
Court. Watts resides in

Ira Leroy Sharbutt, who 
was born in Shelby County 
near Vincent on January 14, 
1895, died at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital on Monday morning. 

He was widely known 
throughout the county during 
his long and varied career 

Raised on the Amos Glaze 
farm near Vincent, he was the 
first postmaster appointed in 
Alabama by President Warren 
G. Harding, in April of 1921. 

He was renominated and 
confirmed by the Senate in 
each of the Coolidge and 
Hoover administrations. He 
served as postmaster of 
Vincent for 12 years, until 
1933. 

In 1934 he 
general 


entered the 
mercantile business 


under the name “Sharbutt and 
Florey” and the firm later 
**Sharbutt 


became and

Abercrombie.” He continued 
in business until 1969 

He was elected as a city 
alderman of Vincent for eight 
consecutive terms, and served 
trom 1936 until 1968 

He was also co-founder and 
first president of the Coosa 
Valley Cooperative Gin Assoc- 
lation, formed in Vincent in 
1946 to gin cotton of the Vin- 
cent area, 

In 1968 he was appointed 
to the Shelby County Board of 
Equalization by Governor 
Lurleen Wallace. He was 
reappointed to the office by 
Governor George Wallace and 
served until 1971 when he 
resigned because of ill health. 

Mr. Sharbutt was.a member 
of First Baptist Church of 
Vincent, was a deacon and held 
nearly every office in the 
church during his lifetime. 

He held life membership in 
Bentley Lodge 607 of the 
Masonic Order. 

Funeral services were held 
Wednesday afternoon at the 
First Baptist Church of 
Vincent with burial in the 
Harpersville family cemetery. 

He is survived by a son, 
Judge James H. Sharbutt of 
Vincent three daughters Mrs, 
Lewis E. Kirkland, Montevallo, 
Mrs. Madeline C. Whitsell and 
Mrs. Calvin L, Smith, both of 
Vincent, and eight 
grandchildren,

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State prepares 


to economize 


by Don Wasson 

The banking industry is going to come in for more 
than its share of attention from the 1975 legislature and the 
result is bound to be higher interest rates. 

First off. the state is even now preparing the 
machinery for instituting what the economist call a “cash 
flow management™ plan, which simply means that they'll 
watch their available cash more closely and invest it more 
wisely. The result could mean as much as $30 million in 
new revenue without any increase in taxes 

At present, and only since 1967, banks are paying the 
State 6 per cent interest on deposits of state money in time 
accounts. The amount of money the state places in each 
bank depends, to some measure, on how much money it 
has in each bank in “demand” deposits. and on how well 
the bank uses the state deposits in providing banking 
Services to its customers 

A big factor in this decision is how readily the bank 
makes loans to the people it serves. If the loan ratio is high. 
it stands to get more of the state’s business, 

But politics also plays a big part in where the money 
is deposited and in the recent state treasurer's race. it has 
been shown that State Auditor Melba Till Allen. who won 
the Democratic nomination, received $26,000 in campaign 
contributions from people who have banking connections 

The treasurer decides which banks get the money, not 
the governor but in past races. the governor's desires hada 
lot to do with treasurer's decisions 

But the real improtant aspect of the state’s law 
regulating the deposit of state monies is the provision which 
gives thé treasurer the right to decide, “with the approval of 
the governor,” how much money the state must keep in 
demand deposits for the orderly operation of state 
government-for paving the state’s bills 

Fiscal experts have been telling administration 
officials for years and years that it was not necessary to 
keep as much money on demand deposit as was being kept 
in such accounts in various banks 

It is a simple matter and especially so now in the 
computer age. to tell almost exactly how much cash the 
state will need in demand accounts on any given day. The 
fiscal experts say the state has perhaps as much as three 
times what is needs in demand accounts and that a large 
portion of these funds could be put to work for the state. 

At present, they are sent to banks, which must put up 
certain securities as insurance. These securities are kept in 
the state vaults and as the coupons come due, the state clips 
them and sends them to the bank which owns them 

The question being asked today is: “Why doesn’t the 
state take the same money, buy its own securities, and clip 
the coupons for state uses? 

There are profound political ramifications to such 
action but word is that the banks will not raise too much 
cain if the state will agree to remove the ceiling on interest 
rates and allow banks to lend money at whatever rate the 
market will bear 

They are now limited to & per cent “add-on” interest. 
which they and independent economists say, is an unreal: 
istic figure when the prime interest rate is hovering around 
eleven to eleven and one-half percent 

It all promises to be one of the central issues in a 
legislative session Which be awash with issues 


Tuskegee Institute 


made historic site 


The Senate has approved legislation authored by 
Senators Jim Allen and John Sparkman establishing the 
Tuskegee Institute National Historic Site, and recognizing 
Booker T. Washington and George Washington Carver for 
their contributions to the success of the Institute 

Senator Allen said the Historic Park would include 
four components, totaling about 60 acres, including: the 
Historic District comprising many of the historic structures 
on the campus which will remain in active use by the 
College The Oaks. which is the home of Booker T 
Washington who founded the Institute: the Carver Museum 
established by George Washington Carver and including a 
laboratory where he conducted many of his experiments: 
and Grey Columns containing an antebellum mansion 
which will be used as the interpretive visitor center 

The Oaks and the Carver Museum are to be donated 
to the United States by Tuskegee Institute, The historic 
district will be retained by the Institute and managed and 
maintained under a cooperative agreement with the 
National Park Service 

“What could be more fitting for this milestone than 
for the Congress of the United States to enact legislation 
which will insure the preservation of the magnificent 
history of Tuskegee Institute as it nears its 100th year.” 
Senator Allen declared. Much of the work such as site 
identification, restoration and construction of a visitors’ 
center would be done in time for a centennial observance 
“worthy of this integral part of our American heritage,” he 
suid,

WASHINGTON — Top tax 
experts, including former In- 
ternal Revenue officials, 
have told us they have grave 
questions about the enormous 
gifts that Vice President 
designate Nelson Rockefeller 
lavished upon his old associ- 
ales. 

One of the “gifts” was $50,- 
000, which Rockefeller 
passed on to his former 
foreign policy adviser, Henry 
Kissinger 

The problem, say the ex- 
perts, is drawing the distine- 
tion between a gift and com- 
pensation for services. If the 
Rockefeller associates were 
being compensated for their 
services, the money should 
be considered “bonuses” and 
not gifts. As such, they would 
be taxable at a higher rate, 
and the recipients would pay 
the tax, not Rockefeller. 

Thus, it is possible that 
Secretary of State Kissinger, 
among others, technically 
owes the federal government 
back taxes. 

Nelson Rockefeller's per- 
sonal fortune is valued at 
more than $62.5 million. Yet 
in 1970, he didn't pay a penny 
in federal income tax. Since 
most Americans paid federal 
income taxes in 1970, that 
meant that the average 
citizen was paying 
Rockefeller's taxes. 

All too many millionaires, 
particularly the oil tycoons, 
have not been paying their 
fair share of the taxes. Every 
dollar they escape paying 
must be made up by the rest 
of us taxpayers. 

The public is losing pa- 
tience with the discrimina- 
tion in the nation’s tax struc- 


ture. Unless tax reforms are 
adopted soon, our whole tax 
collection system could be 
jeopardized. 

The House Ways and Mean 
Committee, feeling the public 
pressure, has finally pro- 
duced a huge, 700-page tax 
bill, It contains some tax 


reforms that are intended to 
placate the public. The oi! 
depletion allowance, for ex 
ample, would be phased out, 
forcing the oil industry to 
cough up an estimated $3 
billion a year more taxes 

But our own tax advisers 
Say that, hidden in the 700 
page bill, are other gimmicks 
which would give upper-in 
come taxpayers new tax 
breaks 

Nelson Rockefeller’s 
nomination, meanwhile, is in 
limbo on Capitol Hill, and the 
confirmation of the Vice 
President designate may 
even be held up until next 
year. 

The Senate Rules Commit- 
tee has finished its hearings 
But the House Judiciary Com 
mittee is in no hurry to act on 
the nomination. 

So far, its 38 members 
haven't even received brief- 
ing papers on the investiga- 
tion of the nominee's fi- 
nances. 

The Joint Internal Revenue 
Committee, which audited 
the Ford and Nixon tax 
returns, is hard at work on 
the Rockefeller probe. They 
are expected to complete it 
by October 18th. 

Congress will be in recess 
then, and it is doubtful that 
the Judiciary Committee will 
act before the election. In- 
deed, there is a strong 
possibility the nomination 
will not be voted on until next 
year. 

Despite his impressive cre- 
dentials, Rockefeller re- 
mains a controversial 
nominee. The recent dis- 
closures of large gifts have 
added spice to the old tales 
about buying favors. 

The Judiciary Committee. 
as well as the House itself, 
will be quite different in 
composition next year. Some 
sources tell us that the 
leadership will soon decide 
to hold up the nomination un- 
til the new Congress is sworn

The lawmakers have been 
growing increasingly frus- 
trated with Kissinger in re- 
cent montis. Many Congress: 
men feel he regards them as 
a necessary evil, that he is 
too much of 4 one-man show 
They resent his obsessive 
secrecy. Now their anger is 
boiling to the surface. In re- 
cent weeks, they have lashed 
into Kissinger with abandon 

Several senators, for ex: 
ample, loudly erupted when 
they learned Kissinger had 
been involved in the political 
sabotage of the late Chilean 
President, Salvador Allende. 

The greatest blow to 
Kissinger's ego, however, 
came when both the House 
and Senate voted to embargo 
economic and military aid to 
Turkey. Kissinger had defied 
the law, the legislators felt, 
when he continued to ship 
arms to Turkey after that 
country had illegally used 
American weapons to invade 
Cyprus. 

To save face, Kissinger 
flew to New York for secret 
talks with the foreign minis- 
ters of Turkey and Greece, 
who were in town for the 
latest U.N. session. In Wash- 
ington, meanwhile, President 
Ford publicly pleaded with 
Congress not to slash aid to 
Turkey as it would “under- 
mine” Kissinger’s “negotia- 
tions,”

Schools charge fees 


for every class

Several years ago, not any exact date, when a child 
entered school on the first day regardless of the grade, there 
was a school fee paid to the homeroom teacher for the 


coverage of the year 


But now, taking 1974 for instance, each and every 
class that is attended including the homeroom requires a fee 


be paid. 


For awhile | thought county taxes, state and federal 


funds paid for buildings, upkeep and small supplies, but | 
now believe the pupil pays a large portion each year plus 
the taxes that are collected on his or her parents’ property. 

How can education be a freedom if there is always 
some one to tell children where, when, and how to go to 
school and then charge for the service, 

Alabama has a good school system in that they 
furnish books for the students to a certain extent. There are 
instances where this is abused. One particular case that 
happened in one of the largest schools in Shelby County 
this year is of a ninth grade English teacher who required 
that cach pupi# purchase a particular dictionary that cost 
approximately $11. 

As a punishment if the student did not buy the 
dictionary by a certain date, the teacher would lower the 
pupils daily grade by one letter each day until shown proof 
that the dictionary was purchased, 

Suppose a student could not afford the book at that 
time or at all, then after graduation from high school the 
persons grades are reviewed by a college for entry. Even 
though the student was capable of good grades, they were 
lowered for punishment could keep a person from a further 
education, 

It seems now that our schools are a place where some 
teachers come to make money rather than having any 
interest in educating our children, Our school system needs 
reconstructing before it is made big business where only an 
above average wage carner’s child can afford to go to 
school.

where they first lived and 
where they are now 
surrounded by numerous 
descendants, A high-minded, 
honorable Chrisitan man, a 
useful citizen and an excellent 
farmer, he hus lived honored 
and respected, filling a worthy 
place in the quiet walks of 
life.” 

Outstanding in early Cahaba 
Valley -- and indeed Shelby 
County -- history is the story 
of John Acton, fifth child of 
John and Jennie. Born 1803 in - 
Buncombe County, N.C.. he 
married Martha Turner Boothe 
in 1834, 

Described as having been an 
outstanding man, mentally and 
physically, Col. John was a 
pioneer in education for 
Shelby County children. His 
fervent desire to help the cause 
of education is traced to the 
fact that he himself was largely 
self-taught, 

He wrote his own 
textbooks, binding them in 
sheepskin said to have been 
tanned by his brother, William. 

John owned almost 1,000 
acres of land in the area where 
Oak Mountain State Park is 
now located and built one of 
the county’s first cotton gins. 

Owens’ Dictionary of 
Alabama Biography states that 
Col. John held public office 
from his eighteenth year until 
his death at 86, serving as a 
justice of the peace and on the 
commissioner's court, The 
account continues: “Such was 
the quality of his judgment, 
that people of the whole 
section sought his opinion on 
legal, political and agricultural 
matters,” 

An organizer of the Sons of 
Temperance in Shelby County, 
he was not only temperate, but ; 
mild mannered as well, It is 
said, in fact, that his most 
profane utterance was “Ah, 
scissors!” 

Like his younger brother, 
Emberson, William Acton, 


John and Jennie’s sixth child, 
was also a minister, The first of 
their brood to have been born 
after they left North Carolina 
and settled in Kentucky, 
William grew up in the Valley 
and became another prominent 
contributor to its development, 
He is described in the Acton 
book as “‘very tall and 
strong... not a man to be 
dealt with lightly, 

“He was tolerant of the 
frailties of others, but not with 
faults of his own,” the account 
reveals. Besides serving as an 
elder of the New Hope 
Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church and helping to organize 
the Rocky Ridge congregation, 
William dabbled in coal mining, 
He is. in fact, thought to be the 
first man in either Shelby or 
Jefferson Counties “to have 
mined coal. 

William's wife, Elizabeth 
Lee, was a daughter of 
Needham Lee, Sr., and sister of 
Samuel's wife, Zilpha. 

Like Col. John, William was 
a leader in education for the 
area, According to Mrs. 
Axford, “Lack of educational 
facilities in the neighborhood 
had long been a concern of 
William Acton. In 1874 he was 
one to take concrete action, 
With two of his sons, 
Zephaniah William Henry and 
John Vincent, and with friends 
Jordan Bailey and Jack 
Wideman, he founded a school 
with the aesthetic name of 
“Cow Mire’... located 
somewhere between the 
present pumping station on the 
Cahaba River and Highway 280 
South,” 

One big reason the Acton 
name has been evident 
throughout the Valley for 
generations is William's son, 
John Vincent, mentioned as 
one of the instigators of the 
school. Faye Axford writes 
that “With the cooperation of 
three wives, he produced 2] 
children over a period of sixty 
years.” The youngest of the 
was born in 1909, when his 
father was 75 years old,

Well over a third of the 
school children in Shelby 
County schools get free or 
partially paid lunches at school 

These statistics emerge as 
the county observes National 
School Lunch. Week. Mrs. Pat 
Bulger, county lunchroom 
supervisor, told the Reporter 
that the county schools served 
148,263 lunches in September 
Of this sum, 52,413 lunches 
were free to the children. 
2,343 lunches were served at a 
reduced price. which left the 
number of fully paid lunches at 
93,507 

Not everyone eats a school 
prepared lunch. The average 
daily participation for 
September was 68.8 percent of 
the children in school. The 
others apparently bring their 
lunches from home. 

Mrs. Bulger said that U.S 
Department of Agriculture 
tandards require the school 
eae to contain two to three 
ounces of meat of meat 
alternate 3/4 cup serving of 
two more vegetables or fruits 
one serving of bread: one 
teaspoon of butter or 
margarine and one half pint of 
fluid whole milk 

Lunches that meet these 
standards make a significant 
contribution toward the daily 


dietary allowances

Shelby County schools 
operate each cafeteria 
independently.

Continued from page | 
would not be worth ‘the 
trouble for any other major 
work crew to haul junk up the 
awful access road to the park 
and risk prosecution, 

Admittedly the limited 
access road serves a legitimate 
purpose to park personnel, 
allowing them to get to a 
pumping station near the golf 
But judging from 
that is not the 
only reason service vehicles 
lower the chain at the 
entrance, One very recent rat 
hazard is the dumping of a 
truckload of plastic garbage 
bags full of picnic refuse. Paper 
plates, soft drink cans, potato 
chip bags, and other remais «1 
vutdoor fun foods spilled from 
the open bags, which appear to 
be the same type used in the 
park picnic area garbage cans 

The garbage in the dump 
does not appear to’ be the type 
that would be dumped by the 
restaurant or other park food 
concessions, nor is it the type 
of trash a family unloads. In 
fact, the open bags of 
picnic-type garbage do contain 
institutional- sized cans of 
food, but of the type a big 
gathering would obtain for 
camp cooking. An analysis of 
the food-type dumping looks 
like the kind of refuse 
collected at the picnic area. 

Most of the stuff in the 
dump is dangerous and, as Mrs 
Button points out, not 
bio-degradable. Jagged metal 
door frames, nails, and hidden 
wire are strewn around. Jagged 
metal door frames, nails, and 
hidden wire are strewn around 
Also seen were apparently- 
empty bottles of caustic acid, 
plus hundreds of glass bottles 
and metal cans 

There is no evidence that 
the Oak Mountain dump is the 
“official” garbage site for the 
park as a whole. Perhaps the 
park management and state 
government officials are not 
even aware of the garbage area 
Nevertheless the contents of 
the area indicate that the park 
is responsible for it being there 

With the Shelby County 
government doing its best to 
control garbage on private 
property, the people of Indian 
Springs feel that the state has a 
responsibility to exercise trash 
control on public lands. One 
Cahaba Valley resident looked 
at it this way: “The park is 
fussy about cleanliness around 
the beach and other areas. So 
why do they have a dump ina 
secluded section of the park?”

government can contribute important improvements, and 
my bill covers those aspects ” Flowers said 

The Fire bill establishes a National Academy for Fire 
Prevention and Control to provide training for fire officers 
The training offered at the Academy will include both 
specialized technical and command and 
management training for fife unit commanders and chiefs 
Patterned on the highly respected F.B.1. Academy, the Fire 
Academy would be from any fire 
department in the country 

The act also strengthens the government's research

A farm tractor furnished 
power for the belt-driven cane 
press. As the juice poured from 
between the rollers, it was 
strained into a large drum. 
Then it was gravity fed through 
pipes into the second drum 
where it was strained again. 
From here, the juice ran into 
the cooking pans. The amount 
running into the pans was 
controlled by a spigot on the 
end of the galvanized pipe. 

Mr. Mays built the furnace 
and cooking unit. It looks like 
a long barbeque pit with 
sectioned copper pans on top. 
Logs are placed in the open 
end and a smoke stack on the 
other end draws the heat 
through under the’ pans, with 
the heat becoming more 
intense as it moves toward the 
stack, As the juice cooks, it 
runs thorough openings in the 
pan sections, becoming heavier 
as it moves. 

As the syrup cooked, Mr. 
Mays dipped off skim with a 
long-handled scoop. When the 
syrup was “just right” he drew 
the syrup off into a drum. 
From here it was strained into 
a water keg, then run into the 
syrup buckets and “lidded up”. 

The cane grown on little 
more than a half acre of land, 


netted around 65 gallons of

In the uproar that followed, 
Walker's supporters mounted a 
massive drive, and hand deliver- 
ed campaign literature to every 
home in the county, The con- 
tent of the literature is also a 
bone of contention in the im- 
pending lawsuits against Walk- 
er, but when the votes were 
tallied, Walker had won the 
nomination by some 230 
votes out of some 11,000 votes 
cast. 

Walker later told a Birming- 
ham civic club that he only 
made the arrests in order to 
win the nomination, 

There is no doubt about 
Walker's popularity with a very 
large segment of voters. In 
spite of newspaper revelations 
about his Las Vegas gambling 
activities; and the delays that 
Sometimes occur before he 
serves warrants, Walker's per- 
sonality and friendliness are 
powerful forces in winning 
votes. 

His opponent, C.E. “Bull” 
Carter has wanted to be sherift 
for some time, and has run for 
the office before, both on the 
Democratic and Republican 
tickets.

Montevallo annexes area 


Montevallo’s geographical 
area has been increased by 
almost 20 percent during the 
last sixty days. 

Montevallo’s City Council, 
Monday night, approved a 
petition to annex 
approximately 375 acres. The 
petition was signed by William 
B. Surface for Borinquen 
Farms, Inc. and by Charles E, 
Binion. 

The land which now lies 
within the Montevallo city 
limits is mostly agricultural and 
is on the northeast corner of 
the city. The 375 acres 
includes a proposed 
subdivision, tentatively named 
Hidden Valley. It is being 
developed by Surface and will 
have paved streets and 
municipal utilities. 

Last month Montevallo 
annexed approximately 120 
acres on the opposite corner of 
the city. This acreage is zoned 
for light industry and includes 
the newly opened Electrical 
Specialties Products buildings. 

In other action Monday 
night the council appointed 
Robert B. Hughes, Jr. to 
membership on the city’s 
planning board and J, Danny 
Cooper as chairman of the 
city’s Bicentennial 
Commission. The 
appointments are effective 
immediately.

A weekend fatality involv- 
ing a Shelby County man, ori- 


ginally listed as a traffic acci- 
dent, is still being investigated 
by Jefferson County Sheriff's 
officers, personnel from the 
Alabama Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department.

MONTGOMERY - - Unionization of public service 
employes in Alabama, including school teachers, is 
apparently just around the corner, but there is liable to be a 
blood bath in the state legislature before it becomes an 
accomplished fact. 

There is no question but that the powerful Alabama 
Education Association is moving in that direction under the 
aegis of the even more powerful National Education 
Association. 

The AEA’s dynamic young leader, Dr. Paul Hubbert, 
has twice led the teachers (Hubbert’s Herd as they are 
called) into Montgomery for a lobbying effort for 
improving the lot of the Alabama school teacher, 

That was in 1971 and 1973 and so successful were his 
tactics that many lawmakers can’t see why the teachers 
would even want a union, But Hubbert speaks of “teacher 
input” into the policy making process of local schools and 
school boards. 

“The classroom teacher has absolutely no say so 
about how schools are operated and whether or not ehey 
are being operated for the maximum benefit of the 
children,”’ Hubbert said recently. 

Some state officials, among them a number of 
legislators, feel that perhaps'policy is best left to the school 
administrators who are charged with carrying out the 
policies laid down by the school boards. and therein lies a 
goodly part of the problem. 

Hubbert says that any “negotiation law’’, which is the 
AEA euphemism for a unionization bill, would contain a 
“no-strike” provision. But critics of unionization point out 
that most of the teachers strikes of the past four years have 
occurred in schools where no-strike provisions were a part 
of the law. 

Hubbert, and other educators, are anxious for Gov. 
George C, Wallace to call a special session of the legislature 
soon aft@ the inauguration, to divide up the $102 million 
surplus in the Special Educational Trust Fund (SETF), 

They argue that early approval of an education 
budget gives school administrators more time to hire 
qualified teachers. When the budget is not passed until late 
summer, many of the better teachers prospects, and many 
veteran teachers, have already signed contracts to teach in 
other states. 

Teachers have had two $1,000-a-year rasises from the 
past two legislatures. The classroom load has been steadily 
reduced and fringe benefits have become more and more 


beneficial. There isn’t much doubt that the 1975 
legislature, in special or regular session, will come through 
again. 


This steadily rising status of teachers is expected to 
blunt, somewhat. the increasing demand of teachers for 
unionization. 

As for public service employes, unionization is a more 
pressing matter. The Alabama State Employes Association 
(AESA) has been rent by a schism between the managerial 
level state employees and the rank and file. 

A union already serves the hourly-paid workers with 
the Highway Department, at the mental institutions and at 
the University of Alabama and Auburn University. 

When the rank-and-filers broke away from 
ASEA, they set up a union-type organization and legislation 
is certain to be forthcoming to legalize unionization. 

Gov. Wallace has played coy with the unions for 
several years but 1975 looks like it is going to bring a 
shootout on this issue, 


ENERGY SENSE 
Life Saving with 
Your Speedometer

Have you been cheating on the nationwide 55-mph speed 
limit? 

Sure, these days there are lots of reasons to be in a rush. 
Who doesn't have too many things to do and not enough 
time to do them! 

And there's plenty of gasoline at the pumps now that so 
Many Americuns are conserving energy and the Arab em- 
bargo is u thing of the past. So who's going to care if your 
speedometer slips up to 60, 65, or 70” 

The Federal Energy Administration cares. We know that 
America is still consuming far more petroleum products than 
it can produce at home 

We know too, that passenger automobiles account for 
about a third of the Nation's petroleum product consump- 
tion. One third is a large chunk out of the single most impor- 
tant energy source the Nation uses 

In the near future, as part of Project Independence, we are 
going to try to switch as much of the Nation's economy as we 
can from petroleum energy which must be imported at high 
prices, to coal energy which we have in abundance under our 
own soil, In the more distant future, we shall move even 
farther away from dependence upon petroleum energy to 
nuclear and solar power 

But for today. and tomorrow, petroleum remains our chief 
energy source. So we must not only expand America’s supply 
of petroleum—by building the Alaska Pipeline, promoting 
offshore drilling, and oil shale production—we must also 
continue to conserve what we already have 

And this brings us back to the number 55 written on speed 
limit signs throughout this Nation, 55 miles per hour is the 
law, and we should obey it for that reason alone. But if ech 
day. every car, bus and truck in America remained under 55, 
the Nation could save more than 8 million gallons of petro- 
leum products duily! 

Think about your share of these savings at today’s higher 
gusoline prices, since the average car gets about 21 percent 
more miles per gallon at 55 mph than at 70 mph. 

But more important, if your speedometer starts to edge 
above 55, think about the lives we have suved with the 55 
mph speed limit. Think of the 23 percent reduction in fatali- 
ties during this year’s Memorial Day weekend as compared to 
last year’s. Think of the 28 percent reduction in fatalities 
during this year's Fourth of July holiday weekend as com- 
pared to the last comparable period (1972).

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Frankenstein's Monster

WASHINGTON -- Recent 
press reports claim that King 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia and 
the shah of Iran have been 
discussing strategy to lower 
world oil prices. 

We have confirmed that 
discussions are going on 
among officials of the two na- 
tions. But it is unlikely the 
planning will get past the 
discussion stage. 

There is little doubt, say 
our sources, that King Faisal 
would like to lower oil prices. 
But the shah is interested 
only in enriching his vast 
stores of wealth. He has 
become one of the world's 
most recklessly greedy, un- 
believably rich rulers. 

Indeed, it looks as if the oil 
crisis has turned the shah 
into America’s Frankenstein 
monster. Back in 1957, Ira- 
nian Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh threatened to 
overthrow the shah. But our 
own Central Intelligence 
Agency stepped ‘in and 
helped oust Mossadegh from 
office instead 

Thus, the shah owes his 
throne to the United States 
Yet he has led the charge for 
higher prices inside the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 
And he has consistently 
pressed for still higher 
prices, even though it could 
gravely injure the West. 

Our CIA sources tell us the 
agency still has strong ties 
with the shah. Extensive in- 
telligence-gathering 
facilities are located in Iran 
and former CIA Director 
Richard Helms is the US 
ambassador there 

Recently, the shah dis- 
patched troops to Oman to 
help the shiekh fight Com- 
munist-backed guerrilla 
forces. Oman, of course, con- 
trols the entrance to the Per- 
sian Gulf, through which oil 
tankers from the Middle East 
must pass. 

The shah’s excursion into 
Oman, we are told, was in- 
spired by the CIA. In short, we 
not only saved his throne, but 
continue to support him to 
this day. Yet he has turned a 
deaf ear to U.S. appeals that 
he help bring down oil prices. 

In contrast, King Faisal has 
tried to use his influence with 
other oil-producing countries 
to reduce oil costs. He has 
even written a private letter 


to the shah, according to in- 
telligence reports, warning 
that neither kingdom will last 
if the West is plunged into 
depression by exorbitant oil 
prices. The king fears that the 
Communists will exploit eco- 
nomic chaos in the oil-con- 
suming Western industrial 
nations. 


Overdue Housecleaning: 
The Watergate crowd may be 
out of the White House, but at 
the General Services Admin 
istratjon the scandals linger 
on. 

Last March, for example, 
we reported that the GSA, in 
an “exchange” agreement 
with Rockwell International, 
had acquired a gigantic $20 
million building at Laguna 
Niguel, Calif. The deal was 
struck, apparently, to provide 
a warehouse for the presiden- 
tial papers of then President 
Richard Nixon. His San Cle- 
mente estate is only 10 miles 
away from the massive 
building 

Our story was vehemently 
denied by GSA spokesman 
Richard Vawter, who ac- 
cused us of practicing “jaun- 
diced journalism.” Now, 
however, the Washington 
Post has confirmed our story 
After three years of search- 
ing. the Post reported, .the 
GSA has been able to rent out 
only 2 per cent of the facility. 

It was the GSA, moreover, 
that spent millions of tax dol- 
lars to improve the Nixon 
properties in San Clemente 
and Key Biscayne. Among” 
the expenditures were thou- 
sands of dollars for landscap- 
ing and gardening services, 
and even $20,000 for a shark 
net that stretched far enough 
to protect the beach in front 
of Bebe Rebozo's home, next 
door 

It was the GSA that at- 
tempted to give the former 
president $850,000 in “transi- 
tion” funds. The original plan 
called for $110,000 to con- 
struct a secure safe for presi- 
dential documents at the 
Laguna Niguel building 
Congress cut the request by 
nearly 75 per cent 

Even hiring at the GSA 
was influenced by political 
considerations. The Civil 
Service Commission has 
recommended that disciplin- 
ary action be taken against a 
half dozen top GSA officials. 


Allen opposed to surtax 


Senator Jim Allen said, over the past weekend that he 


is opposed to a proposed 5 percent surtax and that there is 
a good chance it can be defeated. “It seems strange to me 
that the President would propose taxing middle income 
taxpayers -- the very people who are already paying the 
bulk of the taxes,”’ he said. 

The Alabama Senator pointed out “when I first came 
to the Senate in 1969, there was a ten percent surtax on all 
taxpayers and I supported the move to end that tax.” 

“Even if more tax revenue is deemed necessary, we 
should first start closing loopholes in the tax laws,” Senator 
Allen stated. He also advocated a cut in federal 
expenditures and declared “if loopholes are closed and 
expenditures are cut, we can achieve an: individual income 
tax cut instead of an increase. Raising niore taxes with the 
surtax would only supply more money for the big spenders 
in Congress to spend, and I don't want to see that,” Senator 
Allen asserted,

October is the month for the purchase of business 
privilege licenses due the county and state. The month is 
half gone but less than half of the licenses to be sold have 
been purchased. Business and professional people who 
expect to purchase these licenses are urged to mail in their 
orders at once or come to the Probate Office by October 31 
to acquire the licenses. Mail orders must be delivered into 
the Probate Office no later than the morning of October 
31. An October 31 postmark is not enough. Beginning 
November |, a 1S percent penalty to be paid to the License 
Inspector is imposed by state law. If cited for 
noncompliance an additional $1.50 is added to the penalty.

Mobile home owners are reminded that the law 
requires that each unit must be assessed, taxes paid and a 
tag purchased by November 15, This revenue goes for 
schools, hospitals, roads, and other county services, just as 
taxes collected from other hcme owners. Mobile home 
owners get to pay their portion of the cost of these services 
through this tax, Penalties and citation fees after November 
15 are added to the cost of the tag and tax for those cited 
by the License Inspector. Mobile home owners have 
generally disregarded this law in Shelby County. Last year 
less than 300 mobile home tags were purchased. 


Owners of 1975 models must apply for a certificate 
ol title before they are permitted to assess their vehicle. 
Application may be made with many of the auto dealers or 
in the Probate Office. If application is made to the Probate 
Office, the owner must appear in person, the vehicle must 
be brought to the courthouse so that the correctness of the 
vehicle identification number may be certified, and the 
owner must have a certified copy of the bill of sale, and the 
manufacturers statement of origin. If the vehicle is 
financed, a copy of the financing papers must be presented 
also, If the owner cannot come to the Probate Office, a 
power of attorney form is available for the owner to 
authorize someone to act in his stead.

(Conclusion)

The Cross and Gilbert 
families have interesting 
histories. Most of the 
information I have on them 
comes from Mrs. Alma Moore 
White of Leeds and the late Mr. 
Will Franke. 

Patriarch of the family was 
Captain William Cross, born in 
1770. He lived in Franklin 
County, Tenn., where he 
married Susannah Lane. From 
Tennessee he came first into 
South Alabama, but soon 
removed himself and his family 
to the Cahaba Valley. 

He served in the War of 
1812, and this is apparently 
where he got the rank of 
Captain A look at his family 
tree indicates that he ‘iad 
tremendous respect for his 
leader, Gen. Andrew Jakcson, 
for not only did he name one 
of his sons for Old Hickory, 
the name was handed down for 
at least two successive 
generations. 

Andrew Jackson Cross was 
the fifth child born to William 
and Susannah. Then, Andrew's 
brother, William Lane, gave the 
name to one of his children, 
who in turn named one of his 
sons Andrew Jackson Earle 
Cross. The latter Andrew 
married Lydia Acton, my 
great- grandmother's sister. 

Capt. William Cross is said 
to have been a farmer, a 
democrat and a Methodist, 
though in which order I'm not 
sure. He died in 1845, eleven 
years before his wife, and is 
buried in the area behind 
where New Hope Baptist 
Church is now located. 

Most of his and Susannah’s 
seven children moved out of 
the area as* they grew up, 
nearly all of thein going out-of- 
state. Joel, the eldest, went to 
Texas prior to the Civil War, 
while three of his sisters, 
Harriet, Charlotte (Lottie) and 
Ellen (or Eleanor) moved to 
Mississippi following their 
marriages. 

One who remained was Dr. 
William Lane Cross, who 
married Mary Polly Ann 
Johnson, a daughter of Col. 
Issac Johnson. 

As I've mentioned in a 
previous article, Mary Polly’s 
children seemed to be ill-fated 
or something, as most of them 
died in infancy or at an early 
age. It is heartbreaking to go 
into Allan Cemetery, where 
they are buried, and see all 
those little tombstones lined 
up. Judging by the tombstones, 
nine of her eleven babies did 
not live past the age of four. 

The two surviving sons were 
Andrew Jackson and Isaac 


Walter Flowers 


Cross. After marrying 
Elizabeth Oldham and 
producing three sons, Andrew 
fought and died in the War 
Between the States. 

The family’s run of bad luck 
seemed to pass on to the next 
generation, as William, one of 
Andrew's and Elizabeth’s sons, 
was killed in a hunting accident 
and his second wife died 
delivering twins. 

Besides Dr. William Lane 
Cross, another of William and 
Susannah’s children who 
remained in the valley was 
Mary Pollie Ann (not to be 
confused with Dr. William's 


wife of the same name). She _. 


married William Columbus 
Gilbert, who was to become 
another prominent figure in 
Cahaba Valley history. 

A North Carolinian by 
birth, he came into the area by 
way of Georgia. Mrs. White is a 
descendant of one of his 
daughters, Ellen Caroline 
Gilbert Byers. 

There is not a lot of 
information available on them 
as William’s home is supposed 
to have burned, destroying all 
family records. It is said, in 
fact that William and his wife 
barely escaped with their lives. 

Described as being short and 
very heavy, he is supposed to 
have weighed between 300 and 
400 pounds. His wife also was 
quite heavy-set. 


The spot on which William 
built his first home was deeded 
through the Tuscaloosa Land 
Office May |, 1823, just three 
days after he had married 
“Mollie” or “Pollie” Cross. His 
property is listed as having 
been situated in Section 21, 
Township 18, South Range 
one; this is where Lake Purdy 
and Bold Springs Church arp 
now located. His home was the 
first in the area. He also had a 
mill on the Little Cahaba 
River, near Shepards Branch. 

Active in local and state 
politics, William Gilbert was 
county treasures in 1820 and 
served on the committee 
picked to select a site for the 
Shelby County courthouse. 

Two of William and Mary 
Polly Ann's eleven children 
married descendants of John 
Ashe, mentioned previously as 
having settled the town of 


Ashville. Two others married 
children of Issac Johnson 

Mrs. White has told me sht 
believes that William C, Gilbert 
Jr is the only one of Willism’s 
children who remained in the 
Valley, He and his wife, Ellen 
Johnson Gilbert, are buried in 
the Allan Cemetery, We have 
never been able to locate the 
tombs of William Sr.

The House of Representatives last week passed and

sent to the President legislation designed to revive the 
depressed housing industry and to put construction workers 
back on the job. 

Congressman Walter Flowers praised the swift action 
of the House in adopting the Home Purchase Assistance Act 
of 1974. “This program should make credit available for 
the purchase of 100,000 homes during the next year,” 
Flowers said. The bill would authorize the Secretary 
of the Department of Housing and Urban Development to 
purchase through the Government National Mortgage 
Association conventional mortgage loans, The Secretary 
would be authorized to purchase up to $7.75 billion in 
conventional mortgages at a maximum interest rate of 
approximately 8.25 percent. Conventional mortgages up to 
$42,000 per family residence would be cligible (Q 
purchase, The mortgages could not exceed 80 percent of 
the value of the property serving the mortgage. 

Another provision requires that g minimum of 
forty-five percent and a maximum of fifty percent of the 
mortgage purchases must be for homes on which 
construction was completed less than one year before the 
mortgage purchase. Flowers noted, “this should permit 
Savings and loan associations and other lending institutions 
to free money for new mortgages.”

The U.S. Supreme Court 
Monday let stand that decision 
upholding enforcement of a 
1943 Alabama truck weight 
law. After the high court’s 
decision a spokesman for 
Alabama’s bulk haulers 
promised a renewed push for 
legislation that would allow 
gross truck weights of 85,000 
pounds, 

In its appeal to the high 
tribunal, the Calera firm said 
the weight limit law went 
virtually unenforced from its 
enactment in 1943 until 
October, 1973. 

The 1943 law allows a 
maximum axle weight of 


18,000 pounds plus a ten 
percent variance, Truckers 
were carrying up to 100,000 
gross pounds before the state 
clamped down on overweight 
vehicles last year. 

Because of the thirty year 
period of overlooking the law, 
the Calera based: firm argued, 
the abrupt enforcement is 
causing hardships to many bulk 
haulers. The truckers also said 
that laws passed after the 1943 
act provide for licensing trucks 
by gross weight, and allows 
licensing of trucks heavier than 
the earlier law specified. 

The apparent avenue open 
to truckers is through a new 
legislative act.

‘Unruly prisoners occasionally 
create enough noise to be a, 


disturbance to occupants ol 
the first two floors. 

When constructed in 1955, 
the jail was, at most, a 
temporary detention facility. It 
was usual for prisoners to 
spend no more than a few days 
or weeks before release. But 
now, with the state 
penitentiary full, the county is 
often asked to keep prisoners 
up to two years. The present 
lockup is unsatisfactory for 
this kind of use. It is also 
inadequate for the safe keeping 
of mental patients occasionally 
confined there while awaiting 
acceptance at the hospital and 
for segregating youthful 
offenders from hardened law 
violators, 

Other substantial reasons 
could be given to support the 
need for the new jail. 

The County Commission 
has contracted to purchase a 
two and a half acre tract of 
land west of Green’s Food 
Center in Columbiana for the 
jail. Long range plans include 
the construction of a Judicial 
Center on the same property. 
This Center would provide 
court rooms, offices for all 
judicial officers, offices for the 
Circuit Clerk, for probation 
officers, and for other 


personnel who support the 
judicial processes.

The new jail is the first step 
in this long range plan to 
provide adequate facilities for 
these important county 
functions. But of the utmost 
importance to the voters, it 
will be constructed without 
additional taxes. 

There are no polltical issues 
involved in this project 
Regardless of who is elected 
Sheriff on November 5, Shelby 
County will still have a need 
for this new jail. 

The jail will be designed and 
constructed to care for the 
needs of the county over the 
next 15 to 20 years, hence the 
anticipated price tag of $1.5 
million. 

The bond issue is advertised 
for $2 million but the County 
Commission will instruct the 
architects to design a jail that 
can be constructed for $1.5 
million. Cost factors may 
overrun, and of course, the jail 
will have to be equipped. The 
Commission expects to keep 
the total cost under the $2 
million figure that is 
advertised. 

A jail to meet present needs 
probably could be constructed 
for $1 million but this would 
be a false economy. The need 
is for a jail adequate for the 
next 15 to 20 years. 

The bond issue will be at 
the upper right hand corner of 
the ballot.

The court felt that such a 
requirement intruded upon the 
right of free 
association.

The only baseball being 
played these days isn’t on the 
West Coast. While the Dodgers 
and A’s were in the process of 
Winning their 
division and 
championships and then 
squaring off for the World 
Series, college players 
throughout Alabama have been 
busy with September and 
October “spring training” 

That shouldn’t sound any 
more strange than April 
football on campus, especially

For years, however

All of this has changed in 
Alabama, as it has throughout 
the country, mostly during the 
last five to ten years.

Fridays are the days that 
Alabaster City Hall comes to 
life.

On a typical day there, she 
will give injections to 40 or 
more youngsters, although, she 
said, the figure varies. 

“We've been busier since 
there has been a law that each 
child must be immunized for 
school,’ she pointed out. 
Another reason for increased 
business, she added, is recent 
publicity to the effect that 
many children have not been 
properly immunized,

in Alabama’s top ten

How does the Shelby 
County Airport rate in 
comparison to all the others in 
the state? According to Hank 
Spires. president of Gulf 
Aviation and manager of the 
airport. the facility is in the 
top ten in Alabama. 

Following the airports in 
the state’s big cities, Shelby 
County is not far behind in the 
list of busiest and most 
complete airports in the state 
And well it should be, since it 
is planned to be the second 
biggest airport in the 
Birmingham area within 


twenty vears. 

Sunday fliers and student 
pilots are finding the facility to 
be ideal -- are enough away 
from the city, yet minutes 
away on 1-65, While Bessemer 
and other small area airports 
are losing student pilots, the 
county port is still active in 
teaching aviation. During the 
past year, they have had more 
than 50 flying students who 
have put in months of work to 
get their license, 

And for those who do not 
fly or cannot afford to spend 
around $1,000 for lessons, the 
airport offers half-hour 


joyrides at SIS for three 
people. More and more people 
are taking the opportunity to 
become acquainted with flying 
and-to take a bird’s eye look 
at our county. , 

At present the county has 
one of the most complete small 
airports in the area, Spires says 
that it is one of the very few 
that offer a full-service 
operation, Even some of the 
bigger operations do not have 
services such as maintenance 
and avionics, which the local 
facility has had for quite some 
time. The avionics department 
is able to repair radios and

thus putting the Shelby 
County airport ahead of many 
in its class. 

The airport is one of the 
busiest, as families in the area 
can confirm on a Sunday 
afternoon. Spires said that ona 
weekend, they handle as many 
as 200 take-offs and landings. 
He adds that the airport could 
manage even more traffic, and 
thus earn more tax dollars, 
with some improvements. 

According to a study made 
in 1973 and paid for by the 
county commission, the airport 
needs several phases of 
improvements to make it 
second in size to the 
Birmingham municipal airport. 
First on their list of priorities is 
an additional 1,800 more feet 
of runway, more hangars, and 
more navigational equipment. 
These items were vetoed in the 
latest county budget, however. 

Spires points out that 
although as much as 75 percent 
of airport expansion funds 
would come from the federal 
government, both the federal 
and state aviation agencies allot 
funds according to the size of 
the sum appropriated by the 
local government. And while 
the county only pays about 
one-eighth of the money, the 
rest depends on how much 
comes from the county budget. 

Spires feels that the airport 
is helping to bring in new 
industry to the county. He 
mentions the future airport 
motel and the Alabama Power 
complex across the highway as 
two of the most obvious 
examples. He points out that 
more and more area 
businessmen are inquiring 
about basing their private or 
company aircraft at the 
facility. There are now 23 
people on the waiting list for 
hangar space when more are 
built 

With more runway space, 
insurance companies would 
allow the county airport to 
have larger planes based there. 
Spires indicated that besides 
the revenue they would derive 
from gas, hangar rent, and 
maintenance, the county 
would get a great deal of 
money from ad valorem taxes 
on the expensive airplanes. 
Rent alone would run near 
$1,000 for some of the larger 
planes. 

Where will the county 
airport go from its present 
state? At this time the county 
facility has a little bit of almost 
everything short of a national 
airline. They sell planes; house, 
service, and repair them; 
provide air taxi and rental 
services; teach flying, and do 
just about everything an 
airport its size is able to do. 

“I suppose the next big step 
is a rent-a- car service,” says 
Spires. And it may not be far 
off.

One of Shelby County’s top 
law enforcement officers re- 
signed from his job as Chief In- 
vestigator of the Shelby 
County Sheriff's Office early 
Friday morning. 

Joe Roden, who has been in 
professional law enforcement 
since 1926, resigned his com- 
mission as a deputy of the 
Shelby County Sheriff's office. 

Roden told the Reporter 
Friday morning that his resign- 
ation is effective immediately. 

The veteran lawman said 
that his resignation is due to a 
“general disagreement between 
him and the Sheriff over the 
way the Sheriff's office is being 
run.” 

The immediate disagree- 
ment that brought about Rod- 
en’s resignation at this time, ac- 
cording to Roden, was instruct- 
ions issued by Sheriff C.P. 
“Red” Walker, Thursday night, 
prohibiting Roden from work- 
ing in certain 
Shelby County. 

Roden, who holds deputy 
commissions in a number of 


counties including Jefferson, 


Chilton, Blount, Barbour, Mad- 
ison, St. Clair and Talladega, 
took exception to the order 
prohibiting him from going in- 
to certain areas of Shelby 
County and resigned 

Roden told the Reporter 
that his disagreements with 
Walker have been growing for 
some time. “I just can't go 
along with his dirty politics” 
Roden stated. 

Among a list of other points 
of disagreement, Roden said, 
“Walker has brought in outside 
bondsmen when there are Shel- 
by County bondsmen and 
many property owners avail- 
able to make bonds.” 

“Another thing that irritates 
me as well as other officers,” 
Roden continued, “the Sheriff

MONTGOMERY Institution of “zero-base” 
budgeting in Alabama is not exactlythe kind of an issue 
that grabs most people, but it may be the first step along a 
path that will make Gov, Wallace more fondly remembered 
than anything he has done for the state. 

Going into what surely will be his last term, and with 
no “heir apparent” yet apparent, Gov. Wallace seems to be 
giving state administration a closer look than he ever has, 

His concern is based, to no small extent, on the certain 
knowledge that the Alabama public cannot bear another 
increase in taxation and that demands for state services and 
programs is going to continue to rise. 

Given that hypothesis, it only follows that the answer 
lies in a better use of the revenues the state has. And that 
means cutting down on unnecessary spending -- a 
tightening of the belts, and perhaps even a disregard for the 
political demands of the state’s top office. 

A state senator once said, in one of those 
interminable filibusters late one night when nobody was 
listening, that if push came to shove, the administration 
could save $10 million a year in the Highway Department 
alone, simply by laying off a lot of political appointees, by 
buying materials without dealing with political cronies, and 
by building highways only where they are needed instead of 
building them where they would benefit some 
wheeler-dealer 

The state is in such an economic squeeze that drastic 
action may have to be taken 

Wallace said it in a press conference last week 
following a “Let's tighten our belts” session with his 
cabinet. 

Noting that he had asked all department heads to 
Strive for more efficiency and for a reversion of funds at the 
end of the fiscal year, Wallace said 

“They CAN do it if they HAVE to do it.” 

Now “zero-base” budgeting is not such a complicated 
matter. It simply means that in drawing up budgets for the 
next biennium -- which begins next Oct. 1 -- department 
heads will be asked to consider that they're Starting from 
“zero” dollars -- they have absolutely nothing and what 
was in the last two-year budget doesn't really matter 

They are then instructed to justify every single 
expense. 

In the past, many departments, agencies and bureaus 
have submitted budgets which were a certain percentage 
higher than the last budget. Bureaucrats operate on the 
theory that their budgets ought to increase every year and 
they have, for the most part 

Of course costs do continue to go up - - labor costs 
are higher every time state employees get a raise, and 
materials, supplies, postage and things like that keep going 
up

President Ford startled millions of Americans recently 
when he remarked that results to date of Project 
Independence were “disappointing.” 

There is no question that the United States energy 
situation is deteriorating despite all of the actions which 
have been taken in the name of Project Independence - - the 
concerted effort to reduce our dependence on foreign 
petroleum. 

*Domestic oil production is not increasing. It 
has declined from 1970 to the present. And between 
now and 1977 it will, at best, hold constant and 
probably drift somewhat lower. 

*Natural gas supplies are still very short. 
Consumtion continues to outpace discoveries, and 
curtailments may reach as much as ten percent of 
demand this winter. 

*The nuclear industry continues to lag. Poor 
quality control is causing operaional problems at 
existing plants; delays make the lead time to ten 
years. Nuclear power today accounts for the same 
percentage of energy supplies as firewood. 

*Coal production will be limited unless 
environmental standards are modified and new 
markets developed. Coal is our Nation’s most 
abundant resource, but we cannot use all the coal we 
can produce. 

On the positive side, it is possible to report that 
refineries are being built again. And despite our dislike for 
the higher prices following upon the Arab oil embargo, the 
fact remains that this has helped to cut down on spiraling 
demand. 

Project Independence has two facets - - saving energy 
and increasing energy supplies. 

For the short term, energy conservation holds out 
greater hope for reducing our dependence on foreign 
petroleum than does the potential for expansion of supply. 

The problem is that the conservation ethic has not yet 
become a part of American life. This is why President Ford 
has so neavily emphasized the need for energy saving and 
has delivered the kind of pep talk exemplified by his 
address October 15 in Kansas City to the Future Farmers of 
America. 

We all know the answer, and the Federal Energy 
Administration has been pushing it -- carpooling, using 
public transportation, reducing electric light wattage, 
lowering thermostats in winter and turning them higher in 
summer, and installing commercial and residential 
insulation. 

In addition, FEA has begun a series of conferences on 
industrial conservation with the six largest 
energy-consuming industries in the county -- oil refiners, 
cement, aluminum, chemicals, steel and paper - - to develop 
a comprehensive conservation program

How does the total 
economic picture look for the 
country?

A couple of large banks in 
the U.S. have failed, the Italian 
government collapses due to 
what is essentially national 
bankruptcy, and articles and 
books appear on the subject of

“The 70's are not the 
30’s, some say, “and a 
depression could not happen 
with today’s sophisticated 
economic system.’

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Saving and In vesting-- 


Collectors’ 


by Willard Harrison 
“What hobby should | 
invest in?” With so many 
collectors items on_ the 
market many people are 
considering investing in 
stamps, coins, antiques, or a 
variety of other hobbies with 
the intention of doubling or 
tripling their money. 
And while it is very true 
that many collectible items are 
“continuing to escalate in value, 
the best guideline is to not 
invest in something you know 
nothing about. If your plan is 
simply to make money from 
cut glass, old magazines, 
bottles, dolls, or hundreds of 
other items, your best bet is to 
, learn about your subject 
before you sink money into 
items for investment purposes. 
Most people think at once 
of stamps, coins, and antiques 
as the items which will most 
‘increase in value. But should a 
layman invest in them? Coins, 
generally yes; antiques, some 
items are a sure investment; 
but stamps, no. Of course 
there are hundreds of items 
which can be of value to the 
collector, from clocks to 
newspapers, and comic books 
and movie memoribilia. 


. 
Antiques 

For investment purposes, 
the best indication of worth is 
the age of the item, closely 
followed by its rarity and its 
quality. Obviously a 1974 
"penny is not worth as much as 
an Indian head penny from a 
year when few were made. 
And some items not old 
enough to be classified as 
antiques are more valuable 

‘ than some older items because 
of their quality and scarcity. 
Gene Bryant of Bryant's 
Antiques near Alabaster gives 
the example of cut glass made 
in Czechoslavakia, which is no 
longer made, and will be worth 
as much as similar items much 
older. 

Bryant has noticed a trend 
éf more people buying 
antiques for investment 
purposes. He mentioned that 
even young couples who buy 
vintage furniture for their 
house often resell it later and 
buy something worth more. At 
the company’s monthly 
auctions Bryant sees buyers 
who buy for their decor, but 
more and more customers are 
specializing in certain types of 
items such as glassware, 
pewter, silverware, and old 
books. 

Furniture has always been a 
central focus for antique 
dealers, but due to space 
limitations would-be investors 
usually put their money into 
smaller items. Of course to 
those with plenty of room, old 
furniture can be a good 
investment as antique prices 
continue to rise. Bryant 
mentioned that many antique 
prices have almost doubled in 
the past five years, and that 
over a longer period prices 
have risen even more on 
certain items. “In 1960 a 
kitchen clock sold for five to 
seven dollars. Today,” he said, 
“they sell from $65 to $125 
when you can find them. 

While antique dealers 
usually set 100 years as newest 
a true antique can be, Bryant 
Stated that almost any hard-to- 
find item will sell. He 
recommends that a potential 
investor deal with a reputable 
dealer, and try to learn 
something about the subject. 

Concerning investment 
items, Bryant recommends 
that the buyer invest in 
something that can be safely 


safety deposit box. Bronze 
items, rare dolls, carnival glass, 
and silver utensils are easily 
stored valuables, but current 
favorites are regimental beer 
steins, wicker furniture, and 
advertising signs. 


Coins are OK 


Coins are for the most part 
a good risk to the investor. 
They have g built-in value, 
since they contain metal, and 
the age and scarcity of many 
American and foreign coins 
help them to retain their value. 
In fact, some older coins are 
much more valuable as coins 
than they are as silver or gold. 
Potential investors can easily 
find out the value of their 
pocket change from a number 
of guidebooks almost 
constantly available on the 


newsstands. Of course one 
factor to consider is that prices 
listed in such coin guides aie 
not the prices at which a 
dealer will buy them from 
you, but the price at which the 
dealer sells them to make his 
profit. In fact, an investor 
might be lucky to get 
one-third of the book price 
when selling them to a dealer. 


Stamps, no 


Although coins are for the 
most part a sound investment, 
Stamps really do not gain in 
value over the years. With a 
few exceptions, the potential 
investor should stay out of 
stamp collecting if he plans to 


os

make money, Truman Shaw, 
owner .of a mail-order stamp 
company outside Montevallo, 
Says that too many people get 
into the hobby with a “pie in 
the sky, gold at the end of the 
rainbow” attitude, 

“Unless someone collects 
stamps for his own enjoyment, 
he is fooling himself,” said 
Shaw. He added that collectors 
often view their stamps 
according to an imaginary 
catalog value which might 
increase tenfold in as many 
years. Unfortunately, most 
Stamps are worth the paper 
they are printed on -- and 
often less. 

“If a widow were to try to 
sell her late husband's life-time 
stamp collection,” said Shaw, 
“she might be lucky to recover 
one tenth of the money he put 
into the hobby.”’ Dealers do 
not pay the prices listed in 
such guidebooks, since they 
have to sift through a whole 
collection to find the few 
items with any real value. In 
essence, Shaw said that stamp 
collections are valuable to the 
collector, but they are just not 
worth it as investments. 

On the positive side of 
stamp collective, Shaw 
mentioned that due to postal 
service promotion, the price of 
“plate blocks” have gone up 
steadily. A plate block is the 
four stamps from a sheet 
which contain the number of 
the stamp sheet. He stated that 
the knowlegeable stamp 
collector can make a profit 
from these United States 
commoratives, but that the 
layman should learn a little 
more about the hobby. 


Other items 
Other collectible items can 


often bring hundred or even 
thousands of dollars. Almost 
anything dealing in Americana 
is worth something to a 
collector, whether it be a $75 
Tom Swift book from 1910, 
or even a $5 Sears- Roebuck 
catalog from 1940 to 1960. 
Movie related items, wartime 
posters, bubble gum cards, and 
almost another other type of 
Americana item is valuable to 
someone. But rather than 
invest in such items, a person 
would be better off to profit 
by selling such items on hand. 

In the long run, a hobby 
can be quite profitable to a

Anyone driving along an 
eastern Shelby County 
highway, recently, is bound to 
have encountered at least one 
trailer loaded to the limit with 
freshly picked cotton. 

Signs of the cotton harvest 
are everywhere from the 
machinery working in the 
fields, to the cotton lint lining 
the roadsides and sticking to 
trees and fence posts. 

Buck Clark, county 
extension agent, commented 
on this fall’s cotton crop in 
Shelby county: “At this point 
the outlook for cotton 
producers is generally bad due

Over 5,000 acres was 
planted with cotton in Shelby 
County this year, Clark said, 
and the average yield per acre 
has been 485 pounds. The cost 
of production for cotton has 
averaged $308.40 per acre, 
bringing the average 
production cost per pound of 
cotton to 51.4 cents per 
pound. The market price per 
pound has averaged four or five 
cents less than that. These 
figures vary slighly locally 
depending on the weather, 
number of times sprayed for 
insects, etc.

The 
cotton is classified according to 
staple length or length of the 
fiber, coarseness of the fiber, 


color, tensile strength, and for 
the presence of grass in the 
bale. 

All of these factors will 
determine the exact price the 
bale will bring. 

Clyde Wyatt, the operator 
of the Harpersville Co-Op Gin 
Company, stated that this fall 
has been good for harvesting 
cotton. Little hot air has been 
needed to dry the cotton in the 
gin due to dry weather. 

The small amount of hot air 
needed has reduced shrinkage 
of cotton fibers. Most of the 
cotton ginned this fall has 
maintained a staple length of

Wyatt said that the 
Harpersville gin can 
manufacture about five bales 
of cotton an hour, 

Only 41 percent of seed 
cotton from the field is lint, he 
added. It takes more than 
1,300 pounds of seed cotton to 
produce a 525 pound bale. 

Wyatt estimated that 
producers need a price of 
about 60 cents a pound for 
their cotton in order to realize 
a reasonable profit. The 
average middling irch of 
cotton listed by the USDA on 
October 18 was slightly more 
than 46 cents a pound. A year 
ago the price for the same 
grade of cotton was listed at 81 
cents a pound, 

Wyatt disclosed that all 
Harpersville Co-Op cotton 
producers are storing their 
bales in a bonded warehouse in 
hopes that the price will rise. 

The Harpersville gin 
Operator said last Friday that 
40 percent of the crop in his 
area had been harvested, 
Normally, each field is gone 
over twice with a mechanical 
picker. 

Wyatt, who also cultivates 
150 acres of cotton, outlines 
an average yearly growing 
schedule as follows: Bush hog 
the weeds in December. Add 
fertilizer and lime in February. 
Break land and smooth by the 
first week in April. Use band 
spray to kill weevils, cultivate, 
and make 10 to 12 applications

This is the time of year 
to dig, divide and transplant 
daylillies, 

If this is done now the 
plants should be well rooted by 
spring. 

Transplanting of day lillies 
is fairly simple. Lift the 
crowded clumps and shake or 
wash the soil away from the 
roots. Then carefully separate 
to obtain individual plants with 
as many healthy roots as 
possible, Cut back the leaves of 
these divisions to one- third of 
their original height before 
planting. 

Plant the divisions in 
prepared beds or individual 
locations. Cover roots with 
about one inch of soil and 
mulch.

Consumer notes 


by Annie Laurie Gunter 


One of the most persistent areas of consumer 
complaints received by the Governor's Office of Consumer 
Protection is that involving door- to-door selling. 

Our office has recently been flooded with calls 
regarding magazine sales, Sale tactics, questionable sales 
people soliciting and improper handling of monies received 
have been the nature of inquiries to this office 

Schemes used by door-to- door magazine salesmen 
usually include certain misrepresentations to get inside your 
home. Working his or her way through college, or getting 
points for a scholarship, or a trip to Europe are common 
approaches used by magazine salesmen to play upon your 
sympathy in hopes of persuading you to purchase the 
magazines. Other typical persuaders are selling for a youth 
program. 

With the door-to- door approach, the total purchase 
price often exceeds the price you would pay if you ordered 
the magazines directly from the publisher. Although the 
salesman makes you feel you will be getting a bargain, more 
often than not, this is merely another of his schemes. 

Magazine salesmen use collection techniques that are 
likewise deceptive. A typical example is illustrated by a 
complaint received by the Governor's Office Of Consumer 
Protection involving cashing of a post-dated check. In order 
to get the consumer to buy the magazines subscription, the 
salesman told the consumer to write a post- dated check 
which would not be cashed until that date. The salesman 
went immediately to the bank and cashed the check (the 
post-date went unnoticed). We have also had complaints of 
this same nature where they are merely passing through 
town, cash the check, skip town, and you receive no 
magazines. 

A wise consumer will not be afraid to say “NO” even 
to a high pressure salesman. If you are approached by a 
door-to -door salesman consider the purchase carefully 
before making a decision. Any reputable seller will agree to 
return at a later date should you need time to make a 
decision. Compare the seller's prices with store prices. 
Compare subscription prices for magazine sales directly 
from the publisher. In many instances, you pay higher 
prices when buying from door-to- door salesmen. Check the 

credit contract to be sure it includes the full purchase price, 
method of payment, finance charges and annual interest 
rate, and an exact statement of what you are buying. 

When signing a credit contract resulting from a 
door-to-door sale, the Alabama Consumer Credit Act (the 
Mini Code) assures buyers of home solicitation sales certain 
rights. Among these rights are the right to cancel until 
midnight of the third business day following his agreement 
and the right to be informed of the “buyers right to cancel” 
clause in the written agreement.

How about the 
three-toed monster that stalked 
Shelby County scarcely a 
dozen years ago? If so Dr. 
Lucille Griffith's upcoming 
book Chasing Rabbiis Up a 
Squirrel Tree should be your 
own-home cup of tea. 

Dr. Griffith previewed the 
upcoming work at the latest 
meeting of the Shelby County 
Historical Society last 
Thursday night in Helena. The 


collection of true-to-life 
stories were written by 
students in her Alabama 


history class over the past 20 
years at the University of 
Montevallo, 


She began collecting the 
‘8 des and recollections when it 
was Alabama College, a girls’ 


school, Finding that most of 
the available state history was 
either old, juvenile, or “just 
plain dull,” she began requiring 
students to write down stories 
from their home town 


The stories are collected 
into six chapters, ranging from 


in book 


the Civil War to civil rights, 
with plenty of stories from 
other periods, She read several 
stories about various subjects, 
such as the time Santa Claus’ 
whiskers caught on fire, and 
how one family saved its hams 
and bacon from the Yankees, 
Industrial and social history is 
also included, as well as tales of 
ghosts and murderers, 

Dr. Griffith said that the 
still. unpublished manuscript 
has a wide range of material 
with only two things common 
to every story. All of them are 
set in Alabama, and they were 
written by her History 472 
students, The material is still 
being considered by one 
publisher, and the book is still 
months away from being 
printed. 

The retired professor is also 
currently at work compiling a 
brief history of Shelby County 
for a brochure to be published 
by the County Commission. 
Developments on the chronicle 
should be announced at the 
next historical society meeting 
on December 5.

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Wilsonville gets 


another huge stack

Wilsonville will soon have 
not only one but two giant 


smokestacks towering high 
above it. Presently under 
construction is a new one 


which will be a duplicate of the 
750 foot high tower at the E.C. 
Gaston Steam Plant, one of the 
generating stations of the 
Alabama Power Company. 

The second big stack is now 
under construction and should 
be finished sometime in 
mid-1975, according to Rip 
Jesse of Alabama Power. When 
finished, the twin structures 
will take over the job of the 
samll group = of four 
smokestacks slowly being 
phased out, due to compliance 
with new clean air standards, 

The new stack will help 
clean the air in the Wilsonville 
area by enabling the SEGCO 
plant to operating more 
efficiently. [t is in fact being 
built te allow the plant to use 
coal under new controls set by 
the Alabama Pollution Control 
Commission. While the stack 
will tie in with the electrostatic 
precipitators already at the

Wilsonville plant, Jesse said 
that new air _ pollution 
precipitators will be added to 
purify the emissions from the 
smokestack. In fact, the new 
anti-pollution devices will be of 
an even higher quality, insuring 
that only a minimum of 
pollutants escape, 


In effect the stack under: 


construction «will be two 
stacks. There will be two 
separate stacks, or flues, in the 
concrete structure. Jesse said 
that this idea is not a recent 
innovation, but that this is still 
unusual in this part of the 
country. The new twin 
smokestacks, when finished, 
will be a four-stack assembly 
without four separate towers, 


During the period of 
construction of the new stack, 
there will be additional people 
hired for construction, 
according to Jesse, But in the 
long run, the new preject will 
not effect a  fise_ in 


employment, since the unit is 
mainly being built to replace 
the old smokestack assembly 
and not to increase production.

Fire of unknown origin 
broke out at Stubbs Foundary 
in Helena during the early 
morning hours last Wednesday, 
destroying much of the plant’s 
operational facilities.

Wildfires apparently set 


Several wildfires were 
reported burning out of 
control in the eastern portion 
of Shelby County Monday 
evening. 

Wilsonville Police Chief 
Sherman Humphries told the 
Reporter that three blazes 
burned out of control east of 
Beeswax Creek north of 
highway 25. Firetrucks were 


sent to the scene to prevent the 
fire from threatening dwellings 
in the area. Humphries stated 
that all indications pointed 
toward arson as the cause of 
the blazes. 

Numerous other calls were 
received by the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department Monday 
night reporting fires burning in 
the Sterrett, Dunnavant area. 


departments from Helena, 
Pelham and Alabaster answered 


the call and kept the fire from 
spreading to the remainder of 
the plant. French said he also 
called in police departments 


from the three municipalities. 

With damage estimated 
between $200,000 and 
$300,000, foundry owner Tom 
Stubbs said the burned out 
portion of the plant will be 


rebuilt. 
Asked if the fire had put 


any employees out of work, he 
replied, “We are going to keep 
our work force together as 
much as possible. We will let 
them work as carpenters’ 
helpers and brick masons’ 
helpers in the reconstruction,”

The quarter of a million 
dollar damage suit filed against 


Sheriff C.P, Walker last week, 
will probably come before the 
spring session of Federal Court, 
scheduled to begin in March. 
The suit was filed by 
Probate Judge Conrad M. 
Fowler, charging Walker with 
violating his civil rights. 


Charges in the suit stem 
from Fowler's arrest last May 
28, one week before the runoff 
election in the Democratic 
primary. 


Fowler’s suit charges that 
Walker’s actions in arresting 
. him ‘‘wilfully subjected 
(Fowler) to the deprivation of 
rights, privileges and 
immunities secured to plaintiff 
by the Constitution and laws 
of the United States... 
including the plaintiff's right to 
be free from illegal and 
unreasonable arrest, illegal 
imprisonment, and the right to 


be free from deprivation of 
liberty without due process in 


violation of the Fourth, Fifth 
and Fourteenth Amendments.” 

Fowler's suit also charges 
that he as “deprived of his 
liberty without due process of 
law and was caused to be 
embarrassed and held up to 
ridicule . 


Walker’s acts that included 
having deputies arrest Fowler, 
take him to the Shelby County 
Jail and be fingerprinted and 
locked in a cell were done 
“wilfully and maliciously,” the 
suit charges. 


The $250,000 damages 
requested in the suit includes 
compensatory and punitive 
damages. Court costs are also 
requested, 

In filing the suit, Fowler 
requests a jury trial. 

The law firm, Rogers, 
Howard, Redden and Mills is

Hospital remodeling 


nearing com pletion

Slowly emerging from 
behind mounds of dirt, Shelby 
Memorial Hospital is. nearing 
completion. Although the pro- 
ject is three months behind 
schedule, several new areas of 
the building are now in use and 
others are being prepared for 
use by the overcrowded staff 

Hospital administrator Ches- 
ter Black told the Reporter 
that the nuclear medicine and 
records departments have 
moved into their new quarters, 
several months after the initial 
move by the hospital switch- 
board operator. 

Black added that moves are 
in store soon following Mon- 
day's preliminary inspection of 
the new business, surgery, stor- 
age, and parking areas. The 
parking area in front of the 
building is now in use, where 
piles of dirt stood a few weeks 
ago. The staff and emergency 
parking in the rear is still being 
worked on even as the new 
signs are erected, 

Inside the building, carpet- 
ing and other items are being 
installed, Black mentioned that 
mechanical equipment and 
boilers have been put into the 


heating and cooling room in 
the renovated portion toward 
the north end of the hospital. 
It appears that things are mov- 
ing smoothly on the new por- 
tions of the building as well. 
The administrator said that the 
new dining area on the front 
wing is being readied and that 
some of its furnishings are be- 
ing installed. 

The exterior of the building 
will also get a beauty treat- 
ment, Black said that workmen 
will be busy putting a marble 
chip finish to portions, dressing 
up the natural brick walls. And 
even after the interior and ex- 
terior are finished, the grounds 
will also receive special atten- 
tion, clearing away evidence of 
the long construction. 


As to the date of com- 
pletion, no one is quite certain. 
But architects Dampier and 
Harris apparently expect the 
project to continue for quite a 
while into next year, However, 
with at least a partial occu- 
pancy of the new areas, the 
hospital staff will be able to 
continue with their work hav- 
ing more space despite the 
bother of construction, 
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Red Walker wins 


sheriffs race 


C. P. “Red” Walker was 
re-elected sheriff of Shelby 
County in the general election 
Tuesday. 

Democrat Walker received 
5,707 votes in the unofficial 
tabulation and his opponent, 
Conservative Party candidate 
C. E. “Bull” Carter ran a strong 
second with 4,542 votes. 

The Shelby County vote 
was one of the highest in the 
State in the percentage of electors 
who voted. Interest in the 
sheriffs race sparked the chief 
interest, bringing out over 
10,200 voters. The general 
election drew fewer voters than 
the 12,900 who voted in the 
Democratic primary runoff, 
but the figure was unusually 
large for a general election. 

County voters gave the 
County Commission the 
go-ahead to issue general 
obligation bonds to build a 
new jail by a vote of 2,009 to 
1,496. The “yes” vote means 
the Commission can get the 
money at a lower interest rate 
than if it had to issue warrants. 
Voters authorized bonds of up 
to $2 million for the proposed 


jail, which will be located in 
Columbiana. Commissioners 
have said they hope to keep 
the costs at $1% million. 

In the only county contest 
for a seat in the state 
legislature, Shelby County 
voters who live in District 51, 
gave Democrat J. T. “Jabo” 
Waggoner a strong mandate 
with a vote of 2,343 to 487 
votes for his Republican 
opponent Lester Alexander. 
The legislative district includes 
the Alabaster-Cahaba Valley 
area of Shelby County. 

Governor George Wallace 
won the county's vote by an 
overwhelming margin for the 
office of governor. 

The lieutenant governor’s 
race went to Jere Beasley in 
Shelby County with a vote of 
6,598 for Beasley, 2.854 for 
Republican Don Collins, 252 
for Edna Bowling and 82 for 
Shelby County resident John 
Watts of Harpersville. 


Watts was present in the 


courtroom watching the ballot 
counting most of the evening. 

A breakdown of votes in the 
Shelby County sheriff's race 


1974 


shows that Red Walker carried 
Alabaster, Montevallo, Calera, 
Vincent, the Cahaba Valley, 
Pea Ridge and many other 
areas by comfortable margins. 
However, he lost Columbiana 
and Shelby boxes by large 
margins, with Carter getting up 
to three-to-one of the votes in 
those areas. Wilsonville and 
Four Mile were also big Carter 
areas, 

Since both candidates are 
from Alabaster, that vote was 
closely watched. In Alabaster, 
Beat 17, for example, Carter 
won 235 votes and Walker 
carried with 271, In Alabaster’s 
Beat 7, the unofficial totals 
were 512 for Carter and 728 
for Walker. This includes a key 
box in South Alabaster which 
went heavily for Walker, 232 
to 117, 

In statewide races, the 
Shelby County vote went so 
heavily for Jim Zeigler and 
Juanita McDaniel on the two 
Public Service Commission 
seats, that the votes were not 
tabulated in the unofficial 
count,

Hawkins, who was represented by attorney Robert 
Bryant of Birmingham, was found guilty of murder in the 
second degree in connection with the fatal shooting of 
MW. Gainer, Alabaster. 

The shooting incident occured March 17, 1974. 

According to testimony Gainer was shot three times 
with a .22 calibre pistol.

Don’t hoard antifreeze

Antifreeze manufacturers have indicated that a 
shortage of their product is likely this winter. If the 
anticipated shortage occurs, it will result primarily from a 
short supply of the chemicals used to make antifreeze. 
According to “Consumer Report”, prices on antifreeze 
were down several years ago due to an oversupply of 
chemicals used in the processing of antifreeze. This 
oversupply discouraged manufacturers from expanding 
production capacity. 

However, demand-continued to increase as the 
number of cars on the road increased; and ethylene glycol, 
the primary ingredient in antifreeze, was diverted for use in 
the production of polyester fibers. Lastly, DuPont, which 
accounted for ten percent of the antifreeze production, 
went out of the antifreeze business. As a result of these 
factors, the price of antifreeze has gone up considerably. 

Cold weahter is on its way and car owners are 
preparing for it by buying antifreeze for their cars. If you 
are in the habit of changing antifreeze every year, check 
your owner's manual. Most cars no longer recommend 
annual changes. If this is the year to change antifreeze, do 
so, If you cannot find antifreeze however, don’t panic, Here 
are a few pointers from “Consumer Report” which the 
Governor's Office of Consumer Protection recommends for 
you automobile owners: 

- « Check the fluid in your radiator with a hydrometer 
-- that will tell you at what temperature the water- 
antifreeze mixture will freeze in your car. Your present 
protection might be adequate until antifreeze is available. 

- + Any brand of antifreeze will be fine as long as it it 
a permanent- type ethylene glycol antifreeze. Glycol 
antifreeze. Be sure that the antifreeze is clearly labeled 
permanent, year-round or winter-summer. 

- + When there is rust, grease, or dirt in the fluid, 
draining and flushing is recommended. If you can't get 
antifreeze in your area, you may be able to get a little more 
life out of your old coolant by draining it into a bucket, 

straining it through cloth, flushing the cooling system, and 
putting the coolant back in. 

- « A 50/50 mixture of water and antifreeze won't 
freeze until the temperature reaches minus 34 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Only a few areas in the country ever get that 
cold. One part of antifreeze to two parts of water will 
protect your car down to zero degrees Fahrenheit. 

. + Check the radiator and the hoses for leaks, Brittle 
or mushy rubber hoses are potential problems and should 
be replaced. ; 

- + Don't put a lower- temperature thermostat in your 
car in an effort to use methyl alochol as an antifreeze. 
Methyl alcohol would lower the boiling point too much for 
cars made in the last 12 years. This reduced engine 
temperature would result in increased gas consumption, 
faster engine wear, and limit the output of the heater. 

' . « Finally, the Governor's Office of Consumer 
Protection encourages you not to hoard antifreeze! By 
next year, prices could be back more in line with the cost 
of production, if manufacturers produce enough to 


eliminate shortages.

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‘Middle Age Revolution’ Expanding

Middle age, we are told by 
those with a philosophical bent, 
is only a state of mind. There 
are some people well into their 
50's and 60's who are yet to at- 
tain it, while others are already 
middle-aged—at least in their 
outlook—while still in their late 
20's or early 30's. 

Yet, as any middle-aged man 
or woman will 
be quick to con- 
firm, middle age 
does indeed ex- 
ist — although 
they might be 
equally quick to 
deny that the 
term applies to 
them. 

While no one is completely 
sure what middle age is, it and 
its many ramifications have cur- 
rently emerged as objects of in- 
tense interest, When the Geron- 
tological Society held its annual 
national meeting in Miami 
Beach last fall, one of the best- 
attended sessions was the one 
on middle age organized by 
Betty Holroyd Roberts, a 40ish 
Brandeis University doctoral 
candidate who 1s herself typical 
of what could be called “the 
middle age revolution.” 

After years as a housewife 
and mother, she returned to 
school—with the help of a gov- 
ernment grant—to study geron- 
tology. Perhaps, to some extent, 
because it was a phenomenon 
of which she was a part (or per- 
haps she wasn't even aware then 
of the significance of her own 
involvement}, she focused her 
studies on the growing tendency 
of people to change careers and 
even entire lifestyles in middle 
age. 

Next month, Mrs. Roberts 
will begin teaching social work

students at the University of 
New Hampshire about the ex- 
panding horizons of middle age. 

Interest hasn't always been 
this intense. For many years, 
the study of human develop- 
ment dealt mostly with youth 
and adolesence, Then, as our 
older population began grow- 
ing, the focus leap-frogged to 
old age. Now, attention is final- 
ly being paid to the long- 
neglected middle years—and 
there are even studies being 
made about people in their mid- 
30's 

One reason for this spurt of 
interest might be that, having 
achieved its recognition as a 
distinct segment of life more re- 
cently than old age, middle age 
is still a bit of a novelty. After 
all, it wasn't so very many 
vears ago that people first be- 
gan living long enough for what 
are now considered the middle 
vears tO amount to anything 
more than 4 momentary preface 
to a brief old age 

Tuke age 48, At the turn of 
the century, tt was the average 
life expectancy, muking anyone 
who reached it elderly. Now, a 
48-vear-old person is regarded 
us being in the prime of both 
lite and middle age 

Consider, too, that there are 
now more than 65 million peo- 
ple between the ages of 35 and 
64—~and 
duced birth rate, that portion of 
our population is gomg to be 
expanding in the relatively near 
furure at a faster rate than any 
other age group! 

Thus, more people than ever 
before are entering a period of 
life in which personal relation- 
ships begin to change. Sudden- 
ly, some people find themselves 
free to pursue anew dreams 
they had abandoned in order to 
provide for children now grown

and abie to fend for themselves. 
Marriages take on whole new 
dimensions with the achieving 
of maturity or—as we are seeing 
increasingly — sometimes dis- 
solve as one or both partners 
explore new ways of life 

It is a time also when people 
see their work begin to reach 
fruition. Or, as is happening 
with greater and greater fre- 
quency, they switch away from 
long-held jobs or long-pursued 
careers to embark upon whole 
new ventures, bringing with 
them experiences and _ insights 
that might prove uniquely valu- 
able when applied to a new field 
of endeavor. Women, after 
years of staying home to tend 
nests now empty, are moving 
into the world of work—some 
returning, many for the first 
time. 

An indication of how wide- 
spread this practice has become 
is to be found in the informal 
network of organizations spring- 
ing up to aid and encournge 
career changers and new work 
force members Across the 
country, colleges are offering 
“second career” counseling serv-

And there's plenty of gasoline at the pumps now that so 
many Americans are conserving energy and the Arab em 
bargo is a thing of the past. So who's going to care if your 
speedometer slips up to 60, 65, or 70” 

The Federal Energy Administration cares. We know that 
America is still consuming far more petroleum products than 
it can produce at home 

We know too, that passenger automobiles account for 
about a third of the Nation's petroleum product consump- 
tion, One third is a large chunk out of the single most impor- 
tant energy source the Nation uses, 

In the near future, as part of Project Independence, we are 
going to try to switch as much of the Nation's economy as we 
can from petroleum energy which must be imported at high 
Prices, to coal energy which we have in abundance under our 
own soil. In the more distant future, we shall move even 
farther away from dependence upon petroleum energy to 
nuclear and solar power 

But for today, and tomorrow, petroleum remains our chief 
energy source. So we must not only expand America’s supply 
of petroleum—by building the Alaska Pipeline, promoting 
offshore drilling, and oil shale production—we must also 
continue to conserve what we already have, 

And this brings us back to the number 55 written on speed 
limit signs throughout this Nation. $5 miles per hour is the 
law, and we should obey it for that reason alone. But if each 
day, every car, bus and truck in America remained under 55, 
the Nation could save more than 8 million gallons of petro- 
leum products daily! 

Think about your share of these savings at today's higher 
gasoline prices, since the average car gets about 21 percent 
more miles per gallon at $$ mph than at 70 mph, 

But more important, if your speedometer starts to edge 
above 55, think about the lives we have saved with the 55 
mph speed limit, Think of the 23 percent reduction in fatali- 
ties during this year's Memorial Day weekend as compared to 
last year's. Think of the 28 percent reduction in fatalities 
during this year’s Fourth of July holiday weekend as com- 
pared to the last comparable period (1972), 

In the first six months of 1974, traffic deaths have been 
nearly 25 percent below figures for last year, That's 6,000 
traffic deaths less at 55 mph than at the 70 mph rush we 
were all in before the energy crisis.

A House in Disorder

WASHINGTON — In this 
election week, perhaps the 
voters should be reminded 
they have a long way to go 
before they clean up Capitol 
Hill. Congress has spent 
millions of dollars investigat- 
ing Watergate, but it still has 
not set its own house in order. 

A spot check investigation 
has turned up these continu- 
ing abuses: 

— The Constitution forbids 
acceptance of any and all 
foreign gifts. Nonetheless, in 
this session of Congress 
alone, we have uncovered 
more than 100 such illegal 
trips by the nation’s law- 
makers and their aides. 

— The free mail privilege, 
by law. is restricted to offi- 
cial business only. New stan- 
dards have been adopted to 
make congressional newslet- 
ters less of a promotion piece 
for the members. Yet we 
have found numerous 
newsletters which violate 
even these minimal restric- 
tions, 

— Federal law prohibits 
soliciting or accepting cam- 
paign contributions on 
federal property. This is one 
Statute that most congress- 
men know quite well. Yet 
representatives of labor 
unions and other special in- 
terest groups regularly drop 
off campaign contributions 
on Capitol Hill. In addition, a 
number of lawmakers use 
their congressional offices to 
send out political contribu- 
tion mailings. 

One reason congressmen so 
freely flout campaign laws, 
apparently, is that the

Justice Dept. has .refused to 
enforce them, 

Since the original cam- 
paign spending law was 
adopted in 1971, the Clerk of 
the House and the Secretary 
of the Senate have forwarded 
nearly 10,000 apparent viola- 
tions to the Justice Dept. for 
investigation and possible 
prosecution. Some 1,800 inci- 
dents have been repoted to 
Justice this year alone. 

So far, however, the Justice 
Dept. has failed to act. In- 
deed, only a few attorneys 
have been assigned to handle 
reported violations. 

Some of the complaints are 
purely technicai in nature: a 
candidate filed a late report, 
or a contributor was not pro- 
perly identified. Many other 
cases, however, involve 
serious infractions of the law, 
including the acceptance of 
illegal corporate contribu- 
tions, illegal expenditure of 
personal funds and violations 
of the general spending 
limitations. 

Henry the Plumber: Dur- 
ing the first Nixon adminis- 
tration, Henry Kissinger's 
concern over news “leaks” 
helped to stimulate wiretaps 
on members of his own Na- 
tional Security Council staff. 
Press reports of the wiretap 
campaign embarrassed 
Kissinger so much that he 
threatened to resign. 

But the adverse publicity 
apparently didn’t cure him. 
He has now begun an inten- 
sive effort to’plug the leaks at 
the State Dept. 

Kissinger is outraged over 
press reports — many of them 


ours — about his Middle East 
negotiations and his 
celebratted “tilts” toward 
Turkey and white Africa. A 
few weeks ago, he restricted 
the distribution of classified 
cables. The European Affairs 
Bureau, for example, used to 
get 30 copies of incoming ca- 
bles. They now get six. 

A team of top aides toured 
the department and told 
lesser bureaucrats they 
would henceforth receive 
only those telegrams that 
were directly related to their 
particular jobs. And they 
were warned not to duplicate 
the few cables they get. 

In addition, the director 
general of the Foreign Ser- 
vice lectured his underlings 
on the “ethics” of their call- 
ing. “Malicious” news leaks, 
he told them, maligned the 
“integrity” of the Foreign 
Service, Those who could not 
live with Kissinger’s policies, 
he suggested, should resign 
or take “leave without pay.” 

The truth is there is little 
information which must be 
kept secret in the interest of 
national security. Indeed, 
Henry Kissinger himself is 
walking proof of the hy- 
procisy of the classification 
system. 

He routinely holds “back- 
ground” press conferences in 
which he divulges sensitive 
information. The bits and 
pieces he reveals, however, 
are carefully selected to 
further the aims and desires 
of Henry Kissinger 

Recently, CBS newsman 
Daniel Schorr was in- 
vestigating the U.S. govern- 
ment’s role in the 1973 coup 
in Chile. He obtained infor- 
mation critical of Kissinger 
and visited the State Dept. 
for a rebuttal. Kissinger's ex- 


ecutive assistant, Larry. 


Eagleburger, reached into 
the State Dept.’s vaults and 
produced three top secret 
documents that tended to 
back Kissinger’s side of the 
story. 

About a week earlier, 
Kissinger's press spokesman 


had heatedly branded news

An 80-year-old great 
grandmother says she has 
probably logged more flying 
time than some pilots, in 
traveling to and from South 
America, where she lived for a 
total of seven years, 

Lois Stamps, widow of the 
late Archie Stamps, made 
eight round trips to. the 
continent below when her 
husband contracted with the 
governments of Chile and 
Argentina to help build steel 
mills for them. 

The couple went to Chile in 
1950 and lived for four years. 
“T guess it’s an experience a lot 
of people would like to have.” 
Mrs. Stamps commented, “but 
1 didn’t like traveling at all.” 
She added that although she 
still flies, it continues to make 
her nervous, 

Their daughter, Carol (now 
Mrs. Bill Kinnebrew), 
interrupted her college career 
them in Chile. Once 
there, she elected to stay for 
the remainder of the time her 
parents were there. 

Living conditions for the 
Chilean masses were 
unbelievable, Mrs. Stamps 
asserted. “Few people lived in 
halfway decent places. They 
lived in adobe huts or lean-tos, 
Some of them would just sleep 
in the hallways of 
people's until the 
people would have to lock 
their doors to keep them out.” 

Most of the poverty class 
existed on wine, which they 
would buy from a “wine 
wagon,” and hard rolls, she 
said, adding that most of the 
comparatively prosperous U.S 
residents could expect several 
beggars at their doors every 
day. 

“Carol Joy took in a little 
girl one night at Christmas and 
she didn’t even know how to 
drink milk,’’ Mrs. Stamps 
recalled. “She didn’t want to 
leave after she got warm and 
she told us that her house had 
no heat.” 

Shopping for food was quite 
an experience, Mrs. Stamps 
noted. “The stores had sawdust 
floors and animals were hung 
from the ceiling and bled all 
over the floor. When you 
wanted some meat, they would 
just reach up and cut you off a 
hunk.” 

The family lived in 
Concepcion, where Mr 
Stamps’ job was to oversee the 
building and establishing of

Gold is the source of a big 
feud among people in financial 
cireles, Gold boosters are 
predicting that it will soon 
“‘take its place on the 
monetary throne.”

the price of gold dropped from 
$180 to $130 an ounce this 
year, some are predicting a 
high of $250 per ounce in the 
next few months. Considering 
that the price is near $160, a 
person could conceivably 
double his investments if such 
predictions come true. 

Although gold and silver 
appear to be sound investments 
on the surface, there are some 
things to watch out for. Since 
some people have been stung 
by silver promoters recently, it 
is a good idea for a buyer to 
deal with a recognized dealer 
and to stick with quality 
merchandise. Lawrence Heim, 
president of Gold and Silver 
Investments of Portland, 
Oregon, says that the average 
guy should buy gold coins and 
good quality gold stocks. 
Since many coins contain only 
a small fraction of gold, he 
only recommends two 
particular coins high in the 
yellow metal, one a Mexican 
coin and the other from 
Austria. 


Still illegal 


Some people are confused 
by what gold they can own. 
Until the government says 
otherwise, it is illegal to own 
gold bullion. It is permissible 


to own gold coins and jewelry 
however, If a person wishes to 
dabble in gold, his best bet 
would be to buy stocks 
involved in the processing of 
the metal. Silver, on the other 
hand, has historically had more 
erratic rises and falls in prices, 
but with the recent upsurge of 
silver for industrial use, experts 
expect the price to remain 
more consistent. 


A stampede could result 
when gold is placed on the 
buying market, Lawrence Heim 
speculates, ‘‘Monetary 
conditions are so unsettled that 
the government may renege on 
its promise to let people own 
gold. They may have to admit 
that they have printed too 
much paper money to back it 
up.” It is a possibility that the 
ban may continue even after 
the deadline around the 
beginning of next year, 


Silver rises 


While silver continues to be 
offered in various forms, from 


commemorative medals to 
flatware, it is a good idea to be 
sure what you buy has a real 
value and. that it is being 
marketed by a4 reputable 
dealer. Before you buy be 
satisfied that the item is 
everything it is advertised to 
be, and that any investment 
claims are not wildly 
exaggerated. 


Although silver is worth 
only a small fraction of the 
same weight of gold, the price 
of the metal rises steadily. In 
the past 24 months the price 
has risen over 200 percent, as 
compared to four to five 
percent interest on bank 
savings or the 44 percent 
average gain in the stock 
market over the past ten years. 


Silver speculators say that 
“silver may not be the only 
place to watch your money 
grow, but it sure beats 
whatever is in second palce.” 


Bonded silver dealers offer 
Various silver bars 
ranging from a ounce 
piece to 100 ounce bars, When

It appears that the price of 
silver will not drop very much 
due to the demand for its use 
in industry, It is vital to 
photography, electronics, 
medicine, engineering, printing, 
entertainment equipment, and 
a number of other areas. Since 
there is no substitute for silver 
in these areas, it looks as if the 
demand for it will continue to 
raise the price of the short 
supply of silver in circulation. 


Glen Wade feels that gold 
and silver can be a good hedge 
against inflation, He states that 
silver appreciates in value at a 
faster rate than bank interest 
on savings, but that it is still 
unpredictable while bank rates 
are stable. But the instability 
of gold and silver prices is still 
on an upward spiral. “In fact,” 
Wade added, “the prices 
jumped upward today.” 

From all indications gold is 
riding high on Wall Street, 
where almost every stock 
involving gold is gaining worth. 
This fact is particularly 
interesting since gold is 
actually going against the 
trends of the rest of the 
market.

Dental patients who are 
accustomed to being greeted 
by a smiling lady in white 
when they go for check-ups are 
in for a mild but pleasant 
surprise when they encounter 
John Hollingsworth, a hygenist 
in an Alabaster dental office. 

The earnest, dark-haired 
young technician has carved 
himself a niche in dental 
history by becoming the first 
male hygenist in the state, 
although there are reportedly 
one or two others practicing 
now, 

John’s interest in the dental 
field goes back to his college 
days, just a few years ago, 
when he was majoring in 
biology at the University of 
Alabama. 

Uncle Sam put something of 
4 crimp in his plans to graduate 
from the University and 
possibly enter dental school, 
by sending him an invitation to 
spend a little time in the 
Army. 


The son of a retired Navy 
chaplain, John said, “I went to 
the Navy and asked if they 
would guarantee me that | 
could go to dental technicians’ 
school if I joined.”

‘‘My Permanent Duty 
Station was Key West,” he 
said. “This is where I got my 
experience. | assisted an oral 
surgeon for a while and was the 
oral prophylaxis technician for 
a ten-unit dental clinic.” 

With his two-year stint 
behind him, John returned in 
May to Birmingham, where his 
parents, Commander and Mrs.

A gradual but firm upgrad- 
ing of methods of disposing of 
solid wastes is in the future for 
all of Shelby County’s munici- 
palities.

At present the 
program is in the fact-finding 
stage, as Major and his aides 
study schools as well as 
business and industries in 
Shelby County. Later steps 
will involve a compilation of 
the data into usable form, 
developing the curricula, 
guidance of the students, and 
eventually placement.

Miss Wright said that not 
all such students will be 
accepted for the program. 
Only students age 16 or over

When the student is 
recommended for the 
program, he Is trained, and 
then the placement workers 
find him a job like the one he 
has trained for.

In municipalities the 
individual city or town is 
responsible for the collection 
and disposal of garbage and 
refuse.

Construction starts 


on new city hall 


Columbiana’s new city hall 
is at last a reality, with 
construction beginning today, 
November 14. The city 
council learned of the 
construction schedule in their 
meeting last Thursday night. 

The council met with 
financial representative to 
make final arrangements for 
selling bonds to pay for the 
building. They also learned 
that the construction which 


now begins will last for 240 
working days, meaning that if 
should be finished before this 
time next year. If everything 
goes according to plans, the 
new city hall should be 
finished and in use by early 
fall of 1975. 

City clerk Kathryn Franks 
told the Reporter that the 
bond and construction items 
were the major items handled 
at the meeting.

MONTGOMERY - - Tuesday’s election produced few 
surprises. unless it was the size of Lt, Gov. Jere Beasley's 
vote. 

The incumbent lieutenant governor polled upwards of 
70 percent of the vote against Don Collins, the Republican 
and a couple of minor party candidates, 

Collins staged a more impressive campaign than did 
any of Beasley’s challengers in May primary and the June 
runoff, His arguments were more forcibly presented and 
more reasonable in theit,approach. 

But evidently the people had had enough of the 
wrangle over Beasley's use of state airplanes, automobiles, 
and personnel; over his private fund for supplementing his 
income about which little is known; over his blocking of 
important legislation in his struggle with Wallace 
lieutenants; and over his headlong campaign to make his 
office a fulltime position, staffed and funded in the manner 
to which he has grown accustomed. 

Either the voters were tired of those issues in the 
general election, or they didn’t believe it all in the first 
place. Or perhaps the people just didn’t consider it all 
important enough to get worked up about. 

Beasley's principal strong point has been his 
availability. He has seen all those people who find it 
difficult to see Gov. Wallace and has traveled, largely at 
State expense, to practically every barbecue, PTA supper. 
christening and hoedown in Alabama over the past several 
years. 

His staff has mailed a mountain of messages, again at 
State expense, to people all over the state, congratulating 
them for some accomplishment or extending condolences 
on a loss. They have mailed out his picture and had his 
picture taken with hordes of folks then mailed each of 
them copies, a lot of this at state expense. 

And that’s a lot of personal contact. Over a four year 
period, it had evidently paid off and Beasley will again be in 
the chair when the Senate organizes in January and will 
preside whenever the legislature comes into session. 

He may be in real trouble then, because the word is 
that he has committed himself to so many people there 
isn’t any way he can please them all. All 35 of the incoming 
senators are expecting certain appointments to committees 
and the chairmanship of this committee or that. 

And the special interests which rushed to his aid 
when it appeared that Charles Woods had him whipped, 
they'll all be lined up to dictate their own little concerns 
und their solution. 

One thing is certain, Beasley must display a 
cooperative attitude toward Wallace’s program next year or 
largely discredit himself. Wallace’s Alabama Mafia was 
turned loose in Beasley's behalf in the runoff and he'd 
better not forget it. If he does, they'll make him an offer he 
can’t refuse. 

Don’t forget that Bill Baxley was reelected without 
opposition, despite revelations of his fondness for the flip 
of the cards. He'll be going against Beasley for the next four 
years. 

But more and more around the Capitol, we hear that 
the next governor of Alabama will be someone who's not 
exactly in the picture right now. And that rules out 
Beasley, Baxley and Cornelia Wallace. 


1200% profits reported-- 
Sugar prices bring 


sovernment probe

Some 40 years ago, as the United States was trying to 
dig its way out from under the worse economic depression 
in history, Congress passed the Jones-Costigan Act, better 
known as the Sugar Act of 1934. 

The problem then was world-wide over-supply of 
sugar and the legislation guaranteed a market and a price 
for domestic sugar and then allocated among foreign 
suppliers quotas covering whatever deficiency there was in 
the ability of domestic producers to supply domestic needs. 

The Sugar Act has been amended and modified from 
time-to-time in order to meet changing needs, but until the 
recent terrific increases there had been relatively little 
change in the price of sugar during these 40 years of 
depression, wars and prosperity. 

Late last year, however, the price of sugar began to 
rise On January 28, 1973, refined sugar was selling for 
about 13 cents a pound. On January 28, 1974, the price 
had gone up to almost 16 cents a pound. Two months later, 
on March 28 of this year, the price was almost 21 cents, 
and now the price is over 50 cents a pound, and Alabamians 
and other Americans have awakened to the fact that they 
are paying four times as much for a pound of sugar today as 
we were at the beginning of the year. 

What has come as an even bigger shock are reports of 
three of the nine large sugar companies in the United States 
comparing their 1974 third quarter profits with 
corresponding 1973 figures. One showed a 216 percent 
increase in profits after taxes; a second showed a 63] 
percent increase; and a third showed a 1200 percent 
increase in profits after taxes. 

The new Council on Wage and Price Stability and the 
Justice Department each have ordered investigations in a 
number of food related industries and particularly in the 
nation’s sugar industry where the possibility exists that 
price-fixing is responsible for the high prices being charged 
for sugar. 

If these investigations show that there has been 
collusion and price-fixing in the sugar markets, an end must 
be put to escalating prices, and hopefully a sharp decrease 
in price can be effected. 

High prices demanded from the housewife and other 
users of sugar are compounded by the fact that most sugar 
products are used in processing canned foods, soft drinks, 
candy and in bakery products, causing them to soar in 

price. 

Every business is entitled to a reasonable profit, but 

no business should be allowed to gouge the public on the 
basis of trumped-up costs,

Possibility exists 
of B’ham annexing 


Shelby County area

The effort by Birmingham to extend its city limits 
into Blount County by annexation is of more than passing 
interest to citizens of Shelby County. From time to time 
there has been talk that portions of north Shelby County 
may next be the target. 


Two procedures for annexation are provided in Title 
37 of the Alabama Code, In each instance, the City Council 
must adopt a resolution stating that the public health or 
public good requires that certain territory be brought into 
its city limits. This resolution together with a map of the 
target area must be filed in the Probate Office and the 
Probate Judge must call an election to be held in not less 
than 20 days nor more than 40 days. The area proposed to 
be annexed must be contiguous to the city: that is to say 
that it must be in actual contact with the city. 


Several Jefferson County municipalities are located 
between north Shelby County and the Birmingham city 
limits. The suggestion is that the City Council would find a 
corridor of land meandering outward from Birmingham and 
describe this corridor along with target areas in South 
Jefferson County and north Shelby County as the area to 
be annexed. 


The accomplishment of such a plan would create a 
very unusual situation. It is difficult to imagine Shelby 
County citizens driving through Hoover, Mt. Brook, 
Vestavia, or Homewood to get to their city hall in 
Birmingham. Consider the unusual cost to Birmingham in 
providing schools and municipal services to such an area. 
One of the annexation procedures provides for exemption 
of city taxes to the area brought in for a period of five to 
25 years. Would Birmingham citizens permit their city 
government to provide municipal services to an area of tax 
exempt property in Shelby County? 


But in the long run the tax disadvantage to annexed 
citizens residing in Shelby County would be considerable. 
At the present time, north Shelby County residents are 
taxed at a rate of 30 mills; the rate in Birmingham is 46 
mills, (both rates include state and county taxes) a 
difference of $16 per $1,000 of assessed value. 


No annexation could be accomplished without a 
favorable vote of the citizens in the area affected. At first 
impression one would just about conclude that the whole 
scheme is a bit far fetched but there does exist a degree of 
peril that has to be regarded. | do not believe that people 
residing in Shelby County will vote to be annexed into 
Birmingham nor will they wish to be forced into 
Birmingham by a block of voters in South Jefferson 
County. The County Commission will continue to stay 
abreast of the situation, and in my judgment, will do all 
within the law to insure that Shelby County residents are 
not forced in to Birmingham against their will.

‘Fool’s Gold’ 


by Annie Laurie Gunter 


The Governor's Office of Consumer Protection would 
like to take this opportunity to warn consumers today to 
be wary of the various gold sales and gold investment 
schemes that are already being promoted in anticipation of 
the January 1, 1975 date when U.S. citizens may for the 
first time since 1933 sell and possess gold bullion. 

In these times of economic uncertainty, the appeal of 
gold will be increased as consumers seek various ways to 
achieve financial security. The possession of precious 
metals, particularly gold, has been viewed as one of the 
traditional safeguards against economic instability. 
Unfortunately since t'e sale and possession of many types 
of gold has been illegal for over forty years the sudden 
opening up of the market in gold offers great possibilities 
for fraudulent activities in the sale of both gold itself and 
also the sale of various gold investment schemes and gold 
futures, 

The average consumer interested in making a small 
purchase of gold or a small investment in a gold contract or 
in gold futures should, to properly protect himself, 
purchase or invest only through a well-known reputable 
local company. Consumers should be exceptionally leery of 
all advertisements and mailings seeking to induce them to 
invest in gold contracts or futures with unknown companies 
in other states. 

Just as in the old days when unscrupulous salesmen 
covered bricks with gilt paint and sold them to unwary 
buyers 4s gold bullion, the consumer of today may be 
solicited by spurious advertisements offering 99.5 percent 
fine gold but find that with gold selling at $150 or more an 
ounce that the salting of bars with a little lead can be very 
profitable for unscrupulous sellers. 

One final point which should be considered prior to 
purchasing or investing in gold is that individuals actually 
selling gold will probably be marking it up about ten 
percent to 15 percent over the market bullion price to 
cover their expenses and make their profit. Also individuals 
and companies selling gold futures contracts will certainly 
be charging commission at both ends of the transaction. 
Since all of these charges must be recouped prior to the 
investor making a profit the consumer should analyze his 


investment situation very carefully befoi i

No smoking law 


declared void 


Members of the city council 
in a midwestern community 
became so worried about the 
cigarette problem that they 
decided to “go all the way.’ 
They passed an ordinance 
forbidding the smoking of 
cigarettes anywhere, any time, 
within the city limits 

In short order, a man was 
arrested for smoking on a 
downtown sidewalk. But 
instead of paying the fine, he 
chose to make a test case out 
of it. And after due 
deliberation, the court ruled

During his fantastic career, 
Hill gave archery exhibitions 
at three world’s fairs. In 
California and on location, he 
produced 23 short subjects for 
Warner Brothers, Among them 
was an exhibition of shooting 
many kinds of fish with his 
bow and arrow, including 
sailfish, swordfish, manta ray, 
Stinger ray, giant grouper, and 
a fourteen-foot shark. 

Hill filmed the movie

He 
did all the shooting in the 
following pictures: “Robin 
Hood,” “Elizabeth and 
Essex”, “They Died With 
Their Boots On,” “Dodge 
City”, “Virginia City,”

Of Errol Flynn, who 
played in “Robin Hood”, Hill 
said: “I never met a nicer guy 
than Errol Flynn.

The big game killed in 
Africa by Hill with a bow and 
arrow is awesome. They 
include three elephants, one 
buffalo, two lions, one 
leopard, one zebra, four 
impala, three wildebeeste, four 
gazelles, one hartbeeste, three 
wart hogs, one forest hog, and 
two cheetah. 

It was February 27, 1950, 
in the Belgian Congo, when 
Hill killed an African bull 
elephant. It weighed 
approximately 10,000 pounds. 
This was the first elephant 
known to be killed by a white 
man with a bow and arrow. 


Big game killed by Hill in 
North America include 
buffalo, moose, elk, wild 
jackass, black bear, grizzly 
bear, deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, wild boar, cougar, 
jaguar, lynx cat, timber wolf, 


coyote, bull elephant seal, 
badger, fox, racoon, and 
beaver. 

When discussing the 


shooting of an arple off the 


head of a man, Hill was 
asked: “Did a man actually 
stand there with an apple on 
his head, and you shot it off 
with an arrow?” 

“He did, and I actually 
did,” Hill replied. “And I also 
shot a prune off the head of a 
man at 60 feet.” 

His skill was such that his 
subject had perfect confidence 
in his marksmanship. 

Several years before his 
retirement, while visiting in 
Shelby County, Hill gave an 
exhibition at Wilsonville. A 
Shelby Countian, who 
attended the exhibition, 
reported: “He was so fast that 
apparently without sighting he 
drew back and shot the arrow 
for a bulls eye every shot. 
And the force of the arrow 
sent it through two bales of 
hay.” 

When asked how he 
achieved skill that led to such 
fame, Hill replied: “It was a 
God-given talent. I* was a

Hill’s fame aS an archer was 
Browing. He won 196 Field 
Archery tournaments in a 
row. He won the Florida State 
Target Archery tournament 
in 1928. He went on to win 
seven National Archery Golf 
tournaments, 

Hill pulled the 72 pound 
bow -- heaviest bow pulled by 
any man on record, and set a 
new flight record of 39] 
yards., 1 ft., 11 in., on Feb, 
26, 1928, at Miami. 

During his fantastic career, 
Hill gave archery exhibitions 
at three world’s fairs. In 
California and on location, he 
produced 23 short subjects for 
Warner Brothers, Among them 
was an exhibition of shooting 
many kinds of fish with his 
bow and arrow, including 
sailfish, swordfish, manta ray, 
Stinger ray, giant grouper, and 
a fourteen-foot shark. 

Hill filmed the movie 
“Tembo” in Africa. It was 
shown in 57 countries and in 
seven different languages. He 
did all the shooting in the 
following pictures: “Robin 
Hood,” “Elizabeth and 
Essex”, “They Died With 
Their Boots On,” “Dodge 
City”, “Virginia City,” 
“Buffalo Bill,” and “Bandits 
of Sherwood Forest.” 

Of Errol Flynn, who 
played in “Robin Hood”, Hill 
said: “I never met a nicer guy 
than Errol Flynn. He did have 
some bad traits, but more 
good ones than bad ones.” 

Hill played Captain of the 
Archers in “Adventures of 
Robinhood.” And he played 
the part of Strong Man (an 
Indian) in “Laughing Boy.” 

One of his first film 
appearances was on location 
in Wyoming where he rode 
bareback and with a bow and 
arrow shot a bull buffalo from 
a running horse. A dangerous 
feat since the buffalo charge if 
not killed instantly. As the 
cowboy riding with Hill said: 
“One of these here bows and 
arrows ain’t no fit weapon for 
a buffalo critter.” 

Hill's hunting expeditions 
led him to 12 countries. The

Howard Hill Longbow, the 
bow he designed and built for 
the serious hunting archer. 

The big game killed in 
Africa by Hill with a bow and 
arrow is awesome. They 
include three elephants, one 
buffalo, two lions, one 
leopard, one zebra, four 
impala, three wildebeeste, four 
gazelles, one hartbeeste, three 
wart hogs, one forest hog, and 
two cheetah, 

It was February 27, 1950, 
in the Belgian Congo, when 
Hill killed an African bull 
elephant. It weighed 
approximately 10,000 pounds. 
This was the first elephant 
known to be killed by a white 
man with a bow and arrow. 


Big game killed by Hill in 
North America include 
buffalo, moose, elk, wild 
jackass, black bear, grizzly 
bear, deer, antelope, mountain 
sheep, wild boar, cougar, 
jaguar, lynx cat, timber wolf, 
coyote, bull elephant seal, 
badger, fox, racoon, and 
beaver. 

When discussing the 
shooting of an apple off the 


head of a man, Hill was 
asked: “Did a man actually 
stand there with an apple on 
his head, and you shot it off 
with an arrow?” 

“He did, and I actually 
did,” Hill replied. “And I also 
shot a prune off the head of a 
man at 60 feet.” 

His skill was such that his 
subject had perfect confidence 
in his marksmanship. 

Several years before his 
retirement, while visiting in 
Shelby County, Hill gave an 
exhibition at Wilsonville. A 
Shelby Countian, who 
attended the exhibition, 
reported: “He was so fast that 
apparently without sighting he 
drew back and shot the arrow 
for a bulls eye every shot. 
And the force of the arrow 
sent it through two bales of 
hay.” 

When asked how he 
achieved skill that led to such 
fame, Hill replied: “It was a 
God-given talent. I* was a

In January, 1962, 
Hill was elected an Honorary

Tallie, 22 and Tallie’s wife 
Rosemary Parker Tallie, 22 
, charging all four with the 
’ murder of Draper. 


District Attorney Barber 
told the Reporter Tuesday 
afternoon that the charges 
against the quartet were nol 
prossed Monday afternoon. 


Barber indicated that the 
nearly month-long 
investigation showed that 
Draper had been in the 
company of the four carly 
Sunday morning, October 20. 
The investigation also indicated 
that Draper had been in Tallie's 
car, that a fight among the men 
did take place and that Draper 
jumped out of Tallie’s car while 
the vehicle was travelling 
between 5 and 10 miles an 
hour. 

The autopsy performed by a 
pathologist, according to 
Barber, indicated that Draper 
died from body wounds all 
inflicted at the same time. The 
report also indicated that the 
wounds could not have been 
sustained by jumping or falling 
from a car moving at only 5 to 
10 miles an hour. 

Reports from the state 
toxicologist, the pathologist 
and investigating officers 
indicate that Drpaer was run 
over by a vehicle after he had 
jumped from Tallie’s slow 
moving car. 


After a two day 


examination of Tallie’s car, 
state toxicologist Robert 
Johnson reported to District 
Attorney Barber that it was 
not Tallie’s car that ran over 
Draper. 

Attorney Gerald Topazi, 
retained to defend the four’ 
who had been charged with 
Draper's murder, that the 
Reporter Tuesday, that the 
investigations “determined that 
these people couldn't have 
caused Draper's death and they 
are now cleared of all charges..’ 

The Jefferson County 
District Attorney told the 
Reporter “The case is not 
closed. . . .it now reverts back 
to a hit and run case and this 
office as well as Jefferson 
County law enforcement 
officials are continuing the 
investigation.” 

Barber also said that 
Draper's father had inquired 
about the possibilities of 
employing a private 
investigating firm to look into 
his son’s death. Barber told the 
Reporter that he assured Mr, 
Draper that the Jefferson 
County District Attorney's 
office would cooperate with 
him and furnish the private 
investigators any information 
that may have already been 
gathered.

Ample water necessary 
for future growth

A dependable and lasting supply of good water is a 


UMW representative 


He was president of UMW 
District 20, which covers the 
entire state of Alabama. 

His death came at a particu- 
larly critical time in the nego- 
tiations, and many UMW mem- 
bers are pressing a further in- 
vestigation into the circum- 
stances surrounding his death. 


Officers of the UMW had 
tentatively agreed on a con- 
tract to settle the nationwide 
strike now in progress. The 
contract was being studied by 
the 38 member bargaining 
council of which Littlefield 
was a member. 

Reportedly, Littlefield 
walked in on a robbery in pro- 
gress when he went into a mo- 
tel room to see two acquain- 
tances, Henry Brownfield and 
Frank Stevenson, UMW repre- 
sentatives from Price, Utah. 
Surprised, the robber chased 


high priority need for Shelby County. 

Existing industry cannot continue to operate nor can 
we attract new industry unless there is ample water. 
Industry provides the tax base that provides most of the 
local revenue for schools, hospital, roads, and other public 
services. Some Shelby County municipal and community 
water systems have a history of short supply, failure, and 
crisis action to provide water for bare necessities. Mayors, 
city councilmen, and water board members are giving 
thought to plans to provide for future needs. 


The Shelby County Commission is not in the water 
business and does not have the resources to go into the 
water business. Yet, under existing federal programs, it is 
necessary for the County Commission to become involved. 
Federal agencies with funds for long range programs prefer 
to deal with one governmental unit rather than with the 


separate water boards. 


+ Engineers of the Soil Conservation Service have made 
a preliminary study of Shelby County. They tind that some 
two to three million gallons of water are being taken from 
under ground sources each day. They have concluded that 
when this daily use is at the five to six million gallon per 
day level that water shortage problems will occur 


throughout the county. 


Engineers recommend that the various community 
and municipal water systems be inter-connected and that a 
central supply be developed. They suggest that a study be 
made leading to the construction of two 350-400 acre 
lakes, They conclude that the lakes could supply up to 16 
million gallons per day; a supply adequate for a number of 


years to come. 


The engineers prefer a ground water supply retained 
in lakes to water from the Coosa River. River water, they 
say, is more contaminated, requires more treatment; thus is 
more expensive and of poorer quality than would be the 


lake water. 


The first step to accomplish this long range plan is to 


tie the water systems together. 


The Mayors and municipal governing bodies together 
with the water boards in central and east Shelby County are 
being requested by the County Commission to give 
approval to a project that would tie all systems together. 
Estimated cost is in the range of $700,000. 


County Planner, W. Paul Yeager, believes that federal 
grant money will be available for half of the cost. Financing 
of the local share will have to be arranged. One possible 
solution is a small increase in the monthly water bill of the 
4,500 customers residing in the area. 


Meetings are being held to determine if the program 


can be undertaken. 


__ Water systems in the west half of the county can be 
more easily connected. They are closer together. This will 
be a second phase of the program. 


In summary, engineers. tell us that serious water 
problems are in store for Shelby County, that the municipal 
and community water systems should be connnected and a 
single source of water developed. 


Funds are available to pay one half of the cost of 
connecting the systems in the east half of the county. We 
are at the decision making stage of the first step in an 
important direction, the insurance of good water for Shelby 


County for years to come.

Anita Herlong of LA 
Herlong Associates, presented a 
financial report for the fiscal 
year 1973-74. Revenue for the 
period totaled $79,586, while 
expenditures were $315,885, 
she reported. Of these 
amounts, city revenue was 
$332,516 and expenditures 
were $215,240, with the Water 
System account showing 
income of $147,069 an outlay 


of $100,645.

The total water system 
expansion plan will cost 
approximately half a million 
dollars.

At present Calera is 
studying figures to find out 
how much they will will be 
able to borrow. 

After property is bought 
and a new well is drilled Calera 
will begin the next phase of 
their plan by building a new 
Storage tank.

A new legislature is 
generally expected to make a 
new begining these days and 
the massive turnover in the 
makeup of the next Alabama 
Legislature certainly holds 
promise of being an 
exceptional body. 

For too long the people 
of Alabama has regarded the 
legislature as a bunch of 
clowns, all self-serving, all 
interested only in playing and 
in generally in making 
spectacles of themselves. 

But there is an old adage 
sthat you get what you pay 
for and Alabama hasn't paid a 
very great amount for the 
operation of its legislative 
branch of government. 

For one thing, it’s a 
parttime legislature, and all 
the members make in actual 
salary is $10 a day while the 
body is in session, 


Since that’s « 
constitutional provision, it 
takes a constitutional 


amendment to change it, and 
constitutional amendments 
must be voted upon by the 
entire electorate. That means, 
quite frankly, that the 
legislature has long recognized 
that it would be virtually 
impossible to increase its own 
salary. 

So over the years, the 
legislators have voted 
themselves expense money, 
now up to $20 a day while 
in session and $300 per 
month every month, in 
session or out. 

The $10 “salary” and 
$20 expenses per day while 
in session means $30 every 
calendar day, Monday 
through Sunday, even though 
the body might meet only 
twice during any given week. 

As a result, during those 
years when the legislature 
meets, a member might 
expect total legislative income 
of $7,500. During years when 
there is no session, they can 
expect $3,600. 

While the body is in 
session, there are few 

mbers who can get much 
done in whatever business or 
profession they're in back 
home. Salaried workers would

have to have mighty 
understanding bosses if they 
ran for and won a seat in 
the legislature, 

Generally, lawmakers are 
lawyers, farmers or 
independent businessmen or 
merchants who can afford to 
take time from their regular 
business or profession to 
serve in the legislature. Not 
many of the people who 
serve in the legislature are 
making less than $20,000 a 
year from other sources, 

So the money-even the 
$7,500 a year, is not a big 
factor. Some serve for a 
special self interest but 
believe it or not, most of 
them serve out of some sense 
of civic duty. A certain 
amount of egotism figures in 
every decision to seek public 
office, but the sense of 
service to one’s fellow men 
cannot be completely 
discounted, for it is very real 
in many state legislators. 

Alabama, as most states, is 
deeply concerned these days 
about the quality of its 
legislature. In Alabama, we 
have about the quality we 
might expect of a legislature 
that is parttime, that is 
understaffed, that suffers for 
the lack of proper research 
facilities and the lack of a 
proper building and offices in 
which to conduct its 
business. 

Just last week, a 
committee on Senate Reform 
agreed to seek a $15 million 
bond issue for a legislative 
hall. If the public climate 
had been right, it could have 
been built four years ago for 
$9 million and would have 
been in use early next year. 

Legislators need some kind 
of an allowance for postage 
and secretarial help, and for 
travel expenses within their 
districts. If the climate is not 
right, they won't get it, and 
the people will not get the 
quality of representation they 
should have. 

Somehow it seems that 
the legislature is about to 
grow up and to begin acting 
responsibly. Hopefully, they 
will have public support as 
they strive for that attitude 
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Sweet Tooth is Hurting

WASHINGTON — Candy 
may still be dandy, but its 
cost may soon make it a lux- 
ury only the rich can afford. 

Sugar. the prime confec- 
tionary ingredient, is now 
rivaling oil as the fastest ris- 
ing commodity on the world 
price index. A five-pound 
bag of sugar cost 88 cents last 
year. Today, it runs nearly 
$2.50 

The reasons are complex, 
but a large share of the price 
rise can be laid to 
unscrupulos brokers and 
greedy sugar refiners 

The brokers set themselves 
up as middlemen, contract- 
ing desperate customers and 
offering them sugar. Once 
they get an offer, they get the 
sugar from a supplier they 
have worked a deal with. The 
increased costs go into the 
broker's pocket 

Many legitimate sugar 
refiners are also taking ad- 
vantage of the short sugar 
supply to raise prices well 
above their costs, Sugar in- 
dustry profits have ballooned 
by as much as 500 per cent 

Of course, market pres- 
sures have played the most 
significant role in the price 
boost. Worldwide, sugar con- 
sumption has simply out- 
paced sugar production. The 
oil-rich Arab nations have 
helped inflate demand, bid- 
ding up prices on the interna- 
tional market to satisfy a 
newly developed sweet tooth. 
And poor crops forecasts 
uround the world mean 
further increases in the 
fulure 

In America, sugar's out: 


rageous price has consumers 
either boycotting or hoarding 
the product. Only dentists and 
nutritionists, it seems, are 
heralding the sugar pinch. 
The food experts have found 
that sugar is the only food 
without nutritional value. 
And the dentists, of course, 
hope that less sugar will 
mean fewer cavities. 

GETTING TO KNOW 
YOU: President Ford travels 
to the Soviet Union this week 
with a head full of advice 
from Secretary of State He- 
nry Kissinger 

Kissinger gave Ford a 
favorable report on his secret 
19-hour talks with Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. The 
Soviet leader was cordial but 
cautious, Kissinger reported 
He clearly wants to continue 
the Russian-American de 
tente 

But Brezhnev made it clear 
that he wanted to get to know 
the new American President 
before substantive talks get 
underway. The first Ford- 
Brezhnev However, the two 
leaders will undoubtedly 
foray into some ticklish 
areas 

Ford, for example, is con- 
cerned about the Soviet 
buildup of mobile missiles 
These missiles can be moved 
by train, truck or plane. They 
can even be fired on the 
move. It would be almost im- 
possible, then, to set up an ad 
vance defense system 

The first dramatic test of 
the new Russian missile was 
conducted when Kissinger 
was in Moscow about a month 
ago.

In the past the need for care and training of mentally 
retarded persons was answered through institutionalization 
It has become apparent that such care is expensive and 
inappropriate for meeting the needs of most mentally 
retarded persons, 

j It is now believed that better therapy can be provided 

in the persons’ own community, The movement toward 
community training of the mentally retarded has spread 
until it is expected that each community should be 
prepared to provide the full array of services needed by the 
retarded. 

Special classes for mildly and moderately retarded 
children are provided in the public school program in 
Shelby County. Following special classes the first program 
for the retarded to get underway in most communities is 
usually day care centers, 

Shelby county does not have facilities for day care 
for the retarded. 

These centers provide services for persons too young, 
too involved or too old to qualify for the special classes in 
the regular school systems.

warn the Soviets that they 
are risking a new round in 
the arms race unless the two 
superpowers agree on 
restraints. For once both 
countries start producing 
mobile missiles, even the 
most sophisticated sur- 
veillance couldn't keep track 
of how many mobile missiles 
the other side had, or where 
they were developed. 

The Vladivostok summit, 
however, is unlikely to pro- 
duce any major Soviet- 
American agreements. 
Rather, it will serve to rein- 
force the foundations of de- 
tente. 

SHEIKHS AND STARVA- 
TION: The oil price squeeze 
has brought fabulous wealth 
to a few Arab sheikhs. It has 
also brought starvation to 
millions of impoverished 
people. 

High oil prices increase the 
cost of fertilizers and insec- 
ticides, which have a 
petroleum base. This has 
reduced food production. 

Yet an estimated 400 
million — twice the popula- 
tion of the United States — 
don't have enough to eat. 

The United States is the 
world’s greatest food pro- 
ducer. Unlike the oil pro- 
ducers, the United States has 
been generous with its 
surplus food. For 30 years, 
the United States almost 
alone has kept the im- 
poverished from starving 

Half of the world’s bulk 
food exports still come from 
the United States. Of this, a 
whopping billion dollar's 
worth of food is given away 
or is sold to poor countries at 
low cost 

In contrast, the reckless 
greed of the oil sheikhs is 
costing lives. They have been 
showing up at the world’s 
pleasure spots scattering 
money like autumn leaves. 
Meanwhile, in places like 
Bangladesh and India, peo- 
ple are being turned away 
from the bread lines because 
they have no money for food 
And in Africa, millions are 


starving because there isn't 
enough food to go around. 

COMPACT CRUNCH: The 
four major auto manufac- 
turers have spent $1 billion 
retooling factories to produce 
smaller cars. Yet transporta- 
tion officials are having sec- 
ond thoughts about small 
cars. 

It is true that small cars 
consume less fuel and, 
therefore, are more econom- 
ical to operate. But private 
studies show that small cars 
get involved in more acci- 
dents and are more costly to 
repair. The average damage 
claim after a collision, ac- 
cording to the studies, is $506 
for a compact car compared 
to only $433 for a full-size car. 

A front fender, which cost 
$61 to repair in 1967, now 
costs $114. A rear fender, 
which cost $150 to repair in 
1967, now costs $167. And a 
trunk lid, which cost $93 to 
repair in 1967, now costs $132. 

Costs like these have 
started a move in Congress to 
regulate the auto repair busi- 
ness.

Disease traced to horse blankets

The Governor's Office of 
Consumer Protection joins the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission in warning 
consumers, particularly horse 
owners, that 5,000 to 10,000 
“Alaskan Hair Saddle Pads” 
sold nationwide could be 
contaminated with anthrax 
spores,

However, fair to good 
prospects are in store where 
there is suitable habitat. 

And few things thrill a 
hunter as much as watching 
fine dogs comb the fields, 
point and flush the quail. 

The turkey fall season 
opened Wednesday in several 
Alabama counties including 
Shelby. 

Turkeys have been in season 

) since November first in river 
bottom regions of Baldwin, 
Clarke, Monroe and 
Washington counties. 

Counties with a spring 
turkey season will have to wait 
until March 20th. 

The gobbler limit is one a 

' day and five during the 

, combined seasons. 

A high survival of young

turkeys resulted from 
improved conditions during the 
breeding season. The outlook is 
good for gobbler hunters. 

The deer season, which has 
been open since November first 
in the same low areas of the 
four counties, opened 
Wednesday in most other 
counties. 

Be sure you know the areas 
of some counties where it is 
prohibited. 

Legal deer are bucks with 
bare antlers visible above the 
natural hairline. One a day is 
allowed, 

The chief of the game 
management section of the 
Department of Conservation, 
Ralph Allen, says the deer 
population is high. A_ later 
closing date in some areas will 
permit hunters to take 
advantage of the rut-time, 
when the large bucks move 
around more during the 
daytime. 

The rutting season is when 
some hunters prefer scrape 
hunting rather than the use of 
dogs. 

Of course, hunters still can 
shoot rabbits, squirrels, 
raccoons, possums, Canadian or 
white- fronted geese, rails, 
gallinules and dove in counties 
south of US Highway 84. 

And remember, there is no 
open season on bear, mountain 
lion or alligator. Leave them 
alone, for legal and safety 
reasons.

grocery bills 


Students at Auburn 
University are out to lower 
their grocery bills. And they 
believe they have found a way. 

That is to grow a garden in 
1975, 

Dean of student affairs Dr. 
James E. Foy along with the 
agricultural experiment station 
and Alpha Zeta, an AG honor 
socieity, are planning a way for 
300 students who wish to grow 
a garden in 1975. 

The gardens, each 20 by 30 
feet in area, are to be located 
on four or five acres of land 
previously used by the 
agriculture experiment station 
for horticulture research 

Alpha Zeta and the 
Agronomy Department are 
working together to test the 
soil for acidity and nematodes 
and may prepare the garden 
plots for students by applying 
fertilizer and lime 

The cost of ground 
preparation will probably make 
necessary a fee of about five 
dollars.

Phyllis was having tea in an 
open-air cafe when she spied a 
wallet under a nearby table, A 
look inside revealed $900 in 
but no identification. 
Dutifully, Phyllis left the 
wallet with the proprietor of 
the cafe, to be held for a 
possible claimant 

Months passed, and no 
claimant appeared. Finally 
Phyllis decided it was now hers 
to keep. But the proprietor

“The wallet was found on 
my premises,’ he pointed out 
in a court hearing. “Therefore, 
unless the original owner shows 
up, it belongs to me.” 


However, the court ordered 
him to hand the wallet and the 


money over to Phyllis. The 
court said lost property found 
in a public place, not traceable 
to the original owner, may be 


retained by the finder

A shooting incident at ap- 
proximately 7:30 Sunday night 
has left one man dead, another 
with a gunshot wound in the 
leg and a third man is in Shelby 
County Jail charged with sec- 
ond degree murder. 

Dead is 35 year old Jerry 
Edward Bearden of 5110 - 
18th Ave. North in Birming- 
ham. 

Wounded is J. J. Nolen, Ru- 
ral Route, Alabaster. 

Charged with second degree 
murder is Larry Nolen, also of 
an Alabaster rural route and 
the son of J.J. Nolen. 

The shooting occured just 
off Highway 31 between Ala- 
baster and Calera, a few hun- 
dred yards north of Bryant's 
Antique Auction House. The 
incident took place in the yard 
of a mobile home occupied by 
Larry Nolen. 

According to reports, Beard- 
en and Larry Nolen’s former 
wife, Annie Grace Nolen diove 
into the yard of Nolen’s mobile 
home shortly after 7:15 Sun- 


day night. Reportedly, Bearden 
and Mrs. Nolen were either re- 
turning the couple’s two child- 
ren or had come to pick up the 
children. 

Larry Nolen’s father, JJ. 
Nolen who lives nearby in an- 
other mobile home, and Beard- 
en were apparently engaged in 
a conversation, when the talk 
suddenly became an argument. 

In attempting to put togeth- 
er the rapidly moving series of 
incidents, investigating officers 
report that the elder Nolen 
produced a crowbar and Beard- 
en drew a gun. In the ensuing 
scuffle Bearden’s gun went off 
and the elder Nolen was struck 
in the leg. 

While the scuffle was going 
on Larry Nolen, who also had a 
gun, intervened. Another shot 
rang out and Bearden slumped 
over dead from a bullet that 
struck him just below the left 
eye. 
First officials on the scene 
were Alabaster Police officers

Hearing continued 
in Watts libel suit 


A hearing on a request to 
transfer a $100 million suit 
against the Birmingham News 
Company from the Circuit 
Court of Shelby County to the 
Circuit Court of Jefferson 
County has been continued 
until December 5. 

The suit against the 
Birmingham News was filed by 
John Watts of Harpersville and 
the Whig Party of Alabama on 
Tuesday November 5, 

Watts was a candidate for 
Lt. Governor in the recent 
general election. 

In his suit, Watts claims that 
he and the Whig Party of 
Alabama were libeled by an 
article appearing in the 
November 3 edition of the 
Birmingham News. 


Watts states that the article 
caused him ‘“‘great harm, 
injury, embarrassment, 
humiliation, damage of 
reputation, plus reducing the 
possibility of said plaintiff 


from being elected to the 
office he seeks”. 

Watts is asking for punitive 
damages in the amount of 
$100 million to be paid in gold 
bullion to the plaintiff through 
the courts. 

He also demands a jury trial. 

A hearing on the case was 
begun at 3 p.m. Wednesday, 
November 20, 

A Birmingham News 
attorney, Jim Barton, was in 
the Shelby County Circuit 
Court courtroom for the 
scheduled hearing, but the 
plaintiff, Watts was absent. 

Judge James H, Sharbutt 
ordered that the motion to 
transfer the case be continued 
to 12 noon on Thursday,

Sharbutt also ordered the 
Shelby County Sheriff to 
personally serve a copy of the 
motion to transfer, upon the 
plaintiff, John Watts, at least 
three days before December 5.

American's taste for turkey at Thanksgiving time has 
not changed much since the pilgrims sat down with the 
Indians over 300 years ago to share four wild turkeys. 

The taste for wild turkeys all but wiped out the game 
bird in the 1800's. but wildlife management and regulated 
hunting seasons -~ plus the turkey’s own adaptability and 
tanacity - - are giving the bird another chance. 

Today, the nation’s wild turkey population is put at 
more than one million -- even though something like 130 
thousand are shot each year. 

The turkeys the Pilgrims feasted on were not like 
those enormous birds illustrated in history books. They 
were a relatively scrawny fowl of 12 to 15 pounds. 

The turkey you buy at the supermarket today is not a 
Comestic breed of the North American wild turkey. It is a 


Mexican sub-species, originally tamed by the Aztec Indians. 


Some were taken to Europe by the Spanish - - and brought 
back to the new world by the colonists. 

This year’s domestic turkey crop is about 132 
million. That is close to the record of 134 million in 1962. 
Nearly one-third of the turkey crop will end up on the 
dining table this thanksgiving. Another 15 percent will be 
gobbled at Christmas time. The rest are eaten throughout 
the year. 

Each American eats about nine pounds of turkey a 
year, 


higher than most meats in protein and among the lowest in 


calories and cholesterol. 

Turkeys consume nearly three pounds of feed for 
every pound they weigh at market time. At market time, 
the average bird tips the scales at about 18 to 20 pounds. 

Turkeys that are bred for eating are poor fliers. Wild 
turkeys, on the other hand, may be able to fly a mile, 
hitting 45 miles an hour. 

President Andrew Jackson always insisted on a wild 
turkey at Thanksgiving time although domestic birds are 
more tender. 

When president Gover Cleveland sat down at a White 
House Thanksgiving spread he found that the cook had 
tattooed the president's initials into the turkey’s breast. 

To assure that his turkeys had a nutty flavor, 


president Benjamin Harrison had his birds force-fed with’ 


three unshelled walnuts and a glass of sherry on the last 
days of its.life. 

The condemmed birds probably did not find the nuts 
as indigestible as they sound. A turkey’s gizzard is so 
strong-walled it can easily crush an’ :nshelled walnut. 

During the administration of Abraham LIncoln, it 
took a presidential pardon to save the neck of a turkey. 
Lincoln gave in to the tearful pleas of his son, Tad, and 
solemnly rescinded the execution of a turkey named Jack, 
thus, Jack was saved from ax and oven to live and gobble 


At this year’s Thanksgiving Dinner, the average family 
of four will put away more than $6.50 worth of food, 
according to government figures. 

But the turkey - - a family of four will eat about three

A veteran educator who headed the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education during its first four years, 
has loosed a blast at “educational pedagogues” and has 
called for a program to improve the quality of education in 
Alabama. 

Dr. Clanton Williams retired last year and was named 
executive director emeritus of the commission whose 
acronym, ACHE, accurately describes the commission to 
those in education who are described as pedagogues. 

He took a particularly hard swipe at the State 
Department of Education, which, he says, has fostered a 
system which turns out “disgracefully undereducated” 
teachers. The Department's jealously-guarded right of 
teacher certification has stopped ACHF in its tracks in 
trying to upgrade quality in all of post-secondary 
education, Dr. Williams says. 

He also scored the Alabama Education Association 
which, he said, pays only lip service to quality teaching but 
will go to court, if necessary, to protect the jobs of 
incompetent, but tenured, teachers. 

What Williams has proposed is that the next division 
of Special Education Trust Fund monies, for the 1975-76 
and 1976-77 budget years include a $123 million for 
upgrading education-half to the State Department and half 
to ACHE. 

With it they would undertake a “revolution” in 
teacher education in the universities and reordering teacher 
certification and teacher assignments. The program would 
also reward superior teachers with incentive salary increases 
and eliminate unnecessary extravagance, applying the 
savings to improvements of libraries, creation of “Centers 
of Excellence” in the universities and other activities aimed 
at improving quality. 

The Williams proposal is certain to make an 
impression on the state legislature, which will be hard 
pressed by the State Department and the AEA to make 
another “blanket increase’’ in teacher pay, further reduce 
classroom loads and other increases in teacher benefits. 

The AEA is expected to come at the legislature with a 
plan to permit teachers to organize. And the education 
lobby can expect a great deal of help from a number of 
legislators it helped to elect this year with public 
endorsements and financial assistance. mn 

Dr. Williams’ proposal is based upon a $1.595 billion 
two-year budget for education, an estimate that is 
reasonably accurate. The past biennium it was $1.113 
billion and it appears that education revenues will be up 


about $395 million over the next two years. 
It is doubtful that this year Gov. George C. Wallace 


will use the “Select Committee” approach to dividing up 
the education monies. He did that in 1971 and Williams 
charges that the division made then was heavily influenced 
by the State Department and the AEA, which had higher 
education outvoted, 4-2-1 on the Select Committee. 

There does seem to be a rising tide of public 
sentiment for more quality in education. Recent gatherings 
of the new members of the legislature indicate that a good 
number of them recognize this sentiment and intend to do 
something to see that the forces of education return more 
results for their ever-increasing appropriations. 

There would still be, in the Williams proposal, a 20 
percent increase in teacher salaries over the next two 
budget years. And there would also be merit raises for 
teachers who are superior teachers. 


Tire pressure 


fights inflation 


Washington, D.C. -- Motorists can fight economic 
inflation with proper tire inflation this winter, says the Tire 
Industry Safety Council. 

Underinflated tires can increase fuel consumption by 
as much as one mile per gallon, according to a recent report 
by the Federal Energy Administration entitled, “Don’t Be 
Fuelish.” 

The FEA recommends checking tire pressure at least 
once a month, and says, “For the best gas mileage and for 
driving on long trips with heavy loads, inflate your tires 
three or four pounds above the recommended pressure but 
do not exceed 32 psi,” or other maximum imprinted on the 
tire. 

“This winter, with bad weather and fuel shortage 
besides, motorists should utilize all the safety and gas 
savings tips they can get,” declared Council Chairman 
Malcolm R, Lovell, Jr, 

“We already know that properly inflated tires 
improve a car's braking, traction and steering capability,” 
he explained. 

“Now it’s been established that underinflation 
increases a tire’s rolling resistance, causing the car to use 
more gas - - and money - - per mile,” Lovell said. 

These other cold weather tire tips are offered by the 
Council: 

* Changing weather changes tire inflation pressure. 
Tires lose about one pound of air pressure for every 
ten-degree drop in temperature. 

* Tread grooves tunnel water out from under tires in 
wet weather. Bald tires, those with less than the safe 
minimum of 1/16 inch of tread between the grooves, have a 
tendency to “hydroplane”’ and skid. 

*In winter and wet weather, when traction and 
braking really county, remember new, or best, tires go on 
the rear. 

* Hazardous weather also means you should make 
sure tires are properly balanced and aligned for the best 
possible steering response. 

* Make sure your spare tire is in good condition and 
properly inflated before you start out in bad weather.

Military spending cut expected

WASHINGTON — The new 
Congress, with its liberal tilt, is 
expected to cut military spend- 
ing. The liberals would rather 
the money to feed the 
hungry and find jobs for the job- 
less 


President Ford has promised 
his military chiefs, however, that 
he will battle for the defense 
budget. He will accept moder- 
ate, but not deep cuts, he told 
them. 

He urged the armed forces to 
take the initiative by cutting out 
the fat. The Army, for example, 
is top-heavy with brass. Conse- 
quently, Pentagon insiders anti- 
cipate a “reduction-in-force” 
next year that could, in words of 
one high-ranking official, be 
“damn bloody.” 

The Army is also weighted 
down with support troops. who 
perform services for one 
another, without adding any- 
thing to the Army's fighting 


power. 

Under the President's prod- 
ding, the Army will start moving 
Support troops into combat units.

The other services will also 
trim down to better fighting 
Shape. The goal, once again, will 
be to get more bang for the 
buck.

Silhouettes noted for skill needed 


The craft of making paper 
Cut-out portraits was 
extremely popular both in 
this country and in Europe 
between about 1750 and 
1850. These cut-outs, known 
as silhouettes, were never 
intended to be, nor 
considered to be, fine art; 
yet they are worthy of 
appreciation for the skill 
which into their 
making, and for their charm 
and delicacy. 

Formal portraits 
performed several functions 
often beautiful 
themselves; they also served 
to record a likeness, as a 
memento or love token, or 
as documentary evidence 
But bulky and 
costly requiring large houses 
and full purses. For a time, 
miniatures provided an 
alternative, but they too 
went the way of the massive 
portraits, becoming a luxury 
reserved for the well-to-do. 
This fact helped to 
encourage something new in 
the field of portraiture: the 
silhouette 

Silhouettes are any kind 
of solid-color painting placed 
against a contrasting 
background; they can be 
dark against light or light 
against dark.

name silhouette was adopted 
aS a generic term. 

The word comes from the 
name of a French politician, 
Etienne de Silhouette, a 


talented amateur at making 
Paper cut-outs. He served as 
Comptroller General for 
France in the late 1750's, at 
which time he was also 
famous for his rigid 
economies and stringent 
fiscal measures. It was, then, 
a direct social comment to 
associate his name with this 
cheap method of producing 
pictures. 

Silhouettes were made by 
sitting the subject between a 
hanging sheet and a bright 
light; the shadow cast upon 
the sheet was traced by an 
artist, or reduced by 
mechanical means so it could 
be copied and cut out of 
black paper, then pasted 
onto a white background. 
After 1800, a variety of 
techniques were invented, 
but the finest examples were 
inevitably those cut out 
free-hand by a skilled 
practitioner. The silhouettes 
created by the French 
virtuoso, Alphonse Edouart, 
who worked extensively in 
both England and America, 


were of singularly high 
calibre 
The development of 


photography ultimately 
caused the demise of the 
silhouette. It survived as an 
oddity and sideshow 
attraction at carnivals, and in 
the animated cartoon 
silhouettes which were 
popular in the 1930's, but 
today they exist only as the

Water vital to Valley 


because of fire threat 


by Frances Saiia 


A part of the Cahaba Valley 
needs water badly, and not just 
well water, either. The part 


referred to is that portion 
which lies between Oak 
Mountain and New Hope 
Mountain, ranging —_ from 


Highway 31'on the west to 
Highway 280 on the east. 

The complete destruction of 
a valley home by fire recently 
points out the dire necessity 
for water in sufficient amount 
to quench any fire, large or 
small 

The Pelham Fire 
Department very graciously 
came to the rescue with trucks 
portable water tanks, but 
portable water just isn’t the 
answer to extinguishing a fire 
of any size. 


The fact that more and more 
large, modern homes are being 
built in the valley compounds 
the problem Most of these 
homes have cedar shake roofs, 
and some are made completely 
of redwood 

Also, the fact that these 
homes, for the most part, are 
in densely wooded areas is 


Machine 


Total use of a tree at harvest 
is closer at hand. 

A machine has been 
developed which virtually 
yanks the root system of pine 
trees out of the ground. 

Dr. Peter Koch of the U.S. 
Forest Service has designed a 
machine which plucks the 
taproot of the pine out of the 
ground like a big carrot, while 
still attached to the tree. 

The specialist says 
harvesting one-fifth of a pine 
tree that’s below ground level 
may prove to be a significant 


addition to the harvestable

Plans for Shelby County's 
new $1.5 million dollar Judi- 
cial Center building are one 
step nearer completion, today, 
after a pre-design conference 
held Tuesday morning in Col- 
umbiana. 


County officials met for sev- 
eral hours with the project 
manager, project architect and 
4 correctional institution spec- 
ialist. 


Present at this week's meet- 
ing were Robert DeNyse and 
Olin Minton of the firm of 
Grove-Haack and Associates of 
Fort Lauderdale and Atlanta 
and Merrill Elam, representing 
Heery and Heery, Inc., of At- 
lanta and New York. 


County officials attending 
included Probate Judge Conrad 
Fowler, County Planner Paul 
Yeager, County Commission 
Administrative Assistant Rob- 
ert Merrill, Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Buddy Glasgow and Lt. 
James Edwards of the Sheriff's 
Department. 


DeNyse will serve as project 
manager, Minton is a former 
federal prison warden and for- 
mer Assistant Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Prisons, Miss 
Elam will function as project 
architect. 


The firms represented by 
these three have joined with 
the Alabaster firm of Dampier 
and Harris to form a “joint 
venture” organization for the 
planning and construction of 
the new facility. The expertise 


Y of each company will be em- 


ployed in all stages of the 
building of the law enforce- 
ment coniplex 


The firms of Heery and 
Heery and Grove-Haack will 
execute the schematics and 
design development phases of 
the project. Dampier-Harris 
will prepare the construction 
contract documents and will 
administer the construction 
supervision. 

Tuesday’s meeting was high- 


lighted by a complete review of 
plans including how the facility 
will be used, overall objectives 
and possible expansion in 
coming years. 


Each of the firms involved 
in the “joint venture” will now 
begin actual drawings. Bi- 
weekly conferences are sche- 
duled in Columbiana and At- 
lanta as designs and plans ma- 
terialize. 


The overall prupose is to de- 
sign a modern, humane and 
secure law enforcement build- 
ing. High emphasis will be 
placed on security. 


The building will serve as 
headquarters for the county’s 
Sheriffs Department and will 
contain offices for other law 
enforcement officials including 
the ABC Inspector, Fish and 
Game officers, State Troopers 
and Water Safety personnel. 


The detention section of the 
building will have facilities for 
75 to 80 prisoners. This section 
will also contain a central kit- 
chen and special areas for 
juvenilles, women prisoners 
and an isolation section for 
prisoners who are ill. 


Provision will be made for 
an exercise area and a general 
purpose room to be used as a 
chapel, and a classroom 


Initial plans call for some 
method of electronic 
surveillance, a screening device 
that will detect metal carried 
by all visitors to the building 
and the possibjlity of future 
expansion. 


A projected time table calls 
for construction bids to be 
received during the early 
summer months of 1975, 
construction to begin during 
the summer and an 18 month 
construction period. 


The new law enforcement 
facility will be built on a 4.6 
acre plot between Depot and 
Lauderdale streets, adjacent to 
the Columbiana Food Center 


Hunting permits no good 


under transmission line 


Shelby County hunters may 
be hunting illegally, even 
though they have hunting 
permits. 

Alabama Conservation 
Officer Captain Ed Lightsey 
explained to the Reporter 
Tuesday, that Alabama Power 
Company permits to hunt on 
Power Company land do not 
give the holder permission to 
hunt along power transmission 
lines. 

Earl Smith of the Alabama 
Power Company Land Division 
has stated that the Power 
Company holds easements on 
lands occupied by transmission 
lines, but the Power Company 


does not actually own the land 
itself. 

Captain Lightsey suggests 
that inquiries concerning which 
areas may be hunted with an 
Alabama Power Company 
permit should be directed to 
the company’s Land Division 
in Birmingham. 


Lightsey also reports that 
several incidents of killing does 
have occured in Shelby County 
since the deer season opened. 
He stated that the practice of 
killing does is depleting the 
county’s deer herd and 
endangering the future hunting 
possibilities.

night that their club is ready to 
help the city establish a 
ballpark for the community. 

Asking if plans call for a 
regulation Little League field, 
or a larger one which other 
groups can use for league 
competition, Nixon was told 
by Recreation Committee 
member J.T, Shelton that the 
city hopes to have a field with 
a fence radius of 280 feet, 
where older teams might also 
compete, 

Mayor Yeager told the 
Jaycees that the larger field 
would require the purchase of 
a small tract of land which the 
city has been trying to buy for 
some time, He said they have 
received no answer on their 
offer to purchase the land but 
promised, “We are going to get 
some word on it soon.” 


Nixon said that Sam 
Carmichael, director of the 
Shelby County YMCA, has 
expressed an interest in helping 
the city organize a league. 

In other business, Yeager 
said that Helena mayor Charles 
Penhale has asked that his city 
be allowed to build a new 
water tank on land to be 
purchased atop a mountain 
between Pelham and Helena. 
The area in question is in 
Pelham city limits, Yeager said, 
but he added that Helena 
officials can legally build the 
tank anywhere they choose, as 
long as there is not a zoning 
conflict, 

Council approved a motion 
that the city grant Helena’s 


request, provided a change in 
zoning is not necessary. 
Meanwhile, Yeager said, the 
Planning and Zoning 
Commission will look into the 
matter and see if a zoning 
change from R-1 is needed in 
order to comply with Penhale’s 
request 

Other proposals received the 
following action: 

Unanimous approval was 
given to the P and Z 
Commission's recommendation 
that three acres of land in an 
industrial park off Highway 52 
be rezoned from R-1 to M-1, to 
allow for construction of a 
manufacturing plant 

Unanimous approval to a 
motion that city employees 
not be given a Christmas 
“increase” in their salaries this 
year. Yeager explained that 
bonuses for city employees are 
illegal, but said municipalities 
can grant a raise in salary for 
the month of December which, 
in effect, amounts to a 
Christmas bonus. 

Approval of a motion

Miners approve 


new contract 


Shelby County coal miners 
voted in favor of the proposed 
new contract, at a meeting held 
in Maylene Monday morning. 

Jack Hall, president of Local 
5908 of the United Mine Wor- 
kers of America, told the Re- 
porter that the Maylene local 
favored the new contract “by a 
large majority.” The exact fig- 
ures could not be released be- 
fore the national tabulation is 
to be made later this week, 
Hall said. 

Hall predicted that the en- 


tire Alabama district of the 
UMW would also vote in favor 
of it. He said the majority of 
miners “seem to think it is a 
fair contract.” He said there 
were some points in the con- 
tract they did not like, but 
there were other things that 
the miners had not expected to 
get. “So all in all, it is a fair 
contract,” he said. 

The only coal mining now 
being done in Shelby County is 
strip mining, most of it near 
the site of the old Segco No. 2 


mine. 

The firm of Sullivan, Long 
and Hagerty is the chief em- 
ployer of Shelby County min- 
ers, including all those who 
vote in the Maylene local. 

The Burgess Company has 
an enormous strip mining oper- 
ation underway in Bibb 
County near Boothton, and 
some of its operation is in Shel- 
by County. Miners who work

Employment is holding up 
well in Shelby County, 
compared with some other 
areas of the nation, according 
to Bill Varden, director of the 
Calera office of the Alabama 
Employment Service. 

Varden is in the process of 
gathering new information on 
job availability. He said the 
new figures will not be 
compiled for about two weeks. 
The last official figure sets the 
unemployment rate at 4.4 
percent in the greater 
Birmingham metropolitan area, 
which includes Shelby County. 


Varden cautiously 
predicted, “It looks like we 
may hold on through the 
winter, and not get to the 
point of what they call a 
‘chronic unemployment area’. 
That is the term given when 
the unemployment rate hits 6 
percent or more. 

Varden told the Reporter 
that most companies in Shelby 
County are not hiring people 
and some have laid off a few, 
but “it is not of major 
proportions yet.” He says 
the situation locally will be 
affected by the coal miner's 


decision accepting the 
proposed new contract. If the 
Strike stretches out, he 
indicated that unemployment 
in industries related to coal 
would increase 

The people who are looking 
tor work in Shelby County at 
present are mostly unskilled, 
lacking in experience and 
training, Varden said 

Construction jobs have 
fallen off, but they always fall 
olf in winter time the director 
said. Other areas of soft 
employment are textile and 
some metal working he added

Waggoner addresses PTA; 


discusses education funds 


Principal speaker at last 
week's meeting of the Pelham 
High School P.T.A. was J.T 
“Jabo” Waggoner, a veteran 
legislator who now represents 
District 51 the state 
legislature. District 51 includes 
parts of Jefferson and Shelby 
counties 

Waggoner told the group 
that the educational climate in 
Alabama is slowly improving. 
He stated that Alabama ranks 
high in support from’ state 
sources but almost at the 
bottom in the category of local 
or county support.: 

Alabama’s schools, he 
reported, get about 70 percent 
of their financial support from 
State sources, approximately 
15 percent from the federal 
government and another 15 
percent from local revenues 

Waggoner indicated that the 
State increased the amount 
spent on schools by 34 percent 
during 1973. He also 
mentioned that 56 percent of 
the monies earmarked for 
education go to elementary 
and secondary schools and 
approximately 20 percent goes 
to the support of higher 
education. The remaining 24 
percent goes to vocational 
schools, junior colleges, and 
other educational endeavors, 

State funds for elementary 
and secondary schools, 
according to Waggoner, are 
distributed to the county 
school systems on the basis of 
average daily attendance 

Parents attending the 
Pelham P.T.A. meeting asked 
their representative to 
introduce legislation aimed at 
chaning the method of 
distribution. It was suggested 
that an allowance based on 
enrollment would better serve 
the interests of the schools. 

Waggoner reminded his 
audience that he has four 
children ranging in age from 
two to fifteen and that he 
takes education and related 
problems seriously. He pledged 
to give education his first 
consideration. 

Other topics coming under 
discussion included the lack of 
library books at the new 


Pelham school. Accreditation 
requirements specify six books 
per pupil 

Pelham Principal Willis 
Jones expressed guarded 
optimism that this requirement 
would be met by the end of 
the current academic year.

There is something significant about the fact that the 
Alabama delegation to the National Democratic Part, s 
“Mini Convention” here is seated front row center of the 
cavernous Municipal Auditorium and that Gov. George C. 
Wallace, if he wanted to, could be sitting in the center of 
the very front row. 

In fact, the Alabama governor is figuring prominently 
is everybody's plans and while this town and this charter 
conference of Democrats looks like the display case for 
1976 presidential candidates, it is really not a contest of 
men, but of ideas. 

As far back as 1966 the idea began to grow that the 
Party should set down somewhere the basic rules for its 
conduct and the transaction of party business. After the 
trauma of 1968 and the Chicago Convention, it became 
apparent that someone, somehow, had to draw somé 
guidelines for the selection of delegates. 

That was done for the 1972 convention--the odious 
“quota system” under which every minority group, 
women, young people and laborers had to be represented at 
the convention in the same proportion their numbers bear 
to the total population. 

The 1972 convention in Miami was little better than 
Chicago and conservatives were flattened and even some 
liberals were shocked at the manner in which Sen. George 
McGovern and his people sewed the affair up for him with a 
minority of the people behind them. 

Those who didn’t see that during the convention were 
rudely awakened with its truth when Richard Nixon wiped 
McGovern out that November 

Gov. Wallace was one of the first to inveigh against 
the “new left,” the “exotic left’ which did nothing but 
make a Jot of noise and shout obscentities at the 
multitudes, 

And indeed his constituency began to take on new 
import to the Democratic Party, which has now come to 
realize that while they can’t very well live WITH Wallace, 
neither are they able to do much living WITHOUT him 

The charter under consideration here outlaws the 
quota system, or at least it did when this conference bagan. 
And it also calls for proportional representation at every 
level of party affairs. 

The importance of that to Wallace is that if he enters 
the presidential primaries again in 1976, if he gets 40 
percent of the vote in a particular state, then he'll get 40 
percent of that state’s convention delegates. 

Not like the “winner take all” primaries of the past, 
say like in California where McGovern got 45 percent of the 
vote and Sen, Hubert Humphrey got 40 percent McGovern 
got all the California delegates! That one state tipped the 
scales in McGovern’s favor and he went on to win the 
nomination. 

Now if the Conference here outlaws quotas and 
mandates proportional representation, then it may be the 
“new left" that walks out. And the Democrats certainly 
don't want to lose the votes of the blacks, the young, the 
labor movement 

So the leadership is in a quandry and Wallace can well 
afford to sit back and let them come to him. 

He'll probably not appear on the conference floor 
and if he does make an appearance, it will be only briefly 

And when he gets back to Alabama, he can very 
probably boast, and rightfully so, that he “turned the party 
around” and drew it “back toward the middle.” 


Unification causes 
questions in courts 


Plans to bring Alabama's county and city courts 
under a uniform judicial system have not been greeted with 
unifrom enthusiasm by the state’s judicial community. 

Conflicts run the gamut of the court issues involved 

- who has jurisdiction in what areas, how much should 
court fees be, which judges might be replaced? 

The job of resolving these tough questions has been 
given to a 53-member body, the judicial advisory 
commission. The chairman of the commission says that 
despite built-in problems, the job is moving along on 
schedule. 

Charles Cole, a Cumberland Law School professor 
who took a year’s leave to direct the commission, says a 
report will be put together by late January with proposals 
for legislative and judicial action. Under the reorganization, 
city courts will have the option of joining county courts 
under a new district court system 

Cole says the commission represents a cross-section of 
the judicial community. That is: Lawyers, prosecutors, 
judges and legal educators. And these groups naturally have 
their differences, But Cole says, in his words, “The conflicts 
have been resolved to at least a consensus.” 

The reforms include the areas of court personnel, 
budgeting and prosecution services. They are required by 
the judicial article constitutional amendment ratified by 
voters last year. The commission was given the job of 
finding ways to implement the changes. 

By reorganizing into district courts, Cole says, there 
will be clear lines of jurisdiction in criminal and civil cases. 
Court and prosecution fees will become uniform, and all 
intermediate trial court judges will be required to have law 
degrees. 

Cole says City Courts will have the option of joining 
their county’s district operation, and they can get out later 
if they don’t like it. 

Cole says the measure requiring law degrees will mean 
some judges will have to be replaced. But, by and large, he 
says the existing court personnel will be retained. 

He says one issue discussed at great length is a public 
defender system. Federal law requires free defense for the 
poor, but he says it was determined that local courts should 
decide how they want to run such programs. He says there 
are monetary limitations on what can be offered. 

Cole says the commission’s report will be put into its 
final form in late January and sent to Chief Justice Howell 
Heflin of the Alabama Supreme Court. The justices then 
will review it and call for whatever legislative and judicial 
steps are necessary to put the district plan into effect.

Thomas Wolfe 

Yet the yearning for home is deep within all of us 
who ever moved from where we grew up. And the number 
expands each year as American mobility increases. Are we 
all doomed sadly to live out our lives in strange and distant 
places because we can’t go home? 

True, we can never find home as it was ten, twenty, 
thirty, forty years ago. Neither can those who never left as 
time moves on for them too. The old folks die, the young 
mature, and all are eternally renewed with fresh births. 
Houses bum or fall down yet multiply as others arise. 
Primitive lights, heat, water, are replaced with 
contemporary electric, gas, plumbing fixtures. The fields 
explode into forests as factories and golf courses spread. 
Churches, schools, stores, roads, give way for the new and 
improved. 

We who leave like those who stay undergo 
transformations within ourselves, new outlooks through 
education, jobs, family, fortune, age.

Coupon books need 


careful consideration 
prior to purchase

Merchandise coupons books have become a common 
practice throughout the state of Alabama and in other 
states. Basically there is nothing illegal in this practice if all 
parties involved live up to their promises. However, it seems 
that some of the coupon books that have been sold have 
been misleading. Consumers should thoroughly investigate 
the coupons before agreeing to buy the books. 

The Governor's Office of Consumer Protection 
advises you to consider the following tips before purchasing 
merchandise coupon books: - 

* Read any advertisements for coupons books 
carefully before actually making the purchase. There 
may be limitations or conditionson the use of the 
coupons which may influence your decision to purchase. 

Know exactly what your obligations are. In most 
cases the coupon calls for a purchase of merchandise or 
service as a condition for getting the free merchandise or 
service, 

* Pay particular attention to the expiration date of 
the coupons. If they can only be used for a short period 
of time, they may be of limited value. 

* Check with a few of the merchants who are 
listed as participants to see that they have actually 
agreed to provide the promised merchandise of service. 

* Be wary of coupon books which are marketed 
through the use of a “contest.” Typically, all 
participants end up winning, and the “contest” is only a 
way of promoting the sale of the coupons.

The bicycle boom 


America is having a love affair with the bicycle. Not since 
the gay 1890's—before the age of the automobile—has the 
two wheeled chariot enjoyed such popularity for recreation 
and transportation. , 

Higher gasoline costs, environmental concerns and the 
desire for enjoyable and healthful exercise will result in more 
than 15 million new bike sales for 1974. That's five million 
more new bikes on American roads than new automobiles! 

A’quick look around the Nation reveals the extent of the 
Nation's bicycle boom. 

Here is Washington some 20 to 30 thousand people bike to 
work each day. Pedaling to work is equally popular in other 
major metropolitan areas. 

The Federal Highway Act of 1973 set aside $120 million to 
be spent over three years for bicycling facilities. At least 15 
States have adopted legislation for bikeway construction 
while Montgomery County, Maryland, actually requires con- 
sideration of bikeway construction on all roads built, widened 
or relocated. 

On the West Coast, a 67-mile bikeway now runs from 
south of San Francisco to San Luis Dam near Los Banos. 
That trail may eventually extend as far south as San Diego. 
To the North, the State of Oregon has used 1% of its gasoline 
tax receipts in addition to Federal highway grants to build 
bike and foot paths since 1971, 

In Wisconsin, the granddaddy of bike trails stretches 300 
miles across the entire State. One 32 mile segment runs over 
un abandoned railway roadbed, complete with three tunnels, 
35 bridges, trestles and overpasses. The trail has become so 
popular that the State recently bought another 150 miles of 
abandoned rail roadbeds for additional bike traffic. 

It's significant for the Nation's energy future that the 
bicycle is now winning the popularity contest with its four 
wheeled brethren, the automobile. Bicycles are our most 
energy efficient mode of transportation, using less BTU's per 
Passenger mile than it takes to walk. Automobiles are one of 
the least efficient. 4 
The more Americans take to pedal power for transporta- 
tion to work, for quick trips to the corner grocery store, fot 
weekend recreational fun, the less we'll depend on our cars 
and the less petroleum products we'll have to buy to keep 
them running. 

And conserving America’s petroleum energy is one of the 
cornerstones of our effort to make this Nation less dependent 
upon expensive imports in the years to come, 

So next time you are sitting alone in your car in a traffic 
jam thinking how silly it is for so many high-powered autos 
to be stuck at a crawl, think about the bicycle boom, You 
— be better off moving on two wheels than Standing still 
on four.

point where the L&N would 
cross the Southern Railroad, 
The engineers —_ considered 
Montevallo as the most 
advantageous point for the 
railroads to cross. The 
gentlemen arrived at 
Montevallo and set up camp at 
the spring which in those days 
furnished water for the college 
(now the University of 
Montevallo), and proceeded to 
consider the point of crossing, 


During their leisure hours, the 
engineers took to shooting dice 
and playing cards. It is said 
that some of the citizens of 
Montevallo protested — such 
iniquities, Whereupon the 
gentlemen pulled up stakes and 
moved to Calera where they 
selected the sight where the 
L&N Railroad and the 
Southern Railroad cross 


Traveling by rail from most 
points in Shelby County was 
not a problem in the early 
1900's. Wilsonville boasted 
four trains daily that stopped 


and took on passengers, mail, 
and express. If you wished to 
travel to Birmingham or to 
Montgomery from Wilsonville 
you simply boarded the train 
for Calera and transferred there 
to the northbound or the 
southbound train. 


At Vincent, you boarded 
the Central of Geofgia and 
went straight through to 
Birmingham without transfer, 
but not without — switch, 
junction, and station stops. 
From Helena, you enjoyed the 
same expediency of rail travel 


to Birmingham without 
transfer, but not without 
station stops, 

There were other 


conveyances of the times, of 
course. The Southern Railroad 
also ran through Columbiana. 
The Southern Depot was 
located several blocks from 
Main Street. When salesmen, 
known as drummers, arrived on 
the Southern, their bulky 
sample cases, and sometimes 
they themselves, were brought 
to the hotel on Main Street by 
a horse-drawn dray or by an

enterprising lad with a goat 
drawn wagon, 

When the college at 
Montevallo opened its doors in 
the late 1800's, girls from all 
over Georgia and Alabama 
arrived at the Montevallo 
Depot. A horse-drawn bus-like 
conveyance met the girls and 
transported them to the 
college. Later, Montevallo 
boasted a half dozen or so 
Model-T Ford taxicabs which 
met the trains. 

The doctors in Shelby 
County were among the first to 
forego the horse and buggy for 
the Model-T. One of the good 
doctors is said to have never 
quite mastered the art of 
gelting his horseless carriage 
stopped, When all else failed, 
he'd rare back, shout, “Whoa!” 
And head for a tree. 

And there were the surreys 
with the fringe on top for the 
more affluent, and the 
horse-drawn wagons which 
transported many families to 
church. And there were the 
livery stables with horsesand 
buggies for hire(a forerunner

Prevention Wee 


proclaimed 


‘Child Abuse Prevention 
Week” is being observed in Ala- 
hama Dec. 1-7 by proclamation 
of Gov. George Wallace. This 
year attention is being focused 
m the citizen and legal respon- 
sibilities in reporting and pre- 
venting child abuse in Alaba- 
ma. 

According to Mrs. Nell Ful- 
ton, director of the Shelby 
County Department of Pen- 
sions and Securities, this 
agency will be working closely 
with members of the Alabama 
Federation of Women’s Clubs 
in spearheading this special 
week. 

Mrs. Fulton stated that 
“Efforts of the women’s club’s, 
emphasis on the dangers of 
abuse and the need for 
protective service for 
dependent and neglected 
children, and wider 
understanding of the Alabama 
Child Abuse Law, hopefully, 
will bring about a reduction in 
this problem in our State.” 

A pamphlet on the state’s 
child abuse law was issued this 
fall by the Department of 
Pensions and Securities to help 
citizens understand their rights 
and responsibilities in reporting 
suspected cases. 

The pamphlet states that 
Alabama law required any 
person konwing of or 
suspecting an instance of child 
abuse, report the facts at once 
to the County Department of 
Pensions and Securities, the 
sheriff, or the chief of police. 
Persons reporting the suspected 
abuse are immune, however, 
from any legal action, civil or 
criminal, that might otherwise 
be incurred or imposed. 

Copies of this pamphlet have 
been distributed to the media 
and among teachers, 
physicians, nurses, social 
workers, day care operators 

and others who come into 
frequent contact with children.

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Food stamps 


increased 


Under Secretary of 
Agriculture J. Phil Campbell 
has announced that the food 
stamp allotment for a family of 
four will increase on January | 
from $150 to $154, based on 
August food price statistics. 

The Food Stamp Act, as 
amended by the Agriculture 
and Consumer Protection Act 
of 1973 (Public Law 93-86), 
requires that coupon 
allotments be adjusted 
semiannually to reflect changes 
in the prices of food as 
published by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

Allotment adjustments are 
based on the cost of the 
Department of AGriculture’s 
(USDA) economy food plan as 
it is computed from Bureau of 
Labor Statistics food prices. 

The law requiring 
semiannual adjustments 
specified that the January 
1974 adjustment reflect 
changes in food prices through 
August 1973. A similar 
procedure was used for the 
July 1974 adjustment and is 
being ysed for the January 
1975 increase in the value of 
the coupon allotment, which is 
based on the cost of the 
economy food plan in August 
1974, 

The cost of the economy 
food plan for August was 
$153.40 for a family of four 
with school children 
Accordingly, USDA will raise 
the value of the coupon 
allotment from $150 to $154 
for a family of four and make 
appropriate adjustments for 
other household sizes. 

The maximum income 
eligibility standard for the four 
person household will increase 
from $500 to $513. 


Owner liable 


for icy steps 


Neither snow nor rain nor 
heat nor gloom of night ever 
kept George from delivering 
the mail at the Jenkins house 
But an icy step finally did him 
in. He skidded, went sprawling, 
and dislocated his shoulder, 

In due course, George filed 
a damage suit against Jenkins. 

“They have a special 
problem at their house,” he 
pointed out in court. “The 
roof spills rainwater across the 
front steps, and in cold 
weather this create 
unusually slick coating of ise. | 
didn’t know about the 
situation until after I fell." 

This “special problem, 
which Jenkins did not deny, 
was held enough basis to 
establish legal liability. The 
court said a home owner must 
take precautions against 
hazards that a visitor is not 
likely to notice by himself.

Perhaps sprinkling salt or 
spreading ashes on the ice. 

Or perhaps providing 
adequate lighting. Thus, 
another home owner was held 
liable for neglecting to turn on 
his porch light, after having 
ordered a taxicab to come to 
the house at 8 p.m. 

True, the cab driver realized 
that the steps might be icy 
from an afternoon storm. Still, 
handicapped by-the darkness, 
he slipped anyhow. And a 
court later granted his claim 
for damages. The court said 
that while the home owner 
could not be blamed for the 
ice, he could indeed be blamed 
for showing so little regard for 
thé cabbie’s safety, 

But both of these cases 
involved some degree of fuult 
on the part of the home owner 
If he is faultfree, he is generally 
free from liability as well, 

The claimant in another 
case was a newsboy who 
slipped while delivering the 
evening paper. But the 
visibility was all right and the 
step he slipped on, though icy, 
was no worse than the other 
steps on the block. 

Result: no liability, The 
court said a home owner owed 
“only that caré which an 
ordinarily prudent person in 
like circumstances would 
exercise” - but no more.

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Special education provided for retarded 


by Nancy Duncan 

Authors Note: According to 
figures compiled by the State 
Department of Mental Health, 
there are slightly over 1,200 
retarded persons in Shelby 
County. This last in a series of 
articles on mental retardation 
will look at the services 
available to these persons and 
what is expected to be offered 
in the future.) 


One of every forty persons 
in Shelby County is retarded. 

Causes of this, which are 
about as varied as the range of 
retardation found among them, 
can stem from birth defects 
such as cerebral palsy, Down's 
syndrome (mongolism) and 
spina bifida or from other 
conditions such as brain 
damage and disease 

Until recently, only school- 
aged children received any help 
at the county level and little 
was done to provide counseling 
for retarded persons and their 
families. 

“The Speech and Hearing 
Clinic at the University of 
Montevallo has taken 
residential and day students for 
some time,” said Mrs. Doris 
Otwell, Director 
Retardation Services for the 
Chilton- Shelby Mental Health 
Center. She explained that 
most retarded children have 
speech difficulties. 

Classes for EMR (Educable 


of 


Mentally Retarded) students 
were offered in a few schools 
as early as 1956, said Kathleen 
Boyd, an EMR teacher at 
Thompson Elementary School, 
who has been associated with 
the program since its inception. 

Classes for educable 
students were first established 
in Vincent and Montevallo, 
Miss Boyd reported. Since that 
time, she said, nearly all public 
schools in the county have 
added EMR facilities and three 
of them Vincent 
Elementary, Thompson 
Elementary and Columbiana 
Middle Schools -- now have 
TMR (Trainable Mentally 
Retarded) classes as well. 

Here it might be noted that 
the Alabama Association for 
Retarded Citizens takes issue 
with the terms “educable” and 
“trainable” when used to 
distinguish between the two 
special education groups. 
** *Educables’ are better 
referred to as ‘borderline’ and 
‘mildly retarded’; ‘trainables’ as 
“moderately to severely 
retarded’,”’ contends the 
AARC’s Statement of Concept. 

Shelby County now has a 
total of 37 units of special 
education, noted Mrs. Clyde 
Carden, special education 
co-ordinator with the county 
Department of 


Each unit, she explained, is a 
special service funded through 


Education. 


the state's Minimum 
Foundation Program. Her 
position counts as one unit, 
and another is the 
department's psychometrist, 
who does all the testing and 
referrals for the special 
education classes. 

Still another unit of special 
education is held at the U.M, 
Speech and Hearing Clinic. 
This class, geared for students 
with learning difficulties, is a 
part of the county education 
program, although it is housed 
at the University, Mrs. Carden 
pointed out 

She explained that 
legislation passed in 1973 
requires cach county to 
provide classes for all students 
of school age and she is pleased 
that Shelby County has made 
considerable progress toward 
meeting this mandate in its 
special education program 

Mrs. Otwell, who assumed 
the newly- created post of 
retardation services director 
October 1, says she has four 
main responsibilities 
Counseling mentally retarded 
persons and their families: 
referring the retarded to other 
agencies which can offer them 
help and training; publicizing 
problems and needs of the 
retarded and Starting new 
Services for them. 

“Most (retarded) people 
here don't have any services, 


but we are trying to rectify 
that,” the director said. 

“One of our most valuable 
assets is the ARC,’ she 
continued, referring to the 
Shelby County Association of 
Retarded Citizens. A volunteer 
Organization composed of 
persons interested in taking 
action to get help for the 
retarded, ARC is working with 
the County Mental Health 
Association in planning new 
programs. 

Matching funds are available 
through the Department of 
Mental Retardation of the 
State Department of Mental 
Health, Mrs. Otwell said. These 
would require 12% percent 
Participation by the 
community, she pointed out. 
adding that the county will 
apply for such a grant when jts 
most pressing project has been 
decided on. 

“The state department 
prefers that we do pre-school 
children or adults,” Mrs. 
Otwell commented. One 
possibility for helping either 
age group would be a cottage 
type arrangement, with two 
units of ten persons each, 
where houseparents would 
oversee the activities of the 
residents. 

Another priority might be a 
sheltered workshop, where 
retarded persons could produce 
salable goods and thus find 


Carden pointed out that a 
number of older students are 
now being helped through 
Vocational Rehabilitation, 
“Shelby County has a contract 
with Voc Rehab and we work 
with Miss Jeannie Wright, their 
evaluator- coordinator,” she 
reported, calling the 
arrangement ‘the greatest 
breakthrough yet.” 

Mrs. Otwell said that 
Chilton County is perhaps 
closer to day care than Shelby 
County, because a former 
school building in Clanton has 
been turned over to the Mental 
Health Center for this use. “In 
Shelby County, the cities are 
so spread out, it is difficult, 
but I think any community 
could get a day care center 
Started if they could match the 
funds.” 

Now that she is situated in 
her new position, Mrs. Otwell 
IS anxious to assist retarded 
persons and their families. 
“Anybody who wants my 
Services in any way can call the 
office and make an 
appointment,”’ she said, 
adding, “If they can’t get to 
me, I can come their 
homes.”

eighties, shows the elderly 
fighter still proud of his part in 
the fighting, as he stands 
loaded with Confederate 
reunion medals. 

Because of a war pension 
mix-up, the Caldwells have a 
very complete account of 
Wilson Walker's war duty. 
Having been medically 
discharged before the war was 
over, his name was not on his 
company’s roster when the 
fighting ceased. In order to 
collect a pension, he had to 
write a letter telling his 
whereabouts all during the war. 
In addition, several war 
buddies also wrote letters 
vouching that his account was 
true in order to verify that he 
was eligible for a pension. 

From those letters and his 
discharge papers, the Caldwells 
know what battles Walker was 
involved with in his days as a 
soldier. The seventeen year-old 
signed up in Alabama in late 
1861 under the command of 
Capt. Durham McClellan. From 
Greensport, Alabama, they 
marched to Rome, Georgia and 
on toward Chattanooga. After 
circling back toward 
Tuscumbia, their group became 


_ attached to the Fifth Alabama 


Battalion. 

Walker and his company 
had been involved in several 
skirmishes and fracases up to 
this time, but they really saw 
action after going south to 


Corinth, Miss. The Battle of 
Shiloh shaped up to be one of 


the most important in the 
whole war, and Pvt. Walker was 
glad to have survived it. He 
fought in several other battles, 
such as the fight at Hoover's 
Gap in Tenn., only to be 
wounded in the Battle of 
Chickamauga. 

Here Walker saw some of 
the worst fighting in his life. 
He was shot in the head and 
pronounced dead at the Battle 
of Chickamauga. When he was 


found to be alive, the wounded 
soldier was taken to a hospital 
in Atlanta, where doctors used 
a silver dollar to patch up the 
hole in his skull. Wilson Walker 
remembers the date of his 
injury as Saturday, September 
18, 1963. 

After being released from 
the hospital, the scrappy young 
rebel returned to the war, 
fighting for a time in the 
Kinnesaw Mountains. The still- 
ailing Walker was unable to get 
a medical discharge from the 
army for quite some time; 
eventually he was released 
from duty, which accounts for 
his name not being on the rolls 
when the war ended. 

Mrs. Caldwell quoted from 
one of his letters, which stated 
that he drove an ambulance 
after he ended his fighting 
career. But the war did not last 
much longer, and eventually 
the vet turned to the railroad 
business for a living. 


A newspaper clipping from 
1925 recounts Walker's life in 
his later years. Entitled 
‘Picturesque Vet is Visitor 
Today,” the article describes 
the then 81 year-old veteran as 
one of the men who continued 
to appear at the last few 
Confederate reunions, He 
attended such meetings in 
Memphis in 1901, 1909, and 
1924, Nashville in 1904, 
Gadsden in 1922, and 
Birmingham in 1918 and 1926. 

As Walker and his fellow 
veterans grew older and more 
infirm, they began to keep in 
touch by letter much more 
than before. One letter gives a 
rundown of which comrade is 
where, who is still alive in the 
1920's, and ends with “let me 
know if you are still living.” 

Despite having a silver dollar 
in his head, the man lived to a 
ripe old age. But Caldwell says 
that Walker had a lifelong 
reminder of that wound. As

the fellow grew older his hair 
turned grey -- all except for a 
patch of black hair over the 
silver plug. 

The Caldwells have a 
number of Walker’s belongings 
stored in a safety deposit box, 
including his rebel cap, a small 
photo on glass, and his 
sheepskin pouch with his 
powderhorn, his rifle balls, and 
other mementos of his combat 
days. Caldwell says that the 
items may have a monetary 
value, but he would not part 
with them. His three sons 
Davis, Lummy Jr., and Ronnie 
have the same interest and 
pride in their family’s past, 
knowing that someday they 
will own these reminders of a 
great- great- grandfather who 
was one of the last Alabama 
rebels,

Flowers speaks 


to Farm Bureau

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Cleaner air is in store for 
much of Shelby County 
following the installation of 
the new anti pollution 
equipment at Longview Lime 
in Saginaw. The new 
‘‘scrubbers’’ are being 
assembled to clean the solid 
matter coming from the two 
lime kilns at the plant. 

The first of the two Ducon 
Wet Scrubbers is presently 
being erected at S.J. Lime 
Company's Longview Division. 
The enormous piece of 
equipment will wash the lime 
dust out of the exhaust, leaving 
nothing but steam in the kiln 
emmissions. A scrubber is 
being put on each of the two 
present lime kilns at the plant. 
They have been on order for 
six months, with the first 
section arriving only two weeks 
ago. 

Working closely with the 
Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Commission, the company is 
installing the scrubbers in 


federal regulations, at a cost of 
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Twenty-eight pages in three sections,

more than $350,000. 
According to the company vice 
president James Rae, “The 
scrubbers, scheduled for 
completion within 90 days, 
will eliminate virtually all 
particulate emissions from the 
kilns’ stacks.” 

Rae said to county Probate 
judge Conrad Fowler, “Since 
we are a part of Shelby 
County, we want to do our 
best to help give the county 
cleaner air.”’ He indicated that 
the company is not only 
planning to increase 
production, but that they are 
also planning to beautify their 
grounds at the Saginaw plant.

Pelham’s new city hall, an 
imposing ediface sitting 
prominently on Highway 31, 
will be dedicated Sunday, with 
Alabama Senator Jim Allen 
slated to do*the dedicatory 
honors, Open house will be 
held from 1:00 until 5:00 
p.m., and the senator is 
scheduled to speak at 2:00. 


In moving to the new 
building, city officials and 
employees feel they have gone 
from the ridiculous to the 
sublime. After having all 
personnel, including the city 
clerk, water works clerk, city 
inspector and police...not to 
mention the records they all 
must keep... crammed into 750 
square feet of mobile office 
space for nearly two years, 
they now find themselves 
rattling around in 15,000 
square feet of sheer elegance. 


However, the facility is not 
too large for the city’s needs, 
insists city clerk Willie Mae 
Dennis. “We anticipate rapid 
growth of the city for at least 
another 20 years,”’ she 
commented. “We know of 


many towns that have built a 
smaller building and now they 
regret it.” 


The $365,000 facility, built 
of red brick and trimmed in 
white, has a combination 
council room-courthouse and 
all city offices on the main 
level, along with a reception 
area and a large fully-equipped 
kitchen. 

The right wing of the 
building, where the courtroom, 
pre-council chambers, mayor's 
office and the police chief's 
office are located, features a 
color scheme of gold and royal 
blue, carried out in the 
carpeting and draperies. 


The city clerk’s office and 
water works department are 
combined in a spacious room 
in the left wing and here, 
cranberry carpeting and 
harmonizing draperies are used. 

Underneath it all are the 
police and fire departments 
which include a large training 
room with kitchen facilities, 
garage, radio room, police day 
room, office, reception room, 
two interrogation rooms, fire 
chief's office and a four- cell 


The upper floor consists of 
1,400 square feet of finished, 
but presently unfurnished 
space. It is hoped that this will 
ultimately become a library 
“We have had a lot of people 
wanting a library up here,” 
Mrs. Dennis said, adding, “This 
is a municipal building and we 
think we should let them use it 
for that.”

Bogus antifreeze found 


Beware of bogus antifreeze, 
warns the Shelby County 
sheriff's department and the 
Governor's Office of Consumer 
Protection. In the past few 
weeks, several brands of 
methanol-based antifreeze have 
been appearing around the 
county. This type of 
antifreeze, going under the 
names Zero and Camco, have 
been found to be harmful to 
automobiles. 

The sheriffs department 
and the Office of Consumer 
protection joined forces with 
the University of Montevallo 
chemistry department in 
inveStigating the antifreeze. 
Upon finding that the 
anitfreeze was almost pure 
methyl alcohol, the. Office of 
Consumer Protection 
recommended that the brands 
Camco and Zero not be 
purchased or used by the 
public. 

The two brands are sold in 
white or clear plastic one 
gallon jugs at a price of around 
three dollars, about half the 
price of legitimate antifreeze. 
The product has been found at 
several county service stations 
where the owners unknowingly 
had been selling the bad stuff. 
Both brands have the same 


Commission opens 
new waste landfill 


The Shelby County 
Commission has opened its 
second new public sanitary 
landfill within a year. 

Officially known as Shelby 
County Landfill Number Two, 
the new facility replaces the 
original landfill at Vincent, 
which had been ordered closed 
because of overfilling. 


The old Vincent municipal 
dump, more recently operated 
by the county as a landfill, is 
now officially “CLOSED” and 
dumping garbage or waste is 
prohibited. This site is on 
private property and now 
feverts to its owner. 

The new site is designed to 
serve most of the eastern half 
of the county, and is planned 
for at least twenty years of 
service, 

Landfill No he 
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reached from U.S. 280 about 
one and six tenths miles from 
Westover towards Harpersville. 
The entrance is marked by 
signs on the south side of 
present U.S, 280. 

The entrance road, chert 
surfaced for all-weather use, 
crosses the new four-lane 
portion of U.S, 280. Local 
people will recognize the 
entrance as being directly 
opposite the former site of 
“Meadow View Tourist 
Court”. 

Most of the waste collected 
by the Klean Kounty Co., now 
holding the franchise for rural 
collection in the east half of 
the county, as well as 
municipally collected waste 
from Vincent, Harpersville, and 
Wilsonville should be taken to 
this landfill. All users must sign 


the revieter on pach trin 


label except for the brand 
names and the names of the 
manufacturer and distributor. 
The investigation has shown 
that the company names on 
the labels are fictitious. 

This type of antifreeze was 
used in cars before 1961, but it 
is unsuitable for today’s 
automobiles: In models later 
than 1961 with pressurized 
cooling systems, this antifreeze 
will rapidly evaporate and leave 
a salt residue in the cooling 
system, which could cause rust 
and deterioration. Due to 
higher engine temperatures, 
this type of mixture is 
temporary and will soon boil 
away. In addition, methyl 
alcohol antifreeze can present a

fire hazard if it leaks out of a 
bad cooling system where it 
could be ignited by a spark 
Manufacturers of 
automobiles and trucks warn 
against the use of methanol 
antifreeze, since their vehicles 
are designed to use ethylene 
glycol. The alcohol-based 
product, having a lower boiling 


temperature, will not activate 
the car’s warning light if the 
engine overheats. It also 


reduces the ability of the 
radiator to keep properly 
cooled. A different thermostat 
is also required in pre 1961 
cars Which may use it. 
Methyl! alcohol based 
antifreeze does not possess 
corrosion inhibiting properties

In the wake of the Democrats’ gathering in Kansas 
City this week, it may seem insane to turn to the Alabama 
Republican Party but there are signs that while the Grand 
Old Party is down, it is far from being out. 

A steering committee of the Republican Executive 
Committee was nearly unanimous some 10 days ago in 
voting for a return to the convention system of nominating 
candidates. That will still have to pass the full committeé, 
but after two disastrous primaries, in 1972 and 1974, the 
GOP has realized that the time was not ripe for primary 
voting. The turnback will pass. 

For whatever reason, voters stayed away from the 
Republican primaries in droves and the vote was so light 
that party officials were extremely reluctant to give out the 
voting figures. 

The turn to the primary was seen as a necessary step 
toward political maturity and it almost goes without saying 
that until the party has an ongoing primary system, it will 
not be a serious force. 

For several years editorial writers and political 
commentators have been calling for a two-party system 
There is no doubt that such a system benefits the populace 
especially after a ruling single party becomes fat and 
complacent--tuned out to the public needs and desires. 

The second party will keep the first party on its toes 
and if the second party ever gets into office and has the 
majority, then the first party will keep in on its toes. In a 
two-party system, the “out” party is the watchdog. 

For years and years and years, the state Republicar 
Party has been a sort of a plaything of well-to-do people 
and this is to cast no aspersions on being well - to - do, But 
only the well - to - do can affort to maintain any kind of an 
organization which seldom wins but acts more like a feisty 
dog nipping at the heels of a donkey. 

The organization was nothing much more than a 
social organization and its members enjoyed the occasional 
get togethers where they could commiserate with each 
other over those terrible fellows—Roosevelt, Truman, 
Johnson, Kennedy. 

They lusted after high state office, but cognizant of 
their weaknesses, seldom mounted any kind of a drive to 
win high office. 

Then along came a fellow named Barry Goldwater 
and a lot of Alabamians went for him, thinking that his 
particular brand of conservatism also included keeping the 
public schools segregated. 

It didn’t, but the belief that it did led thousands of 
Alabamians to vote for him over Lyndon Baines Johnson. 
In taking that wrong turn, Alabamians also gave state 
Republicans their greatest victory ever, placing people in 
the Legislature and in various county offices and putting five 
Republicans in Congress. 

Since 1964, the Democrats have been slowly nibbling 
away at those Republican inroads and are gradually winning 
the posts back. 

Then came Watergate and at the worst possible time 
in its history, the Republicans fielded a candidate for 
governor who was bound to lose. But beyond that, he was 
to force the popular Democratic governor to conduct some 
kissd of a campaign and to plead for straight - ticket voting. 

Except for three Congressmen, the GOP was virtually 
wiped out in Alabama. But there are signs that a spark still 
burns and the vote for a return to the convention system of 
nominating is the first visible sign of it.

U.S. needs interest 


on $3.9 billion 


by Senator Jim Allen 

A recent report by the Treasury Department has 
revealed the startling information that the Federal 
government is maintaining an average of $3.9 billion in 
interest-free accounts at commercial banks throughout the 
country, earning some $428 million this year, but the 
Federal government gets none of the proceeds. 

These accounts, known as Tax and Loan Accounts, 
‘include withholdings by businesses and industries of their 
‘employees’ income taxes and social security, railroad 
retirement and various other taxes. 

Almost every bank in the country is used by the 
‘government for these Tax and Loan Accounts because it is 
an efficient and inexpensive way for the Treasury 
Department to collect its money. In addition, the banks 
| provide necessary and helpful services for the government, 
ssuch as issuance and payment of savings bonds, procuring 
and distributing Federal tax forms and purchasing 
government securities, 

Alabama banks, and those of most other states, hold 

‘only a small part of the almost $4 billion in Federal funds. 
As a matter of fact, a study made two years ago shows that 
of the Nation's almost 14,000 commercial banks, the 50 
largest banks in the country hold more than a third of all 
such deposits, 

Common sense and good business judgment dictate 
that large amounts of government funds be held in reserve, 

(but these funds should not be allowed to lie idle. Facing a

Sino-American Relations

WASHINGTON — The year 
1975 could bring full diplomatic 
relations between the United 
States and the People's Republic 
of China, according to our 
sources. 

The reason for the optimism is 
the dramatic announcement, 
during Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s recent five-day trip 
to Peking, that President Ford 
will visit China next year. In the 
wake of Richard Nixon's suc- 
cesses in China, our sources 
reason, Ford would not lay his 
prestige on the line without 
some assurance of a substantial 
brea 

Then there is Kissinger's 
reception in Peking. True, he did 
not gain an audience with party 
chairman Mao Tse-tung. But he 
was extended an unprecedented 
courtesy: Everywhere Kissinger 
went, even on sightseeing tours, 
he was escorted by the new 
Chinese Foreign Minister, Chiao 
Kuan-hua 


Only one major problem now. 


Stands betweeen Washington 
and Peking. As long as we offi- 
cially recognize the Nationalist 
Chinese government of Chiang 
Kai-shek, Peking will hear 
nothing about establishing full 
relations. 

There is speculation, however 
thal a solution to even this thor- 
ny problem is in the works It 
could eventually be settled in a 
manner first proposed by Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D.-Wash. The 
Jackson plan calls for maintain- 
ing just a diplomatic “mission” 


in Taiwan and a full-scale em- 
bassy in Peking. There are signs, 
Say some experts, that the main- 
land Chinese might buy such a 
scheme. 

The State Department, mean- 
while, is discouraging all talk of 
diplomatic recognition between 
Washington and Peking. Presi- 
dent Ford's visit, they say, is 
simply another step in the long 
road to “normalization” of Sino- 
American relations.

Winter water drops 
life expectancy | 


Fishermen and hunters sporting on or near the many 
lakes and streams around Shelby County should take 
extreme now that the colder winter weather has 
arrived

Conservation Commissioner Claude D. Kelley warned 
Alabama’s hunters and fishermen Monday to be aware of 
the danger involved in an unexpected plunge during cold 
weather 

His warning pertained especially to those who use 
their boats to reach their favorite hunting and fishing areas. 
Kelley observed that at this time of year the water level is 
low in many ot our lakes and rivers and exposed stumps 
and rocks can and do capsize small boats 

Water Safety Director Tom G. Shackelford said that 
Wearing of heavy clothing and boots without life préservers 
is the major contributing factor in wintertime fatalities 
when such capsizings occur 

Shackelford also pointed out that cold water reduces 
a person’s survival time considerably due to hypothermia, 
the lowering of the body's core temperature to the point 
where the vital organs are affected 

The following “Expectancy of Survival Chart” has 
been developed by the U.S. Coast Guard. The times shown 
are based on the assumption that the victim is wearing a life

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Painting china -- 


Lost art again revived

After painting for several 
y ars in nearly every medium, 
Mary McKeever of Maylene 
discovered china painting and 
since then, that has been her 
thing. 

A newcomer to Shelby 
County and the South, the 
industrious Mrs. McKeever is a 
lady of many talents and when 


spre isn't painting...or teaching 
“thers to...she spends many 


creative hours sewing, 
crocheting, knitting and doing 
needlepoint. But a visit to her 
cozy Woodland Hills home 
reveals that china painting is 
still her thing, 

Having studied art through 
high school and college, as well 
as in later years, Mrs. McKeever 
finds china painting 
challenging, creative and 
downright fun. 

The McKeever’s variety of 
interests is equalled by those of 
her husband, Donald, a 
zoologist who is now retired 
from the medical department 
of Ohio State University. 

“He was a photographer for 
the medical department there, 
Mrs. McKeever said, explaining 
that in his career he combined 
two professions, photography 
and zoology 

“We had a photography 
shop in Indiana for 14 years,” 
he related. Here, her artistic 
ability was put to use and she 
tinted many of the portraits 
which her husband took. “That 
was before color film had been 
werfected,” she pointed out. 

Mr. McKeever now enjoys 
woodworking, archery, fishing 


and hunting, his wife said, 
adding, “I believe he spends 
seventy-five percent of his time 
out of doors!” 

Looking as dainty as the 
pastel designs she free-hands on 
jewelry, cups, saucers and 
plates, the petite artist talks 


enthusiastically about her 
work. 
“China painting was 


important at the turn of the 
century,” she said, “but after 
that it became extinct for a 
number of years.”’ She added 


that while the endeavor has 
enjoyed a revival among 
individual artists, much ot 


what is now passed off as china 
painting has succumbed to the 
techniques of mass production 
and is actually decaled. 

“China painting is a 
challenge.,.at least it is the way 
I do it,” she declared. “My 
students say they can’t do it, 
but I haven't had one yet who 
couldn't.” 

Having her own kiln, Mrs. 
McKeever is able to carry out 
the transformation of a simple, 
unadorned piece of china into 
a cherished keepsake right at 
home. 

She mixes the oil for her 
paint according to her own 
formula. First she must grind 
the colors which come in the 
form metallic substances, 
many of them containing iron 
The color is then mixed with 
oil, 

“I have formulated an oil 
that doens*t dry and I’m really 


of 


proud of that,’ she 
commented 
“Oil is only a means of 


—_—_— 


application,” she continued. 
“When you fire it, the oil burns 
out, 

“The paint that goes on 
china has a flux which is one of 
the elements that is in the 
china glaze, and when you put 
this is the fire, the paint 
becomes a part of the glaze,” 
she explained. 

She likes to use touches of 
silver platinum or gold on some 
of the pieces she does, but the 
prices of these are becoming 
almost prohibitive, she 
remarked. “The last time | 
bought some gold, | paid $17 
for an eighth of a gram.” 

The product of her efforts 
may -wind up at an arts and 
crafts show, as a gift or on 
consignment in a specialty 
shop. ‘*My daughter’s 
hairdfesser wanted some of my 
things for her shop, so I have a 
few ifeius there, too.” she said. 

With such a successful 
project. going, Mrs. McKeever is 
finding hereself as busy in 
retirement as she was before. 
“People talk about retiring and 
not having anything to do,” 
she laughed, “but we both have 
our hands full and more than 
enough ‘to do!”

Forty cases of the 100-case 
docket of the current session 
of Circuit Court were disposed 
of during the first two days.

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New lawmakers want 


more responsibility

It would be unfair to classify what went on here last 
week in the Legislative Orientation Conference as a 
“revolt.” 

A more accurate descriptive might be, “the 
quadrennial rump session of freshmen legislators,” 

That's because it seems to happen every four years 
and it is generally an unofficial gathering of the newcomers 
to the legislative halls, gathering together for safety and 
comfort, perhaps, and stirred by a feeling that they ought 
to do something with whatever power they have. 

In sessions past, their collective strength wasn’t much 
of a factor, because they were generally in the minority and 
no matter how clannish they think the freshman class is, or 
ought to be, there are a few of them who are going to be 
wooed by the sophomores, juniors and seniors in the body, 
promised some important - sounding position or lured into 

a sense of false security by a sharing of confidences. 

Besides that, just the fact that they are all treshman is 
not the kind of a glue that holds grown men together. 
There simply has to be more community of interests than 
that. 

At any rate, this legislature is different, becuase 74 of 
the 105 members, or 70.4 percent, are freshmen, And they 
all realize that is a big enough percentage to well control 
things, if they are of a mind to, 

The rump session here last week during 
the orientation conference was enlightening, because it 
revealed a good amount of potential leadership. The 50 to 
60 freshmen who attended one session showed a good deal 
of plain old common sense in realizaing that they didn’t 
want to elect their own speaker most of them seem pleased 
with the fact that veteran Rep. Joe McCorquodale of Clarke 
County is apparently going to win the post. 

And they didn’t even think too much of a freshman 
member being speaker pro-tem or chairman of the all - 
important Ways and Means Committee. Those posts almost 
demand experience. 

But the young lawmakers were concerned that the 
incumbents who did get re-elected were going to try to run 
the whole show. And they seem bent on getting a few 
committee chairmanships and electing some of their 
number to the important elective committees and bodies 
which oversee legislative responsibilities such as the 
Legislative Council, the State Building Commission and the 
Committee on the Examiners of Public Accounts, 

More than one of them voiced the sentiment that the 
elections this year which made this legislature 70 percent 
pure and unadulterated, was a sort of mandate from the 
people to change the way the House has been doing things 
for years. 

And that means giving committee chairmanship and 
housekeeping responsibilities to new lawmakers, 

There was no talk of revolt, quite to the contrary. 

But this bunch of Young Turks seem resolved to deal 
themselves a little larger slice of the House management 
than the freshman class has ever enjoyed before. 

It was refreshing, and on the other side of the 
Rotunda, the Senate is talking about some real meaningful 
reforms, including a more conservative use of the filibuster 
and demonstrating to the public that this legislature is going 


to cut out the monkey business and get down to work. 
If that should come to pass, the public wouldn't care 
what it is called. Viva la revolution’

Keep these holidays happy 
ones by taking a few extra 
precautions to make them 
safer. 

The Christmas tree, one of 
our most loved symbols, can be 
a dangerous fire hazard. For 
this reason you should take 
extra care in selecting and 
decorating your family’s tree. 
A live tree that can be planted 
after the holidays is the best 
selection, but many budgets 
cannot afford this type tree 

If you buy a cut tree, 
needles should be firmly 
attached to branches and 
should spring back when you 
run your hand over them. 

When you get your tree 
home saw off at least one inch 
of the trunk and put tree into a 
stand that holds water. Be sure 
to keep a good water level in 
the container. Refill container 
each day with cool water. A six 
foot tree may consume a pint 
of water daily. 

Place your tree in the 
coolest part of the house. Do 
not put it near heat sources 
like heaters, forced ajr register, 
fire places, television sets or 
stereos. And DO NOT set up a 
train or other electrical toys 
under the tree. 

Use only noncombustible or 
flame proofed decorating 
materials, such as those made 
from metal, glass, or asbestos. 
Hang only unbreakable bulbs 
on lower branches where 
children of pets might 
investigate. Always examine 
tree lights carefully each year, 
check for burned out bulbs, 
frayed cords, exposed or: 
broken wires, and 
sockets, If it is time to buy 
new lights, buy only those with 
the UL label. If by chance you 

are still using an aluminum 
artificial tree DO NOT put 


lights on it! 

Beware of overloading your 
electrical circuits and get into 
the safety habit of 
disconnecting all Christmas 
lights before going to bed or

The flowers, 
leaves, and fruit of the 
Jerusalem Cherry are thought 
to cause vomiting and diarrhea. 
Mistletoe berries can cause 
acute stomach and intestinal 
upset. Both children and adults 
have died from eating berries 
or drinking tea made from 
Mistletoe, Poinsettia leaves can 
be fatal, one leaf can kill a 
child, The berries and foliage 
of the Yew are also fatal, 
foliage is more toxic than 
berries. Keeping these in mind 
use caution when using these 
favorite Christmas plants 
especially when babies or 
children are around. 


When Christmas is over take 
down your tree and other 
decoration as soon as possible. 

Even if you observe all these 
safety rules, it’s wise to 
consider what to do in case of 
fire, Sit down with family 
members and plot out an 
emergency escape plan, Be sure 
all doorways are kept clear and 
have a good fire extinguisher 
handy for any emergency.

Some major utility rate hike requests in recent 
months have fueled anew the talk of creating a new public 
service commission with more members, 

The ftdea, most often discussed by lieutenant 
Governor Jere Beasley, would be to have seven members 
instead of three on the P-SC to give it broader 
representation and a larger staff to handle utility matters, 


In all likelihood the proposal would mean the current 
commission members would lose their posts, One of them 
commissioner - elect Jim Zeigler, apparently doesn't like 
the idea too much, and has introduced an alternative 
proposal to give the P-S-C an expanded staff under its 
current membership. 

Zeigler said his proposal was added to the P-S-C's 
budget request, which must be approved by the legislature 
The legislature also would have the job of revamping the 
P-S-C if such a move is sought. 

Zeigler’s measure would increase the P-S-C staff by 28 
persons, including 15 employees who would serve in a new 
division for investigating utility finances. 

Zeigler said the 15 division members would be mostly 
accountants and cost control analysts who would conduct 
audits and cost control studies of utilities. 

If the proposal follow’s Zeigler’s timetable, the 
expanded staff would be in operation by the start of the 
new fiscal year next October first. That means the 
legislature would have to approve the measure fairly early 
in its session beginning next May. 

Zeigler, who takes office in January, said the 
expanded staff would cost a total of some 326,000 dollars 
over 4 two-year period, But he says the cost wouldn't 
require any money from taxpayers. Instead, he said, the 
division would be financed through various utility fees paid 
to the commission

mer’s signing of the University 
of Alabama football scholar- 
ship came the announcement 
this week that the Calera play- 
er had been selected by a poll 
of state high school coaches as 
the most valuable lineman 
among Alabama class A high 
school teams. 

The story of Dale’s 
scholarship goes back farther 
than the night before 
Calera’s opening game this year 
when head University of 
Alabama football coach Paul 
“Bear” Bryant phoned and 
told Dale’s father, Herman 
Plamer, that the Capstone staff 
hoped to put Dale into a 
crimson jersey. It goes back 
further than Palmer’s selection 
as an all state player for two 
years, or being chosen as the 
Eagles’ most valuable defensive 
player for the past three 
seasons, 

The story goes back to 1970 
when Dale lettered as a 
defensive end, while in the 
eighth grade. Since that time, 
Palmer has worked on a 
rigorous weight program twelve 
months out of the year while 
maintaining a straight A 
average in school and holding 
down a full-time job during the 
summer, 

“That’s why he’s made it,” 
explained his high school 
coach Rick Cairns. “With him 
football was a twelve month 
deal keeping himself in top 
shape physically.” 

Palmer’s years in Calera 
High School proved him a 
leader both on and off the 
field. Not only was he a 
captain on the team which lost 
only one game during the last 
two years, but Dale has also 
been a leader in student affairs 
at Calera High School. He is 
currently serving as student 
council president. 

Scouting Plamer during the 
past football season was 
University of Alabama assistant 
coach Dee Powell. It was only 
fitting that coach Powell was 
the one to recruit the Calera 
senior, 


“We've been watching Dale 
all year,” he commented. “He is 
an excellent prospect and we 
expect him to be as 
outstanding at Alabama as he 
was at Calera, His long suit is 
hitting, He’s a real head - 
hunter.” 

Tide coaches plan to give 
Palmer the nod at a linebacker 
position or possibly an 
offensive lineman, according to 


Powell. 

Palmer caught six 
touchdown passes as tight end 
during his years at Calera. 
During that time he only 
missed one game, due to 
sickness. During his last two 
years of high school ball Dale 
averaged eighteen individual 
and assisted tackles per game 
while being named to the all - 
state football squad each year. 

When asked about his son’s 
achievement, Herman Plamer 
commented that all he did was 
to supply a little discipline and 
a whole lot of grits. The rest of 
the job was the result of the 
coaches, teachers, and 
administration at Calera High 
School. 

Palmer is the first high 
school football player to 
receive a scholarship to play 
for the University of Alabama 
since Don Harris of Vincent in 
1967. 

What does Dale himself have 
to say about the whole thing? 

Well, he just thanks his 
teammates on the Calera High 
SChool football team for 
making his a winner with a 
perfect 9-0 season this past 
year,

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Summer garden needs 


wintertime preparation 


by Sarah Campbell 


With winter almost upon us 
it is time for cleaning up the 
garden and yard. Remove any 
dead or diseased branches from 
your trees and shrubs. Treat 
any wounds with a tree 
pruning paint to prevent 
insects from getting started. 
Remove all old leaves and 
from perennials and 
pull up old annuals. Burn any 
diseased material - don’t put it 
on your compost pile. A few 
precautions like these will help 
protect against reinfecting 
plants next year. 

Tall canes of bush roses that 
might snap or be whipped by 
the winter wind should be cut 
back to a safe point. This is not 
the annual major pruning but 
merely a topping to protect 
from wind damage. Also, tie 
canes of climbing roses to their 
supports for winter protection. 

Dahlia stems should be cut 


back to two or three inches 
above the ground immediately 
after the frost has killed the 
tops. Leave the tuber in the 
soil for about a week longer, 
then dig, wash, dry in shade, 
and store tubers for winter in 
peat moss or vermiculite in a 
cool place, 
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Chrysanthemums, the 
favorite fall flower of many

ing. A 12 volt outdoor lighting 
system will give the garden a 
new look, as well as a fountain 
or waterfall kits, or a bronze sun 
dial, trellis, patio torch, or a set 
of redwood planter boxes. 

Birds are a delightful part of 
any garden, They can be attracted 
with a bird feeder, Martin house, 
or no-freeze bird bath, One of the 
books on housing and feeding is 
a fine gift, including one that lists 
plants to grow for birds. 


gardeners, can withstand the 
first cold of Autuma, but 
heavy frost and low 
temperatures can damage open 
blooms. If protection is desired 
try covering plants with large 
cardboard boxes, burlap, old 
sheets, or plastic. The frost will 
form on the cover but not the 
flower. Remove any coverings 
in morning after frost has 
melted. If using plastic, be sure 
to remove before bright 
sunlight overheats the plants. 
When chrysanthemums have 
stopped blooming cut back 
foliage close to ground and 
remove dead leaves and stalks. 

Replenish mulch around 
your shrubs to protect roots 
against winter cold, Pine 
needles make an excellent 
mulch for acid loving plants 
like azaleas, camellias, hollies 
and others. Don’t use sawdust 
as a mulch unless it is well 
rotted! 

Keep leaves and pine straw 
raked to prevent packing on 
the lawn. When they are 
allowed to pack they can keep 
water from getting to your 
grass and plants - also they may 
harbor disease and insects. 

As you rake autumn leaves 
put them to a good use - don’t 
burn them and add polution to 
our air, Start a compost bed by 
making a frame work of mesh 
wire and boards or other 
building materials - place in an 
inconspicuous spot, Add a few 
cups of complete fertilizer to 
each six inch layer of leaves 
and keep pile moist. You may 
also add any sort of vegetable 
scraps from your kitchen, grass 
clippings and pine needles. 
After a few months you should 
turn over with a garden pitch 
fork. The results will be a 
better garden by using this 
organic mixture as a mulch and 
to improve the soil texture.

Court resolves 
eighty-two cases 


A new county judicial 
record may have been set last 
‘veek in the Shelby County 
-ireuit Court. 

Circuit Judge James H. 
Sharbutt told the Reporter, 
Monday, that the number of 
criminal cases disposed of in 
his court last week is believed 
to be a Shelby County Circuit 
Court record. 

In all, 82 cases were 
disposed of out of the 126 
judicial actions considered. The 
disposition of these cases were 
pleas of guilt, jury trials, and 
noll pross actions, 

Last week's Circuit Court 
calendar included a criminal 
jury and a youthful defender 
docket. 

Speeding the criminal court 
process, in part, were new 
streamlined youthful 
defendant procedures 
consisting of printed bench 
notes, and the trying of several 
defendants at the same time. 


Judge Sharbutt remarked 
that the success in disposing of 
such a large number of cases 
was “accomplished by dilligent 
judicial effort, cooporation of 
defendants, plural council, and 
an efficient circuit clerk’s 
office.” 

Fifteen penitentiary 
sentences were handed down 
by the court after guilty pleas 
were made, Of these, seven 
received five years in the 
penitentiary and five years 
probation. Four received two 
year sentences. Two received 
sentences of three years in the 
penitentiary and three years 
probation, One defendant 
received a five year sentence, 
and another was sentenced to 
four years. 

In the only case receiving a 
jury’s verdict, Thomas Caffee 
of Clanton was found guilty 
and sentenced to ten years for 
the armed robbery of Calera’s 
Clara- Neal Motel.

No new funds 


forPelham High 


by Nancy Duncan 

Two hours of dialogue on 
the financial situation of Pel- 
ham High School failed, at a re- 
cent PTA meeting, to reveal 
any untapped sources of funds 
for the school, as Shelby 
County School Superintendent 
Elvin Hill and members of the 
county Board of Education 
fielded questions from a vocal 
group of frustrated parents. 


When the new school open- 
ed in late August, the acquisi- 
tion of many necessities fell to 
the PTA, which agreed to pay a 
portion of the janitor’s and sec- 
retary’s salaries, buy $5,000 
worth of library books, and 
purchase some instructional 
supplies and equipment. 


Now, according to Pete But- 
ton of the PTA’s Ways and 
Means Committee, the group 
has found that candy sales, 
appeals to local businesses and 
solicitations of extra fees from 
parents have not brought in the 
hoped-for revenue, and the 
PTA is operating at 23 percent 
of its $24,750 budget. 

In response to a question 
about why the school was al- 
lowed to open before it was 
adequately equipped, Hill re- 
plied that the situation there 
was actually “far above normal 
for Shelby County,” but he in- 
dicated that additional money 
from the county is not avail- 
able. He added that Pelham is 
the only school which has been 
provided with library books by 
the county. 


PTA president Barbara 
Whitman, who asked if there is 
a possibility of money from 
any other source, was told by 
board chairman Joe Dean, “I 


know this won't sound en- 
cOuraging, but you are 
functioning under the same 


guidelines as the other schools 
in the county 

“As you know, the money 
is based on tax revenue and 
local revenue is low in Shelby 
County as compared to other 
areas around us,”’ Dean contin- 
ued, saying that Jackson 
County, for one, contributes 
27 percent of the total funds 
used for education by levying a 
17 mill ad valorem tax. “In 
Shelby County, Wwe are funct- 


ioning on a 12 mill tax base,” 
he pointed ou. The county 
provides an estimated 15 per- 
cent of its education expendi- 
tures. 


Board member Elaine 
Hughes suggested approaching 
Pelham city officials for finan- 
cial aid, pointing out that the 
city of Montevallo gives 
$22,000 a year to schools 
there. 


The idea of a one percent 
county sales tax, which would 
be used exclusively for educa- 
tion, was aired and the group 
was told by Dean that the 
board of education will not 
push for an election on the 
matter until the results of a 
survey being conducted by the 
state Department of Education 
are known. The survey is ex- 
pected to project future educa- 
tional needs of the county. “I 
think it would be useless to 
push something that is going to 
have to be approved county- 
wide until we have more 
facts,” Dean commented. 

Asked if such a tax could be 
approved by the Shelby 
County Commission without a 
vote of the people, Dean said it 
is possible, but that he does 
not think the commission 
would do it because “this is the 
only area in which we can get 
any interest in a sales tax.” 

Hill added that although 
other parts of the county 
would also benefit from the in- 
creased revenue, “they aren't 
going for it because we can’t 
convince them it will build 
them a new school building 

“We have no objection to an 
election being called tomor- 
row,” he continued, “but these 
groups are going to fight you 
tooth and toenail.” 

Dr. Reginald Hug asked if 
the area encompassing Pelham, 
Valley and Helena schools 
‘could form a sort of sub- 
district, which would collect a 
sales tax to be used for the 
schools. He was told by Dean 
that a provision in Title $2 of 
the Alabama Public School 
Laws does allow for such a pro- 
cedure. “There are pitfalls 
here,” he warned, explaining, 
“As I understand it, if you 


have any tax elections at a later 
date and Shelby County voted 


on it countywide, the district 
would not be able to share all 
the pro rata proceeds.” 

Hill said that he is opposed 


to the sub-district idea “be- 
cause of all the money that 
went into building this 


(school). 

“I don’t think you have the 
right,” he added. 

Sandra Button asked what 
the possibility of getting addi- 
tional money would be if a 
group of parents went to Mont- 
gomery to appeal to the state. 

“You won’t get a thing 
from the state,” Hill replied. 
“But you might get something 
from the governor from reven- 
ue sharing funds. 

“The legislature will listen 
to you much more than they 
will to this board or to me,” he 
added. “This I believe... that 
the people can move the 
legislature.” 

Problems of discipline at the 
school were discussed and Hill 
enlisted the help of parents in 
putting an end to vandalism 
which has occurred on 
numerous occasions. He 
reported that some furnishings 
have been destroyed, and 
school principal, W. E. Jones, 
said that in the rest rooms 
drains have been stopped up 
and ‘‘they have pulled 
everything off the walls that 
would come off.” 

Despite the gravity of the 
discipline problems, Jones said 
at one point, “We have paddled 
but very few this vear.” When 
a student's behavior is deemed 
serious, the principal said, he is 
suspended and sent home with 
a letter explaining the situation 
to his parents 

If, after several suspensions, 
the student’s conduct is still 
unacceptable, he is expelled, 


Jones continued. However, he 
added, even at that m

For tax payment failure-- 


Home may be sold

It’s not impossible for a 
homeowner to have his home 
sold right out from under him 
without his even knowing it, 
claims Cahaba Valley Homes 
president, Bill D. Eddleman. 


New residents are required 
to declare the property they 
own at the Shelby County tax 
assessor's office during the 
months of October, November 
and December. However, 
despite publicity urging them 
to do this, many residents 
aren't declaring their property 
Eddleman claims. And he 
should know, since he, as the 


routinely notified to report 
his status, so if he does not 
read news items or 
advertisements, he may be 
unaware of the assessment 
requirement. 

“The county officials are

The President is determined 
to reduce oil imports at least a 
million barrels a day. This will 
mean some cutbacks for all 
Americans, who now consume 
more energy per person than 
any other people on earth. 

The President hasn't decided 
precisely which mandatory con- 
trols he will adopt. A packet full 
of proposals has been delivered 
to him by Interior Secretary 
Rogers Morton, who boils down 
the ideas of his energy experts. 

But this much is certain: The 
President has promised con- 
gressiona! leaders that he won't 
impose a high gasoline tax. It’s 
more likely he will call for 
government allocation of 
gasoline and heating oil. This 
will be combined probably with 
import restrictions and perhaps 
@ special tax on large, gas-con- 
suming automobiles. 

These measures will affect 
the living habits of almost every 
American. 

No Admittance: Republican 
congressional leaders expected 
to have easy access to the White 
House after Gerald Ford moved 
in. But it hasn't worked out that 
way. 

In the privacy of the Repub 
hean cloakrooms, they have 
been grumbling over the break- 
down in communications bet- 
ween Capitol Hill and the White 
House.

MONTGOMERY - - If the people of Alabama got 
nothing else for Christmas, the announcement of the 
formation of a Governor's Fiscal Responsibility Committee 
and its embarkation on a wide-sweeping program of fiscal 
reforms should be a Christmas surprise to please everyone, 

That announcement was coupled with another goody 
-+ the installation of a modern, cash flow system in the 
state which can mean millions of dollars of new revenue 
without putting the bite on the people. 

Cash flow management simply means that the state is 
going to institute a tighter control over its cash monies, 
figuring out almost to the penny how much money it needs 
to meet its daily obligations and putting the rest of it to 
work for the state. 

Under Gov. George Wallace’s “Bank Interest Bill”, 
which actually was Gov. Lurleen’s bill since she was 
governor then, the banks were required to pay the state 
interest on its time deposits, The amount was fixed at six 
percent and, as everyone knows, that’s absurdedly low in 
today’s money market. 

It was up to the treasurer to place money in state 
depositaries (banks) and it was also up to the treasurer to 
determine just how much money should be kept in demand 
accounts (checking) to meet the day-to-day operations of 
government. 

Ever since the Governor's Cost Control Survey was 
made almost four years ago, it has been apparent that the 
state was keeping far too much of its funds in banks in 
demand accounts, which do not pay interest. 

Last week the governor announced that he was going 
to see to it that a larger amount of the state’s cash is placed 
in time deposits and that he will be seeking legislation 
taking the ceiling off the interest rate the banks can pay the 
state, 

More money in time deposits and more interest could 
mean as much as $30 million to the state’s General Fund 
which is in bad, bad trouble. 

There is a possibility that some of the state’s cash 
may some day be placed in short term investments with an 
even larger rate of return, There will be opposition to that, 
however, on the grounds that it is Alabama taxpayers’ 
money and it should be put to work in Alabama. 

The banks of the state can ill afford to oppose the 
interest rate increase, but may well bargain for a state 
easement of the allowable interest rate they may charge 
their customers, 

Gov. Wallace will make a public show of opposition 
to any increase in the interest rate, but the need for an 
increase is an economic fact of life and the hard-pressed 
building industry can attest to that. 

Wallace is hoping that by the time the legislature 
convenes, the prime interest rate will have come down to 
the extent that the crunch on the home building industry is 
eased. But he may as well be prepared for legislation which 
would make the state's usury rate more realistic and more 
flexible according to economic conditions. 

Everything considered, it appears that the banks’ long 
honeymoon with Alabama tax dollars (up until 1967 they 
paid nothing on state deposits) is over. And it appears that 
the new revenue to be generated, while not inspiring a tax 
cut, will at least forestall a tax increase.

Blossburg? How could this possibly be the coal 
mining town, famous in history and lore? But that’s what 
the sign said, and I knew f was hopelessly lost. 

It was the kind of situation you get into when you 
are trying to do something for your children. Common 
sense takes leave and now, here I was - in the rain - in the 
cold - running two hours behind schedule - on a wild chase 
to find quail for a special dinner. 

It started with an urgent telephone message, “Mother, 
fix everything SOUTHERN you can think of, but NO 
GRITS. We're getting them everywhere.” 

Our daughter's college theatrical group would perform 
in Birmingham, and “about eight or ten” would be at the 
house for dinner. 

What to serve? The recipe books only illustrated how 
many “southern” foods are now universal. Southern fried 
chicken? Impossible with Colonel Sanders frying it on every 
street corner of the world. 

Country ham? Available at restaurants everywhere - 
but not available at ordinary grocery stores in the South. 

Pecan pie? When the Yankees found out how easy it 
was to make, they took it over. 

Sweet potatoes? The same. 

Jambalaya, gumbo, Cajun stew? Too Gulf Coast, and 
the ingredients too hard to find in central Alabama. 

Then another telephone call. Carol Yacko was 
bringing us a venison roast from a deer Vince had killed 
near Shelby. Game! Perfect! And from right near home. 

We would need something more for a crowd that size. 
Quail, yes, Alabama quail would be just right. 

But no quail hunter gives away his hard won 
treasures, Isn't there someone who raises quail 
domestically? | seemed to remember feature stories about 
it. But who? Where? 

Telephone calls to two Birmingham specialty grocer 
suppliers. Do you ever have quail? No. Do you know of 
anybody who raises them’ No, 

Then, the last name in the yellow pages, Runelli’s. 
Yes, there's a fellow in Forestdale. Hey, Sam, what's his 
name? Bill Love. Let me look it up for you in the phone 
book, 

“Yes, we raise quail. We sell them live.” 

A dozen live quail running around the house, with me 
chasing after them with an axe? There are some limits on 
what I'll do for the children. Murder in the kitchen is one 
of them. 

“We usually need a week's notice to dress them,” But 
would you -- please? “All right. Pick them up Thursday.” 

I went too far on Highway 78 before turning, and 
that’s how | happened to be in Blossburg, looking for 
Forestdale and the Alabama Quail Farm. 

Sequel: After brief encounters with Graysville and 
Adamsville and the beautiful hills of west Jefferson County, 
I found the farm, and the quail were ready for me. (They 
also have pheasants, partridges and guineas.) 


The dinner worked out well. No one else had served 
game on the group's nine- city tour. A girl from the Bronx 
gathered the impression that we all go out and shoot our 
dinner in the back yard. The sole member of the troup, 
from Thomasville, Georgia, smiled and didn’t give it away 

And for those who might be interested, the rest of 
the menu included oysters Rockefeller - invented in New 
Orleans, and named for the grandfather of the man who 
had just become Vice President of the United States; 
Hopping John, with purple hull peas and rice; asparagus- 
almond casserole the way they used to make it at the 
Purefoy Hotel in Talladega; watercress salad, spiced peaches 
and rolls. 

The desserts were Lane cake, plum pudding from an 
old Chattanooga recipe and black bottom pie. (The pie was 
the favorite. | should have made two of them.)

The high-back rocking chair 
in the cardiovascular nursery at 
University Hospital helps 
provide a lot of tender, loving 
care for infant heart patients at 
The University of Alabama in 
Birmingham (UAB).

Housing situation 


may soon improve 


Savings flows in the state’s 
savings and loan associations 
at the end of 1974 indicate a 
substantial turnaround in the 
availability of mortgage funds, 
Thomas Shinn, president of the 
Alabama League of Savings 
Associations, announced this 
week, 

“The net growth of savings 
in November and December 
should total about $35 
million,” the Montgomery 
savings and loan executive 
reported. “On the basis of this 
trend, we are anticipating that 
savings capital generated by 
S&Ls in Alabama in 1975 will 
approximate $20- million.” 

But whether or not the bulk 
of these savings funds reaches 
the housing market in 
Alabama, Shinn pointed out, 
will depend on action to 
resolve the interest rate 
dilemma. “As the situation 
exists now, these funds are not 
being invested in conventional 
loans in Alabama. Instead, 
millions of dollars are moving 
into housing markets in states 
with more reasonable and 
realistic interest rate ceilings.” 

He declared that savings and 
loan institutions have no 
choice. “To serve and protect 
the interests of their savers, 
they must invest in markets 
producing required earnings. 
An eight percent interest rate 
ceiling, as we have in Alabama, 
will not produce this essential 
income under present market 
conditions.” 

As he views the situation, 
the housing picture in Alabama 
“can change quickly and 
decisively if the Alabama 
legislature will act on

The nursery was established 
because of the increasing 
patient load in the 
cardiovascular intensive care 
unit (CICU), according to Mrs. 
Mary Wilmarth, director of the 
cardiovascular nursing unit. 

“An infant takes much 
longer to recuperate from 
open-heart Surgery than does 
an adult,” she said, explaining 
that most adult patients Stay in 
the CICU less than 48 hours, 
while babies have to Stay 
several days. 


The infants still go through 
the normal procedure -- 
immediately after surgery they 
enter the CICU, where they are 
closely monitored with 
computers, but are transferred 
to the cardiovascular nursery 
when their condition is more 
stable. 

Even though the infants are 
transferred from the CICU, 
they still require close 
attention because difficulties 
develop quicker in infants than 
adults particularly 
respiratory problems. 

Generally, it takes two 
weeks of recuperation for an 
infant, and 75 percent of this 
time is spent in the 
cardiovascular nursery. Before

Hibachi dangerous indoors | 


Glowing charcoal briquets' 
are a pleasant and convenient 
method of grilling steaks, ham- 
burgers, hot dogs and other 
goodies in the back yard on an 
evening. 

Keep those glowing coals in 
your hibachi or grill where 
they belong-in the open air. In 
a closed space, they can kill 
you 

The problem is a colorless, 
odorless, tasteless gas produced 
by smouldering charcoal—the 
highly lethal carbon monoxide. 

Medical journals are sprink- 
led with reports from doctors 
called, too late, to treat victims 
of carbon monoxide poisoning 
from charcoal grills. The vic- 
tims were individuals who 
brought the grill inside—into a 
camper, tightly closed tent, a 
room in the house, a room in a 
motel, Some thought the fire 
had burned out, Others, un- 
aware of the danger, used the 
hibachi to warm the camper or 
lake cottage room on a cool 
evening. Some of them never 
woke up 

The title, “The Hazardous 
Hibachi,” comes from a report 
published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 
describing in detail five deaths 
from carbon monoxide poison- 
ing from charcoal briquets- 
inside a Volkswagon bus, a 
trailer, a station wagon and a 
potato cellar, The journal arti- 
cle also cites five more deaths 
reported by other doctors 
And, a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Clearinghouse for Poison 
Control Centers reports on 
more than 30 deaths from the 
same cause,

Under administrative 
procedures, persons charged 
are innocent unless they admit 
guilt, fail to answer the charges 
or are found guilty by an 


administrative law judge after a 
formal hearing. 

The Horse Protection Act 
provides for both civil and 
criminal penalties for soring, 
defined as the use of cruel or 
inhumane devices or methods 
to accentuate a horse’s gait in 
the show ring. Maximum 
penalties for criminal violations 
are a $2,000 fine, 
imprisonment up to six 
months, or both. The 
maximum civil penalty is 
$1,000 for each violation of 
the Act of its regulations.

Summer days were long and 
hot in the Mississippi Delta 
where I lived as a child,and we 
children were hard-pressed to 
find amusement, so we 
invented our own, our 
imigination playing a big role. 

Most of our games were 
inspired by the movies we saw 
at our town’s only theatre. The 
movies changed every two 
days, so we were kept abreast 
of the latest from filmdom.

These week-end movies 
were, for the most part, 
frequented by boys and men 
from, out-lying plantations, 
who came into town to spend 
their hard-earned money.

In those days it was a 
toss-up between Roy Rogers 
and Gene Autry as to 
popularity. 

My sisters and I were obliged 
to view these movies, as 
Mother worked at a local 


dry-goods store which closed 
it’s doors only after the last 
potential customer was off the 
street, which was usually 
around mid - night. 

We watched the movies 
several times over and walked 
home with her afterwards, 

Mostly we girls sat in our 
seats and audibly ridiculed 
each over dramatized 
movement made by the actors, 
for it was understood that no 
intelligent *person could 
possibly take those westerns 
seriously. We wanted 
everybody to be aware that we 
considered ourselves 
intelligent. 

It was those Saturday 
evening matinees which 
inspired our not so original 
game of “get the outlaw”. 

A short way from our house 
lived a family with several 
children who matched our 
family boy for girl.

The new president of the 
Alabama Mineral and Lapidary 
Society is a Shelby Countian 
whose interest in rocks and 
other objects of nature goes 
back many years, 


Jack Winton, resident of 
Altadena South, became 
interested in rock collecting as 
a hobby through his 
acquaintance with Arthur 
Dunning, former curator of 
minerals for the state. 


“IT have really been 
interested in this sort of thing 
since I was a kid,”’ Winton said. 
“I would go around picking up 
rocks and wonder what was in 
them,” 


Following a one year term 
as the Lapidary Society’s vice 
president, he assumed his new 
post in December, succeeding 
Birmingham dentist, Dr. Polly 
Ayers. 


Julia Winton is also an 
enthusiastic AMLS member, 
and the couple has been 
attending meetings and 
participating in the group’s 
field trips and rock shows for 
nearly four years. 


Last month, they went to a 
convention of the Eastern 
Federation of the Mineral and 
Lapidary Society in West Palm 
Beach, were some 2,000 other 
rock enthusiasts had gathered. 

The local group meets the 
second Friday of each month 
at the Vestavia Civic Center 
and Winton says that visitors 
are encouraged. “We have 
twelve meetings and ten field 
trips a year,” he continued,

A “rock swap” and show 
will be held by the members at 
Tannehill State Park next 
summer and Winton said the 
group plans to make this an 
annual affair. 

The organization’s more 
than 100 members come from 
a wide area, including 
Birmingham, Cullman, 
Gadsden, Montevallo, Jasper, 
Sylacauga and Bessemer, the 
president said. 

Although the local club 
bears the name Alabama 
Mineral and Lapidary Society, 
there are other such groups in 
Huntsville, Mobile, 
Montgomery and Alexander 
City, he pointed out. 

“Many people in the group 
are quite knowledgeable,”’ Mrs. 
Winton noted, “and others, 
like me, just go along for the 
ride. 

“You don’t have to know a 
lot about it to enjoy it, 
thought. You can enjoy the 
beauty of it and the trips,” she 
added. “I think most anybody 
who is interested in nature 
would be interested in the 


club.” 

Winton has taken two 
courses in identifying minerals 
at UAB and has been an avid 
rock collector for the past 
several years, One room in his 
basement is completely given 
over to his hobby and looks 
like a mini museum, with 
several cases of rocks and shells 
on display. He also has a 
tumbler for polishing rocks and 
a cutting machine. 

His varied collection ranges 
from small pebbles to a hunk 
of Alabama petrified wood 
which he estimates would 
weigh nearly 100 pounds, The 
rock is said to be between 80 
and 100 million years old, he 


reported, 
“Alabama is well blest with 
minerals,” he said and he 


estimates that there are 40 to 
50 different varieties to be 
found in the state. 

Gazing at a handful of 
particularly colorful stones, 
Winton observed, “This is 
something God made millions 
and millions of years ago. The 
person who cracks it open is 
the first to see it, even though 
it was made so long ago,”

The organization is 
governed by a 13-member 
board of directors. A 
unanimous vote of the board is 
required for election to the 
Hall. To be eligible, nominees 
must be native Alabamians or 
closely identified with 
Alabama.

From then on, his inventory 
grew and grew, 


Tucked into a corner of his 
mobile home, his radio room is 
brimming over with Old Radio 
Memories, which also happens 
to be the name of his recording 
sales business. Here David has 
shelves filled with hundreds of 
reels of shows, plus almost as 
many cassettes with memories 
of the best from early radio. 
Almost daily he is involved 
with trades with other dealers 
as he sends a reel from his 
collection in trade for shows he 
does not have recorded. 


Once he receives a tape he 
doesn’t have, the young dealer 
may play the show on one 
recorder to dub it onto a 
master reel on another tape 
deck. Or the owner of a 
cassette recorder might want 
one particular show dubbed 
from a larger reel which may 
contain up to six hours of 
shows. 


OF all the shows in his 
collection, David told the 
Reporter that he and his wife 
most enjoy “Fibber McGee and 
Molly.” This classic old radio

hit is still as funny today as it 
was during the Thirties, 
Forties, and Fifties. Other 
favorites include “Amos 'n 
Andy.” “Inner Sanctum.” and 
“The Lone Ranger.” The 
Robinson home is equipped 
with speakers in various rooms 
so that they can hear the shows 
whenever and wherever they 
want. 


The young Montevallo High 
alumnus said that he has long 
been interested in radio 
content. He adds that there is 
much more choice available 
when you have more than 
forty years of radio history 
recorded. Even in its heydey 
radio could offer more types of 
programs than television can 
afford to produce, 


“It’s the theatre of the 
mind,” he said. Things could 
be dramatized on radio more 
effectively than television 
could do. Fantasy, adventure, 
Science fiction, and horror 
could be imagined on radio, 
whereas television often could 
not afford to effectively depict 
such unusual subjects. “It’s 
much more fun to use your 
imagination.” 


Television has a lot to thank 
radio for, especially some of 
the early video hits. Dozens of 
radio favorites were adapted to 
television, from comedy and 
musicals to westerns and crime 
shows. Radio stars like Jack 
Benny, Burns and Allen, Red 
Skelton, and Ozzie and Harriet 
went from radio to successful 
television careers. “The Lone 
Ranger,” “The Thin Man,” 


“Gunsmoke,” “Your Hit 
Parade,"” and many other 
shows went to the visual 
medium. And last but not 


least, soap operas began on 
radio. 


David Robinson finds that 
even some of the less- familiar 
titles were often interesting 
series. He mentioned “The 
Linit Bath Club Review” as 
one such show. He added the 
“Johnny Dollar” from the 
‘50's and early 1960's had 


interesting dramatic plots, even 
in the days when old radio was 
dying. 


Both young and old people 
are becoming interested in 
collecting recordings of 
favorite old radio memories, 
according to Robinson. Some 
remember the programs when 
they first were broadcast, while 
young people are discovering 
the best of golden age radio. 
Since he himself is under 
thirty, David thinks it is not 
just nostalgia which is making 
old radio so popular now, but 
rather an appreciation for its 
quality.
